Tuts third and concluding volume has been delayed 
longer than was expected by the preparation of the Intro- 
duction, the Glossary, the Lists of Subjects, and the Index. 
.The notes promised in the Preface to Vol. II have been 
taken into the Glossary, in the final revision of which 
I have received valuable help from Mr. F. Adams, whose 
services in connexion with the Metrical Life of St. 
Cuthbert are mentioned. in the Preface to the Surtees 
Society's edition of that work, and from Mr. R. Oliver 
Heslop, the learned and obliging editor of the Northumber- 
land Glossary, as well as from the friends named in 
the Introduction to the present volume, pp. Ixvi, Ixvii. 


Briefly to review the contents of this volume, I may 
say that the concluding portion of the Bursars’ Rolls 
will, I think, be found not less valuable than the earlier 
portion. Many points of interest in these rolls are referred 
to in the Introduction, pp. xxiii—xxx. The Rotuli de 
Miners illustrate the position of the Prior and Convent as 
coal-owners and coal-workers. The Jscellanea are 
extracts from the papers referred to in the Preface to Vol. 
I, as having led to the compilation of this whole collection, 
and, together with the extracts from Treasurers’ Books, 
almost wholly relate to the periods next after the Dissolu- 
Momeeor the monastery. At p. 718, however, is an 
interesting little Prior’s roll of 1356-7. 


The Index is, at any rate, a very full one, and I have 
tried to make it as good as I could in every respect. To 
construct a faultless Index, itself occupying 122 pages, 
would be, I think, beyond the power of most people. 
I regret that this one was not reserved till after the 
completion of the Glossary ; had this been done, the list 
of amendments, p. 867, would have been much shorter 
than it is. The lists of Subjects, pp. 870-886, are

intended to be used with the Index, and to supply the 
place of a classified index, so that, after all, I trust that the 
apparatus for purposes of reference will be found to be 
fairly complete. Since the list on p. 887 was printed, 
explanations of four of the words have been found, and are 
provided in the Glossary and Corrigenda. Others will be 
gladly received at any time. I have taken great pains with 
the Glossary. If some inequality of treatment be observed, 
it is to be borne in mind that some of the words are very 
curious and uncommon, and that the notes originally 
intended have been, as is mentioned above, included in the 
Glossary, which also contains the less familiar names of 
persons and places occurring in the Rolls. Names of 
places that I have not been able to identify are, like 
unexplained words, left with references to pages only. 


With regard to the Introduction, I need only refer to 
what is said on p. Ixiii of the same. 


And now that the Rolls are off my hands, I hope at 
once to complete the preparation of Az¢es of Durham, that 
it may be issued in a few months’ time.

ACER, steel, Fr. acter ; Du Cange. 

ACERB&, crab-apples ; see Ardzia. 

ACHELEYS, ACHELLARII, ashlars, squared stones. 

AD QUOD DAMPNUM, a writ directed to the sheriff to enquire what damage 
to the king, if any, had arisen from any royal grants, licences, etc. 

AFFRI, jumenta, horses employed in husbandry. Du Cange ; Finchale. 

AGHTENDELL, see Auchtyndel. 

AKAMY, see A/kenemy. 

ALBA AULA or WHITHALL juxta Hely ; see Hely. 

ALBURNWYK, Abberwick, in the parish of Edlingham. 

Asus Piscis; probably for the most part merling or whiting ; horse-loads 
were brought to the Cellarer week by week. See especially pp. 
17-27, where the term merlinges (g.v.) does not occur. The term 
albus piscis may, however, have stood for other ‘‘ white fish” besides 
whiting, as, for example, pickled herrings. 

ALBus PULVIS, bdlaunchepoudre, q.v. 

ALDESTONE, Alston in Cumberland. 

ALDURHAM, Old Durham, about a mile east of Durham. 

ALDYNGRIGE, Aldin Grange, about two miles west of Durham. 

ALE, alley, p. 302 note. 

ALE, malt liquor; see Ber. 

AvgA, ALLEA (aJ/ia, pl. of allium, or a fem. sing. form which was also used), 
garlic, Allium domesticum. ‘‘ Make vs somme garlyk ; we shall haue 
all the day more hete in our membres,” Caxton, 27, 2. 

ALISAUNDER, 507, Alexanders, an umbelliferous plant, Smyrntum olusatrum, 
formerly cultivated and eaten like celery. Also called Stanmarche 
or Stammarche: P. P. The seeds were much used in medicine. 

ALKENALD, alkanet root, the root of Anchusa tinctoria, dyer’s bugloss, 
which affords a red dye that was probably used in cookery. 

ALKENEMY, alchemy gold, a metallic composition imitating gold. Or 
sometimes a white metal is meant. C. A. 6. 

ALLEC, herring, Clupea harengus. A. sorus vel ruber, red herring, bought 
by the /ast, g.v.,; albus, white, kept in stock, therefore different 
from recens, fresh, perhaps pickled or salted, but not smoked, bought 
by the barrel. 

ALLERHENNES, 121, qu. ‘four own hens”? In Chaucer we have “ our 
aller cost,’ the expense of us all, A. 799, and ‘‘ our aller cock,” the 
cock of us all, that wakes us all, A. 823. 

ALLERS, alders ; see Alnus. 

ALLERS, lez, a meadow so called. 

ALMARIOLUM, an almery or aumbry, what is now called a cupboard, or 
closet in which things are put away, such as books, clothes, meat, 
Gice |b: Pero, notes 2, 33 C..A. 5. 

ALMONERHALGH, some land that was let with Aldin Grange and Bearpark 
moor. Feod. 1g. 

ALNERS, 544, printed ‘‘ Aluers.” Aldner appears to bea syncopated form of 
Almoner, an alms-purse (N.E.D. s.v. 2), or, as Du Cange explains 
Eleemosynaria, ‘* Gallis Aumoniére, Marsupium, ex quo promi solent 
Eleemosyne.” 
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ALNUS, 7, the alder tree (Alnus glutinosa), used for piles, etc., ‘‘ because it 
neuer rotteth in the water, but lasteth as it were for euer,’’ Surflet, 
quoted in N. E. D. Called also ‘‘ Oryelle tre”: P. P. 369 and note 
3. Sometimes confounded with the elder: C. A. 113, note 5. 

ALTILIA, fattened birds, Du Cange. Hic altile, a capun: W. W. Altilis, 
from alo, is a classical word. 

ALTON FIELD, now Auton Field, between Auton Stile and Aldin Grange. 

ALUERS, 544; a miscopying of Alners, g.v. 

ALURACIO, see 379 note. The alure was primarily the walk or passage 
behind the parapet, which served also to collect the water from the 


roof and discharge it through the gargoils ; hence A/ure is rendered 
in P. P. by Canal and Canals. 


ALUTARIUS, a maker of aluta, whitleather, z.e., horse hide prepared without 
tan, said to derive its Latin name from being dressed with alum. 

AMFRE, 240; AMFFRA, 282; AMPHRA, 653, for amphora, g.v.; see foot of 
Dear. 

Amita, the amice, a square of white linen worn on the head or on the 
shoulders, as one of the Eucharistic vestments ; derived from the 
Latin amictus. ss 

AMORTIFICARE, to alienate lands or tenements in mortmain, 2.é., into the 
hands of an ecclesiastical or other corporation, Mortmain being 
such a state of possession as makes property inalienable, it is said to 
be in mortua manu, ina dead hand. The licence of the Sovereign 
was usually required for this process, but in the Palatinate the Bishop 
of Durham issued letters patent for it, as Prince Palatine. 

Amows, an almuce or fur amice ; see Amucia. 

AMPHIBILUS, 427, St. Amphibalus, the imaginary companion of St. Alban, 
named in fabulous legend, but not in the Roman Martyrology or in 
that of Bede. 

AMPHORA, a vessel of cooper’s work with iron hoops, for drawing ale into ; 
see p. 275. 

Amucia, the amess or almuce, a cape or tippet of fur, or cloth lined with 
fur, worn by monks and canons in choir ; derived from a/mucza, which 
is supposed to be from a word cognate with the Scotch mutch, a 
cap, with the Arabic definite article al, and to have come into 
European languages through Spanish and Portuguese, Sometimes 
wrongly used of the linen amice, ¢.g., p. 533: 

ANABATRA, hallings, g.v. An Hallynge, Auleum, Anabatrum (cortina, 
velum); versus {| Vela vel aulea cortine sunt anabatra: C. A. 172, 
note 1, xlv, also under Curtyn, p. 87. 

ANALOGIUM, a desk or lectern. 

ANASTAS, 36. 

ANCARAGIA, anchorage, a due paid by ships for casting anchor. 

ANCER, anker or anchor, 8% gallons, a measure of wine, 9. 

ANDIRONS (laundyrens), fire-dogs, bars sustained by upright supports so as 
to carry burning wood ina fireplace. C. A. 16. 

ANGELL, a gold coin bearing the device of the archangel Michael standing 
upon and piercing the dragon ; value in 6 Edw. VI, tos. 

AN'I'ATI, 376, read Anamilatz, enamelled. 

ANISE ? 140, apparently an erroneous form of Arras, rich tapestry of Arras, 
a town in Artois. 

ANNIVERSARIUM, a year’s mind or obit, on which see; Rock, Ch. of our 
Fathers, III, 97 (ed. 1852). 

ANOLIGIUM, see Analogium. 

ANTELA, a breast-piece in the harness of a horse. Veytrel, of horsys 
harneys, anfela: P. P. Patrelle, antela, pectorale: C. A. and note. 
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ANTONLAM, apparently a lamb devoted to St. Anthony, 317 note, 319. 


ANYS CONFET, anise comfit or confection, prepared from anise seeds, the 
produce of Pimpinella anisum. 

APPENTICIUM, a.pentise or ‘f appendix,” an open shed, to-fall, or projection to 
protect an outdoor passage, or a door, window, flight of steps, etc. 
Pentyce, of an howse ende, appendicium.: P. P., see note 5; C, A. 
275, note I. 

APPRUARE, to appropriate, take to one’s own use or profit; the word is 
much used in connexion with taking in land from the common. 

AQUA VIT&, a spirit distilled from wine mixed with aromatic herbs. 
Henslow, 73. 

AQUARIUM, 513, a water-vessel. 

AQUEDUCTUS, a leaden water-pipe often called a conduit, by which water 
was brought to the Abbey, to Beaurepaire, or elsewhere; the 
medieval lead pipes, like those of the Romans, were made with a seam 
along the side, the lengths being joined by collars ; the seams and 
joints were usually ‘‘ burned,” not soldered. A Cundyth, aguaductile : 
C, A. and note. It is said in a MS. of about the time of James _I, 
quoted in the Introduction to ‘‘ Study of the Pipe Rolls,’ that it 
was supposed that ‘‘our Ancestors... tooke their plott from an 
aqueduct. That as water is derived from many springes to heades, 
and from heades guided into a pipe, and by that carried into the 
cesterne of a greate house or pallace, where it is to bee expended 
accordinge to the necessitie and use of every office. Soe, this silver 
streame, growing out of divers natures, might bee drawne from its 
springes, wch are the severale courtes from whence it ariseth, to 
certaine heades, from thence collected into one pipe, and by that 
conveyed into the cesterne, wch is his Mates receipte.” For the 
details of water distribution at Canterbury as shown in Norman 
drawings, see Willis, Conventual Buildings, ch. x. 

ARA PORCORUM, 95, probably for area, the pigyard or swinegarth. 

ARAIACIO (compoiz), drawing up, putting into correct form., 


ARBITA, arbutz, crab-apples, the produce of Pyrus malus, the common crab 
tree. A Crab, Arbitum, vel Arbita ; a Crab tre, Ardztus: C. A. 


ARCENOCUM, arsenicum, yellow arsenic or orpiment, found native. The 
white arsenic now used does not appear to have been known in the 
fifteenth century. 


ARCHIA, an arch. 

ARCUS BOUM, ox bows, the wooden bows that go round the necks of oxen ; 
see Arquilla. 

ARECALCUM, see Auricalcum. 

ARMARIOLUM, a-cupboard, or locker ; see N. E. D. on Amory or Aumbry. 

ARMES or HARMES, for a wheel, 742, perhaps spokes. 

ARQUILLA, an ox-bow: C. A. 265, note 1. Another kind of ox-bow is used in 
Italy, viz., a bow of wood fixed between the necks of two oxen going 
abreast, with the concavity upward, so that a driver can sit upon it, 
facing backward. See Arcus, also an article of horse-harness, 
Por. 452, note 2. 

ARRAS, rich tapestry, or hangings of the same, named from Arras, famed 
for its manufacture. 

ARSENIC, see Arcenocum. 

ARSUNS, par de, 487, the front and back saddle-bow. 

ASPERSORIUM, a sprinkler for holy water. 

ASSERES, planks, etc.. A board, a shingle, a planke, a clouen or sawed 
boord, a punchion, or ioist, asser: Baret, in C. A. 283, note 2; a Planke, 
C. A.; Spars or laths, Finch. Gloss. ; Latta, W. W. 126; Latta, vel 
reafteres, 7b. 185. 
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AsTILUDIA, Aastiludia, tournaments. 

ATRAMENTUM, some black material, perhaps powdered charcoal, frequently 
mentioned with gums, verdigris, etc., as used for sores on horses. 
But on p. 568 it seems to be a general term for horse-medicaments. 

ATTILE, attilium, apparatus, belongings. 

Auca FERA, the wild goose, Anser ferus. 

AUCa. AD OBOLUM or OBULATA, ‘‘ halpenyges,” perhaps geese supplied by 
certain tenants at a halfpenny each. 

AUCH ROSETTA or ROSATA, 15, 16*, 536. We should probably read 
russetta, and understand the term to denote the sheldrake, Zadorna 
vulpanser, which much resembles a small goose in form, is remark- 
able for its russet or reddish plumage, and is common on the Farne 
and Holy Islands. In Scotland it is called the Skeeling, Sly, or 
Strand Goose. (Sheld=party-coloured, hence sheld drake: Skeat). 
A filly, no doubt a roan, is described as rosea, p. 199. 

AUC ST'BULAT2, probably stubble geese. 

AUCHTYNDEL, an eightin-dele, eighth part, an obsolete and now unknown 
measure or weight used in connexion with salt eels in these Rolls ; see 
N atte DD. fand (Pe 37. ‘$ 

AUDEPHAX, see Marius. 

AUGMENTATION, the name of a court erected 27 Hen. VIII for determining 
controversies relating to monastic property ; it was so called from 
the augmentation of the revenues of the Crown by the suppression 
of the religious houses. 

AULA, a halling or hanging for a hall; see Anaébatra. ' 

AUMENERORCHARD, the Almoner’s orchard, a ‘‘manor’”’ on the west side of 
the city of Durham, with which were associated Holcroft and 
Codesley ; 232; Feod. 193 note. This and the Cellarer orchard 
appear to have been made out of a certain garden mentioned in 
the early charters. Feod. 192 note. See Westorchard. 

AURICALCUM, an erroneous form of ovrichalchum (épeixadxoc, mountain 
copper), a kind of brass, gold-mestling. Laton, Auricaleum.: C. A., 
and note; P. P. 289 and note. 

AUTUMPNALIA OPERA, harvest. 

AVELAN (nuces), properly hazel nuts, but Cath. Angl. has ‘‘a Walnotte, 
Auellanus,”’ p. 407 ; see note. 

AVENARIUS, a man in charge of the oats, 162, 163. 

AVENTALE, the movable front or mouthpiece of a helmet, which could be 
put up to admit more air. 

AwDay, 163, a meadow so called. 

AYHOPSHELL, see Hayhopshele. 

AVERGARNER, see HAVERGARNER. There seems to be some uncertainty with 
regard to these Aver- and Haver- compounds,-which occur both with 
and without the H in the same connexion, whether the initial element 
means feudal due or oats. In the former case cf. Tithe-barn. 

AVERMALTS,. perhaps malt paid as a feudal due or in lieu of service ; see 
Averpenys. See also p. 676, for barley called Havermaltes, and in 
the Granators’ Rolls the Aver- or Haver-malts of Billingham always 
appear amongst the receipts of barley ; see Havermaltes. 

AVERPENYS, ‘‘the money paid in commutation of the service (avera) of 
performing any work by horse or ox, or by carriage with either,” 
Hatfield’s Survey, Glossary. N. E. D., ‘‘Haberet et Averpeni, 
scilicet pro singulis triginta acris duos denarios. Mon. Angl. 302. 

Aves SANCTI CUTHBERTI, St. Cuthbert’s ducks, Eider ducks, Somateria 
spectabilis. 

AUxACIO, AXACIO, fitting with axles, or keeping them in order; see p. 
599: 
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AYLSAM, 534. Rogers says he has found linen ‘‘ from Aylsham in Norfolk,”’ 
', 556. 
AYRPECYS, harpices, harrows, 605. 


BACKSTOOL, see Bakstole. 

BACONES. In the Rolls the term seems to be used in the less usual sense as 
denoting live pigs, probably those that were ready for killing and 
curing; see N. E. D. 

BADEUS, bay, colour of a horse. 

BAGHORSE, a horse that carried a bag or bags. 

BAKING IRONS, obley-irons, g.v. 

BAKKES, 590, garments for the back ; so we speak of the arm of a coat or 
the legs of trousers; perhaps under-waistcoats are meant; see 
N. E. D., Back, III, +7. Some MSS. of Chaucer, G. 881, have “‘a brat 
to walken inne by day-light’’; five others, ‘‘a bak”; here it seems 
to mean a cloak. 

BAKSTOLE, perhaps a bake-board, on which dough was kneaded, with legs 
to it, or a stool to lay a bakeboard on, or a stool with a back to it. 

BALK or BALKE, a beam. Balk de ferro and Balk in solario both occur on 
p- 395; in both cases a scale-beam appears to be meant, as at 
PP- 635) 636. 

BANCALE, 264, a Banker, q.v. 

BANDS (ligamina, ligature), DOORBANDS, g.v., and C. A. 19, note 4; often 
mentioned with crooks (gumphz). 

BANKERS, BANCOURS, BAUNCQUERS, BANQUOURS, etc., cloths to be laid on 
benches. 

BAPTISTERIUM, 179, in this case a book containing the baptismal service. 

BARELHOLT, 601, apparently barrel-wood, barrel-boards, for making 
barrels, if Aolt, like the Dutch houwt, can mean wood as material, 
which is perhaps doubtful ; see N. E. D. 

BARFORTH, Barford, in the parish of Winston, but on the right bank of the 
Lees. 

BARHUD, BARHYD, BARE-HIDE, supposed to be a hide with the hair or wool 
removed, or one undressed, or more than one sewn together to 
serve as tarpaulins now do. It may have originally been a bear’s 
hide ; see Finchale Glossary. 

BARKHOUSE, domus tannatoris ; see p. 83. 

BARMESAKER ; see p. 321 note. 

BARMETON, Barmton, in the parish of Haughton-le-Skerne. 

BARNESCLOSE, see p. 675. 

BARRERA, barriers. 

BARREWSLONYING, see p. 698. 

BARTHOLOMEW, ST., of Farne, a monk of Durham who lived as a hermit on 
Farne Island, A.D. 1182. Reginaldi Libellus, Surt. Soc., p. 53 and 
note. Contemporary Life in Boll. Acta SS., June 24. 

BARTHOUSE, see p. 678. 

BARTON, probably a close in Billingham called Bartoun Park in 1358. 
Durh. Halm. Rolls, I, 22. 

BARURA, 512, 522, probably barhyd, q.v. 

BASINET (diminutive of Basin), a small light steel headpiece that when used 
without the ventail would go under the great helm, which rested on 
the shoulders. 

BASTARD, 640, a sweet Spanish wine, regarded as ‘‘mongrel” or ‘ adul- 
terated’’ with honey, etc. : N, E, D, 
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Baststonys, Bass and Bat are both terms for carbonaceous shale or 
impure coal: N. E. D. Such may have been used for smiths’ work, 


647. 

BATALING, 651, embattling. 

BATELLUS, a ship of burden plying on great rivers ; parvus batellus, 537; 
‘a boat used for the Prior's fishery. 

BATELLUS LAPIDEUS, the S/anebate, in which stone was brought over the 
river from the quarries on the west of the city. 

BATEMAN, boatman. 

BATES, 543 note; packsaddles ? 

BATILLAGIUM, boat-hire. 

BATIRYNG, battering, knocking into shape and size, dressing. ‘‘ Et solvit 

. pro M sklattes . . cum le bateryng, et cariagio,” Finchale, 
cclxiii; see Index. 

BATRARE, to dress stones ; see Batiryng. 

BAUDEKYN, rich silk, originally from Bagdad (Ital. Baldacco) and with a 
warp of gold thread; later, glowing crimson silk without gold. 
Ni Ex D: » Rock; Textiles, 40; Yks. Arch. Jrnl.,; XV,.481 note. 

BAUNCQUERS, see Bankers. 

BAWDRIKEZ, baldricks, the thongs by which the clappers of church bells 
were formerly suspended, but the word had a more general appli- 
cation ; see note in P. P. 

BAY, a division within a building, as a standing in a stable, a compartment 
in a barn, or in a church. 

Bay (molendini aquatici) ; see Horbay. The flocks bought for the bay of 
the Abbey mill in 1470, p. 643, were probably for caulking chinks in 
the wooden sides. ‘In stipendia j carpentarii reparantis le Bay 
apud conductum preter mensam per v dies ijs. vjd,’’ Kitchin, 212. 

Bay, said to be short for Bayon in ‘‘sal del Bay” (Bay salt), 575. But see 
N. E. D. under Bay-salt. 

BAYARDOURS, barrow men, masons’ labourers, 511 note. 

BAYEWYNDOWE, a window forming a bay or recess in a room; also called 
a Bow-window when segmentally curved on the plan. 

BAYNGOXINSTALLIS, 105, should perhaps be written in two words, baying 
oxen-stalls, z.e., dividing them into days, q.v. 

BAYON, Bayonne. 

Bays, a place, see p. 163. 

BazAN, basil, sheepskin tanned in bark as distinguished from roan, which 
is tanned in sumach. Fr. dasane, of Arabic origin. ‘‘ Of shepes 
fellis may be made the basenne,’ Caxton, 19, 25. 

BEADS, see Precule. 

BEAUTROVE, 121, Butterby, on the right bank of the Wear, between 
Croxdale and Shincliffe. 

BEDMEN, beadsmen, inmates of the Domus Dez, g.v. So called as being 
especially bound to be men of prayer. ; 

BEDNAL FISH, fish from Beadnall bay, on the coast of Northumberland 
There were Bednelcodlinges, Finchale Glossary. 

BEER, see Ber. 

BEERHOUSE, p. 154, a byre-house or dye, g.v. 

BEGYNUM RADIATUM, some striped material, 534. 

BEKETTES, 238. 

BELLASYS, usually a manor in Billingham, but at p. 684 a place still so 
called close to Durham, where the Grammar Schoo! now is. 

BELYES, bellows. 
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BEMFYLLYNG, beam-filling, the filling in of the spaces between the tops of 
the walls and the roofs. 


BER, BERE, beer, formerly distinguished from ale by being hopped. Cervisia 
hummulina, P. P. ; hoppe, sede for beyre, hummulus, Ib. See also 
p- 245, note 1; C. A. 28, note 8; Rogers, IV, 546, 547. 

BERCARIA, an enclosure with sheds, folds, hecks, etc., for keeping sheep in. 

BERCARIUS, a shepherd. Fr. berger. 

BERKHUSE, the bark-house, domus tannatoris, 83. 

BERLEPE, 214, 398, probably a basket or hopper for sowing bear, bere, 
bigg, or winter barley, Hordeum hexastichum, six-rowed (or some- 
times four-rowed) barley, which by its ripening quicker than the 
common summer barley, H. distichum, was better adapted for the 
short summers of northern climates: Baird. See Biggbarn below, 
and the note on Barlylepe in P. P. 

BERME, barm, yeast. 

BERMEGHEHAM, Birmingham, or cloth made or sold there. 

BERNEGARTH, qu. the Barn Garth; see p. 124. 

BERNESKARR, probably in Billingham ; see pp. 318, 320. 

BERNESTONPARK, 603. 

BERRIS, 727, bars ? 

BESAGES, saddle-bagss ; F. besace, L. bisaccia, from bis and saccus, 617. 

BESC2, spades, 486. 

BEVYRE, beaver, Castor fiber. The beaver was formerly native in England, 
Scotland, and Wales. The bones have been found in the Fens. 
BEWLEY (Beaulieu, Bellus locus), a place in the parish of Billingham, where 

_ the Abbey had a grange and manor. 

BEWRAS, 395, perhaps for duras. Trice Martin gives dura, a lock of hair or 
wool, and N. E. D. gives Bure, a coarse woollen stuff. 

_BEYTTYNG, amending, improving ; see Beet, Bete, in N. E. D. 

BIBRAC’ ? 144; see Vibrac’; reading doubttul. 

BIDNELCODLYNGE, small cod from Beadnall bay. 

BIER, a byre, 620. 

BIGGBARN, a barn for bigg, which is said to be properly four-rowed barley 
as distinct from dear (see under Berlepe) and the two rowed barley of 
the present day. But dear, barley, and bigg, are used interchange- 
ably. Gerarde distinguishes between ‘“‘common Barley,” and 
‘‘ Beare Barley, or Barley Bigg,” p. 70. A street in Newcastle-upon- 
Tyne is still called the ‘‘ Bigg market" ; see Berlepe. 

BIGIRDILL, a girdle ; marsupinm, renale: C. A. Hence not only a girdle 
but a pouch or purse suspended thereat. The prefix is the same as 
in Begirt, so that it might be called a Begirdle ; see N. E. D. under 
Lygirdie, and note in C. A. 

BILLA, a written document ; in the case of relics, one attached by way of 
attestation of genuineness. 

Bir, 612, perhaps an onset, an attack in order to recover the debt. Cf. 
Metr. Life of St. Cuthbert, Zrdex Verborum. 

BIRKHOUSE, in Weardale ; see p. 300. 

BIRLAND, in Eastrington, 490. 

BIRNYNGIRENS, see Burnyngyrynnys. 

BISACUTA, see Twydbz/l, 

BITTIRUM, bulyrum, butter. 


BITUMEN, tar, mixed with butter to make sheep-salve for anointing scabbed 
sheep, 314; Index under Sheepsalve. Every shepherd carried a 
tar-box (tarre boyste in Chester Plays, p. 121) or a ferre-powghe (tar 
pouch), P. Plowman’s Crede, |. 618, to hold his salve. Skeat, Notes 
to P. Pl., p. 127. Rogers, I, 31. 
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BLACKLAWYARE, a yare on the Tyne, in Nether Heworth, 64. 

BLADUM, properly green corn. ‘‘Bladum dum viride, dum in granario 
granum,” C. A. 76. But it is the usual term for corn on the ground 
when ripe, in connexion with tithe. 

BLAND-CORN, blend or blended corn, wheat and rye sown and grown 
together, as peas and beans often were; see p. 694, and Rogers, I, 
‘27. 

BLANKET, the material of which langels (our blankets) were made. B/an- 
kett, vollon clothe, Lodix ; Blankett, lawngelle, Langellus: P. P. 
BLAUNCHEPOUDRE, finely powdered white sugar and ginger; MS. Harl. 

2378, Pp. 31l. 

BLAUNCHYNG, whitewashing. 

BLAUNKES, small French coins of baser alloy than sterling, worth about 
4d., but not current in England after 1423: Raine, St. Cuthb., 1482. 

BLEUCARD, indekarde, q.v. 

BLEWMEDLED, the same as Blodmedled, q.v. 

BLop MEDLED, blue mixture ; see Blodius. 

BLODEYRN, a blood-iron, z.e., a lancet, 451. Bledynge yryn,,Bloode yryn: 
Pp. P.; Bluderyne, Blodeyren: C. A. The Prioress of Kirklees laid 
the dlood-irons to Robin Hood’s vein (Percy Folio, I, 56). 

BLODEUM MELLIDE, blue mixture. 

Biopivus, blue, a later word equivalent to Zndicus, g.v. Rock, Textiles, 
76. Blewe of coloure, Blodius, bluetus: PoP; 

BLOMER, a bloomer, one who makes blooms or ingots of iron (as a sur- 
name), 153. See N. E. D. on Bloom, s6?. 

BLONKET, 617, the same as Plunkett, g.v. 

BLUDHOUSE, the bleeding-house, 265. 

BiuetuM, BLuET, BLUETT, a bluish woollen cloth ; see Blodzus. 

BOLL, a measure of corn varying from the old boll of six bushels to the new 
boll of two. 

BOLL, bowl, e.g., for washing feet, 167, or probably as wash-hand-basins 
also, 177. 

BOLTES, rolls of woven fabric, of 30 yards, 28 ells, or 40 feet. 

Bonp1, bonds, vassals, but not nativi or serfs by birth, as improperly 
implied in C. A. The bond held a house and land, and was bound to 
the lord to render service in tilling the lord’s demesne. From them 
was named Bondgate, the street where they lived, in some of our old 
northern towns. And the term Bondager is still in use in Northumber- 
land. bh DoS: 

BONEFERRY, BONESFERRY, BONNESFERY, BONYFERRY, 303, 526, 583, 590. 

BONESILVER, probably a money payment made by tenants in lieu of Boon 
or service due by them. 

BorpDE NAYLLES, board nails. 

BOREL, see Burall. 

BossEzZ, studs, projecting ornaments, 697. 

Bost, 384, perhaps for bostar or bostarium, or boscar, etc., an ox fold ; see 
Du Cange. 

BOSTILLYNG, 210. 

BoT&, boots. 

BOUCHEZ, 304, bouges, bowges, g.v. 

BOULGys, see Bowges. 

BOVETTI, bullocks, 315. 

BowGES, par de, leather bags, whence came the heraldic ‘‘ water-budgets.” 

BOWNELEZ, see p. 667. 
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BOWT-CLOTH, a bolting cloth for sifting flour. 

BowTys (par de le), bolts. 

BoytTH, Northern form of Booth, a shop. 

BOYTSTEDE, the place where the boat was moored. 

Bracc&, drawers (/femoralia). 

BRACCALIA, breech-girdles or belts. Hoc braccale, brygyrdylle: W. W. 656, 
2; a brekbelt, 7b. 734, 26; see N. E. D. under the English words ; 
see Lumbare. 

BRACCILE, bracile, a girdle, 511 note. 

BRACES, BRACI&, some part of a horse’s trappings, 138, 167 ; fastenings for 
a Barehud, q.v., 536. 

BRACINA, the brewhouse. 

BRADBY, p. 116. 

BRADDALL, in Billingham, 676. 

BRADYAR, a yare on the Tyne, belonging to but not situated in Cramling- 
ton, 667. 

BRAKIHOLME, Brackenholme, a township to the east of Hemingbrough: 
Burton and Raine’s Hemingbrough, 165. 

BRANDRETH, a tripod (usually) to stand on the hearth to support a pot or 
frying plate. ‘‘Le grete brandrethe” had “ vij barrez ferri,” p. 97 ; 
j brandreth rotundum, 244 ; j brandreth ferreum ex sex pedibus, 253. 
See C. A. 4o, note 5. 

BRANDRETH, 650, 662, probably the construction with bars that keeps 

- floating rubbish off a water-wheel ; it may well have been so called 
from its resemblance to a gridiron. In Finchale, p. ccccxiv, we find 
a brandreth of some sort for the making of which 44 stones of iron 
were used. But the term Brandret was applied to the ink or rind of 
a millstone. ‘‘ Millers term it in English a Brandret,”’ Holme, 
: Armoury, 1688, quoted in N. E. D. under Ink, sd. 

BRANKES HILL, near Branxton and Flodden, 663. 

BRASILL, a red dye-wood of the genus Cesalpinia, imported from India, and 
now known in the trade as sappan. The modern name Brazil-wood 
is applied to a dye-wood similar in character to that from the East, 
imported from South America, and supposed to have given its name 
to Brazil, at first called terra de Brasil, from its newly discovered 
product; N. E. D.; Skeat, Notes to Chaucer, p. 258. 

BRASINAGIUM (usually written dras.), a maltkiln,.malthouse or brewhouse, 
or something paid for the right to have one ; see p. 299. 

' BRAUNE, boar's flesh. The word drawn meant (1) Fleshy parts of limbs, (2) 
flesh of animals used for food, (3) specially boar’s flesh, (4) a boar, 

(5) hardened or thickened skin. The limitation of sense 3 to pork 
treated in a particular way is comparatively recent. P. P. dis- 
tinguishes between Brawne of a bore, of a checun, and of mannys 
leggys or armys. 

BRAYNLEY, a meadow ; see p. 63, and Feod. 2, 2m. 

BREERCRUKE, BRERECROKE, an implement for removing briers, Jalcastrum : 
C. A. 43, note 2. 

BREVIATOR, a Brief-bearer ; see pp. 222, 225, 234, 230. 

BREWLEYD, a brew-lead, a leaden vessel used in brewing ; see Culyngledes. 
The lead for boiling was fixed like a modern copper, over a grate, 
and, so long as there was plenty of water in it, it would not melt ; 
see Skeat’s Notes to Chaucer, p. 24. 

BREYST (molendini), 641. The local millers are not clear about the Breast, 
but think it is the face of walling just where the water ‘‘ takes” an 
overshot or Breast Wheel. 
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BRIDLINGTON, ST. JOHN OF, prior of the house of Austin Canons at 
Bridlington, died 1379. 

BROCAGIUM, brocage, the remuneration of a broker. 

BROCHES, spits. Also either some kind of tapers, or spikes to fix them on, 
659; see N. E. D.; perhaps the same as Vergez, q.v. 


BROCHET, le, 715, probably one of the broaches or spires on the western 
towers or of the spirelets formerly on the turrets of the Nine Altars 
or transepts. 


BROCHYNGAXEZ, 635. To broach is ‘‘ to pick, indent, or furrow the surface of 
stone with a narrow-pointed stone chisel called a broach, or 
puncheon.” A broaching axe would be for the same purpose, or, it 
seems, for splitting stones. 

BRODGEYS, brood geese ? 398, iij brodgees et j auca juvenca. Finchale, 
clvii. 

BRODNALLE, brodnails. 

Brops, see Brodnalle. 

BRONTSCHELL, 313, 316. 

Broom, a hamlet to the west of Durham, formerly in the parish of St. 
Oswald. 

BROOM CLOSE, see Broom, p. 103. 

BROOMSIDE, see Broom, p. 591- 


BROUNE, aqua de, the river Browney, which falls into the Wear a little 
below Croxdale. 


Brown Rics, near Harbottle in Northumberland, 667. 

BROWNEPECE, 682. 

BRUERA, heath, especially ling ; Cal/una vulgaris. 

BRUSKET, brisket, the breast-piece, 35”. 

BrysT, breast ? 396. Something ina carpenter’s shop. 

BRYTNYNGE, same as Byrtenyng, 9.v. 

BuGcy, BuGGETUM, the fur called Budge, lambskin with the wool on, such 
as was formerly used for the Cambridge B.A. hood. 

BUKASYN, bocasin, fine buckram used for lining. 

BUKKISHORNGRENE, a textile so called ; this name seems to be an erroneous 
form of Bukasyn, g.v. 

BuLG&, leathern bags. 

BULLIACIO, 660. 

BULTCLATE, a bolt clout or sifting cloth. C. A. 47, note 4; Finchale 
Glossary. 

BULTELLI, bolters, bolting cloths (or sieves) for flour ; sometimes sold by 
the ell, 503. . 

BURALL, BURELL, a coarse woollen cloth, probably brown, not worn by 
clerks ; see N. E. D. on Burel and Bureau, and Skeat’s Glossary to 
Chaucer: Hence borel men, men rudely clad, laymen. 

Bursor, the eel-pout, a river fish still found in the Skerne ; Lota vulgaris. 

BURNET, dark brown dyed woollen cloth, distinguished from 4runus or 
Russet, which is undyed: Jacob. 

BURNHOPE, BURNHOPSCHEL, in Weardale ; see p. 314. 

BuRNING, making ‘‘ knots” (joints) in lead pipes, 734. In local parlance, 
‘burning ” differs from soldering. The edges are fused by a blow- 
pipe or a red hot iron, and then brought together. 

BuRNING IRON. The term may have been applied to a soldering iron or to 
an iron for making ‘“‘ knots” ; see N. E. D, under’ Burn, v. 13 c, and 
see the entries here, next above and next below. 

BURNYNG YRYNNYS, burning-irons for marking cattle, etc., on their hides or 
horns, St. Wilfrid’s burning-iron at Ripon was believed to preserve 
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cattle from murrain, and so was a source of profit to the Chapter. 
Gr A. *42;-note: 

BURSPATEZ, 412. 

BURSTALL, see 5897”*. 

BURULEADE, 633, 642, etc., here the usual form of Brewlead, g.v. 

Busca, brushwood, firewood. 


BUSHING (of a hammer), 7373; probably inserting a ‘‘bush”’ (perforated 
plug) in the eye or hole of a hammer to make it smaller and better 
adapted to the handle. Miners’ picks are thus ‘‘bushed.” There 
can hardly be any connexion with the American term Bush-hammer, 
for which see N. E. D. 


Busoms, 728, besoms, still called ‘‘ bussoms”’ in Durham. 
BussE (par de), 583%, perhaps a set of bosses for harness, book covers, or 


’ 


some such purpose; see Bossez. ‘‘1 payr bossys”’ occurs in 
connexion with harness in Durh. Hd. Bk. 19. 

BuUSTYNGS (par de), perhaps blankets or sheets. Bustzan was a cotton 
fabric something like /ustzan, q.v. 

Busys (pro bobus), go, stalls ; see E. D. D. under Boose. A Buse for a noxe, 
bocetum » C. A., where see note. 

BUTELLARIA, the butler’s pantry. 

BUTHAVANT, 118, 129, 130, 134. Boutevent, chimney: Cotgr. 

Buyt, a butt (of wine). 

BYGBERN, see Biggbarn. 

Byis, a fur much used for trimming gowns ; see tByse in N. E. D. 

BYNDYNGE, binding (/égatura) for the aqueducts (lead pipes). 

BYRE, BYER, BOVARIUM, a cowhouse. 

BYRELS, beryls. 

BYRKHOUSE, le, 300. 

BYRTENYNG, burdening, loading. 


Capus, a cade, cask, or barrel. A barrel of herrings contained 1000, a 
cade six hundred, six score to the hundred. P. P. 57, note 4. 

CAFFATYN, see Sugre. 

CAFFOLINGE, 741. Probably scaffolding in order to set up Queen Elizabeth’s 
arms, which are shown in old views as being sculptured on a large 
stone that is still preserved, with other sculptured stones, in the 
undercroft of the dormitory. 

CAKE HARPER, see Kakeharpour. 

CALABERE, calaber, a kind of fur, supposed to be that of some foreign 
squirrel, and to have come from Calabria. 

CALABS, chalybs, steel. 

CALATI, calathz, baskets. Panyere (or pedde, infra, panyzer, or paner), 

~ Calathus ; Pedde, idem quod panere: P. P., see 389, note 2. 

CALCETUM, a causeway. 

CALEFACTORIUM, a chafing dish or something of the kind. Also a round 
vessel to hold hot water, called a ome, for the priest to warm his 
hands with when saying mass. Both meanings occur p. 259. 

CALIG, hose, socks, or stockings of some kind, sometimes perhaps soled ; 
see P. P. 248, note 2. Lanfranc’s Statutes mention calizge of cloth, 
reaching to the knees, and clean calige were to be put on a body 
before burial. Liber Evesham, col. 124. 

CALNYNG, 250. So apparently, not caluyng, inthe MS. A blank left in the 
MS. has been filled up by the insertion of this word secunda manu, 
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CALVER, 38", original sense unknown, probably the same as the Scotch 
Caller, fresh (cf. silver, siller) ; perhaps crimped ; see N. E. D. and 
P. P. 59, note 2. 

CAMAKA, a costly textile ‘‘ probably woven of fine camel's hair and silk, 
and of Asiatic workmanship.” Rock, Textiles, 30. N. E. D. 
Skeat, Notes to P. Plowman, p. 220. 

CAMBE, le, 498. Perhaps the same as Camb or Cam, a hedge-bank, an 
earthen mound or dyke. E. D. D. 

CAMBI LADYLL, qu. a ladle with a caméer or bent handle ? 

CAMEHEWGHE, a place where coal was won, 252. 

CAMERA. This word ‘‘is not always confined to a single chamber, but often 
implies a Hall with its appendages of chambers and conveniences,’ 
Willis, Mon. Bldgs. of Canterbury, 95. Thus the Prior’s residence is 
constantly called Camera Prioris. 

CANABUS (cannabis), canvas. 

CANAPUM, for Canapeum, a veil for the pix, 567. 

CANDELWYKSTRET, 552, a textile that derived its name from Candlewick 
Street, now Cannon Street, in London. Edward III introduced 
weavers of woollen cloth into that neighbourhood. They had the 
same cloth at Winchester, for pages: Kitchin, 235. 

CANDYLWYKESYLVER, a customary payment made by six cottagers in 
Cowpon, probably in lieu of candlewick originally made by them. 

CANELLA, properly a coarse kind of cinnamon, but the term was applied to 
any cinnamon: C. A. 53, note 3. 

CANEVACES, canvases, hempen sheets. 

CANIBEA DUPLICATA, 253, perhaps hempen sheets lined, or else coverings 
or hangings over a bed. Cf N. E. D. under Canopy, 1. 

CANTOR, see Precentor. 

CaP., for capitis in phrase prec. cap., price per head. 

CAPA, a cope, 258. 

CAPA, 709, possibly for Capsula. 

CAPCASE, a travelling case answering to the modern bag or portmanteau. 

CAPE, 651, apparently a door-head or hood-moulding. 

CAPELLA, chapel (in the sense of the requisites for divine service), 567. 
Capella d’nt Regis, 603. These articles were carried about in 
‘* chapell-cofferes,’’ Test. Ebor., III, 76. ‘* The king’s chapel”’ is a 
term still in use in the Court at St. James’s in this sense. 

CAPELLUM, the hood of a cope, 598. 

CAPESTONYS, coping stones; at p. 651 cafe seems to denote a hood- 
moulding. 

Capias. ‘‘ Isa Writ or Process of two Sorts ; one whereof is called Capzas 
ad Respondendum, before Judgment . . . the other a Writ of 


Execution, after Judgment, being of divers kinds, as Capias ad 
satisfaciendum, Capias Utlagatum, etc.,” Jacob. 


CAPILLRAPEZ, cable ropes. 
CAPISTRUM, headstall, the part of a bridle that goes on the head ; a halter. 


CAPITALIA, CAPITEGIA, nightcaps or other head-cloths ; distinguished from 
cappe pro noctibus, p. 217. 


CAPONES, capons, castrated cocks. 
CAPP, 220, 222, caps. 


CAPPESCHELE, 313, a place where the convent had a dairy farm, not 
identified. : 


CAPRIOLI or CAPRIOLA, kids. 
CAPSILE, 293, capsule, small capse or chests.

CAPSTANE, 150, perhaps a capstan, but it may be tap-stone, as in 151; see 
Tapstane. 

CAPSULA DE SERICO, a burse for the Corporals, q.v. 

CAR, a moist meadow. 

CAR, see Kar. 

CARBONARII, colliers. 

CARCLOUTIS, cartclouts, iron plates to protect the axles from wearing. 

CARD, a kind of muslin ; used for pennons, p. 605. 


CARD. OCCIDENT., the West garden, g.v. At Dunstable was a wall ‘circa 
cardium,” Annales Monastici, Rolls series III, 108, in the Glossary to 
which cardium is said to be ‘‘ apparently a corruption for gardinum.” 

CARDA, 565. : 

CAREWAY, 390. Probably a surname. P. P. has ‘‘ Care-awey, sorowles,”’ 
and there is a surname ‘‘ Careless.” 

CARIGIAMANNUS, a carriage-man, perhaps a carrier, or a baggage-man. 


CARMELITES, an order of mendicant friars who claimed to have been 
founded by the prophets Elijah and Elisha in Mount Carmel. 
Mirzeus, Orig. Monast., lib. III, cap. xviii. 


CARNIPRIVII DIES, ‘‘ shrofday,’”’ W. W. 571; dies Martis Carnisprivii, Shrove

CARNIPRIVIUM, Lent. 

CAROLA, a carol or carrel; a little study constructed in the cloisters. ‘‘A 
karalle or a wryting burde, pluteus (A),” C. A. 

CARPATRENSIS, of Carpentras, N. E. of Avignon. 

CarRR’, ij, de plumbo, 373; qu. car-loads ? 

CARRATA, Carectata, a cart-load. 

CARREL, see Carola. 

CARTCLOUTS, Cartclitis ; see Carcloutis. 

CARTHERNES, cart-harness. 

CARTHNEYS, 604, read CARTH’NEYS, cart-harness. 

CARTSILVER, possibly a payment made by certain tenants in lieu of cart- 
service or ‘‘ leading.” 

CARTSTRAKES ; see Strakes and Strakenazls.  Halliwell’s explanation of 
‘‘Strakes’”’ appears to be erroneous. 

CAScos, miswritten for carcos. ?, 51. 

Cass’, abl. pl. cassis, multonum, 58 and frequently. Answers to carcos. 
boum. So in Hatfield’s Survey, App. 227; also at Winchester, 
pean i 229, 239; and at Barking, ‘‘iij casse of multon,’’ Mon. Angl. 

is 

CASTRIMARGI, woodcocks (form of gastrimargus, a glutton). See the 
quotation in Titus i, 12, yaorépec apyai. Wodekok, bryd; Castrimargus, 
gallus silvestris: P. P. 

CASTYNG, throwing up the soil by the side of a ditch ; ditching and casting 
go together; Cf St. Luke xix, 43, A. V. Also throwing up turfs, 
manure, etc. 

CASUL, 517, perhaps for casement, a hollow moulding, such as dripstones or 
hood mouldings have. 

CASULA, a shrine-cover, 391; a chasuble, 2d. 

CATAPULT, 134, a military engine for discharging darts, stones, etc., 
perhaps in this case a crossbow ; see Spryngald. 

CATHARATHA, ca/aracta, a grated or trellised window ; hence ‘“‘ cataract ”’ 
in the eye, which begins as a grating and ends as a shutter. 

CATHEDRA TURNYD, a ‘‘ thrown” chair, one made of turner’s work. 
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CaTon’, 567, a manual of ethical apophthegms attributed to Dionysius 
Cato, in great repute in the middle ages. ‘‘ George the booke sellar 
Hath ... doctrinals, catons,” etc., Caxton, p. 38, 1. 413 see Par: 
63, note 4. In 1483 Caxton published it in English as ‘‘ The Booke 
called Cathon.” 

CatTour, Provisor, Emptor, a Cater, now called a Caterer, ze., one who 
provided Cates (Acates, purchases, see N. E. D.), C. A. 55, note 5 ; 
Scr. Tres, p. cxxxviii. Under the new foundation there was to be 
‘‘a Cator to bye there dyetes,’ Bygate’s Durham, 97; for the 
modern form compare Fruiterer, Poulterer, etc. 

CaAuLA, a fence, Du Cange; ‘‘munimentum ovium,” D’Arnis; a fold, 
schepcot, W. W.; a sheepehouse, a folde, Cooper; ‘‘ Lupus... 
fremit ad caulas,” Virg. Atn., IX, 59, 60. In the Granator’s Roll of 
1341-2 we find an allowance of two bushels of wheat, ‘‘Ade Werkman 
facienti caulas in campo de Houghale contra aquam,” 2.e., perhaps, 
when floods were expected. 

CAVERS, a parish in Roxburghshire, near Hawick. 

CEBUM (sebum), suet, tallow, or other grease. 

CEEL, see Seal. 


CELLA (sella), a saddle ; cella Francigena, a French saddle. 


CELLARERGARTH, an enclosure by the Wear, otherwise called Hoglyn, 
p. 101; probably the same as ‘‘ortus Cellararii subtus murum 
Castri,” pp. 100, 101. 


CELLARERORCHARD, see Aumenerorchard. 

CELOUR, a ceiling. 

CENA DomINI, Maundy Thursday. 

CENDULA&, scindule, shingles, flat pieces of wood like tiles, used for roofs. 
In some places, as in Bosnia, these are quite long pieces, fixed on in 
the same direction as the rafters, and overlapping one another. Cf 
PoP sano’, 5. 

CENOVECTORIUM, CINEFACTORIUM, CENEVECTORIUM, a dung-barrow ; one is 
described as cum rota, p. 277. See Cinefactorium. C. A. 22. 

CERA, often written for sera, a lock. 

CERACIO, probably the right reading of ¢eracio, 574, and meaning some 
process of waxing hides to prepare them for making gloves. 

CERCINA, for sarcina, a horse-load. 

CEROTIC&, chirothece, gloves. 

CERVICAL, a bolster: C. A. 36, and note 7. 

CERRA, for sera, a lock. 

CESSAVIT, a writ that lies against one who has ceased for two years to 


fulfil the obligations involved in his tenure, and has not sufficient to 
be distrained, p. 122. 


CESTR., see Chester. 

CESTRIA, Chester-le-Street. 

CETEUALL, Citouale, Cetewale, Setuale, Settwell, etc., are forms of the 
word zedoary, the name of an aromatic drug from the East. Zzngiber 
casumunar, Yellow Zedoary, and Curcuma zerumbet, Long Zedoary, 
are said to be the plants that yield it. Later, Valeriana officinalis 
and V. pyrenaica were called ‘‘ Setwall,” Henslow, 269 ; see Cztowa- 
lescenc. We find ‘‘the lycorys and cetewale”’ mentioned together 
in Chaucer, A. 3267 and B. 1951. 


CEY, 737, a.key, 

CHAFER, calefactorium, a vessel to heat water, etc., in, a sauce pan, or a 
chafing-dish or portable grate to heat things over. 

CHAIRLAWE, see Charlawe. 

CHALFYR, chafer, ¢.v. 
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CHALONE, ¢fapetum, W. W.; bedde-cloth, P. P. ; name supposed to be from 

Chatons- sur-Marne; a blanket or coverlet, villous on both sides: 
C. A. 58, note 1. The miller in Chaucer's Reeve’ s Tale made a bed 
‘‘ With sheetes and with chalons faire y-spred,” A. 4140. 

CHAPES, ‘‘ caps,” z.e., metal plates or other mountings: C. A. 58, xxxiv. 

CHAR, a chariot or funeral car. 

CHAR, a turn of work, an odd job; hence Char-woman. So Shakespeare, 
Antony and Cleopatra, IV, xv, 75: ‘‘The Maid that milkes, and 
doe’s the meanest chares.”’ 

CHARDECOYNC (Chardeconces, Chardecone, Chardeconeys, Chardeconis, 
Chardecoyne, Chardecoyns, Chardekoyns, Chardequyns), a preserve 
aes of the pulp of quinces ; O. F. chair de coings, MS. Harl. 2378, 

» 309- 

CaeKcens: large plates or dishes. 

CHARLAWE, CHARLAYE, ‘‘ Charley Field,” the field situated in the space 
between the South Road and the road that leads towards Potters’ 
Bank. ‘‘Charley’s Cross” is still standing hard by the angle, but 
the head of it is gone. 

CHARLET. ‘‘ To mak charlet tak freche porke and sethe it and swing eggs 
ther withe then hewe the pork smalle and boile it in swet mylk and 
serue it,” Napier, 121. In P. P., however, it is explained as 
‘“dyschmete.” Pepo, z.e., a gourd ; so now we speak of ‘‘ vegetable 
marrow.” Cf. note on Mortrewes in P. P. 344. 

CHARTTELOFT, 624; perhaps a chamber in which charters were kept, or 
written out. 

CHAUMPE, the ground or “‘ field” of striped cloth. 

CHEKER, checked cloth, 598. 

CHEKES (cheeks), the extensions of the sides of the eyes or holes in some 
hammers by which they are secured to the handles. ‘‘ Cheek” is a 
general name among mechanics for almost all those pieces of their 
instruments that are double and perfectly alike,” Chambers, quoted 
in Bailey, folio edition. 

CHENONE, see Chinon. 

CHERA, 559, read There, q.v. 

CHESEFLEKE, a hurdle to dry cheeses on. 

CHESTER, bp. of, the bishop of Lichfield, Chester, and Coventry ; see 
Stubbs, Reg. Sacrum Angl., 226. 

CHINON, CHENONE, a chamber so called. 

CHIPHI, ciphi, cups. 

CHIROGRAPHUM, see Cyrograffum. 

CHLAMYS, 506, a cloak or mantle ; Gr. yAapuc. 

CHRONICA MARTINI. The full title is ‘‘ Cronica fratris Martini, ordinis 
fratrum predicatorum, penitentiarii domini pape.” A MS. of this 
work is still in the Cathedral Library, B. II, 35, No. 13; see Rud’s 
Catalogue, 144. 

CHYME, le, the chime made by order of Bishop Sparke. Rites, xix. 

CHYNE, chain. 

CHYNOH ?, see Chinon. 

CIBORIUM, a vessel used to contain altar-breads. In form it is often very 
like a chalice, with a hemispherical cover surmounted by a cross. 

CICONALE'TE, 495, read Cifowalente ; see Ceteuall. 

CILICIUM, a hair-cloth worn next the skin; originally a cloth made of the 
hair of Cilician goats. 

CILICIUM, a haircloth, for an altar, 274. 

CINEFACTORIUM (cenovectorium), a barrow ‘‘ voc. le Barowe Coquinz,”’ 92. 
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CINERES PLUMBI, lead ashes, 7.e., lead oxides which are formed when 
melted lead is exposed to the air, and from which the lead can be 
reduced by heating them with charcoal or other carbonaceous matter. 

CIPHI ALBI, cups made of white wood, used at the Maundy. ‘Et in x 
siphis ligni albi emptis ad deserviendum in mandato predicto,’ Mem. 
Ripon, III, 216. At the Oxford City banquets ‘‘cuppes of ashe 
wch hathe bene of auncyent used,” were still used in 1571 : Oxford 
City Records, '337. ‘‘ Ciphi fraxinei,” ‘‘asshen Cuppes,” are men- 
tioned in connexion with the Maundy in Swayne’s Reading Ch. W. 
Accts., 8, 10, 38. 

Cipp&, for cippi, pales, stakes, posts. 

CIRCULI, hoops for casks, etc. 

Cirpi (scirpi), rushes, much used for strewing floors; many species of 
Juncus would answer the purpose, e.g., /. effusus and /. conglomeratus. 
In some of the Durham MSS. a rush has been left, having been picked 
off the floor for a marker. 

CISSOR (scissor), a tailor. 

CissuRA for scissura, cutting out (of cloth). : 

CisTa, a chest, a wooden coffin, as now in Scotland. ‘‘ He is now deed 
and nayled in his cheste,” Chaucer, E. 29. At p. 550 some receptacle, 
probably for live fish, made with piles and hurdles. 

CITOUALESCENC, 503; see Cetewall, but -scenc remains unexplained. 

CITULA, for sztula, a pail. 

CLAMATOR, a crier of a court ; Stubbs, Select Charters, Glossary. 

CLAmDISs, for chlamydis, of the cloak, 395. 

CLAMMYS, paria de, pairs of clams or clamps, 397 07s, 398. 

CLAPSULIS, pro, 403 ; should probably be capsulis, bags for relics. 

CLARET, a name originally given (like F. vim clairet) to wines of yellowish 
or light red colour, as distinguished alike from ‘‘red wine” and 
‘‘white wine,’ N. E. D. But froma receipt ad facitendum claretum 
in P. P. 79, note 4, the term appears to have been applied to red 
wine sweetened with honey and spiced. This was the more usual 
sense in later medieval times. ‘‘No man yit in the morter spices 
grond To claire, ne to sause of galentyne’’: Chaucer, Former Age, 
I5. See Ypocras. 

CLATHSECK, 536, printed Clathset for -sec, 582, a cloth sack. 

CLAUSURA, p. 274. Perhaps ‘‘ closing” in the sense of sewing it so as to fit 
on to the mensa of the altar. 

CLAVACIO, nailing, 612. 

CLAVES, 380 bzs, apparently bell-clappers. 

CLAYES, hurdles, probably placed in the sides of carts to enable them to be 
loaded higher. F., from Late L. cleta, probably of Celtic origin; see 
Nike D, 

CLEKETT, usually a clicket or latch-key. ‘‘ In uno cliket ad hostium camere 
inferioris in ecclesia, vjd.” : Norwich Sacr. Roll, 1331-32. Sometimes 
a small catch falling into a notch in a wheel: C. A. 66, note 2. 

CLENGYNG, cleansing. 


CLERICI DE SIGNETO ET SECRETI SIGILLI, 595, clerks of the privy signet 
and of the privy seal, both which are required for a royal grant 
before it receives the great seal: Jacob. Certain documents were 
sealed with the privy seal only, others with the great seal. 


CLERICULI, boys employed in the services of the church. 


CLETLAM, Cleatlam, about a mile south of Staindrop, formerly associated 
with Sxotterton, g.v. 


CLIPEUS APRI, 53; see Scutum. 
CLIPS, pairs of ; see Clyppez, Potclips. 
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CLITTA, a clout or patch of iron to protect the mouldboard of a plough; a 
moldbredclout, q.v. 


CLivus SACRIST&, Sacristonheugh. 


CLOGs pro le dressers, probably large chopping blocks, like those used by 
butchers. 

CLOKLYN, a cord for a clock weight. 

CLOKMYLNE, 250, 258. In Durham, the mill formerly on the Mill Burn; 
see Durh. Halm. Rolls, 194. A mill so called is still standing on the 
old site, and has been used as a mill within living memory, but it is 
now divided into poor tenements. 


CLONKIS, see Cloukis. 

CLOOSE, closed, 244. 

CLOUKIS, 396, probably clutches ; see N. E. D. under Clu/ch sd' 6b, and 
note that these are mentioned in connexion with brass pulleys. 


CLOURE, a clow or floodgate: C. A. 68, note 8. The term is still in use in 
Durham. 


CLOUTS, cart-clouts, g.v. ; see also Clitta. 

CLOVER, p. 89, probably a cleaver or chopper for reducing the size of the 
groats or of the crystals or lumps of salt. 

CLOWRE, often green sward, lawn, but in the Rolls stands for Cloure or 
Clow, a floodgate. 


CLowys, cloves, the dried flower-buds of Caryophyllus aromaticus, called 
cloves from their resemblance to small nails (clavi). The full form 
was Clowe gilofre ; see Geloffers. 

CLURRE, see Cloure. 

CLYPPEZ, Clepys, paria de, 247, 279. Probably either shears, or what 
Jamieson describes as ‘‘an instrument for lifting a pot by its dco/s or 
ears ; also for carrying a barrel between two persons. It consists of 
two pieces of iron, of an elliptic form, conjoined ; or of two chains, 
each having a hook at the end.” See also the Finchale Glossary. 


Cos IRyNS (cobertez, 89), the irons on which a spit turns. ‘A peire of 
cobbardis of yron.” Peacock, Engl. Ch. Furn., 189, 211; Bury 
Wills, 100, 252 ;-Archzologia, XLIII, 222. 

COBERTEZ, see Cod [ryns. 

COBNER, 148. 

Coppis, bolsters or bearings for axles to work on. 


CODESLEY, an estate within a mile of Durham, westward ; see Feodarium 
193 note, 194 note ; see Koddtsley. 


CoFE, the Covey ; see Cova. 

COFFYNGS, cofint, caskets, coffers, or small boxes. 
COGSALE, a textile so named from Coggeshall in Essex, 616. 
COHOPERIRE, to cover in a building. 

COHOPERTORIA, coopertoria, covers. 

COILHORS, the coal-horse. 

CoILLA, 566. 


COITOR, a servant who went with the Pofazour or Pottager ? g.v. His 
colleague ? Cf. Conscius. 


COLECLATH, 401 ; see Cou/eclathe. 

COLL, collars ? 245. 

COLLECTARE, COLLECTARIUM, a book containing the orationes or collects. 
COLLECTORIUM, 482, 483, apparently a collecting book. 

COLLERAK, a coal rake. C. A. 72, note 5. 


COLLISTRIDIUM, collisirigium, a post with a ring to go round the neck, a 
pillory. C. A. 


COLLOBIUM, a tunic with no sleeves, or with sleeves not reaching below the 
elbow ; Zaberde, W. W. 
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Cotor, ‘‘ pannus coloris" is cloth of one colour, not motley or striped. 


CoOLoRE, 382*, Colour, 525, a strainer or sifter. But at 382* some colouring 
matter may possibly be meant ; see Colyour. 


COLPACIO, 390 note. Shaping with an adze or otherwise. 

COLTHAVER (avenz vocatz), oats for colts. 

COLUMBELL&, young pigeons. 

CoLuMPNA, the column to which Our Lord was bound, 460. 

CoLyour, probably a strainer or colander, on which fish could be put to 
drain, 94, 97 ; see Colore. 

COMBUSTIO ANIMALIUM, marking them with a Burning-tron, g.v. 

COMPANAGIUM, something to take with bread. 

CoMPOTORIA, COMPUTATORIA, counters to reckon with. 

COMPUTATORIUM, a counter, z.e., a table for counting money and reckoning 
accounts upon, probably marked with divisions for counters and 
money. 

CONDYTHE, conduit; see Agweductus. Large quantities of salt were 
bought for the conduit, no doubt to prevent freezing. 


CoNnFETT, comfit, a sweetmeat made of some fruit, root, or seed, enclosed 
in sugar; caraway-seed and almond comfits are now the usual 
forms. 

Conscivs, a confidential colleague of an officer of the abbey. 

CONSIGNACIO, see Combustio. 

CONVENIT, LE, see 554 note. 

CONYGARTH, a rabbit garth or small enclosed “ run.” 

Conys, coigns or quoins, cornerstones, 651. 

CooPERTORIUM, a quilt or counterpane ; a gambeson or cover fora basinet, 
134; a cover for cruets, 508. 

CopELEY, in Aycliffe, 689 ; Feod. 330. 

COPEREON, coperoun, an ornamental end. ‘‘ Coporne or coporour of a thynge 
(coperone, coperun), Capztellum,” P. P. 

COPONMERSK, Cowpon marsh, near Billingham. 

Coppros, copperas (Vitriola, P. P.); the term standing alone usually 
denoted green copperas or sulphate of iron. 

CopPpuLA, see Couple. 

CopuL&, couplings for dogs, 525. 

Coguina, kitchen-provision, 487, 483. 

CORBELLS, pairs of, baskets or panniers for carrying fish, poultry, etc., 
on horses. Fr. corbeille, Lat. corbicu/a, dim. of corbis, a basket. 


CORBELLEZ, 152, stone corbels. Old Fr. corbel, now corbeau, from late 
Lat. corvell-um, nom. (-uws), dim. of corvus, raven. The architectural 
application is supposed to have begun with beak-like projections, 
and to have no connexion with corbez/, a basket. N. E. D. 

CORDELE, 171 (reading doubtful), some textile. C/N. E. D. under Cordillas, 
and Cotgrave, ‘‘ Cordillat a’ Espagne, a kind of twisted stuffe made of 
fine wooll.” 


CORDEWAN, same as Corvays, g.v. 
CORENC’, see Racenz. 


CornaGE, horngeld, noutgeld, a feudal service, being a form of rent fixed 
by the number of horned cattle, in lieu of a return of cattle in kind. 
The explanation about ‘‘ blowing a horn” is erroneous ; see Boldon 
Buke, Glossary, lv, and N. E. D. 


CoRNICULI, 588, probably young rooks. The reading may be corutcult. 


CORPORALIA, corporases or corporals, linen cloths used in the celebration 
of Mass. 
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CORRECCIO, repairing. 

CORRIGIA, a strap or thong. 

CORRODIUM, a corrody, i.e, ‘Sa yearly allowance in money or food, or even 
in chambers, granted by a convent or other body in return for an 
advance of money, or other service rendered,” Kitchin, 259 note, 
and 159-170; N. E. D. Corrodies were sometimes sold, p. 269 and 
quot. 1533 in N. E. D. 

CORSET, a close-fitting body-garment for men or women. See N. E. D. 

CORUINUM (capucium, 575), made of crows’ skins ? 

CoRVAYS, CORDEWAN, leather of Cordova. ‘Of fellis of gheet or of the 
bakke Make men good cordewan,” Caxton, 105, 23. 

COSTARDES, costers or hangings. 

COSTER, hangings. 

COSTERELLEZ, costrels, small wooden kegs, each with an ear or ears for 
suspension by the waist, to carry wine or other liquors in. C. A. Tas 
note 7. 

COTES, COTES SUPER MORAM, Coatsay Moor, in the parish of Heighington. 
Feod. 160 note. 

COTMANNI, cottagers who held each a cottage with a small piece of land 
attached to it, paying to the Abbey a money rent and service in 
labour. 


COTTRELL, a cotterel. The term is used for different thing's connected with 
iron pins, etc. ; see N. E. D. 


COTUN, cotton, used for wicks as early as 1290. N. E. D. 


COUKER, a way of spelling Sowker, sugar, 510. The initial C often stood 
for S. 

COULECLATHE, perhaps cloth to make cowls of, 709. 

COUNTOURS, counters, round pieces of metal, ivory, or other material, 
formerly used in reckoning up sums; see Pr. Parv., 98 note. Many 
of our rolls have the sums expressed in the margins by rows of dots 
arranged as the counters would be. Accountants were also called 
‘* Cownters,” C. A. and note. 

COUPECARTS, COUPEWAYNES, box-carts, or carts and wains with bodie, 
that can be tilted. See E. D. D. under Coup, sb3, and N. E. D. 
under Coup, Coop, sb?, and Coup-cart. 

COUPES, see Coupecarts. 


COUPLE, ‘‘2 couple et di. de ficubus,” p. 6. Constantly used in this way in 
connexion with dried fruits. Perhaps it meant the quantity contained 
in a couple of baskets made to be carried by a horse. “Also some 
quantity of sweetmeats, 554. 


COUREARE, to curry leather, z.e., dress it after tanning. 


COURTCELDRE, 616, 622, 623, apparently the chaldron as regulated by the 
manorial court. 


COURTEN, a courtin, 7.e., enclosed yard, from cortina, dim. of cortis, a court. 
COURTEPYS, see Curtebys. 


COURTLADEZ, apparently some measure of salt regulated by the Manorial 
Court, 634. 


COURTSYNGYLS, 232, probably short girths, perhaps the same as Cownter- 


sigla, q.v. 
COURTYARE, a fishery at Jarrow, 65. 
Cova, the covey or pantry ; see Rites, 77. 
COWNDETH, the conduit or waterpipe. 


COWNTERSIGLA, countercingles, girths for the counter of a horse, viz., the 
upper part of the breast, between the shoulders. 


COWPENALYS, 153, some sort of nails. 
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CowPER, a servant of the Abbey employed in buying, selling, bartering, etc. 
See Coup or Cowp in N. E. D. 


CowRANS, CURRANCE, etc. Corinth, constantly used in mention of Rasynges 
de Cowrans, the fruit of a small seedless grape vine, now called 
currants, which name has passed on to our garden currants, the 
produce of Rzbes nigrum, R. rubrum, and the white and pink varieties 
of the latter. See N. E. D. 


CRABBELOK, probably a lock or pawl for a machine for raising weights. 
See N. E. D. under Craé, sb 7. 


Crass (fruit) appear as Crabbys, Scrabbys, Maciana, Acerbae, Arbita (or -i), 
Arbuta (or -i). 

CRABTREE MEADOW (Scrabstre) ; see 163. 

CRAKLAND, see 681. 

CRAKLEZ MORES, see 675. 

CRAMPONES, iron cramps. 

CRATELS, le, 161, probably the crates that the glass had come in. 


CraticuLa, Rost yryn, or gradyryn, Craticula, crates: P. P. So C. A., 
where see note. 


CRATIS, crates, hurdles, also called flekes or flakes. 

CREBA, 134, perhaps Cra, an iron trivet to put on the fire. 

CREBRA, cribra, riddles. 

CREDVLL, a cradle or crate in which glass is carried. 

CRELL, creel. 

CRESSETS, see Azrse/tes. 

CRETE, 563, Cretan wine. 

CREUIS, CREVESE, ‘‘ Crayfish,” in the earlier sense of the term as including 
all the larger as well as the smaller edible crustacea. N. E. D. 
C. A. 324, note 4. 

CRISMALE, a vessel to hold the chrism or holy oils. 

CROBBYNG, Crowbyng, g.v. 

CROCCIO, see 727 note. 

CROCELOFT, a roodloft. 

CROCHE, a crosier. 


Crocus, saffron, the stigmata of Crocus sativus, much used in medieval 
cookery to give colour and flavour. Even capons and warden pies 
were coloured with it. Skeat, Notes to Chaucer, p. 270. 


CRONICLIFF, 372. 
CROPELL, CROPPE, a crupper. 


CROpPEZ, the crops or shoots of trees grown in one season ; see 7oppys. 
‘‘The croppés were so thick y-ronne, and every braunche in other 
knette,” Chaucer, R. 1396. 


CROSEZ, qu. crosses to be carried in procession ? 

CROWBYNG, curbing, fixing timber round the sides of a cistern, to 
strengthen them; see Courbyng, and Courbys, in the Finchale 
Glossary. 

CROWNES, 462. French crowns, of inferior value to the English. Raine, 
S. C., 148 note. 

CRUBBEZ, curbs or bands. 

CRUCES, 536, boundary crosses. 


CRUCIBULA, the &7zrsetles or cressets, g.v. A Cressett ; batillus, crucibulum, 
lucubrum: C. A. Called cruse/ls at Ripon; Mem. Rip., III, 210, and 
Croce ra, 202, 217222. 


CrusTA, cakes, biscuits, sometimes called Crispe: Kitchin, 490. 
CRUX VESTITA, probably the ‘‘ Bound Rood” mentioned in Rites, ch. xx. 
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Crwitt ? 130. Perhaps cruet-cloths are meant, cloths for wiping and 
drying cruets. 

CuBEBA, Cubebs; a kind of pepper used in medicine and cookery, the 
produce of Cubeba officinalis = Piper Cubeba. 

CUCULLA, a monastic cowl, a sleeveless garment with a hood. 

CuDIs, a die or stamp. 

CULCITRA, a cushion. 

CULTELLI, knives, frequently given to the novices and others as presents. 
So Chaucer says of the Frere, ‘‘ His typet was ay farsed full of 
knyvés and pynnés, for to yeven yongé wyvés,”’ Prologue, 233. 


CULYNGLEDES, cooling leads ; see Brewleyd. 
CuMOUK, see note p. 597, to which it may be added that the price is 3s. 


CUNYNGARTH, a coney garth, rabbit warren. The term was in common 
use all over the country. 


Cup, casks, tuns; see N. E. D. under Coop and Cooper. Hec cupa, a 
colle (a hogshead, or large barrel): W. W. 808. Cua is also a fat 
or vat: C. A. 123 and note. See Fafte. 

CUPARIUS, a cooper, a Fattmaker: C. A. 123. 

Cuppa, the ‘“‘socket of horn” in which St. Cuthbert’s banner-staff was 
carried : Rites, ch. xlix. 

CURBE, a Crowbyng, q.v. 

CURIALITAS, courtesy. 

CuRLEUS, curlews, the whaup or curlew, Numenius arquatus. It was 
supposed to live upon air. Skeat, Notes to P. Plowman, p. 206. 

CurRTA (manutergia), short towels. 

CURTEBYS, courtepys, short pea-jackets or cloaks of coarse cloth. 

CUSARE, to sew. 

CusTopirgE, to ‘‘ keep ” in the Cambridge sense, z.e., lodge, p. 217. So in 
Norfolk, according to Forby. 

CUTHBERT DOUN, the down of the St. Cuthbert’s duck (Somateria mollissima), 
eider down. On these birds see Raine, S. C., 22 note. 

CUTTEZ, 635. Accut is ‘‘a certain quantity of yarn ; properly containing 
120 rounds of the legal reel, and g1 inches long,” N. E. D. 

Cuva, acask,atub. Fr. cuve; Low. Lat. cupa,; see Cupe. ‘Dolea vacua 
pro cuvis,” 528. 

CYyMINUM, cummin seed, somewhat like anise and caraway ; the produce of 
Cuminum Cyminum. 

CyNnDOoN, cendal, sendal, one of the less costly silken stuffs. 

CYROGRAFFUM, chirographum, a written document, especially a charter- 
party or indenture, written in duplicate on a single sheet, and then 
divided by an indented line through a row of letters, often the word 
CYROGRAPHUM, one of the copies being then kept by each party. 
Such indentures might be tripartite or quadripartite. 


DacTuLl, dates, the fruit of the date palm, Phanix dactylifera. 
Dakyr, a dicker (Lat. decuria), ten, a term used in reckoning hides. 
DALBYNGSTOWRES, see Sfowrez. 


' DaAMALA, a doe, 126. Either the red deer, Cervus elaphus, or the fallow 
deer, Dama vulgaris. 


DAMEHUGHE, a place where coal was won and paid tithe to the Abbey, 255, 
DAMPE, 96, a dam ? 

DarRRE, dace or dare, Leuciscus vulgaris. 

DAWDENYS, 53: 

Daye, 311, dairy man; see Deyhouse, Deyr. 
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Dp., duodena, a dozen, usually a dozen pounds, but sometimes of other 
units, é.g., of whipcord, 566. See Finchale, Glossary, and Duodenum, 
below. 

DEALBACIO, whitewashing. 

Debus, 715, deferentibus. 

DEDRYGHT, the name of a meadow, 163. Cf Lytildedryght, 162. 

DEIs, the dais. 

DELFINUS, properly the dolphin, Delphinus Delphis, which inhabits the 
Mediterranean and Indian seas. But the name was often given to 
the common porpoise of our northern seas and estuaries, Phocena 
communis ; see Porpays. Bede says that St. Cuthbert and his 
companions found ‘‘tria frusta delphininze carnis”’ (Vit. S. Cuthb., 
xi). The Metrical Life says ‘‘ Thre peces of porpas par pai fande,” — 
and the Carlisle couplet, ‘‘fed wt yis delfyne as ye se,” Metr. 
Life, 52 [11]. Machyn’s Diary mentions “ dolphins ” in the Thames, 
p. 22, by some called ‘‘rygges” (from their showing their backs 
above water) or ‘‘ whirlepooles ” (76. Notes, 326, 377). 

DEMMYNG, damming. 

DENARII FUMALES, reekpennies, q.v. 

DENTRICES, DENTRICULI, pike, Hsox lucius. Pyke, fysche, Dentrix: P. P. 

DeEposicio, the burial or the death of a saint, hence the festival com- 
memorating the same. 

DEWTE, 599, a debt ; see Dwée in P. P. 

DEXTRARIUS, a warhorse. Fr. des/rier, the knight’s horse, which the 
esquire, riding his own horse, led on his right: Brachet ; Skeat, 
Glossary to Chaucer. 

DEYHOUSE, a dairy or deyery, the scene of the operations of the dey, who 
was at first the kneader, then the woman in charge of the milk, etc., 
also a general female servant, and lastly also a man having similar 
duties. N.E. D. C. A. 94, note 2; see Daye. 

DEYNEZ, LEZ, probably the denes or valleys, in Harton. We find Je Denis 
in Westoe. Halm. Rolls, 80. ; 
DEyR, for deyria, a dairy, or else for dayar or deyer, the dairy man or 

woman, 525; see P. P. 116, note 3. 

DIAPRID, diapered, having the ground diversified by a small uniform 
pattern ; see Dyager. - 

Dica, a charter or similar document. 

DIPLots, a doublet. 

DiRIGE, matins in the Office of the Dead, named from the first antiphon, 
‘* Dirige Domine Deus meus in conspectu tuo viam meam.” 

Discus, a dish, a local and obsolete measure by which ale and wine were 
sold. 

DISME, decima, a tenth. 

DIURNITAS, apparently the same as Diurnalis, and Diuturna, as much land 
as can be ploughed in a day with an ox. 

DOBSFLATT, a pasture in Westoe, formerly belonging to Harton, 671. 

DOGDRAVE, some kind of fish bought in enormous quantities for the use of 
the Abbey. Dogdraves were dried on the Lawe at South Shields. 
A comparison of various entries in these Rolls leads to the conclusion 
that they must have been codfish, which never occur under that 
name, although Codlings and Moruc’ are occasionally mentioned. 
On p. 2 we find 1748 dogdrave bought ‘‘ per majus centum” for 
35/2. 3s. 7a., and at p. 460 a single one sold for 14d. Beadnall cod- 
ling and Kelings are both entered in the Bursar’s book, e.g., on 
p. 111, under the head of Dogdrave. See further in Glossaries to 
Durh. Hd. Bk. and Finchale. In W. W. 586, 22, we find ‘ Gerra, 
a doggedraue,” but at 764, 35, 36, we have both ad/ec and gerra for “a 
heryng.” 
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DoGGETUM, a docket or summary ; original sense obscure. See N. E. D. 

Do.ivM, two thirds of a pipe, 609 note. 

DoMACIO, go, dressing, rendering supple. 

DOMESTICIS, p. 41, is dom. in the MS., and should perhaps be read domztzs, 
as we find auce indomite, p. 46. 

Domus DEI, the hospital of St. Mary Magdalene. See p. 234. 

Domus TANNATORIS, often called the Barkhouse. 

DOoONATUS, the Ars Grammatica of AElius Donatus (4th c.); a Latin Grammar 
much used in the Middle Ages and often called a Donet. See N. E. D. 
Hence any primer. C. A...104, note 1. ‘‘ Donettis, partis, 
(parts of speech), accidents’; Caxton, 38, 40. 

DONGEON, the dungeon or lying-house, q.v. 

DONNEHILLS, 673, the hills in North Pittington where limestone is still 
quarried. 

DoOORBANDS, long strap-shaped iron hinges serving at once for streng- 
thening the door and for hanging it on the Doorcrooks. 

DORESTOTHIS, Dore stuythes, doorposts, as in Finchale, ccclv. 

DORMANDES, DORMONDES, frequently mentioned among articles of bedding, 
as also in Finchale, clv. 

DORMODENDES, 281 ; probably dormond ends ; dormond sometimes meaning 
a table fixed to the floor. N. E. D. under Dormant 36. Cy. Borad- 
eynde in Durh. Household Bk. 157. 

DorRSAL, DORSER, DORSOL, DoOsouR, see Dorsorium. 

DORSET, 506, 576, probably a ‘‘ back-band,” now a strap or chain going 
over the cart-saddle and fixed to hooks in the shafts, or under the 
horse's belly. 

DORSORIUM, a dorsal or dossal, an ornamental cloth hung at the back of a 
seat or an altar, or in a chamber or hall. ‘' Docere of an halle, 
Dorsorium, Auleum,’ P. P. See also C. A. and Glossary to Martene 
de Ant. Mon. Rit. under Dorsalza. 

DosET, see Dorset. 

DOUBLERS, large plates or dishes. 

DOouLEs, the dowels or pins with which the pieces aueetnd Se the fellies of 
wheels are fastened together. See Dowel in N. E. D., and the note 
on Dowle of a whele in C. A. 

DOVECOTEGARTH, in the west orchard of the Abbey, 92. 

DOWNWELLMEADOW, in East Rainton ; see Dunwell/. 

DRAGE, DRAGEE, DRAGET, see Dragy. 

DRAGHTES, 239 probably the furrows on the working surfaces of the stones. 
Cf. N. E. D. under Draw, v, 59. 

DRAGY, Hea ‘Ca sweetmeat, a comfit containing a seed or grain of 
spice, a preparation made of a mixture of spices,’ see N. E. D. 
Fr. dragée, a sugar plum. The same term was applied to mixed 
corn, but in these Rolls it always denotes the sweetmeats, ‘‘ serued 
in at the last course (or otherwise) for stomacke-closers.” Cotgr. 
drageoir, a comfet box. J/6., C. A. 106, note 3 

DRAUGHES, drafts, selections, as of sheep, from a larger number. 

DRAWING thatch, pulling it out straight to be ready to lay on; see 
Tractacto. 


DRAWKYNG, saturating with water, slaking lime, 646. 
DRAWTRAPES, draught ropes for hauling up carcases of oxen, etc. Drawte 
or pulle, Zvactus : P. P. 


DRESSING KNIVES, knives used in dressing meat, etc. C. A. 108, note 4. 
We still have the term dresser for the table on which meat is dressed, 
and it often occurs in the Rolls ; see Index, 
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DREVILL, DRYVEL, a drivel, z.e., driving tool or instrument pushed forward. 

DREWTON, in the wapentake of Harthill, E. R. Yks.; Nomina Villarum, 
309. 

DRIGHT, now drift, a passage ‘‘driven”’ or excavated horizontally, for 
draining a mine or for other purposes. 

DRYCODLING, small codfish dried. 

DUBLERS, doublers, large plates or dishes. 

DUNWELL, probably the same meadow as Downwell, g.v. 

DUODENUM, 609, a dozen ells ; see Dd above. 

DuPLEX, lined, 623. 

DUPLICATURA, lining of vestments, etc. ; see Doubling, 2, in N. E. D. 

DvyAPER, diaper, a linen fabric woven with patterns, as now ; see Diaprid. 

DyGHTYNG, dressing hides or preparing them for a particular use, 647 ; so 
in a Gateshead Will of 1569 we find ‘‘ Eight dight calffe skinnes, vs.,”’ 
Wills and Inv., I, 310; preparing a limekiln, 715. 

DyME, a disme or tenth. 

DYMYNGDALE, DYTINSALE, etc., 407 note, Dinsdale, on the left bank of the 
Tees, between Hurworth and Yarm. 

DYNMONTES or DyYNMOTHS, male sheep between the first and second 
shearing. 


EAGLE STONE, petra aquilz, 427. Lapis aetites, a hollow nodule of stone 
with a loose nucleus, fabled to be found in the eagle's nest, and to 
possess medicinal and magical properties. It was further said that 
without it eagles could not hatch. N. E. D. 

East, see sf. 

EBYARE, a fishery on the Tyne, in Westoe. 

EcuE or ETHE ? 586; cf. 397, and Meche, 150. Said in Jarrow Glossary to 
be an adze, and rightly; see Zach, sé., in E. D. D. 


ECIARE, 660, apparently to ‘‘eche” (a ditch), in the sense of enlarging and 
clearing it out, that the water may flow more easily. See N. E. D. 
under the verb Eche. 


EDERHAM, now Edrom, near Duns in Berwickshire. 

EDMONDBIRES, Edmundbyers, on the main road 16 m. S. W. of Gateshead. 

EDYNGHAM, now Ednam, in Roxburghshire, near Kelso. 

EGGESILVER, egg money, either in lieu of eggs, or to buy eggs with; an 
allowance made to the brethren and sisters in Witton hospital, p. 78 ; 
“erga fest. Paschz,” p. 104, 110. 

ELDING, fuel. P. P. 136. Still largely current. See E. D. D. 

ELDYNGPAN, a pan for fuel. 

ELECTRARIUS, a worker in Eleclrum, q.v. 


ELECTRUM, a term applied to various mixed metals: (1) silver and gold ; (2) 
copper and zinc, a kind of brass or latten ; (3) pewter: P. P. 395, 
C. A. 277. It seems to be used of solder, p. 153. ' 


ELKEs (printed wes, g.v.), 536. 7k is a name of the wild swan or hooper, 
Cygnus ferus, also of the wild goose, Anas anser. N. E. D. 


ELONGARE, to remove to a distance. 

ELSILVER, 306, etc. Perhaps money paid in lieu of a tribute of eels. 
EMELDON, Embleton in Northumberland. 

EMERAUD, le, the great emerald, 454. 


EMERLIONES, 525, merlins or falcons. Falco esalon. ‘‘ Johannes Hudson 
. .. Cariat esperuarios et merliones,” Hatf. Survey, 61. ‘‘ Ther is 
a Merlyon. And that hauke is for a lady,” Boke of St. Albans d iiij. 
See C. A. 236, note 2. 
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EMOTEHILL, 373; Emodhille, in North Durham, Feod. 302. Now called 
Edmondhills, a place on the borders of Islandshire and Norhamshire, 
near Ancroft ; Raine, North Durh. 223, and App. 130. 

ENTRACTUM, 719. ntract, the greenish salue called Trait: Cotegr. 
Trett, ¢ractura, Emplastrum: C. A. and note. There is a long 
recipe for making trett in Halliwell, p. 478. It was no doubt valued 
for its ‘‘ drawing” property. Cf. N. E. D. under Draw, v. 42. 

ENTRE, an entry. 

ENTRECLOSEWALL, an internal partition closing off an entry, another room; 
or the like, within a house. See Halland. 

EPISCOPUS IXLEMOSINAR., the boy bishop, ‘‘ bishop of the Almery,” as being 
one of the children of the Almery. 

EPISCOPUS DE ELVET, a boy bishop at St. Oswald’s ? 

EQUIFERUS, a wild or bad horse. 

' ERCELDOUNE, now Earlston, on the Leader, about two miles from its 
junction with the Tweed, in Berwickshire. Hence came Thomas of 
Ercildoune, ‘the Rhymer.” 

ERILHOUSE, 214. Possibly Earlshouse, near Sniperley. 

ERMONIA, 568, Armenia ? 

ERNYNG, earning, rennet, from Harn, a form of Run, in the sense of run 
into curds, curdle. 

ESTERLYNG, an Easterling or German. 

ESTIRBLACDEN, 314, a place in Weardale where there was a dairy farm. 

ESTLANDBORDS, Eastland or Norway boards. 

ETtTuys or ECcCHyYs ? 397 ; cf. 586, and Neche, 150. Read Ecchys, adzes. 

EusTOcHIA, ST., 430, daughter of Paula, g.v. Her real name was 
Eustochium ; see Dict. Chr. Biog. II, 392 ; Mart. Rom. Jan. 26. 

EWES, 536, read Elkes, g.v. Inthe MS. the w and the lk are exactly alike. 

EwsHaw, Ushaw, about four miles west of Durham. 

Exa, 582, probably for ex/era, or else for exennta. 

EXCAMBIUM, exchange. 

EXCEPCIONES, excerpts. 

EXHENNIUM, exennium, xenium, é0v, a ceremonial present, chiefly con- 
fined to persons of distinction. See Regarda. 

ExiTus, 1, a quantity of poultry sent out from a manor, 199; the produce 
of mares, 325; 2, the draught or viscera of beasts and fishes, e.g., 
tripe, and cod sounds, called ‘‘yssu” in P. P. under Zntrayle. At 
Winchester the term was used of brewhouse refuse: Kitchin, 227) 
A haggis is made of ‘‘ the entrails of a sheep, minced with oatmeal, 
and boiled in the stomach or paunch of the animal,” Halliwell. 
Accordingly we find ‘‘grotes pro exitibus.” Cf. Haggis, and 
Draught 41, N. E. D. 

EYLOuR, 709. Certainly so in the MS., perhaps by mistake for sylour or 
selour. 


FALDYNG YATT’, the folding gates mentioned in Rites of Durham, ch. xlix 
bis. 

FALSNYCOLL, a close so called, 681. 

FALTROWE (fall-trough), 630, probably the trough that received the ground 
corn, according to the Finchale Glossary, but in the text, ccclxxxiii, 
we find ‘‘ factura le falltrow et waterwall molendini,” and in our text 
it Occurs in connexion with a water wheel and inner wheel, which 
contexts seem to suggest the trough from which the water falls on to 
an overshot or breast wheel. 
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FANNA, 510. Probably a fan for blowing away the lighter and poorer 
grains of wheat before making the choice grains into hosts. See 
C. A. 122, note 3; Introd. xii. 


FANUN, a fanon or maniple. 

FARMERYE, the Infirmary. 

FARRACIO, 284, for ferratio, shoeing with iron. 

Farssy, farcy, a disease of horses, allied to glanders. 

FARTHINGCROFT, the ancient pasture, irregular in surface and in outline, 
next to the Prebends’ Gate and facing the foot of Potters Bank. 

FAsH, fringe, 661. N. ei, 

FATSTANES, 587. Probably the heavy stones used to compress the cheese 
in cheese vats. See N. E. D. under Cheesefat. 

FATTE, a vat. ‘Formerly, any tub or packing-case,” Halliwell. Fate, 
vesselle, Cuva, cupa vel cupus: P. P. where see note. 

Fauces, falces, sickles. 

FELTACIO botarum, lining them with felt, which was done at the approach 
of winter, 166. 

FELYES, felloes of wheels. 

FEMORALIA, drawers (braccz). 


FENNEL SEED, the produce of the common fennel, Anethum Faeniculum= 
Feniculum vulgare ; formerly used in medicine and cookery. 

FEODUM COQUINe, dripping, kitchen fee. Feod. del Slawterman, 613, some 
kind of refuse that could be made use of. 

FERRAT., 142. Probably for ferratio, either shoeing horses, or hooping 
casks, or some other ironwork. 

FERRUM ALBUM, 639, Fr. Fer-blanc, what we now call ‘‘ tin,” z.e., sheet iron 
coated with tin. It was used, among other purposes, to make cases 
for the protection of seals. See Du Cange. 


FERRUM DE WERDALE, Weardale iron. ‘‘ Numerous account rolls of the 
Bishop of Durham’s bloomeries in Weardale are preserved, affording 
valuable information relative to the mode of smelting in use in the 
fifteenth century, the wages of workmen, etc.” : Finchale Glossary. 


FERRUM HISPANICUM, Spanish iron, which was much used. 
FERRYBRIDGE, on the Aire, about 3 miles west of Pontefract. 


FERYS, j par de barell ferys, 223; ij barelles ferys pro servisia, 245; j barell 
fer . . . (printed ser. .*.), 243- 


FESAUND, a pheasant, Phastanus Colchicus. See P. P. 158, note 1; C. A. 
128; note 33. 


FICULI, FIGULI, little figs, 510. 

FILLETING, see Phillitinge. 

FIMBRIACIO, hemming, or edging in ornamental fashion, e.g., fringing. 

FIMUM, manure, rotten thatch, 241. 

FINDON, a place about three miles north of Durham, near Sacriston. 

FIOLA, apparently a spirelet on a turret, 401, 402, 403; Gf. Pp. 380. 

FIOL&, flackets, cruets. 

FIRMACULA, clasps or brooches. 

FIRMARIUM, FIRMARIA, the Farmery or Infirmary. 

FIRMARIUS, see 326. 

FIRSILVER, 602, perhaps for fire-silver, smoke-pence. 

Fiscen’1a, 48. Apparently connected with Fysinus, 58. Perhaps to be 
read Fiscenaria or -eria, adj. agreeing with stipfendia. _Fissinerius= 
Old Fr. fisinier, a smith or worker in iron (D’Arnis). sinus, p. 58, 


may be a synonym. Or, again, there may be a connexion with 
Fiscina, an eel-basket, or else something used in making cheese, 
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FLAGELLA, cart whips. 


FLAKES, hurdles ; see Flekes. Their being used for a scaffold, frgo 72.48 
illustrated by the MS. Accounts for the building of Louth Spire, in 
Lincolnshire ; j day takyn down flekes aboun the brooch, 1502-3 ; 
swathyng wandes to fleykes, 1514-15. ' 

FLAKETS, cruets for mass, 389; also great vessels in pairs, holding one or 
four gallons, 398. But the term seems to have denoted almost any 
bottles or flasks. P. P. 163, note 6; C. A. 133, note 5. The explana- 
tion in the Glossary to Best’s Farming Book is, “a small keg in 
which ale is carried to haymakers, some not above a pint measure.” 
In the Glossary to Durham Depositions, ‘‘a wooden bottle in shape 
of a barrel.” Flackets such as Best speaks of were used and so 
called in Lincolnshire some fifty years ago. 

FLANIOL’, 135, probably something made of flannel. 


FLASK, in S. W. dialect, as here in Durham formerly, a clothes basket or 
other basket. 


FLASKET, dim. of Flask, g.v. See N. E. D. 


FLAUNS ( fladones, flaones, Rolls Ser. glossaries), Custards, cheesecakes, or 
pancakes, made in various ways. See N. E. D., Cotgrave, and C. A. 
133, note. ‘‘Of mylke and of egges Men make flawnes,’’ Caxton 
12, 33. The following formula is given in P. P. 164, note 3, from 
Sloane MS. 1986, f. 87 :—‘‘ Take new chese, and grinde hyt fayre In 
morter wyth egges, wyth out dyswayre (doubt); Put powder perto 
of suger I say, Coloure hyt with safrone ful wele pou may ; Put hyt 
in cofyns pat bene fayre, And take hyt forthe y the pray.” At 
Nettleham in Lincolnshire the village feast is still called ‘‘ Nettleham 
Flawn” from the flawns that are or used to be provided, as curd 
cheesecakes are for the same occasion at Winterton and elsewhere. 

FLAXSTONS, 648. Perhaps Flake stones, thin pieces for rubble-work. Flag- 
stones would hardly suit the context. 

FLEKES, for altars, 391 dzs, 407. Flekes are hurdles as a rule; here 
perhaps light moveable screens are meant. So at Norwich, ‘ pro 
uno fleyke ad altare S’ci Stephani, xijd.,” Rot. Sacr: 1396-97. 

FLEKES, par del, for a carter, 643, hurdles. 

FLEME, the /fleam, millrace, or watercourse leading. from a mill-wheel. 
Fullum Aque, a Fleam or Stream of Water, such as comes from a 
Mill: Jacob. In these Rolls, however, it may perhaps be the same 
as Flum or Flume, said by three different millers to be the box or 
covered channel that takes the water to an overshot wheel. 


FLESHCROKE, an iron hook, often double or triple, for lifting meat out of 
PeeIpOL. Of F Samy ie 13.14.48 >C. A. 135, note-t. 


FLETTEZ, fleets, creeks, inlets, drains. Hence many place-names, as 
Ebbsfleet, Ousefieet, etc. 


FLEUBOTIMIA, phlebotomy, bleeding. 

FLEYARE, a fishery at Jarrow, 65. 

FLOKYsS, flocks for stuffing saddles, etc., or for the bay of a mill, 643. 
FLor., flores, flour, powder. 


FLOS DOMINICUS, 553, apparently flour for making panis dominicus, q.v. 
See Flos Frumenti in Du Cange. 


FLOTAGIUM, the ‘‘floatage” or fat skimmings that float on the top of the pot 
in which meat is boiled. 


FLOTYATE, a floodgate, 93. 

FLYTTYNG (transitive), removing, 100. 

FLYWINGES, 513, nails of some kind, perhaps ‘“‘ sprigs” in form likened to 
flies’ wings. There were small nails called sfarrow-bills or sparables 
(not mentioned in these Rolls). 

FOKES, 42, probably to be read flokes ; see Flokys. 

FOOT-AXE, 396. 
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Foracium, fodder, from Fr. fourrage, which word is of Teutonic origin. 
Dry winter food is what is especially meant. 

FORAIWES, 130. 

Foray, the forebay or discharging end of a mill-race. 

FoRCER, a chest, coffer, or casket, often provided with a lock. ‘Your 
jewellis in your forcier That they be not stolen”: Caxton 8, 21. 
FORHAMER, 635, a fore hammer, ‘‘ the large hammer which strikes first, a 
_sledge-hammer”: N. E. D. St. Cuthbert's coffin was broken open 

with ‘a great fore hammer of a smyth”: Rites, ch. Ii. 

FoRMA, 382”, 383, a mould for making candles. 

Forpic’, forpices, forceps, pincers. . 

FOSTER LUGGE, forester’s lodge. Foster is a contracted form of Forester 
that was in common use when there were more frequent occasions 
for it. ‘*No man shall... gett anie woode in the Lordes woode 
without leave of the Lorde or his lawful ffoster’’: Scotter Manor 
Roll, 1578, in Glossary of Manley and Corringham. Hence the 
common surnames Forster and Foster. 

For Brass, pes aeneus, foot brass, the brass (bronze) socket in which the 
mill spindle works. It rapidly wears out, especially if not kept well 
oiled. See Sheretreyse. 

FOTMALE, 549, here some textile. Fo/mal is usually a certain weight of 
lead. See N. E. D. 

FRACTA PECUNIA, ‘‘ broken” coins, 468. There being no copper currency, 
the silver penny and groat were often cut in two for the sake of 
convenience. The pieces so divided were always liable to be clipped 
by dishonest persons, and Raine thinks that this explains the term 
‘broken money”: St. Cuthb., 149 note. But perhaps it refers to 
the thin silver coins of the time so broken as no longer to pass 
current. 

FRAELL, a frail, z.e., a rush or mat basket used for figs and raisins, hence 
a certain quantity of raisins or figs, amount unknown; see Rogers 
iv, 669; P. P. 175, note 4; E. D. D. 

FR&ENA. Something of which hoops were made, 552, 554: 

FR2NUM AQUATICUM, 569. 

FRAERIA or FRARIA S. CUTHBERTI, 402, etc., probably the Guild of St. 
Cuthbert in the Galilee ; see Jnventories, Surtees Soc., vol. 97, pp- 
127, 148. 

FRAGHT, freight. 

FRAMYDE TYMBER, 292, squared, prepared. See N. E. D., s.v. Frame, v, 
+4. 

FRECTURA, /vetium, freighting. 

FRENS, FRENYS, FREYNS, FREYNEYSSE, fringe. 


FRESWARDES, 254, thresholds; N. E. D. gives Freshwood as dial. form of 
Threshold. 


FRETHYNGS, 43, 60; /rethys, 50, perhaps besoms made of brushwood. See 
N. E. D. under F7ith, sb?, 3. 


FREYN3ES CLOTHEZ, 102, fringed cloths ? 
Fripys, 60; see rethyngs. 


FRISSONES, 165, frisons, supposed to be a kind of frieze or woollen cloth. 
Nik. DD. 


FRISTE, a ‘‘ first’ or ridge-pole= first-piece. 

FRIXORIUM, a frying-pan. 

FROGNELL, in Billingham, 676; Feod. 42, 43, 317. 
FROGONYS, see Furgun. 

FROSTNAILS, nails to put into horses’ shoes in frosty weather. 


Froys (frixura), pancake with bits of pork or bacon in it, or any pancake, 
See P. P. 180, note 2, 
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FRUBESYNG, furbishing. 

FRUSSURA, newly broken ground ; see Du Cange. 

FRUTH’, 593; perhaps the same as Frith, underwood, brushwood ; see 
N. E. D. under Frith sb’, 3. See Frethyngs, Fridys. 

FRYSTYS, 131, 206, see Fris/e. 

FUCINULA, fuscinule, forks. See Du Cange. Or else awls. Fuscinula 
vel ¢ridens, awul: W. W. ‘An aul” is included in ‘Instruments of 
Husbandry” in Dictionarium Rusticum, 1704, s.v. Instruments. 

Fupr., a fother (of lead), 1914 cwt. ; a load, e.g., of lime. 

FULLYAR, a fishery at Jarrow, 65. 

FUNDUS, in a mill, 633. The bottom of the mill pond or of the conduits 
connected therewith. 

FURETTARIUS, the ferret man; employed in catching rabbits or rats. A 
Feret, furo, furectus: C. A., where see note. So at Winchester ; see 
Kitchin, Glossary, and p. 251. 

FURGUN, a fruggan, z.e., an oven-fork or poker with which the fuel was 
managed in an oven. Rofabulum: P. P. Vertibulum (etc.): C. A., 
where see note. 


FURURARE, 552, to clean out the fur or sediment that is formed in pipes 
and vessels, 


FuSILLUS, the spindle of a mill; see Spyndyll. 
FusTYAN, cotton velveteen or corduroy, with a warp of linen thread. 
FUTEBRACE, see Fot Brass. 


FUTROPPE, a footrope with which to tie oxen while being shod, as is now 
done in South Africa, or else (or also) hopples to put on cows’ hind 
legs while they are being milked. 

FYNny’G, 727, finding ? 

FYSINUS, 58; see Fiscen'ta. 


GALAG., GALOG., GALOCHES, wooden outer soles, fastened on with thongs 
of leather. See N. E. D. But Cotgrave explains the French 
Galoche as ‘‘a woodden Shooe, or Patten, made all of a peece, without 
any latchet, or ty of leather, and worne by the poore clowne in 
winter.” He also says that what are now termed “ Unattached 
students" in universities were ‘‘tearmed thus, because, in passing 
the streets, they commonly weare Gadlloches.” 

GALANGA, Galingale, ‘the aromatic root of certain East Indian plants of 
the genera Alpinia and Kempferia, formerly much used in medicine 
and cookery”: N, E. D. It has ‘‘a hot spicy taste like mixture of 
pepper and ginger, with some bitterness’’: Baird. See P. P. 185, 
note 4; C. A. 149, note 2. Later, the root of Cyperus longus or 
‘English Galingale " was much used in place of the true Galingale. 
Compare the case of Zedoary ; see Ceteuale. 

GALERUS, a fur or leathern cap; fellen het: AElfric in W. W.; a coyfe off 
lether; C. A. 70, note 5. 

GALL. DENARIAT., see Pennyhens. 

GALLI SILVESTRES, NIGRI SILVESTRES, NIGRI, blackcocks, TJetrao (felrix, 
forinerly abundant in the copses in the west of the county. 

GALLIN4 SILVESTRES, see Galli silvestres. 

GANEYLS, 132. Read Gaueyls, gables. 

GANG (passus, 190), a set, e.g., of felloes for cart wheels ; of rungstoures, 
596; spindles, 191 ; cartstrakes, 609; a gang of felloes is now 12, 
z.e., enough for two wheels ; of spokes, 24. 

GaPE, 397. A grape is a dung-fork ‘ with three or more teeth, in the shape 
of a spade or shovel,” Finchale Glossary. Something of the same 
kind may have been used in working up the clayey mud for daubing 
purposes. See Grape. 
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GARBATORUM, 5 bus. empt. pro verione, 91. Du Cange has * Grabotum, 
Leviora grana frumenti cum paleis vanno ejecta.” 

GARCIO, a man-servant, answering to Fr. gargon and medieval Engl. 
grome , see Gromus. 

GARDEROBA Prioris. Under this head, which occurs constantly in the 
Bursars’ Rolls, are included many expenses of the household besides 
clothing. See pp. 506, 507, 516, etc. 

GARDEROBA, a wardrobe, hence any secret closet, a latrine, as on p. 513, 
and in Chaucer, B. 1762, where the Prioress tells of the little Sst. 
Hugh ‘that in a wardrobe they hym threwe.” Hence also house- 
hold expenses ; see G. Priors. 

GARGOILLS, GARGOUYS, spouts. Gargulye, yn a walle; Gorgoua, gurgulto : 
P. P., where see note. 

GARIAFALI (caryophylli), cloves. 

GARNESTURA, warnstore, z.e., victuals, arms, etc., for the defence of a 
town or castle: Du Cange; Jacob; Skeat, Notes on Chaucer, 212. 

GARNISETT, GARNIT’, assorted so as to form a ‘‘ garnish” or set. 

GARNISH, a set of vessels of pewter, electrum, or wood. 

GARPSCHELE, 310, 311, a dairy farm, probably in Weardale. 

GASTELLUS, placentz genus, gd@/eau ; olim gasfel : D’Arnis. Wastel bread, 
made of the best flour. 

GATHES, GATIS, GAT., see Index under the words. ‘‘In iij gatis empt. pro 
bracina, 5d.,” Roll in Hatf. Surv. App. 205. Cotgrave has * Gate, 
as Jatte, A bowle, or mazer {| Pic.” ; and Du Cange, under Gata, 
refers to “‘ vox apud nostros Gea/e, seu ut Picardi efferunt, Gaze, pro 
vase rotundo largiori ac minus profundo.” Brachet derives the 
modern French /atée from Span. and Lat. gabata, a bowl; see 
Du Cange on Gabdbata. 

GAVELOCK, a crowbar, originally a spear. Derivation obscure. See 
Now. 

GAVILL, a gable. 

GEDDE, ged, a northern name for the pike (Zsox luczus). 

GEETE, GETE, jet. Geete, or blake bedys, Gaga/es: P. P., where see note ; 
also C. A. 4254, notelo. 

GELOFFERS, cloves; see Clowys. The original name of the spice was 
girofie or gilofre, from late Lat. carophilum, from Greek Kapuogudror ; 
in Old Fr. clou de girofle (girofle nail). This was often shortened to 
clowe for the spice, the full name adhering to the clove-pink, which 
smells like the spice. Finally, with the corruption to gilyflower, the 
latter name has passed to other scented flowers, and has been 
further perverted to July-fower. In the Rolls the spice is sometimes 
called Clowes and sometimes Geloffers. See N. E. D. on Clove, 
Clove-gillyflower, and Gillyflower. 

GELYLEZ, meadow land probably in St. Giles’s parish. 

GELYPOKE, 106, a jelly-bag. 

GEMMIS, GEMOOSE, GEMOWES, gimmews, gimmels, hinges. See P. P. 194, 
note 4. 

GERSUMA, gressom, a fine or exaction paid to the lord of a manor, e.g., to 
the Prior. See CA. asi, note a: 


GESSECROFT, 67, 684, a meadow in Bellasis near Durham. 

GESSERAUNT, a sleeveless jacket composed of small overlapping plates of 
iron or steel, sometimes covered with velvet. 

GESTES, joists. Gyste, balk, Trades, trabecula: P. P. 

GETH, jet, see Gee/e. 

GINGEBRAR, 495 ; GINGEBRAS, 504; GINGEBRACE, 507, old forms of a word 
which has become Gingerbread by a change in meaning and a 
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confusion of the third syllable with dread. At first it seems to have 
denoted preserved or candied ginger, but, from the 15th c. onwards, 
cakes made of flour and treacle, flavoured with ginger. N. E. D. 

GINGER CONFET (O.F. Gingebre confit), preserved ginger. See N. E. D. 

GirA Picra, Hiera Picra, aloes, or a composition of aloes and other drugs. 
Aloes is the inspissated juice of several species of Aloe, for which see 
Baird. 

GIRTHES QUERCULINI, 558, wooden hoops for casks, etc., made of young 
oaks split ; cf. 587, 629. 

GIRTHTREES, 544, probably young oaks suitable for Girthes, q.v. 

GLAUCUS, glaucous, greenish grey. 

GLIDERS, something used in coal pits, 712 67s. Probably the runners of the 
sledges or trams that were used before the trams were placed on 
wheels. These runners were made of hard wood. 

GLOY, 533, Withered blades, or straw; see Jamieson, and further in C. A. 
159, note 3. 

GoBET REALL, a sweetmeat ; royal gobbet or titbit. It was made of sugar 
coloured with turnsole and flavoured with ginger and mace, and cut 
up into little ‘‘gobbets.” A gobbet was not only a small lump, as 
in this case, but a portion or piece of anything, even of cloth. 
No wal: .P. P.-200, note 4: 

GODESHOUS, 387, perhaps a ‘‘ goods-house’ 
value. 

GODETTUM, a godet, z.e., a cruet. 

GoLy or GOLYN, in Scotland, Gullane, a parish now united to that of 
Dirleton, in Haddingtonshire, on the Frith of Forth. 

GORMOWNE, 224. 

GOSSECROFT, 67, 684, a meadow in Bellasis, near Durham. A “ goscroft” 
or goosecroft was a usual parcel of land in the undivided common 
fields. 

GouG, hollowed like a gouge ? See 7hykstyll. 

GOWFLEG or GOUFLEG, 565, qu. erroneous form of Gavelock? Gaziflok and 
Gowelock occur. See N. E. D. 

GoyYSsHOUS, the goose-house. 

GRADALIA, GRADIARIA, graduals, grads, q.v. 

GRADUS, 425, 426, shelves ; 634, probably stone steps forming an “‘ upping- 
block” to mount horses by, or perhaps outside steps to an upper 
chamber or hayloft. 

GRAILES, graduals, the books containing the music sung at the mass. 

GRANATARIUS, the Master of the Garners. 

GRANES, grains of Paradise, cardamom seeds, the produce of £le¢taria 
Cardamomum : P. P. 209, note 4; see Grayn. 

GRANGIA, properly a granary or garner, usually but not necessarily 
monastic ; one is hired, p. 612. Hence a farm house and granary, 
with other buildings, at a distance from a manor or a monastery. 

GRAPAYS, p. 15, 42; Graspais, 568; O.F. grapois, graspeis, craspots ; Lat. 
crassus piscis; probably the porpoise is meant ;, see N. E. D. on 
Graspeys and Grampus. 

GRAPE, a three-pronged fork for dung, a dung-fork : C. A. 163, note 2, xliv. 

GRATE, a grater for ginger, etc. Grate for gyngure, or oper lyke, fricellum, 
frictellum: P. P. 

GRAY AMyYS, the almnce or cape of grey fur with long pendent portions in 
front, worn by canons ; but also by other dignified ecclesiastics, e.g., 
the Prior of Durham, 586. In Skelton’s Dirige for the Soul of 
Phyllyp Sparowe it is beautifully said that the little birds ‘‘ Shall 
morne soft and styll In theyr amysse of gray,” alluding to the gray 
breasts of the sparrows ; Peacock, Ch. Furniture, 33 note.

or receptacle for anything of 
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GRAYN, see Granes. Used in conjunction with liquorice to sweeten the 
breath. Chaucer says of the ‘‘ Joly lover’’ Absolon, in the Miller’s 
Tale, going courting, ‘‘ But first he cheweth greyn and lycorys, To 
smellen swete, er he had kembd his heer”’ ; line 3690, Group A. 

GREENLEDES, 541. 

GREEN MELLID (textile), green mixture. 


GREEN WAX, GRENWAX, sealing wax of a green colour, a term frequently 
used for certified extracts (estreats) relating to fines, amercements, 
‘etc., delivered out of the Exchequer under a seal of green wax. See 
Jacob, Law Dict., under Green wax and Estreat ; also N. E. D. and 
quotations there. But at p. 720 the term is applied to some wax that 
was bought by the pound and ‘‘made up.’’ This seems rather to 
point to bees-wax in a fresh state. At Winchester the receiver 


of the manor of Barton Priors, sold for the benefit of the monastery ; 
see Kitchin, 227. 

GRESSILVER, 123, 743, money paid for grass bought for horses. 

GRESSUMA, an exaction, fine, or amerciament ; see Gersuma. 

GREVES, greaves, protections for the legs in armour. 

GRIDDLE, see Grydel. 

GRIFFINA OVA, probably eggs of the ostrich or other outlandish bird, 
brought home by travellers, or else coco-nut shells ; see N. E. D. 
under Grife’s egg, cf. Nux, below ; Introd. p. xx. 

GRIFFONIS UNGUES. Something imagined to be griffins’ claws. See the 
Introduction, section on the Feretrars’ Rolls, p. xx. 

GRILLS, see Grilse. 

GRILSE, ‘‘the name given to a young salmon on its first return to the river 
from the sea, and retained during the same year,” N. E. D. 

GRISIUS, grey, grizzled ; see Skeat, s.v. Minever. 

GRISLANDES, 558, apparently Grass lands. 

GRISSILUR’, Gressilver, q¢.v. 

GROMUS, a man-servant often placed under a Valeclus, g.v., and receiving 
half the wage ; see p. 704, and Groom 3, in N. E. D. The Gromus 
ecclesie, 106, 419, was apparently the same as the fuer ecclesia. 

GROSERS, grozing irons, on which term see N. E. D. Pieces of glass were 
first roughly shaped by means of a hot iron which produced a crack, 
and then were brought to the exact shape required by chipping their 
edges with an iron hook or nippers, called a grozing iron. The 
diamond appears not to have been used until the 17th century. 

GROTES, oatmeal groats; see Ex7/us*. The Latin term used in these Rolls 
for groats is lentes, g.v. 

GROTSILVER, an allowance of 5d. each; see p. 255. ‘‘ The olde grotes of 
englond Which be worth v pens,’’ Caxton, 17, 24. 

GROUAYR, 507, Grosvair, a kind of fur, Halliwell; see Menevieyr. As 
Vair, g.v., consisted of skins of animals sewn together so as to form 
the pattern represented by the heraldic vaz7, it seems not unlikely 
that Grosvair was made of larger skins, and Minever of smaller ones. 

GROWELSEVE, 525, a sieve for Gruell, g.v. 

GRUELL, GRUELLUM. (1) ‘‘ fine flour, meal, or other farinaceous substance,” 
N.E.D. P. P. and C. A. both distinctly indicate flour of pease, 
beans, lentils, etc. (2) Pottage made thereof, now usually made of 
Grotes, q.v. 7 

GRYDEL, 259, a griddle or circular iron plate on which bread was baked ; 
see Griddle, in N. E. D. and E. D. D. 


GUDGEONS, the iron pins at the ends of horizontal shafts or axles that work 
in the collars. 
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GuMF1, crooks for doors or gates. A Cruke of a dore; gumphus: C. A. 
and note. 

GURDUS, 495 ; so ina document quoted in No. 2, 9th S. vii, 33, ‘‘ Et pro 
uno gurdo gingebrade, ponderis xxviijdz., xlijs.” Gurdus is a gourd, 
and gingebrar (g.v.) seems to have been imported in gourds, which 
are sometimes large enough to weigh 30 Ib., and such might well 
weigh 28 lb. when filled with preserved ginger. 

GURNARD ; among British species, the red gurnard, 7rigla pin, the gray, 
7. Gurnhardus, and the sapphirine, 7. Airundo, are the most common 
in the markets. 

GURNUS, or -UM, I00. 


GYANS, 460. Halfpence of Genoa, current in Stow’s time among some 
foreigners in London. Called Janes in Chaucer. See Skeat’s Notes, 
p. 186, and N. E. D., under +Geane. 

-GYLEHOUSE, the place in which the gyle or wort stood to cool and ferment. 

GYLET, 26, marg., perhaps a landowner so named. There is a place called 
Rowley Gylet in the Dearness Valley. 

GYNGER CONFET, preserved ginger. See Grenegynger in Gloss. to Yk. 
F. R., also Gingebrar above. 


HAGHEHEMS ? 742. 

Hair, see Hayres. 

HAKE, see Hakys. 

HAKENAY, a hackney or ordinary riding-horse, as distinguished from a 
hunting, war, or draught horse. N.E. D.; C. A. 170, note 4. 
Hakys, hacks, pickaxes, mattocks. A Hacc, an Hak ; d¢dens, fossorium, 
ligo, marra: C. A. 169, 170, note 3. ‘A hack, or two-toothed pick- 

axe, an implement of agriculture well known”: Finchale Glossary. 

HALE, in plural, plough or barrow handles, but in singular, at p. 211, 
perhaps a strong rake or other implement used in a quarry for haling 
or dragging heavy stones. 

HALFETYN, le, 237, 241%, 242, a house in the North Bailey’so called. In the 
Almoner's rental it is said to include a tenement ‘‘erga portam 
infirmariz’’; another there called the ‘‘ Werkhouse”’ ; another on 
the north side of ‘‘le Werkhouse,’ ‘‘cum parvo celario subtus 
cameram sacerdotis in manu Elemos. pro lapidibus et asseribus 
conservandis,” a tenement on the north of the cellar, and one ‘erga 
portam abbathiz in tenura portarii.” 

HALLAND, hallan, a partition wall in a cottage, particularly that between 
the door and the fire-place, forming an entrance. See Antreclosewall. 

HALLYNG, a hanging for a hall; see Anadbatra. 

HALMOTE, the Hall mote or meeting, a court held in the hall of one of the 
Prior's (or Bishop’s) manors ; see Durh. Halm. Rolls, Surt. Soc. 

HALNESETON ? 209. 

HALPENIGES, halfpenny-geese, Auc@e ad obolum, q.v. 

HALYNG, see Hallyng. 

HAMYRBARELL, 69. 

Hamys, hames, the curved pieces of wood or metal fixed to the sides of the 
collars of draught-horses. 

HANAPERIUM, 487, originally, and probably here, a case for hanaps 
(goblets) ; see 526, 583%; also, a wicker case for documents, 513, 
533. Hence our modern ‘‘ hamper,’ P. P. 226, note 1. But there is 
still the Crown office ‘‘ Clerk of the Hanaper.”’ 

HANDYLLES (pro campanis pulsandis, 415, 416), probably wooden handles 
fixed to the ropes, for chiming. 

HANYNG, a haining, z.e., enclosure; see N. E. D., under Hain.

Har, hair-cloth. Har ¢hrede, thread for sewing hair-cloth, itself made of 
hair. See Havres, Sewynnge hayr. 

Harps, see Herdes. 

HarpvN, harding, harden, a coarse textile made of the coarser parts of 
flax or hemp; see P. P. 241, note 2, and Herdes, below. 

HAREBAROWES, Harbour House, on the left bank of the Wear, about due 
east from Plawsworth (Harbarwes, Kellaw’s Reg. ; Harebarowes, 
Hatfield’s Survey). Formerly the manor house of the Forcers, now a 
farm house. But the Harebarowes mentioned on p. 121 belonged to 
the Abbey, and is probably to be identified with ‘“ Arbour House,”’ 
which adjoins the Bearpark and Stotgate farms on the S.E, 

HARMES, 720, qu. arms, some part of the sails or wheel. ‘ Mylhayrmes ” 
and “harmes pro molendinis”’ occur in Durh. Hd. Bk. 80, and are 
explained in the Glossary to be ‘‘arms or sail-wands for a wind- 
mill. But at p. 720 we have them for a mill-wheel. 

HARNAYSE ARMORUM, a suit of armour. 

Harom or HARWINE, a place where there was a quarry for grey-slates, 
248 note. 

HarowtTynp’ (de ferro, 398), harrow teeth. Such were often of wood, and 
when one failed it could be at once knocked out with a hammer, 
carried for the purpose, and another knocked in. For a valuable 
account of harrows, see Peacock, in N. & Q., 9th S. I, 485. 

HarPica&, harrows. Harpicare, to harrow. 

HASTELER, the roaster or turnspit; as a description and surname, 48 bis, 
452 bis. Roostare, or hastelere, Assator : P. P.. See Ny Hage. 

HASTILLER, the name of a building, 118. 

HASTILUDIATOR, 543, from has/iludiare. ‘‘ Hastis confligere in hastiludiis et 
torneamentis’’: Du Cange. 

HATBAND, a narrow band or ribbon put round a hat immediately above the 
brim ; it could formerly be tightened or loosened to make the hat fit. 

HAUCEOURS, hawsers. 

Hausoria, probably the same as Hauritoria, vessels to draw wine, etc., 
into, or as Haustoria, g.v. ; mentioned with ‘ skumer,” p. 108. 

HAuSTORIUM, a ladle. A Ladylle, hausorium: C. A. 

HAUSYNGES, 712, hawsers, ropes used at the coalpits. 

HAUTBOUTAVANT, le, 118; see Buthavant. 

HAVERBARNE, the Avergarner, g.v., or oat barn? Ofe, or havur corne, 
Avena: P. P. and note 1. Havyr, Auena, Auenula: C. A. 178, and 
note. ‘‘ Haver-bread” (oat-cake) is still common in West Yorkshire 
houses, and a soldier's ‘‘ Haversack”’ was originally an oat-bag for 
the horses; N. E. D. 

HAVERGARNER, the same as Haverbarn, q.v. 

HAVERMALTES, see Avermai/s. But malt made of oats is almost certainly 
meant. In the Howard Household Books cates or ofes is the usual 
term for the grain, yet we find ‘‘xli bushells of haver malt,” p. 217, 
and under ‘‘ Oates,” p. 46, ‘‘x bushells iij pecks bought at Carlyle 
for to mault, xxvs.”’ 

HAVERPENNEZ, see Averpenys. 

HawkkEs (for sand), 247. Hacks (N. E. D.). See Hakys. 

Hawse_rs, hoisting-ropes such as were used in building. 

HAXNAILS, 518. 

HayAr, see Hayres. 

HAvE, a hedge or fence. 

HAYHOPSHELL, about 3 miles south of Wolsingham. 

HAYNYNG, see Hanyng. 
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HAyRES, haircloths. (1) For drying the malt in kilns after it has begun to put 
out rootlets, but before it sprouts. In Harrison’s Desc. of England, 
1586, bk. II, ch. vi, is a full account of the process, where it is said 
that ‘‘ they carie it to a kill covered with a haire cloth.” This use of 
haircloth was common in the eighteenth century, and is perhaps not 
yet wholly obsolete. ‘‘ There are several methods used in drying of 
Malts, as the Iron Plate Frame, the Tile Frame, that are both full of 
little holes ; the Brass-wired and Iron-wired Frame, and the Hair- 
cloth; . . . by many the Hair-cloth is reckoned the best of all”’ ; 
The London and Country Brewer, London, 1759, quoted in Stopes, 
Malt and Malting, London, 1885, p. 25. Stopes speaks of hair cloth 
as stiff horse hair woven into a coarse mesh, but ‘‘ seldom used.” The 
hair cloth and woven wire were stretched on frames, or, when used on 
larger scale, fastened to the walls of the heated chambers and 
supported by wooden bars resting on joists. The heat employed is 
not so great as to injure the hair. Haircloth has also been much 
used in drying saffron. (2) To wear for mortification of the flesh ; 
C. A. 170, xliv. (3) For under-coverings of altars, as also at Norwich, 
‘‘hayre pro altaribus,” Rot. Sacr., 1400-1. (4) For hair-sieves. 

Hays, rabbit-nets, placed before their holes, 106. Haye, net to catch conys 
wythe (hay net, hanet), cassis. Hayyn’ for conys, Cassio. P. P., 
where see note. 

HEckK, see Hef’. 


HECKEDORE. Either a door divided across into an upper and a lower 
portion, or, an inner door leading from the entry or lobby to the 
interior of the house; the latter is now called a heck door in 
Northumberland ; an Heke (Hekke), Antica: C. A., see note. 


HEDELSTILLES, 162, headstalls. 
HEGGEYNG, hedging. 


HEK, le, the hatch, probably that which served the Loft and Frater from 
the kitchen ; Rites, ch. xliv. 


HEKEs, hecks for fodder. 

HEKSTAURES, fekstaves, the upright bars in a heck or rack for fodder. 
Willows were cut for ‘ Hecke-stowers, harrowe-spindles,” etc., in 
Yorkshire, c. 1641 ; see Best’s Farming Book, 120. 

HELME, 500, probably Helme Park, near Harperley. 

HELTERSCHAFTES, 596. Occur at the same price in Durh. Hd. Bk. 20. 
The Glossary says, ‘‘ Halter shafts, made either of a thicker rope, or 
perhaps occasionally of wood, like the instruments at present used 
by horse-breakers and farriers.”’ 

HELTHYR’, HOLTHYR, 417, perhaps halters. 

HELTON, see Ailton. 

HELTYRREVYNS, 601, halter-reins. 

HELY, Heley in Muggleswick ; see Feodarium, 1837. 

HERBARIUM, a herb-garden. See Caxton, 13, 29-37, and Nomina herbarum, 
in W. W. 643, for the plants that were cultivated. An Herber, 
herbarium : C. A. and note, showing that the term also denoted an 
orchard. 

HERBERGOUR, a harbinger, purveyor. 

HERCI2, harrows. 

HERDES, hards, coarse hemp or linen refuse ; see C. A. 175, note 1, xlv. 

HERDNYG, HERDENYG, 386, perhaps earning or rennet is meant; see 
Hernyng. 

HERDYNG, see Hardyn. 

HEREMITA, a hermit (so/cvagus) or perhaps also an anchorite (conclusus). 
On the difference between the anchorite and the hermit see more in 
P. P. 141, note 4. Garments were provided for heremite, and we find 
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one apparently employed either in working at or in collecting funds 
for paving, 610, and another is mentioned in connexion with a bridge, 
591. In P. Plowman, A. vii, 178, we read, ‘An hep of Hermytes 
henten heom spades, And doluen drit (muck) and donge, to dutte 
honger oute,” which seems to show that there were hermits who 
worked for their living. There was an anchorite at one time in the 
Abbey church ; Rites, ch. xi. In later times, if not earlier, the inmates 
of hospitals appear to have been called eremites ; see Ripon Ch. 
Acts, 363 note; Drake’s Eboracum, 284; this may be the sense in 
which the word is used in the Rolls. 

Herinius, abbot, 434. The Bollandist Fathers have kindly endeavoured 
to identify for us the abbots Malasus and Herinius, but have not been 
successful in their investigations. 

HERNES, harness. 

HERNYNG, earning or rennet. 

HERONA, a heron, 52; Ardea cinerea. 

HERONSUES, hernshaws or young herons ; perhaps used as heronsew is now 
in Durham, Lincolnshire, Swaledale, and elsewhere, of any herons. 
Fr. heronceau, Old Fr. heroncel. , 

HERPICARE, see Harpice. 

HESPE, 395, a hasp, hank, or skein of yarn, thread, or silk ; the fourth part 
of a spindle of yarn. N. E. D. 

HEUEDSHETE, a head-sheet for a bed; see N. E. D. 

HEwsHAw, Ushaw ; see Luwshaw. 

HIERA PICRA, see Gira pigra. 

HILDECROK, 170, probably the same as Hylcrukez, 162. 

HILTON, in Wakerfield, near Staindrop, not Hilton near Monk Wearmouth. 

Hippocras, see Yfocras. 

HIRNES, 95, probably iron corners fixed to wooden spades or shovels ; see 
Sholyrnes. 

Historia AUREA, the work so called, written by John of Tynemouth, a 
monk of St. Albans who lived a.p. 1366. It is a historical work, 
including much hagiology. There is a very fine and perfect copy of 
it in the Lambeth Library, shown by the beginnings of the second 
leaves to be that which formerly belonged to Durham Abbey. 

Hoc, a sheep of a year old of either sex. 

HoGcoreE, a sheepcote. 

HoGGASTRI, young rams not yet admitted to be Hurtardz, q.v. 

HoGGETARIUS, the man who had charge of the yearling sheep; see 
Hoggett. 

HocceTr. (1) A yearling sheep; see Hog, and N. E. D. (2) A form of 
hoghead, or hogshead, 656. Originally oxhead, as in Dutch, 
Danish, Swedish, etc., but the reason of the name is uncertain. 

HoGuH, le, Sacristonheugh. 

HoGLyn, a close by the Wear, otherwise called Cellarergarth, q.v. 

HoLcrort or HOWLCROFT, the ancient enclosure on the south of Crossgate 
Peth, now cut up, and including the archery ground and fields 
adjoining, up to Neville’s Cross. 

HOLLBAROWE, probably a form of Hurlbarrow, a northern term for a 
wheelbarrow, from Huz/, to wheel or drive. N. E. D. 

HOLLMEDOWE, 94. 

HOLLOSFELD, a meadow, 163. 

HOLMCLOSE, 320. 

HoLME, le, a great sheep farm belonging to the Abbey, being a portion of 
Coupon in Billinghamshire. 
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HOLMEYARE, a fishery in Wallsend. 

HoOLoME, Holum or Hulam, in the parish of Monk Hesleden, 688 ; Feod. 330. 

HOLTBY, a small parish about seven miles east of York. 

HOLYNSIDE, now Hollingside, about a mile south of Durham, on the hill 
overlooking the valley of the Browney and the Wear. 


Hope, le, at Westoe. A narrow valley. The word often occurs in 
Northern place-names, as Rookhope, ete. 

Hoper, “a seed-basket,” Halliwell. At pp. 346, 349, probably a measure of 
a certain capacity. P. P. distinguishes between ‘‘ Hopur of a mylle, 
oratramale, Zaratantara,” and ‘*‘ Hopur of (or) a seedlepe, satorium, 
saticulum”’ ; see 246, note 2, and C. A. 188, xlvi, note 3. 


Hopys, hoops, e.g., for millstones, 226 ; HOPE, 248. 

HorsBay, see Bay. 

HORSE-BREAD, see Panis CQuinus. 

_ HORSLEYHOPE, in Muggleswick ; Feod. 183. 

HOSPITATOR, see 326, an innkeeper. 

HOSTERS, oysters, Ostrea edulis. There isa recipe for ‘‘ Potage of oystirs”’ 
in Napier, 110. Oysters, mussels, and cockles frequently occur in 


our Rolls, and ‘‘ bushels of oyster, mussel, and cockle shells’’ have 
been found at Fountains: Mem. Fountains, II, 136. 

HostTIvuM, ostium, door. 

HOSTRE HOUSE, in East Merrington, 307. 

HOTE, le, the hut or shed for timber, 239 ; cf. 226, 225. 

HOTERELL, HOTRELL, apparently a diminutive cf Hove, 226, 228. 

Horton, Hutton Henry, in Monk Hesleden, 688; named from Henricus de 
Hoton. Feod. 22 note. 

Hottys (par de), rough baskets for carrying manure, etc. ; see p. 232. 
flotte, a Scuttle, Dosser, or Basket to carrie on the backe ; (The 
right /oé¢e is wide at the top, and narrow at the bottome): Cotgrave. 
The modern word Hod, formerly a sort of tray, but not in evidence 
before the 16th century, is apparently a modification of Hof in the 
above sense. See N. E. D. under Hod and Hot sb. This Ho/te is 
still in common use in Switzerland, where it is so called. 


HouwceE, houze, a housing or saddle-cloth for a horse; -C. A. 189, note 4. 

HouGHTH, le, Sacristonheugh. 

HOWEL, 50, qu. Houghal ? 

Hoyrs, Huyrs, 561, 563, ozs, cauls, caps. AHwyr, cappe (hvyr, hure, 
huwyr, hurwyr). Zena, howe, or hure, heed hyllynge, Zena: P. P.; 
see 249, note 2. ‘‘ Huues of silke, Coyfes for men”: Caxton, 21, 37. 
Caxton gives ‘‘ the huue or calle maker’ for ‘‘ le huuetier.” 


Hucna, a hutch, z.e., a long wooden chest. 
HUCHEUS, a housing ; see Houce. 
HuGH, le, Sacristonheugh. 


HUKSCHAVE, 551, perhaps a hooked tool with a cutting edge, to fashion 
lead with. 


HUNDESLEY, Hunsley, in the wapentake of Harthill; E. R. Yks. Nomina 
Villarum, 308. 


HUNDRED, the lesser (minus centum), 100 as distinguished from the greater 
or long hundred, 120. 


HupPpE, hoop, probably for a millstone, 291. 

HURDESSE, a hurdis or hurdice, z.e., a palisade, hence, apparently, a paved 
yard enclosed by a palisade, 657 ; see P. P. 253, note 2. 

HvurTARDI, rams of full growth; the term is connected with Hurt in its 
primary sense of knock, strike, dash ; hence butt, 
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Hurtouwr, the plate of iron that protects the shoulder of an axle, against 
which the nave of a wheel strikes. 


HuSBAND, 304, a householder. 

HusGABULUM, 418, house-rent ; see Gavel in N. E. D. 
Huss’, 649. The context points to brushwood or osiers. 
Hussss, housings ; see Houce. 

HustuHaw, Ushaw, see Lwshaw. 

Huyrs, see Hoyrs. 

HyYDLEGARTH, HYNDLEGARTH, 696. 

HYLCRUKEZ, 162, probably the same as Hildecrok, 170. 
HyMIDLIGARTHEZ, 696. 

Hynpk, Inde, the Indian colour (indicus, indigo), 374. 


IHOCKES, 375. Perhaps an eccentric spelling of Yokes. 

ILYNGES, the aisles in the Guest-hall ; see Rites, ch. xlvii. 

IMPGARTH, usually Ypgarth, g.v. Imp is A. S., borrowed from Low Lat. 
impotus, a graft, from Gk. éupuroc, engrafted. 

INCAUSTUM (encaustum), ink. 

INCEPCIO BACALARIATUS. When a bachelor was admitted to be a master or 
teacher in his faculty, he was said to zacepf or commence, and this 
was his incepcio: Boase, Reg. Univ. Oxf. Pref., p. viii. So Zucepcio 
in Theologia, 561 ; Incipientes in Theologia, 553, etc. 

INDEKARDE, blue muslin ? 384, 385 d2s ;. card indice (sic) coloris, 385. 

INDICUS, indigo, blue. 

INFANKETHEYFF, the right to take and try a thief caught on a manor. 

INFRA AQUAS, 496, 564”, sc. ‘‘de Tyne et Teyse’”’ ; Finchale, p. xxiii. 

INGLETON, in the parish of Staindrop, about 2% miles east. 

INNER HOWSE in the dorture, 717. Probably the latrines are meant. See 
Rites, xiii. 

INQUIDIS, 599, for zmcudis. 

INWHELE, the inner wheel of a mill. Pro factura j le inwhele, ac pro 
meremio empto pro eodem: Finchale, cclxvii ; for a newe inwhell for 
the mylne at Durham, and for cogg's to the same wheill: Bp’s Accts., 
quoted in Finchale Glossary. In these volumes it occurs as rota 
interior, Pp. 630. 

IRISLAMS, 582. Irish lambs ? 

ISLANDSHIRF, that part of North Durham (now included in Northumberland) 
which consists of the parish of Holy Island, with the chapelries of 
Kyloe, Ancroft, and Tweedmouth. 


ISPANEUM (ferrum), Spanish iron. 


JACTARE, to spread manure, molehills, etc., over land, 310. 
Jaks, JACKS, coats of mail or of quilted stout leather ; doublets. 
JANTACULUM, jentaculum, dinner; see P. P. and C. A. But some say 


breakfast: C. A. 100, note 2. It probably corresponded to the 
modern French dé&euner. 


JAWDEWYNE, a name given to a jester, 565; Cf N. E. D. on Jaudewine. 
The jester probably enacted the part of a ‘‘ Jaudewyne,”’ who seems 
to have been a sort of wrangler or quarrelsome fellow. 


JAWMyYs, jambs. 

JEISTES, joists. 

JENIPER, Juniper, Juniperus communis, used in church decorations, 737. 
JERC, young ewes not yet admitted to be Oves matrices, 
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Jesus Mass AND ANTIPHON, 418, 419. The Jesus mass was almost 
certainly the ‘‘ Missa in festo Nominis Jesu” in the Sarum Missal 
(Burntisland ed., 1861-83, col. 846). Dean Heywood provided 
‘“‘tam missam quam antiphonam nominis Jesu” for every Friday : 
Archeologia, LI, 632. It is not yet known what were the words 
of the Jesus Antiphon that is so frequently mentioned with the Jesus 
Mass; see Atchley, in Legg, Principles, etc., of the Prayer Book, 
1899, 345 35: 

Jesus MILLs, see 418 and 728 note. Now represented by one or both of the 
disused watermills on the Wear, below the Cathedral. 

JEWELLES APOLOGIE, Bishop Jewel's ‘‘ Apology of the Church of England,” 
first published in 1562. Jewel's and other works were very often 
bought for churches, that people might go and read them there. 

JORDAN, a chamber utensil, originally a wide-necked bottle with a big 
belly, said to be named after those which pilgrims brought with 
water from the river Jordan. See P. P. 267, note 1; also C. A. 198, 
and note. At Jarrow they had in 1491, ‘‘v jordens pro minctura,” 
Rolls, p. 128. But the above explanation is open to question. See 
Wek.) Ds 

JUGIS SPAKES, 384. The MS. has ‘‘ cum jugis spakes,” but we must supply 
et, ‘“ with yokes and spokes.” 

JUGULATOR, 508, probably for zocwlator, a jester, but possibly it denotes the 
slaughterer or the executioner. 

JUMENTA (jug-menta), yoked animals, horses and mares for farm work, 
sometimes ‘‘ambulantes,” 323—325. 


JUNCTURZ&, hinges or other fastenings. 
JURANS, 532, jurors. 


JURNAL, ‘‘lytylle boke, Dzurnale,” P. P. ‘*The Day-hours including 
Mattins, except the Lessons and their responds,” Brev. Sarisb., ed. 
Cantab., 1882, fascic. I, p. mdviii. But C. A. renders it by 
breviarium, and Huloet by Hodeporicum (= Portiforium), see note. 


JUSTERES, 396, perhaps the same as Fr. jus/e, a vessel with a wide body 
and long straight neck, or L. gusta, a vessel of known capacity for 
an allowance of wine; D’Arnis. (Probably from justa mensura). 
Compare /ustilia ; ‘* cervisia, quz in eodem die in justiciis remanet, 
cedat elemosinario,” Scr. tres, App. p. xxxvi. 


JUVINES, young geese ?, 398. - 


KAGGES, kegs, 665. 

KAKEHARPOUR, 565, probably the same as ‘‘diversi ministralli cum 
wafirs,” 604. They seem to have been minstrels who went about 
playing on their instruments and selling cakes or wafers. ‘‘ Singeres 
with harpes ” are mentioned in close connexion with ‘‘ wafereres ” in 
Chaucer, c. 479. 


KALOGES, 578, galoches ; see Galag. 
KALVER, 38, see Calver. 

KAMEKA, 375, see Camaka. 

KANELL, see Canel/. 

KANWESE, canvas. 

KAR, 620, see Kare, Kerre. 


KARE, a car or cart. Carre, or lytyll cart pat oone hors drawythe, Mono- 
cosius: PP. 


KAROLLES, see Carola. 


KARRIS, 417, perhaps cars, meaning what we now call trucks, for carrying 
stone, etc., during building operations, 


KAYNIL (?), in Eastrington, 803. 
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KEELFULS, see Keylfults. 

KELINGES, some sort of cod, of which stockfish was made, **Codling or 
Kelyng,” Napier, 89 ; C. A. 201, note 1; N. E. D. under Keeling. 

KELTS, 36, salmon spent after spawning. 

KENNEN, or KENNING, half a bushel. Ken’ de stramine, 3457, a kennen 
measure made of straw ? 

KERR, a carr or moist meadow, 310; see Jactare. 

KERRE, 605, car, a term formerly used in a wider sense than it is now, 
answering to our “cart.” Thus Machyn_ says there went from 
Westminster ‘‘xx carres” with wedges of gold and silver to the 
Tower to be coined in 1554: Diary, 69. 

KESLOPPES, calves’ stomachs prepared as_ rennet. Northern form of 
Cheeselip, on which see N. E. D., Naworth Househd. Bks., 2167. 

KETTON, in the parish of Aycliffe. On Newton Ketton and Ketton Hall or 
Manor, see Feod. 156 note and 158 note. 

KETYLHATTE, pelliris, galerus, a leather cap. P. P. 273 and note 2. 

KEVERSTON, now Keverstone Grange, adjoining Raby Park, about a mile 
north of Staindrop. 

KEVYLL, KEVEL, or Cavill, a large hammer. See Finchale and Jarrow 
Glossaries. This is clearly the meaning in these Rolls, but the term 
was applied at Winchester to a slate-peg : Kitchin, 498. In Browne's 
Glossary to his Yk. F. R. it is said to be an iron roller for moving 
large stones, and in P. P. a bit for a horse. 

KEYLFULIS, 647, keel-fulls ; keels are barges or ships of burden used on 
rivers and canals. See N. and Q., gth S. vii, 65. 

KILL, LY, the kiln. 

KILLERBY, 689, about 2% miles north of Gainford. 

KIMBLESWORTH, about three miles north of Durham. ‘* Kimblesworth 
chappell,” mentioned in Rites, xlvii, has disappeared, and the precise 
site of it is not known, but there is a plain Early English grave-cover 
lying by the hedge of ‘‘ Chapel Fields 4 

KIppERS, lit. spawners (Dutch), a term applied to salmon and trout after 
spawning, cured because then of inferior quality and not so good to 
eat fresh. Hence the modern application in connexion with herrings. 
See Skeat. The term is applied especially to the male fish, the 
females being called shedders: N. E. D. 

KIPSTRINGS, 147; pro carectis, 568; kepestrengys, with cart harness, 
Intr. p. lvi. Kippstring or Kypstring is explained in the Glossary to 
Hatfield’s Survey as a ‘‘halter.’’ Connected with the verb &zf, to 
take hold of, take in the hand: N. E. D. 

KIRKCROFTE, 145. 

KIRN, a churn. 

KIRSETTEZ, cressets, stones with cavities in which fat was burned for 
purposes of light. 

KNIVES, pairs of, frequently mentioned ; see Index, under Anives. The 
term seems to indicate that two knives were used as we now use a 
knife and fork, for the novices were provided with one pair each, 
478, etc.; see Cultelli, Or perhaps ‘‘pair is sometimes used in 
the sense of ‘‘ set.” 

KNOLL, one of the bells. There was a bell at Ripon called the knoll or 
klank knoll: Mem. Ripon, III, 99. 

Knopp (pro murra, 147), a spheroidal or polygonal projection on the stem 
ofa chalice, mazer, or other standing cup ; fora pastoral staff, 394. 

KNOTTES, see Burning. 

KoppisLey, Codesley or Codeslaw, adjoining Durham on the west side. 
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KOLEs, coal-fish, Merlangus carbonarius, a very worthless fish allied to the 
cod. 

KREDILL, a cradle or suspended framework used on or in buildings. 

KRELIS, creels. 

KypsaPE, 587. ‘‘Kids” are lice, particularly those of sheep : Jamieson. 
Kydsape was perhaps soap specially made to destroy such vermin, 
as dog soap is now. 

KYLL, see A7//. 

Kyow, 221, formerly Kyhow, now Kyo, about three miles north of Lan- 
chester. 

KYPSTRINGS, see Kipstrings. 

KYRNEZ, churns. 

KYRVOUR, carver. 


LACTICINIUM, yield of milk, dairy produce. Mylke mete, or mete made 
wythe mylke, Lactatum, lacticinium: P. P., C. A. 

Lap’, LADA, load. 

LADESILVER, see Ladysilver. 

LADSADELL, a saddle for carrying loads. A Layd sadylle, gestatorium, 
gestarium: C. A. 

LADYLEZ, LE, 163. 

LADYSILVER, probably Our Lady’s silver, a customary payment at West 
Rainton, perhaps due on Lady Day. 

LAGARDS, see Legards. 

LAGENA, a gallon. Twelve lbs. of ‘aver de pays’ made one gallon of 

’ Durham measure ; Finchale, Glossary, s.v. Lagena. 

LAICALIA DECIMALIA, 121. 

LAKE AND WASTE, an allowance was made to the supervisors of coalmines 
for ‘‘ lake and waste,” 712. ‘‘ Lake” perhaps has reference to the 
miners being off work, which is called ‘‘laking.” (play-time) in 
Yorkshire now, or else to ‘‘ lack,” deficiency in the supply of coal. 

LAMBR’ BEEDES, lammer beads, beads of amber. 

LAMCOTE, a cote for lambs. 

LAMIS, 253, lambs ? see Jrislams. Perhaps representations of the Agnus 
Det. 

LAMP4D (lamprada), probably the larger or sea Lamprey, Petromyzon 
marinus, sometimes two feet long or more. Lawmpery, murena, 
lampreda: P. P. See Murena ; cf. Laumpron. 

LAMPREDA, see Lampad. 

LAMPROUN, see Laumpron. 

LANDA DEI, a manor granted to the Sacrist by Le Convenit; Feod. 216. 
Now Landieu, about two miles west of Wolsingham., 

LANDLEVE, permission to get millstones on certain land, or else leave to 
carry them over it, 560. 

LANDMALE, a reserved rent charged on land by the chief lord of a fee. 
Accordingly we find it paid by the Convent to the Bishop of Durham. 
See Finchale, Glossary. 

LANDMALEBOK, a book in which to enter the landmale, q.v. 

LANGAGE, 108 ; LANGHEG, 240; LONGEHEGHE, 481; apparently some place 
named from a long hedge. It was near Lanchester. 

LANGALDS, paria de, 599, langholds, fetters for horses. 

LANGCART, longa carecta, the long cart in which the Prior’s impedimenta 
were carried. 

LANGMEREDYKE, see Index.

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LANGSAUNDES, a fishing in Nether Heworth, 669. 

LANUGELLS, read Laungells, g.v. 

LANUGIUM, a blanket ; LANGELES, blankets ; Finchale, Glossary. 

LANUTUS, woolly. 

LAPIS ISRAELITICUS, 427, some valued stone ; see Du Cange s.v. Israel. 
In Legg and Hope's Inventories of Ch. Ch., Canterbury, p. 107, We 
find ‘ij anuli cum capitibus de lapid. Israel,” which Mr. Hope 
describes as cameos, and note the mention of heads both at Durham 
and at Canterbury. Among the relics at St. Paul’s was ‘‘ Quidam 
lapis de Israell, exprimens Majestatem Dei, albi coloris,’’ etc., and 
Piers Gaveston had ‘‘ Un cameau en or, de Israel”; Archzeologia, 
LII, 226 note. 

LaQguEl, the cords by which seals were attached. 

LARD, 34. Apparently put for lard-tub here. 

LARDARIUS, the lardiner, who had the charge of the larder, 

LARDINARIUS, the same as Lardarius, 7.V- 

Last of red herrings, a load, ‘‘20 cades or thousand,” Jacob; 12000, 
Rogers; of tar, pp. 600, 611, ‘‘ fourteen barrels,’ Rogers. See 
further in N. E. D., and in Skeat’s Notes to Chaucer, p. 174 

LATAMUS, a stone-mason. 

LATICINIUM, lacticinium, g.v. 

LATINE, LaTyNy, the Litany ; see 726 note. 

LATON, latten, 253, ‘Ca hard mixed metal much resembling brass”: P. P. 
and note. Latin equivalents are Auricalcum and Electrum. See 
Skeat’s Notes to Chaucer, p. 270. 

LAUMPRON, the smaller or river lamprey, about a foot long, or less. 
Petromyzon fluviatilis ; see N. E. D! Any small lampreys, however, 
seem to have been called lamprons ; see Kitchin, 498. Lawmperowne, 
lamprun, Lampredula, murenula: P. P.; C. A., 207, note 4. 

LAUNDYRENS, the word andirons, q.v., with the French article prefixed, 89. 

LAUNGELLS, LANGELES, blankets ; see Lanugium. 

LAVERS, LE, the lavatory in the cloisters, 715. 

LAYE, LE, 524, an erroneous form of /’alay, the alloy. 

LAYNG, resteeling the edge of a tool, or a cotterel, or a mill-spindle and 
rind. See N. E. D. under Lay, 38. But can it be connected with 
Allay in the sense of Alloy, admixture of metals ? 

LaAYR, LE, 321 note. 

LEAD ASHES, czneres plumbt, the oxides of lead that form on the surface of 
lead melted in the air, and which are skimmed off and kept in order 
to recover the lead by heating them in an iron or earthen pot with 
carbonaceous matter, which process at once deoxydises them so 
that the lead settles down to the bottom ina metallic state. 

LEAP, a basket for grain ; see Lepe. 

LEAZE, LEAZES, common pasture ; A. S. les, pasture, in some parts of 
England called /easows, from acc., gen. and dat. /eswe: Ne ED: 
Not the pl. of Lea. 

LECHINUM, lichinum, ¢.v. 

LECHYNGENYFE, a slicing knife ; see Lechyde in Halliwell, and P; P.. 202, 
note I. 

LECTISTERNIUM, a bed covering, or the bed itself ; see Du Cange. 

LECTRINUM, a lectern. 

LECTUARIA, electuaries. 

LEDDERHUNGRY, leather hungry. ‘‘ Pro j pelle de ledirhungry, itijs.”* 5 
Priory of Finchale, ececxxxiv. ‘* Perhaps leather originally from 
Hungary ” ; Ib. Glossary. Brockett gives it as a term applied to 
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tough cheese. We find in these Rolls a hide of ledderhungry, with 
dyghtyng, tewing, and factura of oxhides into the same. 

LEDYNHOUGH, in Nether Heworth, 669. 

LEESE, leas. Lee of threde, Zigatura: P. P. The quantity varied ; see 
note 2. 

LEGARDS (once Lagards), certain servants in the Prior's household, 
mentioned with garciones as receiving ‘‘stragulated” liveries. Coles 
gives Leged as meaning resident, and Bailey assigns the same 
meaning to Leger, as in the case of a Leger ambassador. The 
Legards were perhaps resident attendants, as distinct from those 
who went about with the Prior. 

LEGENDA, a book containing the lessons at matins. 

LEIPPEZ, lepes, g.v. 

. LEMOTHOM, Lemmington, in the parish of Edlingham. 

LENGES, ling, Lota molva. 

LENTES, properly lentils, but in these rolls shelling or groats, oats with 
the husks removed, 636, 660. Soin C. A., a Grote, lens, lenticula. 

LENTRE, /’entrée, the entry, 644. 

LEPE, a basket ; C. A. 213, note 3, xviii. See Forby under Seed-lep, and 
Peacock, under Leap. 

LEPEMAKER, 563, a basket maker. 

LEPORARIUS, a hound used for hunting hares, a greyhound. 

LEPPER, probably a sort of Lee, g.v. 

LEsE, LEsEsS, a Jeash for hounds. Leece, or lees, of howndys, Laxa: P.P., 
where see note. 

LETHES, 664, qu. Leeds ? 

LETHOM, the cell of Lytham in Lancashire. Camera de Lethom, 642, seems 
to have been a chamber or residence within the Abbey: Feodarium 
210. It may have been for the use of monks or others coming from 
Lytham. 

LETTORYE, electuary ; letuarie in Chaucer A. 426, C. 307. 

LETTRYNS, lecterns. 

LEUAIN, 337, leaven. 

LEWGE, see Luge. 

LEYERCHILD, Learchild, in the parish of Edlingham. 

LEYS, leese, g.v. 

LIBERACIONES, certain sums paid every Saturday; see Cellarers’ Rolls, 
passim, especially that of 1340. 

LICHINUS, candle- or lamp-wick. 

LIEUER, 105, louvre, a ventilator at the top of a building. 

LIGAMINA, the iron bands for doors, windows, or gates, by which they are 
hung on the gum/fi or crooks. 

LiGATURA, binding for the aqueducts, constantly required by their leaking. 
See Agueductus. Also the same as Ligamina, q.v. 

LIGUL&, tongues or straps to fasten belts with, 518. 

LIKEGATE, see Lykegate. 

LIMPETS ; the common limpet, Patella vulgata, is much used for food by 
the poor where it is plentiful, and was so used at the Abbey ; see p. 
10. 

Linicio, daubing or plastering, 220. 

LINONO, LEO DE, 431. 

LINURA, linings, 

LisTER, a dyer. The word survives in Durham as a surname in its older 
form Litster, The surname Dyer is common everywhere. 
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LITTER, 453, letters used either in inscriptions, or as ornamental mono- 
grams. 

LITTLEMARSH, a meadow in Billingham. 

LITTURA EQUORUM, litter, bedding. 

LITTYNGLEDE, a dyeing tank. 

LITTYSTER, a dyer ; see Lister, and C. A. 219, note 1. ‘*No mader, welde, 

Sor wood, no litestere ne knew,” Chaucer, Former Age, 17. 

Loap of coal, one-third of a quarter, 229. 

LocuLI, 512, purses ; see C. A., under ‘a Purse.” 

LopIcil, LODICES, blankets ; see Blanket, and C. A. 34, note 2. 

LOGE HILL, in Beaurepaire, now a plantation called Lodge Hill, belonging 
to Bearpark Lodge Farm. 

LoKeEs, locks or small pieces of wool trimmed off separately from the 
fleece. 

LONGSTALKE, a long handle, 640. 

LONYNGE, the, some lane near Durham. There is a lane behind the present 
Grammar School still called ‘Clarty lonnan.” 

LopIsTERS, lobsters, Homarus vulgaris. See Scrafisse. 

LorICa, iron armour worn next to the skin, for mortification. 

LOTORIUM, a water-pitcher that goes with a basin ( pelvis). 

LOTORIUM CLAUSTRI, ‘‘The Lavers” or lavatory, the lower part of which 
still remains in the middle of the cloister-garth ; see Rites, ch. xl. 

LOTORIUM PENDULUM, a hanging vessel holding water so that it could be 
let out over a basin or sink, for washing the hands. * A hyngynge 
laver of latten hyngynge wt a cheyne of yron”: Inv. 1534 in Peacock, 
Engl. Ch. Furniture, App. 188. Such are still in use on the Continent, 
in hotel yards, etc. 

LOUERSTRINGES, cords for opening and closing louvres. 

LOUNDISPLACR, a tenement in the South Bailey. It was let to Symond de 
Blumina, plumber, in 1527 ; Misc. Charters 6764. 

LouTHirR, LA, 181. Probably the louvre. 

LOWKYNG, weeding. To Lowke (or weyde), runcare, sarculare: C. A. and 
note; Finchale Glossary. C. A. has also Lowke crouke, Luke 
cruke, and Lowker. 

Loyt, lute, a stringed instrument that was played much as a banjo is now. 
Old Fr. Zut, Span. laud, Port. alaude, from Arab. ‘al ‘id, the wood, 
stick, lute, or harp. 

Luce, pike (Zsox luctus). 

LUCRACIO, getting of hay, stone, coal, wattles, thatch, etc. Used also in 
connexion with conduits of mines, 708, 712. So the term winning is 
constantly used in the North in connexion with coal-mining, hay 
making, etc., at the present time. 

LUCTATOR, a wrestler. 

Lupl, times of recreation, when the Prior or Subprior went cum socits to 
one or other of the manors for a holiday or rest from their ordinary 
occupations. Thus, in Yorkshire still, a person who is not at work 
is said to be lazkin’ (playing). The guatuor ludt ordinarii were on or 
about the feasts of the Purification, Easter, St. John the Baptist, and 
All Saints. See further in Durh. Hd. Bk. and Finchale Glossaries. 

LupwortH, in the parish of Easington, about 2 miles east of Sherburn 
House. Ludworth Tower is still standing, as a ruin. 

LuGE, LE, the lodge ; a common form of the word ; C. A. 223. 

LUKKYNG, see Lowkyng. 

LumBarvus, 588. A Lombard or banker seems to be meant here. 

LUMBARE, a breech belt or breech girdle ; see Braccalia, 
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LUMBE, apparently something of the nature of a Zum or chimney connected 
with the light in the brewhouse. 

LuMINOUR, an illuminator of MSS., as pr. name, 517. A Luminere of bukes ; 
mintator, miniographus, illuminator: C. A. 

LUNDISPLACE, 'Loundisplace, 9.v. 

LUPI AQUATICI, pike. 

LUTARIUS, a dauber, mud-plasterer. 

LUVERS, louvres fora hall. A Luvere (Lyuer) ; fomarium, fomerale, lucar, 
lodium: C. A. and note. 

Ly, a common form of Ze, the French article. 

Lyas, par de, 394, 397. 

LYKEGATE, ‘‘ Lyegaite,” ‘‘ Lidgate”’ (Rites, ch. lv, g.v.). The street that 
leads from the cemetery, north (and formerly also east) of the 
Cathedral, to the Bailey. The name seems to show that it was the 
way by which bodies were carried for burial. 

LYNGCROFT, near Stotgate, in the Vetus Burgus, q.v. 

LYNGECLOSE, Lyngcroft, q.v. 

LYNGELAUND, in Beaurepaire. 

LYNGHOUSE, the Lying-house or dungeon under the house of the master of 
the Infirmary ; Rites, xlvi. 

LYNGTHAKE, thatch consisting of ling ; see Bruera. 

Lyour, binding. Lyowre, to bynde wythe precyows clothys, Ligatorium, 
vedimiculum. Frenge, or lyoure, Tenia. Ryband, of a clothe; 
(ribawnde or liour, lvoure) Limbus, redimiculum: P. P. 

LyRA, the Postils of Nicholas de Lyra (of Lyre in Normandy) on the Books 
of Holy Scripture ; see p. 425 note. The MS. is also described in 
Rud's catalogue, 3, 4. De Lyra died in 1340. Born of Jewish 
parents, he embraced Christianity when young, joined the Franciscans 
in 1291, and earned for himself the title of Doctor planus et utilis. 
He was regarded afterwards as a precursor of the Reformation, 
hence the distich ‘Si Lyra non lyrasset, Lutherus non saltasset,” or, 
‘* Totus mundus delirasset.” 

LYTTYNGLEDE, see Littynglede. 

LYTYLDEDRIGHT, 162. See Dedryght. 


MAcER, MACEUERUS, mace-bearer, massuerius, q.v. 

MACIANA, crab-apples. Crabbe, appulle or frute, Wactanum: P. P. A Crab 
tre ; Arbitus, macianus ; macianum est fructus eius: C. A. 

MADRYAN, 124. Some sweetmeat. In MS. Harl. 2378 are most elaborate 
directions at p. 305, ‘‘ To make Columbine of madryan,” and at p. 
306, ‘* To make the madryan in counfite,” but their interpretation is 
not very clear. It seems to have been something like Sugre in Plate, 
Gid: 

MAINS, as in ‘f Norham Mains,"’ demesne lands. 


MALACHI, St., archbishop of Armagh, 1134-1148, a friend of St. Bernard, who 
wrote his life ; he was a great promoter of the Cistercian order and 
of Roman claims in Ireland. Canonised in 1190. 


MALASUS, abbot ; see Herinzus. 
MALE, 526, a mail or bag. 
MALESADELL, a Bagsaddle, q.v. 


MALIOTIS, 397, maliots, mallets, or large hammers. See York F. R., 
Glossary. 

MALLEK, ficul. de, 510, probably Malaga figs. Rogers mentions 
rice ‘‘de Malikis,” iv, 673. 

MALLERTI, mallards ; Anas boschas. 

MALTSPOUT, 526, a leathern spout for malt in the brewhouse.

MALvVEsIN, MALvAsy, Malmsey, a strong and sweet wine that originally 
came from Malvasia, now Napoli di Malvasia, on the east coast of 
Greece. See Glossary to Durh. Hd. Bk. under Malvaticum. 

MANDATUM D'NI PRIORIS, the Prior's Maundy. 

MANNA SEPULCHRI SANCT2 MARIZA, 429. The term ‘‘ manna” was applied 
to miraculous fluids or fragrant dust issuing from the tombs and 
bodies of Saints. See Du Cange, who gives a great many instances, 
but does not mention ‘‘ manna” from the tomb of the Blessed Virgin. 

MANUCALE, a fanon or maniple. 

MANUGERIUM, 634, a manger. 

MANUTERGIA, towels or napkins for altar, washing, or dinner. 

M4or, 262. 

MAPILL, maple, Acer campestre. The birds-eye or spotted variety of the 
wood was called Mazer, g.v. The modern birds-eye maple is from 
A. saccharinum, a North American tree. 

MapPa, a tablecloth ; see 264, 265. 

MARESCALCIA, usually farriery or general care of horses. Marescalcia 
Prioris, a court of Marshalsea held by the authority of the Prior. 

MARESCALLUS, a farrier or marshal, properly one having charge of horses, 
C. A. 229, but the use of the term was extended so as to denote upper 
servants or officers of various kinds. 

MARESCALLUS CELLARARII, the man who looked after the Cellarer’s horses. 

MARIUS, a martyr (‘‘ Mario”’ on p. 433 is right). SS. Marius and Martha, 
with their sons Audifax and Abacuc, Persian nobles, suffered under 
Claudius. Martyrol. Badz, Jan. 20, and Mart. Romanum, Jan. 19. 

MARKING AXE, 395, securis ‘‘ pro lignis signandis,” 546, a small axe carried 
by foresters for marking trees. 

MARKING IRONS, either dies for stamping pewter or other vessels, or irons 
for marking cattle, sheep, etc. 

MARROKES, see Suge. 

MARSE, LE, 321 note. 

MARTELS, great hammers such as were used with anvils. 

MARTILOGIUM, martyrologium, a book expanded from the Calendar, and 
read in the capitular service after Prime. Important documents 
seem to have been copied into the same volume for ready reference 
and perpetual remembrance, 685. But see further in the Glossary to 
Clark’s Barnwell Priory ; P. P. 327, note 2. 

MARTS, see p. I note. 

MARWOD, 221, 301, the place now represented by Barnard Castle. See 
Hutchinson’s Durham, III, 231. 

Mary, ST., OF SARZINAY, a famous icon of Our Lady, which, having been 
bought in Jerusalem by a pilgrim, was brought to Sardenay or 
Sardenai, a place about six miles from Damascus. There it sweated 
a miraculous oil, and produced female breasts and flesh, according 
to Matthew Paris, Chron. Maj. Rolls ed. II, 484-8. At Canterbury 
they had ‘‘de oleo Sancte Marie de Sardiney, quod fluit de pectore 
et de mamillis cujusdam ymaginis beate Marie Virginis,” Legg and 
Hope’s Inventories, 88. 

MASSARIUS, see 502 note. 


MASSHEFATTES, the vats in which the malt and hot water are left until the 
infusion is drawn off. 


MASSING PENNIES, freouently mentioned ; see Index. Probably the same 
as the ‘‘ masse peny”’ in Chaucer, D. 1749. Skeat explains it as ‘‘a 
penny for saying a mass,” quoting Jack Upland, § 19. ‘* Freer, 
whan thou receivest a peny for to say a masse, whether sellest thou 
Gods body for that peny, or thy prayer, or els thy travell?” 
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MASSUARIUS, one of the king’s mace-bearers. 

MATT SEGA, see Segis. 

MAULARS, mallards, Anas boschas. 

MAUNIORIA, 621, mangers. 

MAwRUS, ST., see 651 note. 

May SKYNNES, skins of sheep killed in or about May, between Easter and 
Whitsuntide. 

MAYNE DE NORHAM, see Mazns. 

MaAynys, 194. So apparently in the MS. 

MAYSE, a mease, mase, or maze of herrings, variously explained as 
millenarius, allistrigium, quingenta: C, A., 225 and note. And as 
half a thousand or five long hundreds. 

MAZER, spotted maple; see Mapzll,; hence a bowl or cup made of that 
material. See: Archzologia, vol. L, p. 129; P..P. 328, note 2; 
C. A. 229, note 6; Peacock, Engl. Ch. Furniture, 194-198. 

MEDOWMALE, a payment to the bishop, 393. 

MEDOWTHAKE, coarse herbage mown and dried for thatch, probably 
always covered by a layer of straw or ling; something similar to 
Star-thack, a coarse grass that grows on sandy soil. 

MELEs, meyls, ‘‘ cups or bowls” (Halliwell) ; A. S.=‘‘ hollow vessel, cup, 
pot, basket” (Bosworth). Probably for the most part large dow/s in 
these Rolls. One is used for carrying coals, p. 124; washing feet, 
263. 

MELHOUSE, le, 518, either the meal house (domus faring, 500), or a place 
for Meles, q.v. 

MELL or MEEL (of lime), a miell, two quarters: Rogers, [V, 396; Yk. 
F. R. ‘* 1000 lb., or half.a ton”: Browne, Yk. F. R. 

MELL, 105*, 244= Mele. 

MELL, 397, a great hammer. 

MELL RAcu, 728, probably the rack by which the access of the water to a 
mill wheel was regulated. 

MELLE, probably medley or ‘‘ mixture,” 592. 

MELLETUM, probably JWelle, g.v., 534. 

MENEVIEYR, miniver, O. F. menu ver, ‘little fur,” a fine fur said to be white 
with black spots, or grey. The ‘‘burnet cote” of ‘* Avarice,” in 
Chaucer's Romaunt, was ‘*‘ Furred with no menyvere, But with a furre 
rough of here,” |. 227. See Growayr, and Vazr. 

MENSALIA, linen coverings for altars, 264. 

MENYNG, mending. 

MEREMIUM, timber. Fr. merrain, L. materiamen ; see Brachet. 

MEREWODE, 301, see Marwod. 

MERKYNGAX, an axe with which trees were marked by the forester, 
probably small enough to be carried in the pocket or at the girdle, 

MERLINGES, whitings, Werlangus vulgaris. 


MERUSCALIS, 434; par de merowscales, 454; finely adjusted scales ; merowe 
‘is delicate: see Halliwell, also Stratmann-Bradley under JZearu. 


MESONDIEU, maison de Dieu; see Domus Dei. At Ripon the term is, or 
was, corrupted into ‘‘ Maidens’ due.” 

MESSLYNG, mixed metal used for bells, 404. 

MESYNGPENYS, massing pennies, g.v. 


METECORN, 73, 619, a measure of corn given out to some customary 
tenants and to servants of a monastery. See Cowel’s Law Dictio- 
nary, ed. 1727, and Ryley’s Plac. Parl., f. 391, quoted therein. 
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METREDE, 125, Metrid, Methred, 299. Some customary payment made to 
the Abbey, perhaps in kind. The words ‘‘ vacca de metride” occur 
frequently in Boldon Buke, in conjunction with cornage, q.v.: 
Boldon Buke, Glossary, p. Ivi. 

MEYL, MEYLE= Mele. 

MIDDLESPIKINGS, spike nails of medium size. 

MIDDLETRACES. Finchale has medylsomes and mydylsomys, and Jamieson 
explains Sowme to be ‘‘the rope or chain that passes between the 

. horses or oxen by which the plough is drawn.” Middle traces were 
doubtless the same as middle somes, but the precise way in which 


they were used is not very evident. There were also Fuytsomes 
(Finchale) and Pintraces, q.v. 


MIDDLEWOOD, 575, a place where coals were got. 
MIDRIDGE GRANGE, 689, in the parish of Heighington ; Feod. 209, 331. 


MIKYLBENTON, Long Benton in Northumberland, three miles north of 
Newcastle. 


MILKSYLE, a milk-strainer. 
MILL-IRONS, ironwork belonging to the stones. 


MILL-PICKS, the tools with which the stones are worked over from time to 
time as they become worn. 


MILNELES, eels caught in a mill-race. 
MILNEPOST, the great central post that supported the old post mills. 


There is an excellent illustration of one on the brass of Adam de 
Walsokne at Lynn, 1349. 


MILNFLEME, see Fleme. 

MILNRASSES, mill races. 

MILNYRENES, mill-irons (entered as different from rinds or spindles, p. 543). 
MINUTI, those who had been bled. On the monastic custom of periodical 
bleeding (mznutio), see Clark’s ‘‘ Barnwell,” 1xi--1xxiij. 

M1our, see Myour. 

Misa, expenditure of stock or of money, ‘‘ quzevis exactio seu przestatio ” ; 
Du Cange. From Fr. mse, connected with mettre. 


MISSALE, the book containing the various masses sung throughout the year. 
It was commonly called a mass book. 


MITON, 499, probably Myton upon Swale, near Thirsk. 

MITRUM or -US, 386, perhaps a carpenter's square used in making mitred 
joints. 

MODHYLLES, molehills, Mod, Mold, and Mole, are shortened forms of 
moldwarp, the caster up of mould. 

MOLDBREDCLOUT, a piece of iron protecting the mouldboard of a plough. 

MOLDBREDEZ, the mould boards of ploughs. 

MOLDHILLEZ, molehills ; see Modhylles. 

MOLDYNGBOARD, 247, probably a ‘“‘ paste-board,” to mould pastry on. 

MOLITORIUM pro coquina, 93, 95, probably some sort of a quern or hand 
mill. 

Motos, band dogs or bandogs, such as were chained up, originally from 
Molossia in Epirus. JZolossus, a blod-honde: W. W.; a mastiue 
dogge: Cooper. 

MoLowr, a muller to grind paint with, 

MO.usIo, mulching, manuring. 

MONIALIS, 44, 600 ; apparently some monastic allowance. The term occurs 

twice in the Finchale volume, and is regarded in the Glossary as 

synonymous with Coguina and Soulsilver, g.v. 


MONILE, a brooch: W. W. ; sometimes a necklace ; see Nouch, and C. A. 
89, note 5. 
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MONKTON, a place occurring as Munecatun in Symeon's list of the appen- 
dages of Jarrow ; Feod. 114 note. 

MONS GARDINI, apparently a mound or mount, motte, or mote, such as 
those described in Miss Amherst’s History of Gardening, and referred 
to in Caxton, 13, 25, ‘“Brembles, bremble beries, Ther is founden 
ofte In gardyns on the mottes,” and as late as 1794 in Doggett, ‘“‘ The 
Country Wake,” Act I, “the mount in the garden,” 

Moorcock, Moorrowt, MOoRHEN, grouse, Lagopus Scoficus, still plentiful 
on the moors near Muggleswick. 

MoorRHousE, Moor House, between Gilesgate Moor and West Rainton, 
about 34% miles east of Durham. 

MoorsLey, or Moreslawe, close adjoining the Raintons to the south ; Feod. 
126 note. 

MORBUS CADUCUS, epilepsy, the falling sickness. 

- MORDON Car, the moist meadows to the east of Mordon, which is two 
miles south-east of Sedgefield. 

MOREBEBANK, 683, certainly so in the MS., but the farm now called 

‘“Moorsley Banks” must be what is meant. 

MORECLOssE, 163. 

MOREHOUSEFELD, 563, a field belonging to Moorhouse, q.v. 

MorELL (mulberry coloured, roan), the name of a horse, 531. 

MoRINA, murrain, a general term for diseases of sheep and cattle, including 
lambing, pocks, red-ill, etc. See Rogers, I; 10, 21,704, 

Mors, a morse or clasp for a cape. 

MORTARIUM (ligneum pro alleo), 203. Cf. Caxton, 8, 25; ‘For to make to 
us garlyk and sauses thorugh the strayner, ye muste have a morter, 
a pestyll.” 

MoRTON, a place in the parish of Dalton-le-Dale, now ‘“ Murton,” in 
accordance with the local pronunciation. 

MORTUARIUM, mortuary. It was usual to bequeath the testator’s best 
“quick good” or ‘‘ optimum animal” to the church as a mortuary, or 
if he did not possess an animal, then a garment or other article. Said 
to be in lieu of forgotten or omitted tithes. In Bacon’s Liber Regis, 
1786, p. 1057, is a curious list of mortuaries formerly due to the 
Bishop of St. Asaph on the decease of every clergyman beneficed in 
his diocese. These were mortuaries of an exceptional kind. 

MoRTUuARIUM, a book containing the offices for the dead. 

Moruca, Morura, probably Cod, Gadus morrhua ; see Dogdrave. Salted, 
Pp 21.527; 32. 

Mota, the mound on which the Castle stands. It still gives its name to 
‘‘Moatside Lane.” See Mons gardini. 

MOTE, LE, the Halmote ; see p. 72. The Court of the Prior as lord of any 
of the manors, held in the hall of the manor-house ; see Halmota 
Prioratus Dunelm., Surtees Society. 

MOTLY, motley, particoloured cloth. Often used for the dress of fools, but 
here for ‘* garciones,” 596, and ‘ armigeri,” 598. At Norwich, how- 
ever, we find “In factura unius panni de Motley velveto cum 
frixatura de serico pro eodem pro altare S’ce Crucis, iijs. ijd.”: 
Rot. Sacr., 1504-5. 

MOTON, mudltones, g.v. 

Mupryss, mudfish. According to Webster, the loach, Cobttzs barbatula, 
which Izaak Walton says is ‘‘ commended for great nourishment, and 
to be very grateful both to the palate and stomach of sick persons”: 
Complete Angler, ch. xviii. But Jamieson defines it as ‘* Fish salted 
in barrels, Shetland.” 
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Mukti’, MuKktync’, Muggleswick (Moclyngeswic), on which place see 

Durh. Arch. Trans., IV, 287. 

MULKYN, 464. Raine thought that this meant mulcting : St. Cuthbert, 148 

note. 

MULTONES, sheep generally, Ovzs artes. 

MULTRALE, a milk pail, can, or strainer. 

MuLTwrRA, the share of tenants’ corn allowed to the lord's mill for grinding. 

. The tenants of a manor were bound to grind their corn at the lord's 

mill and to relinquish a fixed share, which varied in different manors. 

MUNERATI, persons who have received gratuities, 

Mur-eNa, the large sea lamprey, Petromyzon marinus ; see Lampad. 

MurRRA, mazer, maple, Acer campestre ; a Cup made of the same; see C. A., 
229 and note; Archzologia, L, 129; and Mazer, above. Also a 
measure of fluids, 366%, 368, 371. 

MUSCADELL, a sweet, rich, and fragrant wine, so called from its perfume, 
as being scented with musk, or comparable thereto. 

Muscus, musk ?, 526. 

MutyLyn, 626, parchment, sheepskin as distinct from velym, pellis vitulina, 
or calf’s skin. 

Myour, micatorium, a grater. ‘To Mye brede, micare, jnterrere.” See 

C. A. 239 and note. 


Nares, NaFs, naves of wheels ; Mave in this sense comes originally from 
Sanscr. 2abh, to burst out, as a hub or central boss, and from nave 
comes the diminutive zavel. 

NAILTOLL, 376 note. Nailtools were the iron matrices in which nails were 
headed. At Finchale they had one specially “ pro rotis,” for making 
the large nails that fastened the strakes or tires of wheels: Finchale 
Glossary. A Nayle tulle (Nayle toyle, Add. MS. 15562), clavatorium : 
Ora 

Nami, distrained goods, 501. In the Witton and Magdalens lists printed 
in the Introduction, pp. xxxix, xl, it seems to mean simply 
portions or allowances. 

NAPEROUNS, aprons: C. A. 249, note 1, li. 

NAPPEKETT, 217, probably a small napkin. 

NARRATORES, pleaders or reporters in law cases. 

Nativus, a neif or unfree dependant ; see 579 note. Born in bondage, he 
had no legal right over himself or his earnings. 

NATTES, mats: C. A. 249 note; P. P. 351, note 3. The Lat. matta had 
already become afta (whence Fr. natte) in Gregory of Tours (544- 
595) ; so nappe from mappa. See Brachet on Matte and on Changer 
(from Camobiare). 

NECHE, 150, see Eche. 

NEREUS AND ACHILLEUS, SS., two brothers said to have been baptized by 
St. Peter ; martyred at Rome under Trajan. Mart. Rom. et Bede, 
May 12. 

NEUTONA, 373”, almost certainly Edlingham New-town. 

NEWBIGGIN, a fishing village in the parish of Woodhorn, on the coast of 
Northumberland, seven miles east of Morpeth. 

New BripckE, Elvet Bridge, 237, 238; Feod. 195 note. 

New FounpatTion, the founding anew of a dissolved monastery as a 
church of secular canons. fe 

NEWEYAR, a fishery on the Tyne, at Wallsend, 78. 

NEWFFELDE, see 675. 

NEWHOUSE, in the parish of Aycliffe ; Feod. 159 note. 
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NEWLAND, about a mile south of Eastrington. 

NEWSHAM, NEvusoM, about 14% miles north-west of Winston. 

NEWSPRING, a new plantation near Whitehouse, which seems to have been 
near Esh, 111, 112. See Sprynge. 

NEWTON, for six places of this name, consult the Index. 

NIGHTCAPS, see Capitalia. 

NINE ALTARS, the great eastern transept of Durham Cathedral, named 
from the nine altars that were there placed ; Rites, ch. i. 

NISI PRIUS, a commission to Justices to try some cause on a certain day, 
‘nisi prius Justiciarii domini Regis ad Assisas capiendas venerint.”’ 

NOBILE, a noble, a gold coin worth 6s. 8d. 

Nopl, ‘‘ knots” of silver, gilt and enamelled, 394. 

NODULA&, jackdaws ?, 403 note. 

- NOLE, a name given to a particular cup, 264. 

NOOTMOGEZ, NUTMUGEZ, etc., nutmegs. The second syllable is the O. F. 
muge, musk. ‘‘ And notemuge to putte in ale, Wheither it be moyste 
or stale, Or for to leye in cofre,’’ Chaucer, B. 1953. 

NOPSEKEZ, 243, 246, knapsacks? lit. provision bags, from Dutch knap, 
eating : Skeat. 

NORHAMSHIRE, that part of North Durham which lies between the Tweed 
and J/s/andshire, q.v. 

NORTH GATE OF DURHAM, the gateway that formerly led from the city into 
the North Bailey. 

NORTHOUS, some estate that went with Cocken, 348. 

NORTHRAW, in Old Elvet ; see Durham, streets, in Index. 

Noucu, the true form of ouch (monile), a buckle, clasp, bracelet, properly a 
setting for a jewel, hence a jewel, or a jewelled ornament. ‘A 
corone on hire heed they han y-dressed, and sette hire ful of nowches 
grete and smale ”: Chaucer, E. 381. 

NOVA RASTURA, the tonsuring of a new set of novices; see p. 190 and 
following pages. 

Novus BurGus, a burgus erected “in Eluethalghe tempore Hugonis 
Episcopi,’’ Feod. 194 note. 

NUCES MUSCAT, nutmegs. 

NUMBLES, pairs of, sets of the edible internal organs of deer, corresponding 
with pig’s or lamb’s fry. The term appears, as it occurs so frequently, 
to have been also applied to the same parts of sheep or other animals, 
in connexion with which it is often used, e.g., in pp. 23-25. And 
‘“nombles of a dere”’ are mentioned, as if there were other numbles 
Cue. Dunder Charlier). See P. P. 360, note 13°C: As257) note o. 
We are told what ‘‘fallith to the nombles ” of ‘fan Hert” in the Boke 
of St. Albans, Sign. f iij v., but the meaning of some of the terms 
used is not very clear. 

NuN MONKTON, a place about 7% miles north-west of York, where there 
was a Benedictine nunnery. 

Nun STAINTON, an estate in the parish of Aycliffe, given by the reputed 
foundress of Nun Monkton nunnery to that house ; Feod. 163 note. 

Nux, a Nut, z.e., a cup made of Coco-nut shell. See Ripon Ch. Acts, 234 
note ; Archzologia, XLVII, 58 note ; Lincolnshire N, and Q., July, 
1900, 65. 


Os., for Obolus, halfpenny. 

OBBA, ‘‘ genus est calicis, Amglice a Juyste”»: W. W. 598, 17. ‘Juste, a 
kind of vessel with a wide body and a long straight neck”: Halli- 
well. 
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OBLATIONS, a general term for offerings ; see Index s.v. 

OBLEY IRONS, a pair of iron nippers for making obleys or wafers, which 
were often, though not always, for sacred use: P. P. 361; note 2. 
Fowler, Hist. of C. C. C. (Oxf. Hist. Soc.), 356 note. We find ina 
Norwich Sacrist’s roll (1333-34), ‘‘In uno pari ferrorum ad oblata non- 
dum adhuc sculpta, vjs. viijd.” English terms used at Norwich were, 
lez Bakyng eernys, 1426; howselyng jrons, 1466. In Lanfranc’s 
Constitutions there are very minute directions with regard to the 

‘ making of obleys, and the same are found, with additions, in the 
consuetudinary of Abbot Ware (Cotton MS. Otho, ©: St) 
obley-irons (ferra) are to be held with gloved hands. 

OBLEYS, see Obley-irons. 

OBOLUS AUREUS, a gold coin, sometimes of the value of about four or five 
shillings ; see Du Cange. We read in Fabyan (ed. Ellis, p. 455) that 
in 1343 Edward III ‘* made a coyne of fyne golde, and named it the 
floryne, that is to say, the penny of the value of vjs. viijd., the halfe 
peny of the value of iijs. iiijd., and the farthynge of the value of xxd.” 
Skeat, Notes to Piers Pl., p. 37. See Quadrans aureus. 

OFFICIARII, obedientiaries, z.e., monks holding the principal offices under 
the Prior. 

OLp BRIDGE, Framwellgate Bridge ; Feod. 195 note. 

OLEAGIUM, 494, 501, 545. Some expense connected with the purchase of 
wine. In 1277 occurs a mention in the Pipe Rolls, quoted in 
Thompson's History of Boston, p. 339; of oleagium vinorum Regis. 

OLEUM ALLECIS (ad carect. et harnes.), 486. Herring oil. ‘‘Sayme of 
hereng ; Men enoynte therwyth shoes + Caxton, 20, 33. ‘* Walram 
the coryer Dooth a foul crafte. He stynketh after the hous; He 
coryeth his hydes With sayme of heryngs,” 46, 14. 

OLLA. (1) A pot, jar, or flagon, of brass or of earthenware. (2) A measure 
by which ale and wine were sold. 

OmasuM, bullock’s tripe. 

OMERAUD, Emeraud, g.v. 

OPERARIUS, 203, master of the works ; see Du Cange. 

OPILIONES (oviliones), shepherds. 

ORCHA, orca, according to Du Cange, an earthen vessel in which oil was 
kept. In English use, ‘‘a tankard,” “a cane”: W. W. 

ORDINATZ RES, 165, 169, 170, ordinary or prescribed allowances, such as 
clothing. 

OrFRAYS, Old French orfrois, Low Lat. aurifrisium, gold embroidery, 
fringe, braid, or the like: Skeat, Gloss. Chaucer. Hence the modern 
word orphrey. 

ORICHALCUM (right form) ; see Awricalcum. 

ORIEL, a pent-house, porch, gate-house, upper storey, loft, minstrels’ gallery. 
‘Oriel windows” appear not to be mentioned by ancient writers. 
Archeologia, XXIII, quoted in Parker's Glossary. It is impossible to 
know what is meant on p. 265. 

ORTULANUS, hortulanus, a gardener. 

OSMONDCROFT, six score acres of land in Winston, 678 ; Feod. 51, 89. 

OsTIUM SUB ALTARI, 265, the door of an aumbry or locker under an altar. 


There are many such lockers (now disused) in Coutances Cathedral. 
On this arrangement, see Layfolks Massbook, 165, 166. 


OSWALD, ST., king of Northumbria, A.D. 635-642. 

Oswin, ST., king of Deira, A.D. 642-651. 

OTTERINGTON, North Otterington, near Northallerton, 685 ; Feod. 76. 
OWCHE, nouch, g.v. 
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OWENSGATE, the street in Durham infra Castrum, called Hoovinsgate in 
1616, and now Queen Street. Surtees, Hist., IV, 38. 

OWLETON, 692. 

OX-BOWS, see Arcus boum. 


PAGH, pages (serving men) ; page/tz, little pages. 

PAI, IN, 166, perhaps zz par?, like ex part, on an equal footing. 

PAIR, a couple, or, a set of more than two uniform articles. For examples, 
see Index, Pazrs. For additions, see p. 868. 

PAKAERUM, packing, or -rus, a packer (of wool). 

PALACIUM, I11, a common mis-spelling of the late Latin palitium, whence 
Old Fr. paleis, Mid. Engl. pales, palis, palice, a paling or palisade. 
It is perfectly distinct from Lat. palatium, whence Fr. palais, Eng. 
patace, from the Palatium on the Palatine Hill. 

PALASER, a park-keeper. 

PALEBOARDS, boards suitable for cutting up into paling, or perhaps palings 
made of boards. 

PALED, with upright broad stripes, the heraldic paly, the appearance 
presented by grass that has just been cut by a lawn-mower. 

PALEFRIDARIUS, a man in charge of palfreys ; a palfreyman. 

PALETS, head-pieces, usually of leather. ‘‘ Armowre for the heed”: P. P., 
where see note. 

PALFREY, generally understood to mean a riding-horse, originally ‘an 
extra post-horse.”” O.F. palefrez, Low Lat. paraveredus ; see further 
in Skeat. St. Cuthbert’s riding horse is called a “ palfray” in an 
inscription at Carlisle Cathedral, c. 1485: Metr. Life [ro]. 

PALICE, paling, 180, 383. 

PALICERUS, a park-keeper. 

PALLADIUS, see 615 note. 

PALLIUM, the linen pall ( fad/a) used for veiling the consecrated elements. 

PALMA Dominl, probably a palm believed to have been used at Our Lord's 
Triumphal Entry. 

PALMANCLOSSE, 163, perhaps the same as Palmer Close, q.v. 

PALMER CLOSE, the large field to the north of Charley Field (see Charlawe) 
and divided from it by the road leading to Potters Bank. 

PANDOXATOR. (1) An innkeeper. (2) A brewer. See Du Cange s.vv. 
Pandox, Pandoxare. 

PANDOXATORIUM. (1) Aninn. (2) A brewhouse. 

PANEL, a treeless pad to ride on. C. A. 267, note 5. But at Winchester 
we find ‘‘j novo panella pro cella (sella) manticali” explained in the 
Glossary as a saddle-cloth: Kitchin, 281, 502; also “in j sadell 
panellato,” 2b. 383. 

PANES, see Payns. 

PANETARIA, the bakehouse. Panefarius, 508 note. 

PANIS DOMINICUS, bread suitable for the Prior and other lords, often called 
payndemayn. ‘* Whit was his face as payndemayn”: Chaucer, B. 
1915. ‘* Panis dominicus"’ occurs in documents quoted in Dr. 
Raine’s North Durham, 267, and in Canon Raine’s Fasti Ebor., I, 394, 
in both which works it is said to be the eulogia or holy-bread, and 
it may have been sometimes used for this purpose; see Flos 
dominicus. There were Simnelli dominici: Chron. de Melsa, Rolls 
series, I, 275. It has been said that the adjective dominicus has 
reference to a figure of Our Lord impressed on the loaf. See 
quotations in Skeat’s Notes to Chaucer, p. 185. But it seems quite 
as likely that the term is analogous to Panis equinus, and P, 
militaris, 
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Panis Eguinus, horse bread, made of beans, peas, bran, or other coarse 
materials, as food for horses. See N. and Q., oth S. iv, 83, 173, 333; 
547; Skeat, Notes to P. Plowman, p. 114. 


Panis MILITARIS, knights’ bread. 
PANNAGIUM, pannage, a payment for the privilege of turning swine into the 


woods for the acorns, etc. From O.F. pasnage, Lat. pastinaticum, 
pasturage. 


PANNARIA OVA, 5. 

PANNUS, a general term for linen or cloth, or for garments made thereof. 
Often it means a web or “‘ piece” of some textile, as ‘‘ worset,” p. 
17a 

PANNUS CYRATUS, cerecloth, used to stiffen vestments, p. 379, and as an 
under-covering for altars. 

PANNUS VENTRITICUS, a winnowing cloth. 

Pant’, PANTA, PANTR., pantaria, panetaria, pantry, originally the place 
where the bread was kept, often called the buttery, which term 
originally denoted the place where the butts of liquor were kept. 

PAPEJAIES, popinjays, parrots. Psittacus erythacus, the gray parrot ; 
Chrysotis Amagonicus, the green parrot, etc. But the term was 
applied in England to the green woodpecker, Gecinus viridis : 
Skeat, Gloss. to Chaucer. 

Par, a set of two or more things, a pair in the older sense ; see Pair in the 
Index and at p. 868. 

PARADISE, a garden. A field between Claypath and the river is still called 
‘‘ Paradise Garden,” probably from having some time been a garden. 

PARAPSIDES, dishes or platters, properly square in form ; P. P. 124 note. 

PARASCIPHE, Parasceve, Good Friday. 

PARCELL., 610, apparently here denotes parsley, Petroselinum sativum. 

PARCHETYNG, see Pargenyng. 

PARCLOSE, a screen or partition. 

PARGENYNG, plastering. 

Paris CANDLES. ‘‘ Candles are frequently described as of Paris,” and ‘* are 


sometimes dearer than English produce, though frequently of the 
same price”: Rogers, IV, 368. 


PARKARII, park-keepers. 

PARLIAMENTUM, the Parlour, which was between the south transept and 
the Chapter-house. See Rites, ch. xxiii, XXxXiil. 

PARRY, 100, perry. Pirrey (Pirre); pzretum, est potus factus de piris: C. A. 

PARS D’NI PRIORIS, SUPPRIORIS, OFFICH. Three fair copies of each roll 
were made for three different officers, each being inscribed accor- 
dingly. 

PARURA, parures, 7.é., apparels, of albes and amices. 

PARVA DOMUs ; for two or three places so called, see Index. 

PARYS, 537 note, qu. pars, young salmon ? 

PASCALL, the great Paschal candlestick. Rites, ch. iv. 

Passus, a gang or set of mill-spindles, 1go. 

PASTEHOUSE, a place connected with the kitchen, where pastry was made. 

PASTILLATOR, 84. C. A. has ‘‘a Pasteler, pastillarius,” a maker of pastilli 
or pasties, including sweet pastry ; see Du Cange s. vv. Pastillaria, 
etc. In classical Latin Pastillus was (1) A little loaf or roll; (2) A 
pill or lozenge, sometimes aromatic, ‘‘ pastilloS Rufillus olet’’: Hor. 
Sat., I, 2, 27. Usually written Pistillator, q.v., in the Rolls. 

Pastis, Pistis, Introduction, liv. Ablative plurals of Pasta or FPastus, 
Pista or Pistus. The distinction in form is observed in other 
Granators’ Rolls of about the same date, but what it implies is not 
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evident. Both terms probably denote pastry ; perhaps pasty-crusts 
and cakes or buns are meant. See Du Cange, under Pasta, 
Pastillaria, Pastus, ete. 

PASTREALL, 596, paste royal, a confection of sugar, honey, and ginger, 
with other spices. MS. Harl. 2378. 

PASTRONS, fetters applied to the pasterns (the lower parts) of horses’ legs. 

PATELES, pattyls, perhaps spuds, paddles ; cf. Deut. xxiii, 13, A. V. See 
Patil, and Plogh pattyl. 

PATELLUS ORILOGH, 384, perhaps the pallet or catch that works in the 
escapement. 

PATEN&, plates ; pa/ena occurs once as a paten for the mass, 413. 

PATTERS, PatTTow, Poitou; see Payt’ salt. 

PATYLS, patella, iron plates, placed on a Brandreth, g.v. We find ‘ij 
friyng patyls ferr.,” p. 97. 

PAUNCS, 594, the same as pawnce, said by Halliwell, s.v. Paunce, to be “a 
coat of mail.” It occurs in Morte Arthure, MS. Lincoln, f. 75. 
PAVILION, 254, the manor now called Pallion, in the parish of Bishop 

Wearmouth. Surtees Hist. I, 241. 

PAXBRED, 7.e., pax-board, the pax, a tablet of metal, ivory, or wood, used 
to carry round the kiss of peace in the mass. For illustrations, 
see Pugin, Glossary, s.v. (modern) ; Noel Humphreys, Art of Prin- 
ting, Pl. 50 (from a Sarum Missal of 1492). 

PAYCE, see p. 669. 

PAYLLBORDES, boards for paling. 

PAYNS, panels or compartments in windows, 248. 

PAYNS of glass, 248, what we now call panels, or compartments. 


PayT’ SALT, salt of Poitou. At Finchale we find Patwys, Paytou, Paytowe, 
Petou, and Petous salt. Cotgrave has ‘‘Sel de Poictou, ou de Ponant, 
Blacke salt, gray salt.” 


PAYTREL, a pectoral, poitrel, or breast-piece for a horse, ¢.g., that of the 
Canon's Yeoman in Chaucer, G. 564; ‘‘aboute the peytrel stood the 
foom ful hye.”” See An‘zela. 

Pc DE VIRG., apparently a peck measure made of basket work, 337. 

PECCA, a peck skep. 

PECIA, a silver piece, as, a covered cup. A Pece of siluer or of metalle, 
crater, cratera: C. A. and note. 

PECTORALE, see Anfela, Paytrel. 

PEDALES, PEDULES, a sort of slippers, or soles, sometimes made of blanket, 
GU. 

PELAW LEAZE or LEAZES, the land between Gilesgate and the river, now 
cut up into private grounds, allotments, etc. ; see Leaze. 

PELE, 97, a peel or wooden shovel used by bakers. 

PELIDOD, 542; see Polidodde. 

PELLES. LANUTZ, wool-fells, hides with the wool on. 

PELLICES, 175, pilches ; see Pelliceum. 

PELLICEUM, a pilch or fur garment. Sometimes apparently a leathern sole 
to a woollen sock, as on p, 177. See P. P. 397, note 3; C. A. 278, 
note 4. Hence superpelliceum, a loose linen garment that could be 
worn over a pilch, now surpilice. 

PEND. FACT. PRO MENS., 116. Something to hang on a table ? 

PENDEZ (see Peudez). Probably paving-stones. See Pendyng. 

PENDYNG (printed Peudyng), ‘‘ Penning, putting down stones in order. 
The word is still used’’: Finch. Gloss., Brockett. Solvit eee Lea 
diversis aliis laborariis, pro le pendyng preedicti stagni, ixs. iijd. ; 
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pro le pendyng de le lokk et stangni, vjs. viijd. : Finchale, ccclxxv, 
ccc]xxxij. 

PENETRALIA, piercers, borers, probably wimbles or gimlets. See Percours. 

PENNONS, small pointed or swallow-tailed flags borne on lances. 

PENTES, PENTICIUM, a pentice ; see Appenticium. Hence the later word 
penthouse. 

PENVHENNES, penny-hens ; perhaps hens bought at that price by agreement 
with certain tenants. 

PEPYN, 549, 551, the seed of fruit, now pip. First applied to the seeds of 
the cucumber and melon, pepo, Gr. wéTwy, a melon: Skeat. 

PERCOURS, gimlets, piercers ; a Parsoure, perforale, terebellum: C. A. 270 5 
wymbyl: P. P. Gimbelet, a gimlet or piercer : Cotgrave. Gimlet is 
the diminutive of an unrecorded word of which wimble is the English 
form. N. E. D. 

PERFURNISYNG, furnishing, fitting up, trimming, 582. 

PERIDOT, see Pilidod. 

PERILLI, pearls ? 3953 peryle, 429, probably a large pearly shell brought 
by some pilgrim, as such shells are brought now by travellers from 
the Holy Land, rudely carved to represent sacred subjects. 

PERLOUR, parlour. 

PERNA, in classical Latin said to be ‘‘a ham, a gammon of bacon”: Smith, 
Lat. Engl. Dict., 1870. In W. W., “a flyk of bacun,” and so in P. oe 
167, and C. A. 135, where see note. 

PER QUOS, see 551 note. 

PERTICA, 55, for perca, perch, Perca fluviatilis, * piscis laudabilis "s see 
Du Cange. 

PES AENEUS, a foot-brass for a mill. ; 

PESTELL’ PORCORUM, pigs’ feet, hence the proverb ‘‘to do a thing by 
degrees, as the cat ate the pestle’ (Zinc.). Pigs’ shanks are ‘still 
called ‘‘ pestils"’ in the West Riding of Yorkshire. 

PESTILENCIA MAGNA, the great pestilence of 1349, now commonly known as 
the Black Death. Dr. Gasquet’s work (1893) is the best on the 
subject. 

PETA, peats for fuel. The true form of peat is beat, from M. E. beten, to 
mend a fire, as in Chaucer, A. 2253, ‘‘I wol doon sacrifice 
and fires beete”’ : Skeat. 

PETERPENCE, denarii S. Petri, a penny for every house, first sent to Rome in 
725, said to be so called from being collected on the day of St. Peter 
ad Vincula, Aug. I. 

PETH, a northern term for a road through a cutting on a steep hill; “Ste 
peth” was probably ** Crossgate Peth,” leading out of Durham to the 
west, as ‘‘Shincliffe Peth ”’ does to the east. 

PETHMEDOWE, 155, PETMEDOW, 163, a meadow presumably near Crossgate 
Peth. 

PETHOUSE, the peat house, 

PETHYAR, 64, PETYARE, 669, a fishery in Hebburn, on the Tyne. 

PETICANONS’ HALL, and KITCHEN. For some time after the commencement 
of the New Foundation, the Minor Canons used the Frater of the 
late Monastery as their hall, now the Old Library. Dean Sudbury 
‘a his will, dated.11 Jan., 1683, ‘provided @= fox the building of a 
library in the place commonly called the petty canons’ halls 
Hutchinson’s Durham, II, 267 note. It is not. known where their 
kitchen was. 

PETRA AQUILA, 427; see Eagle stone. 

PETRARUM, 2 par’, 397, perhaps stone weights. 

PEUDES, or PENDES ? some sort of stones got in a quarry ; see Pendez. 
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PEUDR’, 406, ‘‘ pewter’ used for solder ; see Archeologia, LIII, 230. 

PEUDYNG, see Pendyng. 

PHALER, harness. Harnes, falera, falere: C. A. and see note. Harneys 
for hors, Falere, plur.: P. P. 

PHILLITINGE, filleting ; the term is now applied to the making of the rolls 
on a lead roof where the sheets of metal join; see F7/lettes, in Yk. 
F.R., Glossary. We find ‘‘feletyng” about the roofs ina Norwich 
Sacr. Roll (1440); also ‘‘ fylettyng,” 1470. hi 

PHIOLA, see Fiola. 

Pica, 86, a pike (fish) ? 

PIETANCIA, a pittance, z.e., an occasional treat in the way of food, given 
by one of the Obedientiaries. In some monasteries there were 
special endowments for certain pittances. There are lists of 
provisions for pittances on flesh days and on fish days at St. Albans 
in Ann. Mon. S. Alb., Rolls Ser. II, 316, 317. Cotgrave explains the 
Fr. Pitance as ‘‘ Meat, food; acates ; victuall of all sorts (bread and 
drinke excepted).” Acates (aphetized to Cates) are things pur- 
chased, not made in the house, dainties: N. E. D. Pittance is 
probably from the Low Lat. pictantia, originally a dole of the value 
of a picta, a small coin of Poitiers (Pictava): Skeat. Some derive 
Pietancia from Pietas. 

PIKERELS, young pike, bought for stocking fishponds. 

PitcRm™ STREET, Newcastle, derives its name from occupying the line of 
the pilgrims’ way to St. Mary’s Well in Jesmond Dene. 

Pitti, 161, probably cow-hair used for stopping up crevices, caulking the 
troughs of the waterwheel, etc. 

PiLipop, 394, peridot, chrysolite. See Perited in Gloss. to Yk. F.R. 17 
peridot oblongus” occurs in Legg and Hope's Inventories of Christ 
Church, Canterbury, p. 72. They had at St. Albans lapidem 
pretiosum qui vulgariter dicitur ‘‘ peridotus,” qui et subviridis coloris 
est: Ann. Mon. S. Alb., Rolls Ser. II, 332. At Glastonbury a ring of 
St. Thomas of Canterbury ‘“‘cum dicto Peritot’’: Mon. Ang]. 1682, 
I, 6. It was formerly much used in jewellery, but has now fallen into 
the contempt implied in the following couplet :—Qui a deux Peridots 
en a un de trop: which may be thus translated :—Who two peridots 
doth own more than needful hath by one”; N. and Q., oth S. vi, 414. 

PILIUM, 394, apparently for pzleus, cap. 

PILUM, a pestle. 

PINES, see Pynes. 

PINNING, see Pynnyng. 

PINTRACES, 626, etc., some sort of traces for horses, or perhaps also oxen. 
They are mentioned in Durh. Hd. Bk., e.g., at pp. 19, 66, 154. The 
pin-horse in a team goes next behind the lash-horse, which is the 
third from the plough or waggon ; see N. E. D., under Lash 5, 

PINYONADE, see Pynyonade. 

PIONAD, probably some preparation of Pyone, g.v. 

PIPA, an empty wine-pipe, 233, 234. 

PIPEs (mentioned in pairs and ‘‘ pro tractubus ” in connexion with harness), 
probably leathern tubes for the traces to pass through, so as not to 
chafe the horses. Such pipes are now used with chain traces. 


Pires, tubular portions of the shaft of the banner of St. Cuthbert, 453. 


PIPEWELLGATE, now represented by the street in Gateshead that extends 
by the river side westward from the Tyne Bridge. 


Pisa, the well-known place on the Arno in Italy. 


Piscis ALBUS ; Du Cange gives ‘‘ Pisces albi”” as occurring in the “ Itine- 
rarium Camerarii Scotiz,” edited by Skene in 1609, but without any 
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explanation of the term. The Cellarer got in 5% horse-loads on one 
occasion in 1337-38, p- 33- 

PISTILLATOR, PISTULATOR, a servant in the kitchen, often mentioned in 
connexion with the Seether; the same as FPastillator, g.v. In the 
Granators’ Rolls we find pistolar, pastillar, pistillar coquinz. 

PISTIS, see Pas/is. 

PISTOR, a baker. 

PISTRINA or PISTRINUM, a bakehouse. 

PITTANCE, see Pretancia. 

PIXIDES, pixes or boxes, often for relics, often also for the Holy Eucharist. 

PLACEBO, vespers in the Office of the Dead, named from the first antiphon, 
‘¢ Placebo Domino in tegione vivorum.”’ 

PLACHYNGWARKE, 292, apparently plashing thorn hedges, 7.e., trimming off 
the long ends of the branches, and laying them down after cutting 
them partly through. 


PLAICE, the well-known fish Platessa communis ; perhaps the term formerly 
included the flounder, P. flesus, which is not separately mentioned 
in the Rolls. 

PLANCHA, PLANCHOUR, a plank. Plancher is a boarded floor in Norfolk 
(Forby). 

PLANE for the plumber, probably a tool similar to a carpenter’s plane, for 
smoothing the edges or surfaces of lead. 

PLANSHORYNG, fixing planks or boards, or perhaps the boarding itself when 
done. Plaunchere, Plancula: P. P. 

PLAT CUM MOLOUR, a plate to grind paint on; see Aolour. 

PLAT LOCKE, 737; probably a flat lock as distinguished from a padlock. 
There may be reference to a plate of iron. ‘‘ Plate-lock”’ is still the 
term for a large flat lock enclosed in a case of wood. 

PLATA ARGENTEA, something to fix relics in ; see Index. 

PLATT OSTIORUM, 104, probably iron plates. 

PLAYNESON, plainsong, the ancient music of the Western Church, which 
was usually sung in unison. But at p. 726 we find the old plainsong 
melody of the Litany harmonized, in which form the same is still 
sung. 

PLAYNSHOREZ, planks ; hence Playnchournazls. 

PLECTRA, 615, one would suppose whips. But in W. W. we find “‘plectra, 
sceacelas,” and leather shackles are mentioned with harness, p. 619. 

PLICANS LANAM, collecting wool. Du Cange explains Plicator as ‘‘ Reddi- 
tuum sive vectigalium collector et exactor.”’ 

PLOGH PaTTYL, a plough paddle or spud, to clear off adherent soil or weeds, 
or for breaking large clods. See Pateles. 

PLOGHSCHOUE, a plough shoe ; see Plushone. 

PLOMBERHOUSE, the plumber’s shop belonging to the Abbey. 

PLONKET, see Plunkett. 

PLONKETRAYE, see Plunkett and Ray. 

PLOUGHERBANDS, 398, some part of the harness of a plough. 

PLOUGHSWAYNLANDES, 558. 

PLovers. The golden plover, Charadrius pluvialis, and the lapwing or 
peewit, Vanellus cristatus, are probably the birds indicated. 

PLUMARIA, feather-cushions or pillows. 

PLUNKETT, 582, supposed to be the same as Blunket, a gray or light blue 
colour, also a textile of the same colour (Jacinctus). See P. P. 406 
note, and N. E. D. under B/unket. Halliwell explains Plunket as 
‘©a coarse woollen cloth.” 


PLUSHONE, plough shoes, sledges placed under ploughs so that they may 
be drawn along the ground without going in, 
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PLUSTUL&, buckles. 

PLYRIS, 526. 

PoInTs, see Poyniz. 

POKETIS AD SP'OS, 512. 

POKKES, a disease of sheep. 

PoLAN, in Granators’ Rolls, 1459-61; see Introduction, p. lv and note. 
Malt meal used in cookery ? 

POLE, abl. pl. POLIs, mentioned with collars and reins, 225 ; with saddle and 
stirrups, 403. See Polts. 

POLE DE SEEL, 396; possibly meant for felle de seel, sealskin, but see Pole. 

POLEPIKE, a pikestaff. 

POLIDODDE, 523, apparently a name given to some person. At Winchester 
we find ‘‘In donis Polytot, Thome le Sitolier, Godescakko, et aliis, 
xvjs. viijd.” : Kitchin, 251. 

POLIMITUS, polymitus, many-coloured. 

POLIS, 403 ; something connected with a saddle ; at p. 396 folys seems to 
mean pulleys. See Pole. 

POLLITRIDIA, boltcloths: W. W. 603; Hoc pollentridium, a bultpele, 7. 
808. Cf C. A. under Bultynge cloth, and note. 

POLLOWHILL, 313, 314, some place where sheep were kept. 

PoLopus (polypus), lobster. A Lopster, polipus: C. A. 220, and note. 

POLTE NETT, probably some kind of fishing net. In Reg. Pal. Dunelm., 
III, 40, we find ‘‘duz sagenz quz vocantur Tol et Pul.” In the 
Selby Cartulary, IT, 288, that the tenants of Crowle fished ‘‘in 
comuni aqua . . cum polnettes.” 

POLUA? 397. 

POLYs, 396, pulleys ? 

POMELLI, spherical buttons. 

POMPENAR’, 661 ; read Popinario ; see p. 703 note. Popinarius appears to 
be the same as valectus promptuarit. On the form, see Pomple. 
PomPLE ; the word is a nasalized form of Popull or Popylle, lolium (W. W.), 
the common rye-grass, Lolium perenne, most valuable as fodder. 
The seed is mentioned with oats in a Finchale Inventory, ‘‘ xviij qu. 
vj bus. avenze et pomple” (Finchale xxxiii), and also at Wearmouth, 
‘Sx acre avenz et pu'pyl” (Jarrow and Wearmouth, 183). See 
C. A. 286, note 5; N. and Q,, gth S. vi, 235. The Darnel, or Cockle, 
L. temulentum, which is deleterious when infested by ergot, to which 

it is very liable, is a different species. 

PONCHONS, see Ponsones. 

PONERE, to “lay” an axe or other edge tool by welding: on a steel cutting 
edge. See Layng. 

Pons BurGi, Boroughbridge in Yorkshire. 

PONSONES, puncheons, some kind of tools much used by masons, 571. 
Pownson (poyntyn), Puncto: P. P. See Brochyngaxez. 

PONTIFICAL, the book containing the rites performed by a bishop only. 

PoPILL, 590, some kind of fur. At Winchester we find ‘‘ Pop,” perhaps a 
contraction for Popill: Kitchin, 236. 

POPINARIUS, an officer or servant of the Abbey in 1511-12; p. 703 note. 
See Pompenar’. He occurs in the list of Valecti printed in Rites, 
rzs. 

PORCELLI, sucking pigs, or at any rate little pigs. 

PORCI MARINI vel MARIS, seals ; see p. 662. 

PORE, POR, PORR, a fire poker. Hence ‘ Pur the fire” in Norfolk : Forby. 

Porras, PoRPAYS, porpoise, Phocena communis. A Porpas ; foca, delfis, 
delfin: C. A. The old cookery books contain directions for making 
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porpoise or the numbles thereof eatable by boiling and spicing. See 
Napier, p. 90. See Delfinus. 

PorRA, 104, leeks, Adlitm porrum. 

PORTAGIUM, either porterage or port dues ; these and other meanings are 
given by Du Cange. 

Portas, see Portiforium. 

PORTIFORIUM, porthors (from Fr. forler, to carry, and hors, abroad), 
porthos, portdos, etc., the English name for a small portable breviary, 
in which the music was omitted to save space, and which the priest 
carried abroad, probably in a bag hung at his girdle, as distinct from 
a large one made to lie on a desk (portiforium stabile, p. 264), which 
contained the music. The Benedictine Breviary, which would be 
used in the Abbey and by monks, differs somewhat from the Sarum, 
York, and Roman Breviaries. 

Posicio, 574, ‘‘ setting ’’ of masons’ tools. 

POSNET, a small iron pot to boil anything in: C. A. 288, note 1; P. P. 410, 
note 3. 

POSTENEST, POSTENET, POSTNETTA, see Posnet. 

POSTON, 284, postern ? 

POSTSETT, 238. Something built belonging to a granary and apparently 
behind it, perhaps a buttress, or an outhouse ? 

POTAIOUR, POTEIOUR, the pottager ? 

POTCLIPPEZ, see Clyppez. But Jamieson’s description, there quoted, is not 
very clear. 

POTTER, a brass-founder or brass pot-maker, who was sometimes a bell- 
founder, 643. A bell at Norwich is inscribed ‘‘ Has Tu Campanas 
Formasti Pottere Thomas’’: L’Estrange, Ch. Bells of Norfolk, 26. 

POTTLE, a liquid measure of four pints. Vinegar was bought at 3d. a quart 
in 1409, and 6d. a “ potel” in 1410, p. 53. 

POUNTESSE, pons Teyse, a place on the left bank of the Tees near Dinsdale. 
The bridge has long been swept away. 

POWDERLOMBERD. Probably some kind of seasoning ; Cf Halliwell s.v. 
Lumbara-pie. 

POWDRED, salted. Powderyd, wythe salte, Sadztus: P. P. Inan inventory 
of 1534 in App. to Peacock’s Engl. Ch. Furniture occurs ‘*‘a pow- 
theringe tubb wt a coveringe,” p. 189. , 

POWDRETFISH, salmon or other fish powdered ; see Salmones pulv. 

POWNDES, ponds. 

POWTERCLOSSE, in Hebburn, 669. 

POYNTZ, 443, 611, points or tags for laces, hence laces provided with the 
same, formerly much used where buttons are now. Given as 
presents, p. 611. In use until c. 1625, or later, ‘‘then came in hookes 
and eies”": Aubrey, Brief Lives, I, 205. 

Pp., abbreviation of Pipa, a pipe of wine. 

PRABENDA, provender or fodder. 

PRA2BENDARIUS, a man in charge of fodder, 485. 

PRACENTOR (Canfor), an officer in the Abbey who presided over the 
singing, etc. 

PRCONIZACIO, giving notice beforehand, 464. 

PRATA DOMINICALIA, meadows pertaining to the lord of the manor. 

PRECULA&, beads for devotional use; par de bedys. ‘‘ A peire of bedis eke 
she bere,” Chaucer, Rom. Rose, 7372. Bede=(1) prayer ; (2) a 
string of ‘‘ beads’ upon which prayers are counted, hence, any such 
“* beads.” 

tet prickets, candles to be stuck on spikes or ‘‘ prick candle- 
sticks,” 
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PRESTON, in the parish of Jarrow, in later times merged in Simonside. 

PRINCIPALES, principal festivals, 385. 

PRIOR BRAKES, See p. 680. 

PROCESSIONER, the book containing directions for the various processions, 
with the words and music of the antiphons, etc., then chanted, 
together with certain offices connected with processions. Proces 
sionale Sarum, Leeds, 1882; Manuale et Processionale Ebor., Surt. 
BOCs; 11 33- : 

PROCESSIONS. The references in the Rolls are mostly to such out-door 
processions as are described in Rites, liii-lvi. 

PROCURATIONES, sums of money paid by parish churches to the bishop or 
archdeacon in lieu of entertainment at their visitations. But the 
churches subject to the Abbey paid their procurations to the Bursar. 
See pp. 489, 490. 

PROCURATORES, in the Rolls, officers of the Abbey who collected the 
proceeds of certain benefices. 

PROFESSIONES MONACHORUM, 461, the documents by which the monks bound 
themselves to observe the Rule when they entered the Order. See 


Introduction, xix, note 2. 

PROMPTUARIUM, Promptorium, a store-room, where things were kept ready 
for use. Hence its figurative use in the title of Promptorium 
Parvulorum, the children’s storehouse of words. 

PROVANDPOK, a bag for horse provender. 

PROVENTUS INFRA AQUAS, 547, profits coming from between Tyne and Tees. 

PROVIDENTIA, 532, provisions. 

PROVISOR, a caterer ; see Catour. 

PRUNI, plums, all fruit included in the genus Prunus. 

Prusia (mensa de), a Spruce or Prussian table. Spruce chests were 
common. 

PRYKESON, pricksong, musical notation. 

PSALTERIUM, the book containing the psalms as sung or said in the breviary 
offices. 

Pur, the common, 717, perhaps the pue in which certain gentlewomen sat 
about 1628. See Cosin’s Corresp., I, 174. 

PUER ECCLESI®, mentioned five times. There were also the guinque puert 

 ecclesie. See Intr. xxii. 

PUERI DE HOTON, etc., 499". 

PuLcIN’, chickens. 

PULEYNS, 560, elsewhere folys, pulleys. Poleyne, Troclea: P. P. and note. 
From Fr. powlain, Lat. pullanus, a colt; “names of animals are 
applied to contrivances for exerting force.” Skeat, Dict., s.v. Pulley. 

PULLANI, colts. 

PULLUS, a colt, 199. 

PULLYNG of ling, pulling it up from the ground, for thatch. 

PULMENTUM, a monastic made dish. See Du Cange. 

Puttar’, Pulfer, the poultry man, or woman. 

PULTERPANYERS, the pulter’s panniers ; see Pultar’. 

Putes or Pultis ? a pullet ? gen. pl. pulczum, p. 45. 

PULTRA, a filly, 199. 

PULTRUS, a colt. 

PULVINARIA, cushions. Pulvinar and Pulvinus are both classical words in 
the same sense ; the derivation appears to be unknown. 

PuLVIS PRO WLPIBUS, 389, some sort of poison for foxes, such as Arceno- 
cum, g.v., which was used for poisoning rats, p- 610. 
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PULYPYK, some kind of pick used in mining, 562. 

PUMISCH, pumice-stone, used to make parchment or vellum more fit to be 
written on by rubbing off the natural surface. 

PUNCHON, see Brochyngaxez. 

PUNCTA, points, tagged laces. 

PURDENEIR, 592, apparently some material; the context suggests a fur. 
The reading should probably be purdeuetr, = pured vair, furred vair. 
Pured = furred in Sir Gawaine, |. 154, and puryd also in Lybeaus 
Diaconus, |. 2072 (Ritson’s Ancient Metrical Romances, ii, 88). 
See Vair. 

PURSUER, a pursuivant or messenger, especially in matters pertaining to 
jurisdiction. 

PUTEUS CALCIS, a lime kiln, 647. 

PuTuRA, allowance of food or of money in lieu of it, 550, a variant of 
Pastura. For a somewhat different sense, see Du Cange. 

PYKE, pitch. 

PYKERELLS, pickerels, small pike. Chaucer's merchant thought that a 
pike was better than a pickerel, but that tender veal was better than 
old beef: E. 1418. 

PYKOSS MOLEND., 17, perhaps a mill-pick. 

Pykoys, Fr. picguois, a pickaxe, Old Fr. picoise ; pick-axe is a corruption 
of the M. E. word, occurring as early as 1611, and probably earlier. 

PYLYING, pile-driving. 

PYNCENIIS, par de, 508, pinsons, thin-soled shoes. See Halliwell. 

PYNES, the edible seeds either of some British pine trees, or, more likely, 
of some species of pine common in the south of Italy, sweet as 
almonds, but with a slight flavour of turpentine: Loudon, Cyel. of 
Plants, 1872, p. 803. They were much used in medieval cookery and 
medicine, C. A., 279, note 3, and are still employed in Italian 
confectionery. 

PYNNYNG, inserting new pieces of stone into old walls; we still use the: 
term underpinning, and ‘ growndepynnyng ” occurs in Willis and 
Clark's Cambridge, I, 415. 

PYNTRACEZ, see Pintraces. 

PYNYONADE, penenate, a confection made of sugar boiled up with Pynes, 
g-v., seasoned with ginger and mace, and put into. boxes with cloves 
stuck in it. 

PYONAD, see Pionad. 

PYONE, peony, Peonta officinalis. The roots, flowers, and seeds were used 
in medicine, and perhaps for making Pionad, g.v. The Master of the 
Farmery at Barnwell was always to have ginger, cinnamon, pyonta, 
and the like, at hand in case they were suddenly required: Clark's 
Barnwell, 202. 

PYPEZ, 635, empty wine pipes. 


QUADRANS AUREUS, 452, the fourth part of a gold florin, value 20d. See 
Obolus aureus. 


QUARELL, 512, qu. gwarelles, arrow-points? See Halliwell. Also see 
Qwarrell. 


QUARTER of coal, 3 loads, 229. 

QUARTILLATA, quartered heraldically. 

QUATERNUS, a quire, ¢.e., either a certain number of loose sheets of paper, 
now 24, Or, paper or parchment stitched so as to form a thin book. 

QUERENTAYN, Quarentania, the wilderness in which Our Lord fasted and 
was tempted forty days. 


QUIBIBIS, cubeba, g.v. Quybybe, spyce: P. P. Quibyb: C. A., where see 
note. 
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QUIBINUS, 439. See Qwybyner. 


QuissyNGS, cushions, still called Whissings in the W. R. of Yorkshire. 
Old Fr. cotssin ; see N. E. 1D. 


QWARRELL, quarry, properly a place where stones are got and squared. 
Square tiles of fire-clay are still called Quar'ls in Northumberland 
and Durham, A Qvarelle of stone, /apidicina, lapidicium: C, A., 
and see note. 


OWEEKE, quicksets, young hawthorns for hedges. It is said that they were 
so called at first as contrasted with dead wood, of which hedges were 
made before the discovery of ‘‘ quickset’” hedges: Finchale Glossary. 

QwWELTIMBER, wheel-timber. 

OWHELE HARROW, a harrow running on wheels. 

OQWHERNS, querns for pepper, etc. 

QwIiPcorD, whipcord. 

QwitTsy, Whitby. 

OWITLEY, 396, read Qwitlep’, Whitleather, q.v. 

OWYBYNER, 427, some sort of a reliquary. See Quzbinus. 

OWYKING, planting QOweke, q.v. 

OwYNNA, 6977. 

OWYNNYCLOSE, whinny close, near Beaurepaire, 655, 686, etc. 

QwyPcorD, whipcord. 


RAANET, a net for catching roes or other deer. Raa buke, capreus, caprea 
C. A. Alexander Colier . . . eat in rahunt ad summonitionem 
Episcopi: Hatf. Survey, 3o. 

RABITSTOKE, apparently a carpenter's appliance for holding wood that is 
to receive a rabbet or rebate, z.e., a slanting cut or a groove where 
two pieces are to be fitted together. See P. P. 421, col. 2. 


RaBy, the ancient seat of the Nevilles ; the park adjoins Staindrop, and the 
castle is about a mile to the north. 


RACEMI CORENC’, raisins of Corinth, now called currants. Rasyns of Coran, 
vua passa: C. A., and note. See Cowrans. ; 


RACEMI MAGNI, raisins. 

RACH, 728, apparently the rack for raising and lowering the cloure, q.v. 

RAGADIA, a ray or skate. See Raye. P. P. has Ray, fysh, and Thornebak, 
fysche, Uranoscopus, Reyhhe, fysche, Ragadia. Rowhe, or reyhe, 
fysche (rowefysshe, rowghe), Ragadies (thornback). See Raye. 

RAILE, LE, 95, some kind of rail or bar. 

RAKEN CRAKE, a rekan-hook to hang a pot on over the fire. 

RAKIS, something in the plumber’s shop, 397. 

RAKKEZ FERR. Probably large Cod Jrons, g.v. Cotgrave gives Rotissoir, 
a Cob-iron, or little Racke. Rakkez pro assac. carn., 96. 

RAKYNG, clearing the old loose mortar out of joints before re-pointing ; 
Durham masons now call it ‘‘ raking the joints out.” 

RAMALIA, branches of trees. 

RAMELL, rubbish ; when mentioned with bark as a source of revenue, it 
doubtless means the small branches of oaks, ‘“‘ toppys,” g.v. See 
C. A. 299, note 6. 

RANET, see Raane?. 

RANGH, RAUNGE, LE, apparently the ‘‘range” in the kitchen or bakehouse. 
In Winchester we find ‘‘ Rengia,”’ Kitchin, 231, 247, and Ranger, 
383. Also ‘“ Fyne Ranger” and ‘‘ Cours Rangers,” 387 ; these were 
perhaps the gratings through which the ashes passed. 

Rans or Raus ? 396. Possibly connected with Rance, a term applied in 
Scotland to various wooden props, stakes, or bars : Jamieson 
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Ras’, RASE, RASARIUM, RASERIUM, a measure of corn now disused (Jacob). 


RasTRA, rakes. Rake, or ryve, Rastrum: P. P. A Rake, pecten, vastrum, 
rastellum, dim.: C. A 


RASTURA, a shaving day, particularly when new novices received the 
tonsure ; see Vova Rastura. 

RATONARIUS, the ratcatcher, probably assisted by the Furettarius, gv. 
Ratonere, soricus, soriceps, ratonarius: P. P, 

RATONES, ‘rattons,” rats. Ratun, or raton; Rato, sorex: P. P., so 
©. A, z.e., the old English black rat (Mus Rattus), which has rapidly 
disappeared before the now common brown or Norway rat (Mus 
decumanus), but it survived about Durham Cathedral until about 
1882, when the last was trapped. Canon Greenwell remembers a 
good many being in and about the church. 

RATONROWE, now represented by Court Lane, which connects Old and 
New Elvet; the name appears to have been changed when the 
Assize Courts were removed to the top of Elvet. There are, or 
have been, almost as many Raton Rawes as High Streets and Kirk- 
gates in Northern towns, and the origin of the name has been much 
discussed in Motes and Queries as well as elsewhere. Out of some 
eight or ten derivations that have been suggested, the most likely 
seems to be that it was a depreciatory designation applied 
to rows of mean houses infested with ratons or rats, hence, prover- 
bially, a poor row of houses. The term Vicus Rattonum occurs A.D. 
1458 in a Glasgow Cartulary, and Raton Rawe seems to have been 
the most usual form before it took the modern form of ‘ Rotten 
Row.” 

RAUECCES, 555. The reading should doubtless be Ranettes ; see Raanet. 

RAus or RANS ? 396; see Rans. 


RAVENSFLAT, the farm and ancient enclosure between the Sunderland road 
a little to the west of Belmont church, and the old green lane called 
Renny’s Lane. 


RAVESTRE, the revestry or vestry on the south side of the choir, demolished 
in 1802. 


RAWYARE, a fishery in Wallsend, 63, 668. 


Ray, a striped textile. Ray, yn a clothe (rayid, rayyd with ray, rayed), 
Stragulatus, radiatus: P. P. Ray, stragulum (stragulatus JUG 
299, and note. Rayde, stragulatus: Jb. 

RAYE, skate (fish). Ray or schate, ragadia, vranoscopus : C. A. and note. 
Raia batis, the blue or gray skate, R. clavata, the thornback, or 
rough ray, and R&R. miraletus, the homelyn or sand ray, are all 
English species, and all good eating. See Ragadia. 

Rays, stripes in cloth ; cloth striped with “rays.” See Ray. 

REBBOURS, par de, 178. See Rubbours. 

RECENS, ‘‘ fresh,” applied to freshwater as opposed to sea fish, 272, 

RECINI CORENT., see Racemt. ° 


REDDITUS ASSISUS, or ASSIS&, set or standing rent paid in money or 
provisions as assessed or charged to tenants. 

REDDITUS RESOLUTUS, usually rent payable to the Crown out of abbey 
lands, reserved to the Crown after the dissolution at Durham, 
previously payable to the Bishop, certain obedientiaries, etc. See 
PP- 704-706. 

REDE, reed thatch, still much used in many places, e.g., in the district of 
the Norfolk Broads, and by the Trent side. "a 

REDEHYLLEs, the Red Hills, to the west of Durham, now intersected by 
the deep railway cutting ; here the monks prayed before the battle 
after which Neville’s Cross and a wooden cross Were set up, according: 
to Rites, xv. But it is supposed that there was a stone cross before 
the battle, where the base of § Neville’s Cross" now stands. 
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REDELL, a hanging, curtain; see Ride/s. Rydelle, vbi A curtyn—a Curtyn, 
Anabatrum, ansa, curtina (etc.): C. A. 307, note 1. 

REDEYLL, the red ill, a disease of lambs now known as ‘ the redwater ” 
(hematuria). 

REDMELD, cloth of red mixture. 

REDMERSHILL, Redmarshall, a parish about four miles N. W. of Stockton. 

REDORSSE, reredos. 

REDWORTH, an estate in Heighington. 

REDYNGS, 589, qu. Reading in Berkshire ? 

REFECTORARIUS, the person in charge of the Frater or refectory. 

REFFUYS, refuse, e.g., of wool. 

REGADIA, see Ragadia. 

REGARDA, rewards, gratuities, such as were given to servants, messengers, 

~ete., what are now called ‘‘ tips.” See Finchale Glossary. 

REGGALT, see Rigaldes. 

REGRATOR, one who buys goods in a market in order to sell them at a 
higher price in the same market. To do this was a punishable 
offence. See Nottingham Records, V, 292, 343. But any retail 
dealer was called a Regrator or Regrateress, as distinct from the 
Engrosser (grocer) or wholesale dealer. Regratresses received 
from the bakers thirteen loaves to the dozen at the price of twelve, 
their profit lying in the.thirteenth loaf. Hence the ‘‘ baker’s dozen.” 
Skeat, Notes to P. Plowman, p. 43. 

REKPENYS, REKYNGPENYS, reek-pennies, smoke-pennies, denarii fumales. 
Said to be the same as the ancient Peter pence, levied on every 
house that had a chimney.

RENTSALT, salt sent to the Bursar by tenants as rent for saltworks. 

REPARACIO, emendation of weights or measures, 496 note, or rectification 
of weighed wool, 498, or hay, 501. 

REPARALIA, 662, clothes. See Reparel in Halliwell. 

REPLEGIARE, a writ brought by one whose cattle are distrained or impoun- 
ded. 

RERDHOUSE, 637, a reredos. 

RERDOSE, a reredos, not necessarily in a church. There was a wooden 
one of some sort in the shaving-house, 277. 

RERECORD, 526; some cord connected with a cart. 

RESHECARE, 676, rush or rushy car, a moist meadow in Billingham. 

RES ORDINARIA, see Ordinate res. 

RESYNS SANS PEPYN, pipless raisins, now called Sultanas. See C. A. 275, 
note 2. 

RETORNA BREVIUM, the return of writs, which is the certificate that they 
have been executed by the sheriff. Jacob. 

REWESTRIE, see Ravestre. 

REWL’, perhaps a ruler or straight edge, 397. 

REYNES or REYNS, Rennes in Brittany, hence a textile so called, 564, 592. 


REYNG SYFF, 649. Apparently connected with Rey, which is, according to 
Halliwell, ‘‘to dress or clean,” in various dialects, and Brockett 
gives ‘‘ Ree, to cleanse corn by whirling it about in a weight (an 
implement like a sieve, but not pervious, consisting of a wooden 
rim with a sheep's pelt stretched over it) so as to collect the lighter 
substances at the top.” 

REYNGE, see Rangh. 

REYNIGSISE, 603, read Reyingsife, but the MS. has -sise. See Reyng syff. 

REYNIS FERR., apparently bridle bits. 

REYSHEZ, rushes. C. A. 309, note 4. /uncus effusus, J. conglomeratus, 
and probably other species. 

Ri, see Ry. 

Riss, rafters ; see Rylbys. 

RICE, see Rys. 

RICEZ, see Ryse. 

RIDBANDIS, 86, perhaps for rigbands, something similar to rigtowes, q.v. 
They seem to be connected with Sakys, g.v. See also Rygbandes. 

RIDDYNG, clearing out stables, ponds, quarries, etc., or sites of demolished 
houses, or making a clearing in a forest ; see Index. 

RIDELS, RipILLs, RIDDELES, curtains frequently, but sometimes riddles, as 
on p. 583. 

RIESSE, Ryse, g.v. 

Ric-, see Ryg-. 

RIGALDES, 580, 604; see Ryggaltes. Mentioned in connexion with wainscot 
and with making of doors. Price for ordinary doors 5d. and 6d. ; for 
Chapter-house doors 1s. We find frequent entries relating to rigalds 
or righolts in the York Fabric Rolls, at about the same prices as at 
Durham, and to wages for the sawing of*them. They are there 
mentioned in connexion with wainscot, and were used for bell wheels, 
p. 10, for a table in the Treasury, p. 12, and for * moldes,’”’ p. 39- 
At Norwich we find a charge ‘pro tabula de rigold ... ad 
pendend. pelves . . . coram magno altari.” Sacr. Roll, 1369-70. 
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RIGBANDS, RIGTOWES, bands to go over horses’ backs, called Riggetyes at 
Winchester: Kitchin, 383. They were probably woven, in the form 
of straps. A ‘‘Backband ” is now a strap or chain going over a cart- 
saddle and attached to hooks on the shafts, or passed under the belly. 
See Rygwythi. 

RINA, the Rhine. 

RIND, see Rynd. 

RING, for a mill, 588, probably a hoop for a millstone. 

RINGING of a pair of wheels, 415, hooping them. 

RipP, a pannier or basket for fish. Hence Rippers, persons who carried 
fish to inland towns. See Halliwell. 

RISE, a rising ground, as Ferry Rise, now Ferry Hill; so Battersea Rise, 
near London, and Rise in Holderness. 

RISE, brushwood ; see Ryss. 

RISUM, 500. 

ROCHE, see Suge. 

ROCHEZ, roach, Leuciscus rutilus, 654. 

Rops, in connexion with wattles, 296. 

ROGATIONS, the three Rogation days, or ‘‘ Cross daies,” namely the three 
days next before Ascension Day or ‘‘ Hallow Thursdaie”; on all 
these days processions took place. Rites, liv. The term ‘ Cross- 
days” probably arose from crosses being carried. 

ROKPEN’, reek-pennies, smoke farthings. 

ROLLYNG PORTITORES, rolling porters, men employed to roll pipes of wine 
that were to be removed. 

ROMA, 407, some place in the Abbey so called ? 

ROMANBY, a village about half a mile west of Northallerton. 

ROMNEY, see Rumnay. 

RONDLETTYS, RONDELETA, runlets, small barrels of varying capacity, 


RONE, roan, sheepskin tanned in a particular way; it is now done with 
sumach. 

ROOKHOPE, ROOKHOPESCHELE, about five miles N. W. of Stanhope. 

“ROPE OF ONIONS, a number tied together in a long string. These ‘‘ ropes ”’ 
now vary in price according to the number and quality of the onions. 

Ros’, 9; possibly short for Rosatum vinum, wine flavoured with rose leaves. 
Du Cange. 

ROsEA, rose-coloured as applied to a filly, 199. 

ROSELL, rosin. 

ROSETTA or ROSATZ AUCE; see Auce. 

ROSTYNGRANGE, the roasting range. 

RoTowr, a player on the rote, a sort of fiddle or ‘‘ crowd.” The word rote 
is connected with Welsh crwth, a fiddle, Gael. cruzt, a harp. 

ROTUND’, 259; mentioned in connexion with table-linen, spoons, etce., 
perhaps circular mats or cloths of some sort. 

ROUNDELETYS pro magno altare. Six of these were bought for gd. in 
1380-83, p. 389. In an inventory of St. Leonard's Priory printed in 
Norfolk Archeological Papers, vol. xii, we find, c. 1422, ‘*i7 rondletts 
pro manibus tergendis,” and again, mentioned between Sanaps and 
Napkins, ‘“‘v roundella antiqua. Item ij nova rowndella plana,” 
1452-3. oundlet is the old form of Run/et, but in this case circular 
napkins would seem to be meant. 


ROUNGES, rungs, probably those which are placed at the back of a water 
wheel to intercept solid matter. 

ROVE, wool slightly twisted preparatory to being further spun ; used in 
caulking boats, etc. 
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ROWLE, 738, something belonging to the organ. See Copereon. 

ROWNDELET, runlet, a little barrel. 

ROWTHSELYN, 505, some kind of fur. 

RUBBOURS, par de, 397; see Rebbours. In both cases the context points to 
kegs or some such vessels, and this is the meaning assigned by 
Jamieson, and supported by quotations, g.v. Roubbouris. 

RUDD, 293, 297. RUDE, 111; a rod, 16% feet. 

Rumnay, ‘a kind of Spanish wine” (Halliwell), perhaps like sherry. 
Rumneye, wyne: P. P. ‘* Romeneye, wine of romanée”: Caxton, 58. 

Runes for ladders, 265. See Rounges. The term rungs is now applied to 
the steps of ladders, except by those who think it vulgar and prefer 
to call them rounds. See the correspondence in N. and Q., gth S. III. 
‘¢ His owene hande he made laddres thre, To clymben by the ronges 
and the stalkes”’:; Chaucer, A. 3624. In Halliwell we find Rung = 
spoke. Stower = upright bar in the body of an open cart (Brockett). 
Stoure = the stave in the side of a waggon (Halliwell). Rungstoures 
were probably the same. See Rungs, Stowres. 

RUNGSTOURES, “ pro carectis,’’ 596. 

RuRED, 49; as applied to herrings apparently means ‘ red.” 

RUSE, 606. 

Russ, Rusce, beehives. 

RUSSET, coarse woollen cloth made of undyed brown wool. Jacob, on 
Burnet. ‘Of a reddish brown colour’: Skeat, Notes to P. Plow- 
man, Dik 323 

Ry, see #2. 

RYAGE, rivagium, a field adjoining a river, now ‘‘ Ryish Field,” on the left 
bank of the Wear, in a bend, about 666 yards above Shincliffe Bridge. 
‘“¢Riag ”’ in Halm. Rolls, 217. 

RYE, see Szligo. 

RYGBANDES; see Rigbands. 

RYGGALTES, 381, ~ygald, 406, reggait, 560; see Rigaldes. 

RyGwvytTul, 407. Limo, a rygwythe: W. W. 593; /mo, thyllys, 26. 665 ; a 
thylle, 7b. 727. Thill, a shaft, thill-horse, a shaft-horse. Thylle of a 
carte, Ze lymon: Palsgrave in Halliwell, g.v. Hence it would seem 
that a Rygwythi was a cart shaft. Else we might suppose it to have 
been a withy carried over a beast’s back like a Rigband, q.v. 

RYKENHALL, RYKNELL, in Aycliffe, 689 ; Feod. Index. 

Ry.pys, read Rybdbys, ribs, in sense of rafters, 131. 

RYLES, 513. In the App. to Hatfield’s Survey we find in connexion with 
the enclosure of Auckland Park, ‘‘ryles de bosco domini,” 214. 
There it must mean raz/s, here probably the staves in the side of a 
cart to which the planks were nailed, or a railing to enable the cart 
to hold a larger load. 

RYND, a mill-rind, z.e., a strong piece of iron fixed in the hole in the centre 
of the upper and moving millstone. 

RYNDSPINDELS, see Rynd, and Spyndyll. There is a full explanation of 
the mechanism of millstones in the Finchale Glossary. 

RYNGYNG, hooping. 

RYNISWYNE, Rhenish wine. ‘‘ Vinum renisetum” occurs in Durh. Hd. 
Bk., 148. 

RYNNYNGORFRAYS, running orphreys, probably strips of gold tissue running 
round by the borders of vestments. 

RYNROFEZ, 6109. 

Rys, Rycez, rice, the produce of Oryza sativa, great quantities of which 
were imported from the East : Rogers, IV, 673. 

Rys, a rise or hill (Fery rys, Fery super montem, = Ferryhill). See Rise. 
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RysgE, Ryss, brushwood, material for fences. 
RysuM, 500. 
RytTisus, or Rycibus ? 13; perhaps meant for refzbus. 


Sa, SAE, a So or Soa, z.e., a large tub with two ears, through which a 
sa-stang or pole was passed that it might be carried by two persons. 
See C. A. 314, note 2, and Zyna: Finchale Glossary ; York F. R. 
Glossary. 

SABBATUM, the Sabbath or seventh day of the week, now commonly called 
Saturday, but still Sadéatum in ecclesiastical language, 

SACE, perhaps searce, a strainer. See Sarsse. 

SADBERY, Sadberge, about 3 miles N. E. of Darlington; it was sold to 
Bishop Pudsey by Richard I, and formed an important member of 
the Palatinate, giving to the Bishops the title of Earl of Sadberge. 

SADDLEBOWS, the arched pieces of wood in saddles. See Arsuns. 

SADILL PANELL, 90. Perhaps something between an ordinary saddle and a 
Panell, q.v. 

SADYLLEHOUSE, a housing or saddlecloth. 

SAFFRON, see Crocus. 

SAGA, 137, military cloaks ? 607, or perhaps sheets made of Sagum, q.v. 

_ SAGIMEN, S. album, “‘ seme,’ fat, g.v. 

SAGSTER, a Sawyer. 

SAGUM, in these Rolls denotes the textile called say, serge: C. A. 315, note 

3. Sometimes it seems to be the same as Worse?, q.v., also p. 191. 
See Saga. 

SAIL-TWINE, see Sayll ‘wyne. 

SAILWANDS, the rods or laths in mill sails over which the canvas was laid. 

SAILYARDS, the wooden framework of mill sails ; see p. 616. 

Sakys, 86, apparently sacks, but whether tied over the backs of oxen to 
keep them warm, or used as nose-bags, does not appear. See 
Ridbandis. 

SALAMICA, read Salaunce, for Saliunce, whins, Ulex Europeus, 652. But 
the term was also applied to thistles: P. P. 162, note 2. Either may 
be meant here. 

SALAR’, 130, sa/are or salaria,a salt-cellar, Fr. saliere. See Du Cange. 

SALARII DE MAPILL, 217, perhaps salt-cellars. See Sawsars. 

SALBAND, 496. Connected either with Says, g.v., or with Sayll twyne, q.v. 

SAL DE PAYTOUSE vel de pattow, of Poitou. Rochelle salt is from the same 
district. 

SAL DEL Bay, bay salt. We find that Sal de Bayon was bought at New- 
castle and Sa/ del Bay at Hartlepool. Both terms denote the same 
thing, and it was imported from Bayonne on the Bay of Biscay, but 
the precise derivation of the term is uncertain. See N. E. D. and 
Sal grossus. 

SAL GROSSUS, salt in large crystals, originally obtained by slow evaporation 
of sea water in the open air; the same as Bay salt or Sa/ de Bay, q.v. 
Rogers, I, 456. 

SALIGTOI'M, 395. 

SALIS BENEDICTIO, 402. The Benedictio Salis et Aquz or making of holy 
water, which took place on all Sundays and some Holy days. See 
the York Manual, Surt. Soc., p. 1, and Sarum, 70., p. 5%; Sarum 
Missal, Burntisland ed., p. 30%. 

SALLOWYS, sallows ; many species of willow, Salix, are so called. 

SALMON DRAUGHT, a pasture so called, 671. Probably so named from the 
salmon-nets being drawn out there. 

SALMON TROUTYS, 47, Salmo trutta, called in Scotland the sea trout, 
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SALMONES, salmon, Salmo salar. 

SALMONES PULV., powdered (z.e., salted) salmon.. See Powdretfish. 

SALMUNCULI, 8, samlets or salmon fry. 

SALPETRE, 594. Apparently a term for gunpowder, of which saltpetre is a 
principal constituent : Cf Shaksp., I Hen. IV, i, 3. 

SALSARIA, SALSEREZ, SALARII, SALARIA, SALER, SALSETTIS, SASERIA, 
SAWSARS; all these words appear to denote vessels for holding salt 
or sauce ; hence our modern saucer, originally such a vessel. They 
were usually of silver or other metal, but we find salarz of maple, 
217. Sée Saweers: 

SALSISTERS (Salsisteria), 41. Sawcyster, lynke. Hirna, hilla, salsucta (a 
sausage): P. P. and note 4. Linke, or sawcistre, hilla, hirna: P. . 
and note 2. A Salsister, kirna, salsucia, hilla: C. A. 

SALT-ARK, a Salt-box. 

SALT CATT, a lump of rock salt or other salt used to attract and be good 
for pigeons, or for cattle to lick. Massa salis, p. 86. See note in 
C. A., 317. There is no explanation of “cat” in this connexion in 
N. E. D. Forby says that in Norfolk ‘“‘cat’ is a mass of coarse 
meal, clay, etc., with a large proportion of salt, placed in dovecotes. 

SALTERIUM, psalter. 

SALVA MAPPA, see Sanappes. 


SALVE REGINA. The first words of an antiphon to the Blessed Virgin, sung 
after Compline from Trinity to Advent with much ceremonial and 
music. Hence a special provision for it, 287. 

SALYS, sailes or ropes or halters or some sort of wooden collars for oxen, 
etc. ‘A saile to the bull” occurs frequently in Memorials of St. 
Giles’s. Forby gives ‘‘ sale” as the iron or wooden part of the collar 
of a carthorse. 

SANAPPES (salvenaps, 518), savenaps, apparently long strips of linen or 
canvas laid on to save the table-cloth. Salva mappa, 199, 205. 
Sanop (sanap), manupiarium, gausape, fimbriatum, manutergium, 
mantile: P. P. 

SAND EL DRAUGHT (fractatus de Sandeelez, 620), either the right to take 
sandeels, or a field bordering on the shore where they were taken. 
See Salmon draught. 

SANDELIS, Sandeels, which are good for food as well as for bait. Sandel 
or sandelynge, fysche. Anguilla arenalis: P. P. Ammodytes 
tobianus, the sandeel proper, and A. lancea, the launce, similar to 
the sandeel, and used in the same way. Forby mentions their being 
called ‘‘ wrigglers” in Norfolk, and being dressed for table as a 
great delicacy. They require to be kept alive in sea water for some 
hours, to part with their sand. 

SANDERS, see Saunders. 

SANDPOKE, a sandbag. 


SANDRAGON, Sanguis Draconis or dragon's blood, a bright red resinous 
substance obtained from the Dracena draco and some other plants. 


SANOPE, 246, probably =Sanappe, q.v. 


SARCELLUS, circulus, Du Cange. Circulus is a hoop, on p. 276 perhaps a 
griddle or girdle for baking on the hearth. Or it may be meant for 
Saccellus, \ytel sec: W. W., 153; 6. 

SARCULACIO, the use of a sarculum or weedhook. On the use of the weed- 
hook and crotch, see Archzologia, XLIV, art. xi, notes 29, 87, and 
Pl, vi, p./170- i 

SARETREE, see Sartrina. 


SARKING, lining with ‘‘sarking boards,” thin boards used for roofs next 
under the lead, or for covering damp or unsightly walls. Builders 
now call it ‘* match-boarding.”” The term is connected with sark, a 
shirt ; it is equivalent to shirting a building. 
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SARKYNGNALES, nails used in putting up Sarking-boards, the thin boards put 
under the lead on a roof. 


SARPELERS, SARPLERIA, SARPLEZ, sacks made of coarse canvas, woolsacks. 
See Kitchin, 507: Skeat, re to Chaucer. ‘‘ They ben ententyf 
aboute sarpleris or sachelis: Chaucer, Boece, Pr. 3, 85. 


SARRATORES, SERRATORES, Sawyers, sagsters. 
SARS, SARSSE ; see Sace: C. A. 318, note 3. 
SARTRI, SARTERYN, etc. See Sartrina. 


SARTRINA, the Saretree, Sartry, or tailor’s workshop, under the Chamber- 
lain’s checker, which was near the abbey gates, on the north side of 
the Curia: Rites, 84. 

SARZINAY, 428, miscalled Sardinia, 431. Sardenay, a place about six miles 
from Damascus, where there was a famous miraculous icon of our 
Lady, that produced oil, etc. Matth. Par. Chron. Maj. Rolls, ed. 
II, 484-88. Bibliotheca Hagiographica Latina, ed. Socii Bollandiani, 
fasc. i iv, 1900, p. 800. At SSSI AUS they had ‘‘ Oleum de quadam 
ymagine Beatz Mariz miraculosa": Mon. Angl., 1682, I, 5, and at 
Canterbury ‘‘de oleo Sanctz Marie de Sardiney, quod fluit de 
pectore et de mamillis cujusdam ymaginis beatz Mariz Virginis.” 


SASERIUM=SALSARIUM, p. 114, a vessel to hold salt or sauce. The modern 
saucer was originally a vessel for salt or for sauce, etc., a sawser 
(sawssor), Acetabulum: C. A. See Palsaria. 


SAUCESTR’, 81 ; see Salsisters. 
_ SAUDORE, solder. 
SAUNAPES, see Sanappes. 


SAUNDRES, red sandal wood, the produce of Prterocarpus sandalinus, used in 
cookery for colouring. 


SAUS’, 17, probably sauce. 


SAWCERS ; see Salsaria. But at p. 253 we find mention of twelve sawcers, 
with dishes, etc., and two salsaria, so that there must have been 
some difference. 


SAWNAPES, see Sanappes. 

SAWSARS DE MAPILL, 214; see Salarii. 

SAWSER, the sauce-maker ; (Je Sausmaker, p. 52). 

SAWSESTYRS, 62; see Salsisters. 

SAWYERS, 396, mentioned among the tools in the carpenter’s shop. 
SAY, SAYA, serge. See Sagum. 


SAYLL TWYNE, 106, twine or string with which sails of boats ahd mills 
were sewn. 


SAYLWANDIS, wands for miil sails. 

SCABELLUM IN STUDIO, 455; a footstool. See Schabellum. 
SCACCARIUM, exchequer, checker. 

SCACCIATUS, checked. 


SCAFFALDE FLAKES. Flakes or hurdles may have been used on scaffolds 
as in mining (see N. E. D.) as a protection against weather. Thus 
men breaking stones by the road sides are sometimes provided with 
screens of straw to protect them against sun or weather. 


SCAKER, checker, exchequer, office. 
SCALDEFORD, Shadforth, about 4 miles east of Durham. 


SCALEZ, 662, 663, bowls or saucers, hence our ‘ pair of scales.” Allied to 
scale, a-shell, flake: Skeat. Mentioned in connexion with cups. 


SCALOPP, a receptacle for salt in the form of a scallop shell. 
SCALTMALTES, see Scatmailtes. 


ScCALTOCK mill or mills, formerly in Elvet. See pp. 67, 618, 684: Durh. 
Halm. Rolls, App. I, 195. These mills have long ago disappeared, 
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ScAMNA, benches. Hoc scamnum, a bynk: W. Wi, 723: 

SCAPELLYNG, scappling or rough-hewing stones, 577. 

ScAPHA, bowls, 84. Nomina pertinencia ad coquinam. Hec scapha, 
Anglice bolle: W. W., 660. 

SCAPPES, 243, probably skeps. 

SCAPULARE, a small cowl covering little more than the head and shoulders, 
worn during manual labour, and perhaps under the albe, ete., during 
Church services. 

SCATHAVER, apparently a tribute of oats made to the Abbey. 

SCATMALTEZ, 63, a tribute rendered in malt ? 

Scays, 245; so apparently in the MS., not “Stays.” 

SCHABELLUM CHORI, 408, usually a footstool, or footrest under stalls 
(Du Cange), here a bench covered by a cloth that cost 46s. 8d., 
perhaps serving as a seat below the stalls or as a footrest. But we 
should expect two, one for each side. 

SCHAFFES ACERIS, vel calibis, sheaves or bundles of steel or of iron. 

SCHALONNE, chalon, a blanket or coverlet. 

SCHARLYNG, 109, shearlings’-hides. 

Scat, skate (fish). See Ragadia, Raye. Scate, fysche, Ragadies: P. P. 
ScHAVES, 397, Shaving tools used by plumbers. See Aukschave, and 
shavyng-trnes, Pp. 564. Wheelwrights now use “ spoke-shaves.”’ 

SCHAWFOUR, a chafer or chafing dish. 

SCHELE, SCHELLE, a Sheel, g.v. At p. 386 perhaps a portable hut of some 
kind. 

SCHELIS, LE SCHELL, SHELEZ, etc., now South Shields. 

SCHEPE, 728=-ship in the word Workmanship. 

SCHEREGARTH, probably an enclosure used for sheep-shearing, 211. 

SCHERLINGS, 587, shearling sheep. 

SCHETHES, 384, perhaps sheaths for Plogh pattyls, q.v. 


SCHETNAILL’, 211, probably the same as Schotnayls, g.v., and perhaps 
should be so read, the o and e often being very much alike in the 
Rolls. 

SCHEWTELLS, 275, probably scuttles, which are frequently mentioned. See 
Index under Scutella. 

SCHOTNAYLS, 514. Supposed by Raine to be the same as Scotsumnails, 
which are mentioned in the York and Ripon Fabric Rolls: York 
Fab. Rolls, Glossary. But they were probably short nails, for in the 
Finchale Rolls occur both shotnaill and schortnayl. See Finchale 
Glossary. 

SCHOYTH, 54, a ‘“‘shoot”’ or young pig that has done sucking. See 
Hexham’s Engl.-Dutch Dict., 1660; Coles, Engl.-Lat. Dict., 1677; 
Phillips, New World of Words; Jamieson; ‘‘ Item v shoutes and a 
sowe viijs.”: ZS. Inv. Tho. Fysher de Wooborn, 1535. ‘‘ Young 
shoots, which are swines of about three-quarters of a year old, are 
best for pork’: Brown, The Compleat Farmer, 1759, p- 41. Shote is 
current in America. ‘‘Brer Fox, hit’s shote! Brer Rabbit, you 
foolin’ me! Brer Fox, I vow hit’s shote”: Nights with Uncle Remus, 
Lond. 1884, ch. xxiv, pe II0. 

SCHURUERTON, now Sheraton, par. Monk Hesleden. 


Scuyves, sheafs or sheaves, wheels on which a rope runs in a pulley or 
otherwise. 


Scissor, a tailor (cutter out). 
ScissORIA, trenchers, wooden plates to cut food on. 
SCLATESTANES, gray slates. See Tegule. 
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SCOCHONS, SCOTCHONS, escutcheons, heraldic or quasi-heraldic shields. 
The term ‘‘Scutcheons”’ is now applied to key-hole plates, sometimes 
made in the form of shields. 

SCOINSONS, see Skonchones. 

SCOLE ACLEY, School Aycliffe, in the parish of Heighington. It is said to 

' be named from Scula, a Dane, who in about 913 or 914 gained 
possession of all the eastern portion of the Bishopric between 
Billingham and Castle Eden.. Symeon, Hist. Eccl. Dunelm., xxxi. 

SCOMUR, a skimmer. 

SCONSE, a sconse or protection for a light (adsconsa), a lantern or fixed 
branch for a candle. 

Scope, ‘‘A kind of basin with a handle used for lading water: Lanc.”’ 
Halliwell. Scofa in Latin is a besom or broom. 

SCOPEZ, SCOPYS, 656, 713, probably besoms. 

SCOPULA, little brooms, 587. The term /ucracio seems to have reference 
to the materials for making them. 

SCOTCHONS, see Scochons. 

SCOTNAILS, see Schotnails. 

ScoTTI, SCOTICA MONETA, Scotch coins, which had long been deteriorating 
in value as compared with English coins of the same denomination, 
and were finally banished in 1423: Raine, S. C., 148 note. 

SCOTYL, SCUTTYL, a scuttle or basket used in winnowing or otherwise. 

SCOWLER, a name given to a window in the Infirmary hall, 271. 

SCRABBEZ, crab-apples, maciana, q.v. 

SCRABSTRE MEDOW, Crabtree meadow, 163. 

SCRAFISSE, crayfish, formerly a name for all the larger edible crustacea, 
and still for the spiny. Lobster, Palinurus vulgaris, as well as for the 
common freshwater crayfish, Astacus fluviatilis. 

SCRIPTURA DE LE Roy, perhaps the Garter, with its usual inscription. 

SCULPTURA, 176, 271, shearing off the superfluous nap, or else cutting out 
of linen or other cloth for garments. See Sherynge. 

SCUP, see Scope. 

SCUTCHEONS, see Scochons. 

SCUTELLUM, a charger, i.e., a large dish. The word usually occurs as 
scutell or scutellis, and it is sometimes impossible to know whether 
dishes or scuttles are meant. 

SCUTUM DE BRAUNE, 24, 32, Clifeus apri, 53. De braun j scutum et 
dimidium : Jarrow Rolls, p. 34. The term ‘‘ shield of brawn” is not 
unknown in English literature. In the 1867 edition of Nares’s 
Glossary are these quotations: ‘‘ No weapons in the age to come be 
known But shield of bacon, and the sword of brawn,” Randolph’s 
Jealous Lovers, 1646; ‘‘ like a shield of brawn at Shrovetide, out of 
date’’: Poor Robin, 1705. And in ‘‘Ivanhoe” we are told that 
Wamba, the jester, ‘‘ opposed to the beard of the Jew a shield of 
brawn, which he plucked from beneath his cloak.” Nares does not 
give any explanation of the term, which does not occur in any of the 
many dictionaries and glossaries besides Nares’s that I have 
consulted. Halliwell gives ‘‘Shield-bones, Blade-bones, /orth.,” 
quoting from the Legend of Sir Guy, ‘‘ One of his sheeld-bones to 
this day Hangs in the citye of Coventrye.” This might suggest that 
a ‘**Shield of brawn” was the shoulder of a boar. But it appears 
that the skin of the boar, whether raw or tanned, is called a boar’s 
shield >}-N. and Q., 7th S., X, 353, cf 2nd S., X, 478, at which 
second reference we find that ‘‘in brawn-making this shield is placed 
round the inside of a cylindrical mould, and the middle filled up with 
the meat and fat properly prepared. It is then subjected to many 
hours boiling,”” which gelatinizes the tough hide, and makes it 
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eatable. Our modern brawn would seem to be ‘‘a shield of brawn ° 
with the shield left out, and it is made of any pig, not, as it should 
be, of boar only. In a description of the ‘‘unlacing” of a boar in 
‘Sir Gawayne and the Green Knight” (E.E.T.S.), c. A.D. 1360, 1. 1611, 
occurs this line, ““Sypen he britnez out pe brawen in bryst brode 
[s]cheldes”’ (Then he cuts out the brawn in bright broad shields), and 
in the same poem, 1. 1456, in connexion with a boar hunt, is this 
passage, ‘‘Bot pe poynte3 payred at pe pyth pat py3t in his schelde3”’ 
(the arrow-points failed in power that stuck in his shields). Guillim 
says, after mentioning that the boar has “his Target to defend 
himself,’ that ‘‘the Shield of a Boare well managed, is a good 
Buckler against that cruell Enemy called Hunger”: Display of 
Heraldry, 1660, p. 176. It would seem, then, that a shield of brawn 
was (1) The hide of the boar, (2) a shield or buckler made thereof, 
(3) boar’s flesh enveloped therein. 

SEA COAL, mineral coal, commonly carried over sea, as distinct from ‘* coal” 
(charcoal), which was not often so carried. The term Sea coal was 
also applie! to sea-borne coal as distinct from Land coal, 2.e., 
mineral coal got and used far inland. See N. E. D. 

SEAKE, see Wyn seake. ; 


SEAL, SEALFISH (ceel, seall, sele, seylle, zele, porcus maris, selfysch, sele- 
fysch, selefish), the common seal, Calocephalus ov Phoca vitulinus. 
The flesh appears to have been eaten in considerable quantities, and 
was most likely allowed on fish-days. It was probably cooked like 
that of the porpoise. See Porpas. The skin was used for book- 
binding. 

SEASTERN, cistern. 

SECCIO, sectio, ‘‘ cutting,” z.e., castrating horses. 

SECRETARIUS, a confidential officer (Lanfranc’s name for the Sacrist). 
Intr., ii, note I. 

SECRETUM DORMITORI, the reredortor ?, 603. 

SECTA, a suit, set. 

SECTA CURIA, suit or attendance at a court. 

SECUNDUM HERBAGIUM, the aftermath or second crop of grass after the hay 
has been got on a meadow. 

SEETHER, the man who looked after the seething or boiling in the kitchen. 

SEGECALLES, 651. 

SEGESTERIUM, draff, brewer's grains: P, P. 129, note 4: C. A. 106, note I. 
Perhaps also hogwash: Durh. Hd. Bk. Gloss. 

Sais, 118. The MS. has “pro mattis | segis,’’ probably for ‘‘ pro mattis 
et segis.” Sege is a seat, O.F. siege. At St. Nicholas, Bristol, in 
1481, ‘the clerke and the suffrygan”’ (assistant) were ‘to make Clene 
the segys in the churche”: All Saints’ Clifton Par. Mag., March, 
1901, p. 334 See Archzologia, LIII, 97, 99. 

SEIGNEZ, senys, Seynes or synods ; visitations or ecclesiastical courts. A 
Seyn, sinodus, est congregacio clericorum : C. A., where see note. 
Metr. Life of St. Cuthbert, Index Verborum, under Seyn, synod. 

SEISIN, possession, a legal term. 

SEKKES, quatuor uln. de, apparently sackcloth, 415. 

SELFYSH, seal-fish, seal. Sele, fysche, Porcus marinus: P. P. There are 
many species. The common seal, Cadlocephalus vitulinus, frequented 
the coasts of Durham and Northumberland. 

SELION, see Sz/io. ; 

SELLARIUS, 516, probably a saddle-maker ; sellar, 522, perhaps the rider. 
See Du Cange. 

SELOUR or SYLOUR, the horizontal portion at the top of a bedstead ; some- 
times apparently a canopy over a seat in a hall, as at pp. 272, 273. 

SELY, pellis de, sealskin ? 
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SEME, a seam, 7.ée., a certain quantity of glass, 373. Said by Jacob to be 
24 stone, each stone being 5 lbs. See Seym. 

SEME, 606, 645, perhaps sagimen, seam, fat, or lard, called ‘‘ same” in the 
North of England and in Lincolnshire. It appears to have been used 
for caulking boats, and, as they sent to Gateshead for it, it may have 
been some sort of grease specially prepared for the purpose. 

SEMELL, shoe-sole, sole-leather. Fr. semedle. 

SENAGIUM, money paid for Synodals, a tribute due to the Bishop or Arch- 
deacon (or Bursar) at Easter. See Seignez. 

SENAPIUM, mustard. 

SENESCALLUS, a seneschal or house-steward, or one discharging similar 
functions. 

SENEVECTORIUM, cenevectorium, g.v. 

SENNEZ? 71. Possibly Seuues, sevves, riddles made with iron wire. 

SENTENCIA&, 607. The Book of the Sentences of Peter Lombard, which a 
Bachelor in Divinity was admitted to read. 

SEP (cepz), onions, Allium cepa. Casius et sepe veniunt ad prandium 
sepe: C. A. 260. 

SEPORINUM SEMEN, onion seed. 

SEPULCHRE, 715, 728. The ‘‘Easter Sepulchre,” usually a wooden 
receptacle more or less ornamented, in which the Blessed Sacrament 
and the Crucifix were deposited from Good Friday to Easter morn- 
ing. It was commonly set up in a recess on the north side of the 
chancel, and was, while in use, decorated with drapery attached by 
tacks and pins, and had candles burning before it. See Bloxham, 
Goth. Archit., 1882, Vol. II, 93—124; Chambers, Divine Worship, 
1877, xxx—xl; Processionale Sarum, Leeds, 1882, pp. 72, 91; 
Proc. Ebor. in ‘‘ York Manual, etc.,” Surtees Soc., pp. 163, 170; 
Ludlow Ch. W.. Accts., Camd. Soc., 3, 7, 11, etc. ; Rolls, 418. We 
find 1d. spent ‘‘ in tackettes to sett vp ye sepulchre”’ for Easter, 1548 
(2 Edw. VI), and a new sepulchre made of wainscot, Mar. 26, 1558, 
a fortnight before Easter Even (4 and 5 Phil. and Mary). The 
earlier one had probably been destroyed. 

SEPUM, for sebum or sevum, tallow, suet, grease. 

SERASI, cerasz, cherries. — 

SEREVICIA, cerevisia, ale. 

SERGEANT AT ARMS, an officer attending on the person of the Sovereign, to 
arrest persons of condition offending, etc. Jacob. 

SERGES, Fr. cierges, wax candles. 

SERICUM, silk, neut. of Serzcus, belonging to the Seres (Chinese). 

SERIDCLATH, 408, 409, possibly cere cloth, waxed cloth. 

SERING, 662. As the passage stands it reads as if the bleeding of horses 
was called ‘‘sering.” But the term searing would be more obviously 
applicable to what is now called ‘‘ firing,” applying a hot iron to 
the skin of the legs, or elsewhere, by way of a counter-irritant,. 

SEROTHECH, CYROTHECH, gloves. They were bought in large numbers 
to be given as presents according to a very common medieval 
custom, of which we have survivals in the presents of gloves at 
funerals, perhaps not yet quite obsolete, and to judges on certain 
occasions ; also, perhaps, in bets or forfeits of a pair of gloves. 

SERURA, a lock. 

SERVICALE, cervicale, a pillow. 

SESSIO PATRIS, an assize or session held by the bishop as Count Palatine. 

SESTRES, cisterns, 542. 

SETHER, the seether, who looked after the boiling in the kitchen. 

SETTING of tools (fosicio), giving them an edge, 
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SETTYNG, 651, qu. setting out or marking the lines of a building previous to 
its erection. 

SEWER, the officer who set and tasted dishes. Seware, at mete, Deposztor, 
dapifer, sepulator: P. P. Depositor, prepositor, discoferus: C. A. 

SEWES, 232, sieves. 

SEWPOTTEZ, 89, sew pots. Sew was a kind of pottage, gravy, or broth, 
properly made with onions, cepulatum: P. P.; pulmentarium: C. A. 
In Chaucer, F. 67, according to Skeat, seasoned dishes, delicacies 
(I wol nat tellen of hir strangé sewes). Some with sireppis, sawces, 
sewes, and soppes: Babees Book, 33, 509; see Kitchin, 508. 

SEWYNNGE HAYR, hair thread for sewing hair-cloth. See Har. 

SEXTULACIO, SEXTELLAGIUM, a charge on every sextarius strictly, but used 
of charges on other measures. 

SEYM, seam, properly an amount that could be carried on a pack-saddle 
(sagma), a horse-load. See Seme. 

SEYNTERYGARTH, the Cemetery of the monks, called in Rites the centry or 
Sentuarie Garth. 

SEYSINA, Seisin, possession. 

SEZER, 58; see Sefher. 

SHAFFE, sheaf or bundle of glass or of steel. 

SHAFTES, arrows. 

SHAKEFORKS, probably forks used in haymaking. 

SHEARLINGS, sheep that have been only once shorn. 

SHEAVES (of metal). See Schyves. 

SHEEL, SHELE, or SHEYLL, a shealing or winter shelter for shepherds. 

SHEEPCOTE GARTH, 683*, near Bearpark and Aldin Grange. 

SHELES, LE, South Shields. 

SHELHOUGH, an estate near South Shields, with a mill and saltworks: 
Feodarium, 310. 

SHELLEZ, probably coco nut shells, which were often used, mounted in 
silver, as cups. See Archzologia, XLVII, 58 note: Ripon Ch. Acts, 
234 ‘note. 

SHELOM, a hamlet in East Merrington, with a mill: Feodarium, 172. 

SHERETREYSE, shear-trees, the lateral grooved posts between which the 
‘“bridge-tree”” rises and falls as the upper millstone is adjusted. 
In the middle of the bridge-tree is the Foofbrass, g.v. 


SHERYNGE, shearing the nap off cloth, which until modern times was done 
by hand, with a pair of large-bladed shears such as are sometimes 
represented on tomb-slabs, with square-ended blades. 

SHEWES, 725, shoes ? 

SHIELD of brawn ; see Scutum, and Clipfeus. 

SHILBORDCLOGGE. Shilboards are those which are fixed round the rim of 
an undershot water-wheel. Perhaps a shilboard clog is a log of 
wood suitable for sawing up into shilboards. 

SHIPCOK, 605. 

SHOD SHOVELS, wooden shovels shod with iron. 

SHOLEZ, shovels. 

SHOLYRNEZ, shovel irons, probably iron mountings for wooden shovels. 
See Hirnes, Shod shovels. 

SHOOT, see Schoyth. 

SHORESWORTH, Shoreswood. 

SHOTNAILS, see Schotnayls. 

SHOTTON, about 2 miles south of Easington and 814 west of Durham. 

SICCI DENARII, hard cash, ready money. 


SIDGATE, Sidegate in Durham, the long street leading from the top of 
Framwellgate to the right. 
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SIGNA, 588, probably for cygnos, swans. 

SIGNACULA, 411. In this case probably the little taes or beads that were 
attached to the edges of leaves at places often requiring to be opened 
at. 

SIGNET, a cygnet or young swan. 

SIGNI (cygni), swans. Cygnus Olor. 

SIGNUM de albo velweto, 427, a processional banner. See Du Cange under 
Signum, 1,*Signa. 

SIGSTON, formerly Siggleston, and Syggeston, now Kirby Sigston, in 
Allertonshire, 3 miles east of Northallerton. 

SILICINUS (pannus), haircloth ; see Cilicium. 

SILIGO, rye, Secale cereale, but in Finchale Glossary said to be maslin (mixed 
wheat and rye); see P. P. 334, note 4. Wheat and rye were often 
sown together and afterwards so ground. 

SILI0, a selion, i.e, a ridge of ground rising between two furrows, of no 
certain quantity ; the word is of disputed derivation. See Du Cange, 

SILIQUZ, 58, 216, probably only pods of peas, etc., given to pigs, but we 
find 2s. 44d. spent on them in 1421. 

SILKSWORTH, in the old parish of Bishopwearmouth, about 34 miles south. 

SILLS, see Sy/es. 

SILORING, making a ceiling ? 276, 277: Finchale Inv., ccxcvi. 

SILOUR, see Selour. 

SILVER STREET, in Durham, the street leading from the Market Place to 
Framwellgate Bridge. 

Sim’, 166. Sw’ for suum ? 

SIMBALUM, cymbalum, a bell. 

SIM’L, 529, probably simnel, z.e., biscuit or cracknel, fine bread twice 
baked. See P. P., 456, 48, 100. It is said that the best kind of 
bread was simnel, the second wastel, and the third cocket: C. A. 
410, note 2. 

SIMONSIDE, formerly Symondsett, etc., in the parish of Jarrow. See 
Preston. 

SIMPLEX, not lined, 623. 

SINCTACIO, sinking (of a coal-pit). 

SINDON, in these Rolls the term is used not of the Eucharistic sindon or 
napkin, but of a thin silken textile used for copes, etc. We find 
green and red sindon in the Rolls, and other colours in Du Cange. 

SINGING BREADS, see Syngyng bredes. 

SINGULA, cingula, girdles or girths. 

Sipr’, Cyprus. 

SIssOR (scissor), a tailor. 

SISTULUM, cistula, a little box. 

SKAFFATYNE, 547; see Caffatyn. 

SKALEZ, 663, scales, 7.e., bowls, perhaps similar to what are now called 
saucers. Hence our “ pair of scales.” 

SKALTOKES, see Scal/ock. 

SKELET, 282, ‘‘the (annual) cleansing of the arable land from weeds by 
harrowing, etc.” : N. and Q., 9th S., VI, 235. Said to be connected 
with sgualere, to be foul for lack of weeding. 

SKELFE, shelf ? 214. 

SKELLET, 268, a small bell, sguz//a or skella. O. Fr. eschelete. Bailey gives 
‘Skeléta [Old Records], a little Bell for a Church Steeple.” 

SKELYs, skeels. A skele or skeel in the North is a round tub, narrower at 
the top, with an upright handle, or sometimes two, holding five or six 
gallons. See Finchale Glossary: C.A. (milke skele, 240), 341, and 
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notes. ‘‘ This examinate had been at St. Oswald well for a skeil full 
of wayter ... and. . being loden with a great skeil, went home to 
hir webbs”’: Durh. Depositions, 296 (c. 1575). ‘‘ Geordie Hickey, 
another well-known Durham character, was a water-carrier, deliver- 
ing water to his customers in a ‘skeel,’ or short-handled tub, which 
he carried on his head”: Mewcastle Daily Journal, Mar. 25, 1898. 


SKEPPA, a skep, z.e., a basket or box, usually circular, for various purposes. 
See Index. Also Skeppartus. 


SKEPPARIUS, a skep, basket, or hurdle maker, 508. 


SKERS, possibly rattles for driving birds away. Scaris a scarecrow, and 
Skere is to scare: Halliwell. 


SKIPWITH, about to miles south of York. 


SKIRNINGHAM, on the Skerne, in the parish of Haughton-le-Skerne. See 
Feod., 51, with regard to the tribute of eels. 


SKONCHONES, scoinsons, stones specially cut for the internal splays of 
windows, etc. See ‘‘ Scoinson Arch” in N. and Q., 9th S., V, 480. 


SKONSA, a lantern (absconsa). ‘‘ Absconsa est ceca laterna, cujus usus 
frequens erat apud Monachos, a verbo adscondo sic dicta, eo quod 
lumen sive candela in illa absconderetur’”’: Martene, de Ant. Mon. 
Rit., Index Onomasticus. Such lanterns were sometimes made of 
wood. See Liber Evesham. H. Bradshaw Soc., 173. 


SKOTISADELL, a Scottish saddle. 

SKYLL, see Skelys. 

SLATE, SLATESTONE, gray-slate from Esh and elsewhere. See Zegule. 
SLAWTER, a slaughtering. 

SLEDE, a sledge, 606. 


SLIKEBURN, either Sleekburn, otherwise Sleet Burn, 34% miles west of 
Durham, or Sleekburn on the left bank of the Blyth, 6 miles east of 
Morpeth. 


SLOT, a bolt. Hence the verb /o slo/, in N. Linc., the same as (@o bolt, slip 
away suddenly as a bolt does when shifted. 


SMETHYAR, a fishery in Wallsend. 
SMIGMA, soap. 
SMITHHALGH, ‘‘Smithy haugh,” the level meadow by the river that was 


formerly surrounded by the race-course, and is now occupied by the 
University as a recreation ground. 


SMYTHALOUGH, SMYTHAROGH, SMYTHRWGH ; see Smithhalgh. 

SMYTHIGARTH, 387, 392. 

SMYTHYARE, see Smethyar. 

SNAWDON, mill of, in Wolviston: Feodarium, 142. 

SNOTTERTON, now represented by Snotterton Hall, at present a farm house, 
adjoining Cledlam, q.v. 


SNYPYS, common snipes, Scolopax gallinago. Snype, or snyte, byrde, 
Lb OPPs 701s SOA, 


SOCETES, soccz, socks ? 
SOCMANNI, sokemen, 7z.e., men who hold land on condition of fixed and 


determinate services, especially that of suit to the court of the lord 
of the manor. 


Soa’, 397, perhaps for Soga, =restis, Fr. corde: D’Arnis. 

Sok, pl. Sokkzs, sock, ploughshare. 

SOLACIA, recreations ; see Ludi. . 

SOLARIUM, usually a solar, loft, or upper chamber: P. P. 464, note 1. 
Sometimes a lower room, as in Chron. de Melsa (Rolls Ser.), i, 82, 
when we read that ‘‘monachi omnes in inferiori solario postea 
decubabant, et in superiori divina officia devotius persolvebant. ” 
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SOLARIUM CARITATIS (caritativum, 529), apparently the misericorde or 
Loft. See Rites, ch. xliv; Script. Tres. App., No. cccxlv. 

SOLARIUM LAN, a wool-chamber, 615. Forby has @Gedl-soller, a ringing 
loft. 


SOLES, the common sole, Solea vulgaris. Sole, fysche, Solia: P. P. 

SOLINUS, see 483. He flourished about A.D. 230. 

SOLIUM, 106, probably meant for Solarzum, g.v., but the MS. certainly has 
Soliz without any contraction-mark. 

SOLOPIUM, something mentioned five times in connexion with agricultural 
implements ; see Index. 

SOMER, sagmarius, summarius, a packhorse or sumpter horse, i.e., one 
driven by a sumpter (sagmatarius, O.F. sommetier), a packhorse or 
baggage driver. See Skeat, Student’s Pastime, p. 14o. 

SOMERHOUSE, a hamlet in the parish of Gainford. 

SOMERSADELL, a saddle for a Somer, g.v. 

SOMERSERCORTES, summer surcoats. 


SOMNER, a summoner or messenger of a court. See Chaucer's Prologue, 
623-668. 

SONG SCHOOL, the song school mentioned, p. 740, would be that which 
abutted on the north aisle of the choir, previously the Sexton's 
checker ; see Rites, xlix. That which was made in the cloisters 
when the above-named building was demolished remained in use 
until about 1890, when the chamber over the Parlour was fitted up 
as a song school. 

SORRE, sorry, a kind of pottage. See Halliwell. ‘‘ Bland sorre” was 
made of milk of almonds, capon broth, brawn of a capon, flour of 
rice, with sugar or honey, diapered with turnsole : Napier, 35. 

SORTEZ, lots, fixed quantities ; see p. 77. A sort was three frails: Rogers, 
IV, 669. In dimidia sorte fructuum : Finchale, ccclxxvi. 

Sorus, red, as applied to herrings, passim ,; to a horse (sorrel), 235. 

SOTTILTEZ, subtilties, designs in confectionery representing various 
subjects, historical or allegorical, often bearing ‘‘scripturs.” See 
tor examples, Napier, pp. 4-6, 133. 

SOTULARE, a socket or ‘‘ shoe” to set the cross in, 402. 

SOTULARES or SUBTALARES, a sort of gaiters ; also shoes or slippers: C. A. 
337, note 5. 

SoupuwuRA, solder, formerly, as still in diaiect use, soder, pron. sod‘ur, from 
O.F. souder, to consolidate, from L. solidare. See Skeat. 


SOUDYNGHIRNES, soldering irons; pro torticiis, 593; perhaps the torches 
were fastened on to sticks somehow by the aid of soldering irons. 

SOULEPEN’ (soul-penny),’soulsilver, g.v. 

SOULSILVER, see Durh. Hd. Bk., 88, etc., and the Glossary, where it is 
said to be ‘‘ Money Paid to servants, dependents, or foundationers, 
for specific purposes, in addition to fixed wages or endowments. 
Norman, soldz, salaries: Kelham.” See further in Finchale Glossary 
as to the derivation; it is perhaps worth considering whether it be 
not from soude or sool, meat, and whether it originally meant money 
paid in lieu of or for the purpose of obtaining food. 


SOUTERPATH ; the Almoner’s rental repeatedly mentions four tenements in 
Suterpeth ; the rent comes ‘‘ de primo tenemento cum volta ad finem 
occidentalem capellz S’ci Jacobi super pontem,” and from three 
others at the same place. St. James’s chapel was at the north end of 
the bridge, and the *‘ volta”” was probably one of the dry arches still 
occupied as cellars, etc. Souterpath appears to have been a path 
carried over the dry arches before the bridge was widened, as the 
street called ‘‘ Elvet Bridge” is now. The souters or shoemakers 
may have occupied wooden stalls fixed to the bridge and open to the 
path. 
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SOUTHRAW, probably in Old Elvet. See Northraw. ; 

SouTH STREET was probably the road that winds round on the south side 
of Durham just outside the river. The present South Street, which 
is due west of the city, perhaps corresponds to ‘‘ Westraw in South- 
stret,” which may have been a continuation of the earlier South 
Street proper. Note that ‘‘ Ferthingcroft,” which is due south of 
Durham, is described as being in ‘‘ Southstrett,’’ 705. 

SOWMES, iron chains used as plough traces: Halliwell, Jamieson; c¢/. 
Brockett under Soam, and E. D. D. under Foal, 4, p. 434, col. I. 
SOWRESKINNE, buckskin. ‘Sowers, Bucks in their fourth year”: Halliwell. 
Sows, 50, souse, Lat. salsus, pickle for meat. Pickled pigs’ feet and ears 

are called ‘‘ Sowse ” in Suffolk: Forby. 

SOWTERLOFTE, a chamber in which souters or shoemakers worked. 

SPAKS, SPAKES, 214, 384, spokes ? 

SPALD MULTON, shoulder of mutton, named twice in connexion with 
Bruskett, q.v., p. 35. See Spald in Halliwell. 

SPALDERLYNGG’, perhaps ling split open. See Finchale Glossary, and 
Halliwell, on Spalding knzfe. 

SPALTERIUM, SPALTER, a psalter ; see Psalterium. 

SPANISH IRON; iron from Spain, which became very common in the 15th 
and 16th centuries, and was not unknown in the 13th: Rogers, IV, 
398. 

SPANYNG, weaning. A Spanynge; Adlactacio: C. A. 

SPARLINGS, see Sferlings. 

SPARTS, 232, perhaps brooms or mats made of sparts or rushes. 

SPATOUR, a Spatula, a ‘‘sclice”’ (slice), used to turn fried meat with: C. A. 
322, note 2. 

SPECIES, spices, including sugar, dried fruits, etc. 

SPECULUM, a mirror of polished metal. 

SPEER, see S#er’. 

SPEKKES, glovers’ or other shreds and clippings, boiled to make size for 
whitewash. See Durh. Par. Bks., 161, 286. 

SPEKYS, 150, spokes. 

SPELUCAT’, 529. Spelucata is the participle of spelucare, a Latinisation of 
Old Fr. espelucher, Mod. Fr. éplucher, to cleanse or free from 
impurities. The original sense of ‘‘garble” gives the meaning. 
See N. E. D. 

SPENDIMENTUM, the Treasury (cancellaria) in the cloisters, under the 
Dormitory. See Catalogi Veteres, v, vi, 10, 85. 

SPENNYMOOR, formerly Spenyngmore, in the parish of Whitworth, between 
Durham and Bishop Auckland. 

SPER’, 271, SPEER, 276, SPERE, 1313 appears as Sfere and Spure in Hat- 
field’s Survey, and is said in the Glossary to mean ‘*A screen, a 
wooden partition.” It was made of boards. Perhaps it had a hole 
with a grate, at which people might sfere or make enquiries. See 
Jamieson under sfere vd. and sd. 

SPERLINGES, Sparlings or Smelts, Osmerus eperlanus. ‘‘ A Sperlynge, 
ipimera: C. A. The same Latin equivalent is used for Sprofte, g.v., 
and Caxton gives sprotte as the English of the French esparlens, 12, 
5. They are common in the Tees near Yarm. 

SPERVERS, sparvers, canopies or wooden frames at $e top of beds. 

SPETELMEDOW, in Houghton, 226. 

SPICER, a dealer in spices. Apothecarius: P. P., C. A., and W. W. 

SPIGOT, originally a simple peg to fit into a hole in a cask, a ‘“‘spile peg,” 
later, a wooden screw to go into a faucet or tube for drawing off the 
liquor. A diminutive connected with spike: Skeat. 
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SPIKINGS, spike nails. 

SPINDLE, see Spyndyll. 

SPIRITUALITIES, SPIRITUALS, pecuniary profits arising from spiritual 
functions. See Zemporalities. 

SPITELL, LE, the lepers’ hospital formerly at Witton Gilbert. 

SPLENTES, splints, in plate-armour, small overlapping plates contrived so as 
to secure freedom of motion as well as defence, placed over the 
elbows, knees, etc. ‘‘ Harnesse for the arme” : Palsgrave. 

SPONAYLS, 511, 515, nails for securing spones, g.v. 

SPONBROD, see Sfonayl. 

SPONE, shingles for roofing. See pp. 558, 611, etc. Spone de spruce, 614. 
Spones of j elme : Swayne, Sarum Ch. W. Accts., 361. 

SPONEGARN, spun yarn? 584. 

SPORTA, a basket. 

SPOS, 512. 

SPRENTES, read Spreutes, q.v. 

SPRETTIS, 215, probably sparts, rushes or sedge. 

De or SPROUTES DE TURBOTES, 143 Yurbotspreute, 61: cf. Spruttt, 
etc. 

SPRING, see Sprynge. 

SPRITTIS, 271, poles, as in dow-sprit. 

SPROIS, Spruce, ‘‘ Prussian” ; ferrum de Sprois, 588, ‘‘ appears to be iron 
from the Scandinavian peninsula”: Rogers, IV, 399. Spruisfische, 
596, probably preserved fish from the same. So Sprws or Sprwis, 
47. In the reign of Henry III the import duty for 100 stockfish 
imported from ‘‘ Pruz”’ was one farthing: Liber Albus, Pp. 209 in 
Skeat’s Notes to P. Plowman, p. 87. See N. E. D., under +ZLewées. 

SPRONT, see Spruitt, Spreutes. 

SPROTS, SPROTTIS, Sprats. A Sprotte; epimera, piscis est: C. A. and 
note. Clupeus Sprattus, formerly supposed to be the young herring, 
but now known to be a distinct species, is a sea fish. They are, 
moreover, distinct from smelts or sparlings, which are still taken at 
the mouth of the Tees, and probably swarmed in our northern 
estuaries until they were poisoned by chemical works, mines, and 


sewage. Where ‘‘sprots”’ are mentioned in the Rolls, it is probable 
that smelts are meant. See Sperlinges. 


SPROUTE, see Spruztt, Spreutes. 

SPRUISFISCHE, 596 ; see Sfrozs. 

SPRUITT, 36. Sprut, 37; Sproute, 1b. (printed Spront). 

SPRWS, SPRWYS, 47 ; see Sfrots. 

SPRYNGALD, 513, springal, a military engine for casting stones and arrows. 
Or else a sprinkler for holy water, as in a Parish Book of St. 
Nicholas’, Bristol: All Saints’ Par. Mag., Mar., 1901, 332 :-—‘** The 
Clerke to ordeyn spryngals for the churche. And... to bere his 
holy-water.” It could hardly cost 3s. 6d. to mend a sprinkler. 
And the convent might as well have a éa/ista at one time as guns at 
another. Indeed we have a catapult, p. 134. 


SPRYNGE, a young plantation. 

SPULTES, spouts. 

SPYNDYLL, the spindle of a mill, which passes through the fixed nether 
millstone and is fixed in the rynd, q.v. 

SPYTTYLLERHAUGH, 683, a close near Relly bridge. 

STACIO MOLENDINI; see Sfatzo. 


STACYONER, 715, a bookseller, originally one who had a station or stall in 
a market place. 
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STAGGES, young horses, either colts or fillies, but properly the males of any 
animals: C. A. 358 note. See Jamieson under Staigs, and Finchale 
Glossary. 

STAGNUM, a mill-dam or other pond. Also for Stannum, g.v. 

STAGSHAW, 698, a place near Corbridge; ‘‘Stagshaw Bank Fair” was 
continued to modern times. 

STAGYS, STAGEA, shelves, trays, or perhaps drawers in an almery for 
keeping charters, etc., in, apparently lined (duplicata), 243, 245. 
STAINED CLOTHS, cloths ‘‘embroidered or worked in colours”: C. A. 363, 
and note. Sometimes they had pictures on them, like the ‘‘ painted 
cloths” of old inventories referred to more than once by Shakespeare, 
e.g., in 1 Hen. IV, iv, 2, ‘slaves as ragged as Lazarus in the 

painted cloth.” 

STAKE, le, the stack. 

STALO, a stallion. Old Fr. estalon, so called because kept in a stall and not 
made to work. 

STAMINE, woollen cloth or linsey-woolsey, or shirts, etc., made thereof, or 
of other material, as worset, sagum ,; so now we speak of ‘ flannels.” 
See C. A. 359 note; Rites 84. 

STAMPNUM, for Stannum, q.v. 

STANAXES, axes used for working stone into shape. 

STANBATE, Batellus lapideus, q.v. 


STANBRODS, Slate pins, generally made of the legbones of sheep. Finchale 
Glossary. They were sometimes made of oak ; the latter were not 
so lasting. 

STANCHON, 400, a standish or inkstand. 

STANCHONES, stanchions, the upright iron bars in windows that help to 
support the cross-bars and glass. 

STANDING CUP, one made with a stalk as distinct from one with only a 
short foot. The ‘ pecia stans” at Pembroke College, Cambridge, 
is figured and described in Archzologia, L, 152. 

STANELATS, laths suitable for stone or grey slates, which were fastened by 
Stanbrods, GeV. 

STANHOKES, pair of, 214, perhaps for holding heavy stones to be raised by 
a crane or windlass. 

STANHOPE, VENERABLE ROBERT OF, an otherwise unknown person whose 
relics were venerated, 427. 

STANKART, the stonecart. 

STANKHEDE, the head of a stank, pool, or dam, where the water comes in. 

STANNUM, properly tin ; at p. 388 perhaps solder is meant, but the tin may 
have been for making solder, as at p. 126. 

STANYNG (of millstones), 242. Perhaps it means ‘ stoninen ’ fashioning, or 
cutting the essential grooves and so making millstones of them. See 
mutl picks. 

STATIO MOLENDINI, 74, 152, 257; allowances made ‘pro stacione molendi- 
norum’’ seem to indicate that sfafio here means standing still and 
doing no work. 

STATUS, an inventory or account of the state of the property attached to 
any Office in the Abbey. 

STATUTUM noviter editum (1421-22), 228. The reference is to Stat. 1, anno 
9 Hen. V, cap. XI, that no English gold shall be received in pay- 
ment but by the king’s weight : Statutes at large, 1762, III, 67. 

STATUTUM DOMINI REGIS, p. 228. The statute referred to is the Statute on 
Currency. 


STAUNKMEADOW, 561, the meadow at Pittington where the great pond 
was, below the church on the south. 
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STAURES, see Hekstaures, and Stowres. 

STAYFF pro ostio et fenestr. capituli, 406. Perhaps the same as stave, now 
used of the pieces of which casks are made. 

STAYNAX, a stone-cutter’s axe. 

STAYS ? printed scays, 245, and so in the MS. ; apparently some part of the 
building apparatus. 

STEDISONE, a name given to a horse. 

STEDMAN, a steed-man or groom. 

STELLEY, 69, perhaps Stella, in the parish of Ryton. 

STENDEZ, 97, qu. stands ? 

STEPLEDE, a leaden cistern for steeping malt, etc. 


STEPNEY, a parish in East London, on the Thames, formerly called Steben- 
heath. 


STEPYNGLEDE, see S/eplede. 

STEROPEZ, sty-ropes, ropes to mount by, stirrups, originally looped ropes ; 
sty is from A. S. stigan, to ascend. 

STEVYND, stained or painted. 

STEYNEDCLOTHES, painting's on cloths. 

STICKES ANGUILLARUM ; smaller eels, which were sometimes reckoned by 


the stick of 25, no doubt from their being held together by means of 
a hooked stick run through the gills, as sometimes at present. 
STILLATORIUM, a still. The Chaucerian word s¢llatorie, now shortened to 
still, is probably a shortened form of dis¢zlatorze. 
STILus, a head or title of a subdivision in an account, 612 note, 642. 
STIRAPS, see Szeropez. 
STIRKETS, STIRKETTI, bullocks. Hence stirke/fers, the men who took 
charge of them. 


STODARDUS, a stud groom, keeper of the stables. Stud is the A. S. stéd, 
a collection of breeding horses and mares: Skeat. Sveed is another 
form of the same word. See Stedman. 


STOKE, a stock. See Walkstoke. 
STOKFISSHE HAMMER, a hammer for beating Stockfish, which, while 


unbeaten, was sometimes called ‘‘ Buckhorn,” from its hardness and 
roughness. 


STOKFISSHE LEENGES, 541, ling cured as stockfish. 


STOKFYSSH, cod or ling dried in the sun, said to be so called from being 
beaten on a stock, or from being hard like ‘‘ stock,” z.e., wood, or 
from being no more nourishing than wood. See C. A. 365, note 4. 


STOKKYNGE, fixing a stock on a church bell. So now we speak of stocking 
a gun. 
STOKLOKES, locks fixed in wooden cases. 
STONES, ‘‘lapides pro infirmis,” 472; perhaps used as a sort of charm, or 
for the application of heat. 
STOPEZ, stoups, black jacks. 
STOPPARE, to stop up crevices, etc., 552. 


STOPPED SALMON, apparently salmon stuffed with some preservative 
condiment. 


STOPPES CORRE], leathern stoups, black jacks. 

STOPPYNG, stuffing either salmon, etc., or pillows, etc. 

STORION, sturgeon, Accipfenser Sturio. 

STOTGATE, STOTYATE, now a farm on an elevated site about half a mile 
east of Bearpark. 

STOTHES, upright pieces of wood, such as laths are nailed to in stoothing. 
There were some gilt ‘‘ stothes”” on the shrine, 445. 
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STOTS, in the North, oxen from one to four years old (Brockett) ; oxen of 
any age up to the second year and unbroken to the yoke: Nhb. 
Gloss. E. D. S. 71, p. 699. Stoltariz, men in charge of them. 
Elsewhere a stallion, or a stoat: Skeat, Notes on P. Plowman, 
p- 269. 

STOUET, 397, a little stove ? 

Stoups. (1) Flagons, black-jacks, and the like. (2) Posts. See Stowfis. 

STOURS, see Sfowres. 

STOVENS, young shoots from the stumps of felled trees : Halliwell. 

STOWPYS, stoups, posts in palings, or by gates. 

STOWRES, the upright stakes to which wattles were fixed in order to be 
daubed with mud: cf Studys. 

STRABROD, 529, ‘‘ the wooden pins or stobs used in fastening thatch to the 
roof of a building”: Finchale Glossary. 

STRAGULA, rayed or striped cloth ; also a strail or blanket. 

STRAGULATUS, striped. 

STRAKENAILS, great headed nails for fastening stvakes, g.v. In the 
Glossary to Hatfield’s Survey they are said to be for ‘‘ fastening the 
iron strakes upon the wheels.” 

STRAKES (de ferro), iron plates nailed on to the felloes of cart or waggon 
wheels, still in use and preferred by some to hoops, being thought to 
hold the felloes tighter together. In Lincolnshire they are called 
** Strokes.” 

STRALE PER SE, an odd blanket, not one of a pair. See Strayles. 

STRANEBONE ? 507, see note. The right reading is Stvanelyne, q.v. 

STRANELYNE, STRANLYNE, STRANLING, 495", 503. At Winchester we 
frequently find Strandlynge (grossus et minutus): Kitchin, Index. 
Trice Martin gives stranglinum, stranlingum, squirrel fur. But at 
pp. 495 and 503 we have squirrel fur mentioned as well as stranlyne. 
In Gesta Abb. S. Alb., Rolls Ser. II, 81, we have Strendlinge, 
explained in the Glossary as ‘‘ fur of the squirrel between midsummer 
and winter.” 

STRANTON, an ancient parish now included in West Hartlepool. 

STRAY (STRAYFF, 195), a lost sheep or other animal, which, when caught, 
belongs to the lord of the manor. 

STRAYLES, stragule, blankets; see Finchale Glossary, and P. P. 478, note 4, 

STREKYLLES, 727; a strickle is a rod used in striking off an even measure 
of corn, or a whetstone or other instrument used in sharpening a 
scythe, or a lath used in casting sheets of lead: Halliwell. Scythe- 
strickles were formerly bare strips of wood, used with grease and 
sand. See Peacock, under Strickle. Something different seems to 
be meant here. 

STREPIS, stirrups. 

STREYNGOURS, STREYNYOWREZ, strainers; sometimes the same as 
Straynyor clath, the material of which they were made, as on p. go. 

STRIGILES (abl. pl. -zs), horsecombs, W. W. Perhaps also scrapers used to 
horses. 

STRODERFELD, see 669. Stroder or Strother is a marsh. 

STROMILL, 647, stromell, 649. Possibly connected with Strum, ‘a wicker- 
work basket somewhat like a bottle, used in brewing to put before 
the bunghole of a mash-tub, when the liquor is drawn off, to hinder 
the hops from coming through”: Peacock. 

STROTHEY, 2497., perhaps for Strother, a marsh: Halliwell. 

STRUGON, 53, sturgeon. 

STRYNDLE, Tryndyll, g.v. 

STUBULAT ?, see Auce. 
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STUDENTOR, 208 ; apparently the schoolmaster is meant. 


STUDIUM, a place for study, 452. The carrels in the cloisters were called 
studia; Finchale Gloss. under Carrolls. For the Studium Prioris at 
Finchale and its furniture, and the Studium Inferius, see Finchale, 
clvi. 

STUDMER, a stud mare. 

Stupys, studs, the uprights in a lath and plaster wall: cf Stowres. 

STURGON, the sturgeon, Accipenser Sturio. Its being mentioned so often in 
the Rolls seems to indicate that it was much more common in the 
North than it is now. 

STUYTHES, see Dore stothis. 

STYKELL, stick eels ; see Stickes. 

SUBSIDIES, aids granted by the obedientiaries out of their separate funds, 
for the general purposes of the monastery. 

SUBULCUS, a swineherd. 

SUBVICECOMES, an under sheriff. 

SUCCRE, SUCCUR, etc., see Sugre. 

SUDARIUM, the napkin with which St. Veronica was said to have wiped the 
face of Christ, 430. 

SUERA, a sewer or drain. 

SUGRE, sugar. Various kinds are mentioned, viz. : 

ALBUM, white. BABILON. BLANCH, white. CAFFATYNE or SKAFFATYNE; 
Kitchin, 235. DE CIPRE or CIpR., Cyprus ; Kitchin, 235. MARoK 
or MARROKES, Morocco; so in Chaucer the Straits of Gibraltar 
are called ‘‘ the strayte of Marrok”’: B. 464. PLATE or IN PLATE, 
sugar carefully melted over the fire and then poured out on a 
marble stone dusted with rice flour; it may be flavoured by 
adding rose, violet, gilliflower, or other flower leaves : Henslow, 
120. SUKYR PLATE, Sucura crustalis: P. P. See Gellofers. DE 
ROCHE or DE RUPE, possibly something like what is now called 
‘“Rock.” Compare the terms Roche alum, and Roche lime, for 
materials in the lump. But ‘de Roche” would rather point to 
some place. ROSET, 566, a confection made of sugar and roses ; 
see Gerarde, Bk. I, ch. 31. 

SUMMA, sagma, a horse-load. 

SUMMARIUS, a sumpter horse or horse of burden. See Somer. 

SUMPTUARII, men in charge of sumpters. 

SUNDERLANDBRIG, the bridge over the Wear on the road to Croxdale, 
about 2% miles south of Durham. Sunder=Suther, and Sunder- 
land=Sutherland : Co. Hist. Northumb., 1893, I, 306. 


SUPERALTARIA, small slabs about a foot long by six inches across, to 
celebrate on when there is no fixed altar available. See Rock, Ch. 
of our Fathers, I, 249-263. 


SUPERCILICIUM. Idem q. Superpellicium (surplice) : D’Arnis, 

SUPERCILIUM, a projecting moulding. 

SUPERCINGULA, surcingles, z.e., straps by which housings are fastened on 
to the backs of horses. 

SUPERLECTILE, a quilt or counterpane. 

SUPERPELLICEUM, the well-known long surplice, so called from having been 
worn over a pilch or fur garment. The modern fashion of wearing 
only half a surplice is as ridiculous as it is unauthorized. 

SURNAPS, probably Sanapfes, q.v. 

SUSPER, a place to let the air out of a conduit, the same as Susfiral ; 
“ Suspyral, of a cundyte, spivaculum, suspiraculum”: P. P 

SUTELTEZ, see Sottiltez. 

SUTOR, a souter or shoemaker, 


974 GLOSSARY. 


SWAILLES, SWALLES, a local term occurring frequently in the Durham 
Household Book, applied to something into which wood was sawn 
up. It is left unexplained in the Glossary. The term was still in use 
in 1584; ‘‘ payde for a swall to mend the yate of the more, xvjd.” ; 
Mem. St. Giles’s, 12; and in 1640, ‘‘12 swalls for formes for the 
church’ : Gateshead Ch. Bk. Nhb. Gloss. E. D. S. 71, p. 708. 

SWARDYNG meremii, qu. barking? The Glossary to Durham Hd. Bk. 
explains it as ‘‘the squaring of a tree after it was felled, to prepare 
it for the saw horse.” 

SWARYNG, squaring. 

SWAYNE DEL BYRES, 372. 

SWAYPE (to the cloke), 727; a swape is usually a lever, in this case a 
handle for winding up the clock. The handle of a crane, barrel 
organ, or the like, is now called a swape in Yorkshire. 

SWELYNGPAN, a name given to a certain patella, also called Stokton, 89. 

SWETH, SWETT, SWHETT, SUET, SUETE, SUETT, suet, for which the late 
Latin cebum, g.v., also stands. 

SWETSTAN, a whetstone, 244. In the same connexion we find whatstane, 
247. 

SWINGTREES, 214, swingle trees, the swinging pieces, originally of wood, 
in this case of iron, to which the traces were attached in harrowing. 
See Halliwell. 

SWYLLYNGPAN, 98 ; see Swelyngpan. 

SYBYLL, Seville, 510. 

SYDTRACES, side-traces for horses, those outside as distinct from the 
middle traces, which are next to the pole. 

SYFF, a sieve. 

SYLE, 89, ‘“‘pelvis cum foraminibus.” To sile or syle is to strain ; milk is 
put through a milk-sile to get rid of cow-hairs or other impurities. 

SYLER, 160, here apparently the ceiling. 

SYLES, paria vel copulz de, 131, 377, etc. “Sle, syle, sill, s. A large 
beam, one end of which is placed on the wall, and the other pinned 
or nailed to another beam, of the same description, resting on the 
opposite wall, for the purpose of supporting the roof. These are 
denominated a pair o’ siles, Ayrs., Roxb.” : Jamieson. It further 
appears that the pair of siles, forming an angle where joined 
together, had connecting tie-beams, viz., a jozs¢,.over that a bawk, 
and sometimes over that a wee-bawk. And these pairs of syles or 
principal rafters were set some 8 or 1o feet apart, in a large roof. 

SyLour, see Selour. 

SYLYNG, a ceiling. 

SYLYNGNALL’, probably nails used in making boarded or panelled ceilings. 

SYNGYNG BREDES, altar breads, obleys. See Obdley-trons. 

SYNOD, the term was formerly applied to almost any ecclesiastical gather- 
ing, but particularly to a bishop’s visitation. See Du Cange. 

SYNODALIA, payments made by the clergy to the bishop or archdeacon at 
the Easter visitation. See Synod. 


TABELLARUM PAR, a pair of tablets for keeping accounts on, 223. ‘* Tables 
be made of leues of yuery, boxe, cyprus, and other stouffe, daubed 
with waxe to wrytte on’: Horman’s Vulgaria, leaf 81, quoted in 
Skeat’s Notes on Chaucer, p. 332. These were written on with a 
‘‘nointel.” See Archzologia, LV, 257-282. © 

TABERNA, inn-accommodation. 


TABILSTONYS, flat stones, laid in walls, and projecting so as to form string: 
courses or cornices. See Zabulares lapides. 


TABLE, a picture, 263. See Zabule in Index, 
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TABULA, see Zable, and Tabulares lapides. 


TABULACIO, putting down ona board the names of the priests who were to 
say mass in their turns at a certain altar, 295. 

TABULARES LAPIDES, stones for fabule, i.e., base-mouldingss, strings, 
cornices, etc. See Zabylstonys. 

TACHEAT’, 556. The meaning seems to be, ‘attached.” The same 
payment of 12d. to the bishop is frequently mentioned in Durh. Hd. 
Bk. as “ pro fixione stagni molendini in Acley.” 

TACKETTES, tacks. 

Tals, see Zays. 

TAKETT’, 417. A Taket, claviculus, a tack, or little nail: C. A. 377, and 
note. 

TALLIA, tally, a stick split in two parts, on each of which is notched a 
debtor’s and creditor's account, one part being kept by each person. 
As no other two pieces would fit each to each, there can be no 
cheating by means of a false tally. Bundles of tally sticks may 
probably still be seen hanging on bakers’ carts in France and else- 
where, each bearing some mark to identify it with the customer who 
is retaining the corresponding piece. So here we find the Cellarer 
and the Bursar keeping accounts by tally, p. 1. On Exchequer 
tallies, see Intr. to Study of Pipe Rolls, 64, 96 (plate p. 66). See 
also Round, Calendar of Documents preserved in France, I, 465. 

TALPATOR, the mole catcher; at Winchester Zalpanarius: Kitchin, 249, 
511. 

TALUN, 485 note, 486. 

TANNETUM, tan-coloured cloth ? 534. 

TANNUM, 534, oak bark, and perhaps twigs. 

TAPETTES, see Zope. 

TAPETUM, ‘‘a schalun”: W. W. 626, 776; chalon, bed-cloth, rug. 

TAPSTONE, a stone hollowed and perforated for a tap to drop into. 

TARATANTARA or TARATANTARUM, here a sieve for bolting. flour, a temse ; 
also used for the sound of a trumpet. See Bulte flowre, taratantarizo, 
and following words in P. P. Again, it may mean a hopper: P. P. 
246. 

Tars, cloth of, a precious textile made of the downy wool of Eastern goats 
together with silk; thought to be the forerunner of the modern 
cashmere: Rock, Textiles, 31. Named from TZars, i.e., Tartary. 
Chinese stuffs passed through Tartary on their way to Europe. 
Globe Chaucer: Group A, 2160, note; Skeat’s Notes to P. Plowman, 
paiz20; 

' TARTRYN, tartarin, a kind of silk, supposed to be the same as Jars, g.v.: 
Skeat’s Chaucer, 2160, note. See note in Yks. Arch. Jrnl., XV, 480. 

TASSA, stacks, haycocks. 

Tays, TAIs, TEYSE, 388, 391, 393, de serico, 395. The same word occurs in 
the York Fab. Rolls, and has been supposed to denote tassels, fringe, 
tape, or lace (Raine’s and Browne's Glossaries). But in a roll in 
the App. to Hatfield’s Survey, 218, we find ‘‘j corda de ix tayciis 
empt. pro carectis.” There it seems to mean a strand of a cord. 

TE DEUM WINDOW, the window over the clock. See R/es, ch. xvi. 

TEDIR, a tether, still often called a ‘‘ tedder ” in N. Line. 

TEGULAZ, tiles, usually wall-tiles or bricks, or thack-tiles for roofs. But in 
these. Rolls we are ordinarily to understand stone-thack or gray 
slates, often very thick and rough, and obtained from a quarry near 
Esh. We find ‘‘ batiring”’ of tegu/@, 633, and of sclatestanes, 621. 

TELES, teal, Boschas (or Anas) crecca. 

TEMPLARI, the Knights Templars, whose Order was founded at Jerusalem 
in 1118, and formally suppressed in 1312: cf. p. 509. 
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TEMPLEZ, perhaps short pieces of timber laid in walls under the ends of 
beams. See Parker’s Glossary, and Webster, under Temflet?. 

TEMPORALITIES, revenues of ecclesiastics held by them as possessors of 
lands, tenements, etc., as distinct from spzritualities, g.v. 

TEMYS, 566, a temse or sieve; a Tempse, /aratantorium, setarium (etc.), to 
Tempse, /aratantarizare : C. A., where see note. 

TENABULA, pincers. 

TENTHS, the tenth part of the annual value of every benefice, formerly 
claimed by the pope, but often granted by him to the king for a year 
or more: Jacob. 

TENTURHUKIS, originally the hooks by which cloth was attached to the 
tenters or frames on which cloth was stretched and dried; after- 
wards any hooks similar in size and form, as on p. 480. 

TENYCH, the common tench, 7inca vulgaris. 

TERA, 15, 11, tyr’, 34. Perhaps M. E. Ziv, tyr, short for attire, in sense of 
head-stall; explained as ‘‘A tether for a horse” in Hatf. Survey, 
Glossary. 

TERACIO, 574; see Ceracio, 

TERBENTYN, 518, turpentine, probably some resinous substance, 

TEREBELLA, piercers, 205. 

TERRAR, properly speaking, the officer who had charge of the landed 
estates, but in Durham his functions were exercised to a great 
extent by the Bursar, while he became guest-master: Rites, xlix, 
In 1420 Will. Barry was Terrar and Hostillar, p. 269. 

TEWELL, a stove-pipe ; a Tewelle of a chymnay, epicavsterium : C. A. and 
note. See Jowell. 

TEWYNG, 628, tawing, ze., stirring the hides about in the tan or other 
preparation employed. A Tewer of skynnes, candidarius, coriartus ¢ 
C. A. and note. 

TEXTOR, TEXTRIX, a weaver. 

TEYSES, 381 ; see Zays. 

THACKE ET WRAK, old fallen thatch and other rubbish in a demolished 
house. 

THAKBOARDS, 186, 192; in both cases wanted for a windmill; probably 
boards as used for covering in roofs, or the sides and tops of the old 
windmills. 

THEBAN LEGION, 435, a body of legendary soldier martyrs under Maximian _ 
at Agaunum (St. Maurice), near Martigny. Commemorated Sept. 22. 

THEOLENARIUM, ¢holoneum, q.v. 

THERA, 5597. Apparently the same as 7Jere, g.v. Misprinted “‘in 4 
cheris.” 

THETHIR, a tether. 

THEWE, a cucking-stool. Thewe, or pylory, Collistrigium: P. P. 490, and 
notes pp. 107, 281; also C. A. 3822. 

THILL or THYLL. ‘‘The bottom stone of a coal-seam”: Brockett. 
‘©The Underclay is known as ‘Spavin’ in Yorkshire ; as ‘ Thill’ in 
Durham; as ‘warrant’ or ‘Seat-earth’ in Lancashire; and as 
‘Bottomstone’ or ‘ Pouncin’ in South Wales”: Woodward, 
Geology of England and Wales, 1887, 179. This clay and the hard 
clayey sandstones found also under coalseams are now used for 
firebricks and the linings of furnaces, the stone being ground down 
and mixed with the clay: Zé. 185. Thill for the abbey was got from 
a quarry on the other side of the Wear, and ‘was used for making 
ovens. See reff. in Index; also 7yldez, and Tyldestone. The word 
Thill is well known to Durham miners now. Readers of ‘‘ The 
Antiquary ” will remember Mr. Oldbuck’s explanation to Lovel how 
planters placed paving stones beneath apple-trees when first planted, 
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to make a barrier between their roots and ‘‘the unkindly till”; 
(Ch. iv), and how one of the labourers in the search for treasure in 
the ruins of St. Ruth, having begun to tire of the job, said, ‘‘ We're 
down to the till now’ (Ch. xxiii). 

THILLSTONE, see 7hzil. 

THIRLYNG, piercing, hence sinking a shaft. 

THOLONEUM, /eloneum, a toll-house. 

THORALE, forrale, a kiln. 

THORNTON-LE-STREET, a village on the main road, about six miles south of 
Northallerton. 

THORP, 569, probably the same as Thorp juxta Essyngton, 672, now Little 
Thorpe, about half a mile south of Easington. 

THRAFF, THREFF, a thrave or bundle, originally a handful or armful. Icel. 
prifa, to seize, grasp. Later, a thrave of corn was 12 or 24 sheaves, 
in different counties. The Rolls do not help us to determine the 
amount of a thrave in Durham, further than that straw was bought 
at id., and ling at %d. the thrave. In Northumberland a thrave of 
straw was two stooks of twelve sheaves each: Nhb. Gloss., 729. 

THRAWE, see Thraff. 

THREPTENDE, 548, some place in Wearmouth. 

THRUSTANETON, otherwise Thurstanston, now Thrislington, about six 
miles south of Durham. 

THWARTSAW, see 7whertsawes. 

_ THYKSTON, thack-stone, stonethack, grey slates. 

THYKSTYLL GOUG, 396, probably an adze with a hollow blade. Halliwell 
gives ‘*Thyzle, a cooper’s adze. North.” See P. P. 491, note 2; 
C. A, 383, note 4. 

TIBIA, probably a musical instrument. 

TIBIIS, FURURA NIGRA. DE, fur from the shanks of some animal. For 
gowns furred with ‘‘shankys,” see Bury Walls, 254, and Rzpon 
Chapter Acts, 369. 

TIGNA, TINGNA, spars, rafters (W. W.), or laths. athe, for howsys, 
Tignus, vel tignum: P. P. A Sparre, tignus, tignum, etc.: C. A. 

TIKETUM, ticking for bed-ticks. 

Tit (of sturgeon), 53. TILL (boum), 57; see Zyll, Tyld. 

TINGILNAILS. The very smallest nails, sprigs, or tacks. Occur in 1228. 
Rogers, I, 298. 

TINKLER, 84, a tinker, so called because he makes a tinking or tinkling 
sound at his work: Skeat. 


TIPELAR, TIPPEL, TIPPLATOR, a man or woman who keeps a tippling-house 
or beershop. Cf Records of Nottingham, I, 450. On licensing of 
‘¢ Alehouse keepers or Tiplers”’ in 1578-79, see Oxford City Records, 


399: 
T’LARES, 386; see Zabulares. 


TOCIENS QUOCIENS, foties quoties, a phrase used in writs. See Replegiare. 
Toppow, 682, Tudhoe, three miles south-east of Brancepeth. 
TOFALL, a lean-to or pentise. 


Toca, a gown or other outer garment. Zoga e@stivalis, one for summer 
Wear. 


TOLL ALE, 289, 292 (Zolhale, 285), perhaps some toll of ale that had been 
taken by the Commoner. 


TOLLBOOTH, TOLLHOUSE, places for taking tolls. 

TONKOTIS, 499. 

ToppE, TOPPET, the tope, toppet, or topnet of figs or raisins ; about go Ib. ? 
Rogers, IV, 671. 
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TOPPYS, oak twigs or small branches, sold with the bark to be used in 
tanning. 

TORBOTES SPROUTES ; see Spreutes. 

TORCHETTES, small torches. 

TORCHIS, large torches, twisted candles. 

TORKSEY, a place on the Trent, six miles above Gainsborough. Goods 
bought at Boston Fair were conveyed by water to Lincoln, then by 
land to Torksey, then by water again to Boroughbridge or York, 
and lastly by land to Durham. 

TORNATOR, the Turnbroach or Turnspit. 

TORNOUR, the turner, who made wooden plates, etc. 

TORTIS, ¢ortess@, torchets, small torches. 

TOTENAYS, 522, 525, some sort of cloth, perhaps named from Totness in 
Devonshire. 

TOWELL, Lat. fuellus, Fr. tuyau, a funnel or chimney-pipe, or else a 
bellows pipe. 

TRABES, a beam stretching across a choir or chancel somewhat above and 
just behind the high altar, on which were placed candles, reliquaries, 
etc. This beam led to the formation of the reredos by filling up with 
panelling or otherwise the space below. 

TRABES SIVE SUPERCILIUM, p. 154. See Supercilium. 

TRACES, for the organ bellows, 738. 

TRACTACIO, drawing straw, ling, etc., so as to be straight and ready for 
thatching. See Drawing. 

TRACTATUS, 620, a draught in some sense, perhaps the fake, or else a 
certain quantity (as 20 lb.) so called ; possibly, however, the half-mark 
was paid as a rent for the ground, or for the privilege of getting the 
sandeels. 

TRACTICIUS FONS, a draw well. 

TRACTIS, wrong abl. of Tractus, traces (harness). 

TRacTUS, draught, the right to get sand-eels, or the like. 

TRAHICII, 543, traces. 

TRAMELLEZ, long nets used in fishing or fowling. Tramayle, grete nette 
for fyschynge (tramely, tramaly), Zragum: P. P. Hone, writing in 
1826, says that the larks are usually taken at Dunstable with tram- 
meling nets": Every Day Book, I, 952. Used also for partridges : 
Peacock. 

TRAMMYS, 293; a ¢ram, in the North, is a small four-wheeled tub in which 
coals are taken from the hewer to the shaft, and a ¢ram-line is what 
it runs on. Hence the now common word Tram, exported into 
France, where we see ‘‘ Tramways de Havre,” etc. 

TRANISHONE, or TRAUISHOUE? 586. Probably the latter. Trave for to 
scho horse jn, ferratorium, ergasterium, traue: C. A. Traves are 
shackles, see the note. 

TRANSUMPTA, transcripts. 

TRAVA, thraves ; see Thraff. 

TRAYNELLS, 541, 542, some part of horses’ harness. 

TRAYS, 568, traces for carthorses, etc. 

TREACLE, 428, theriacum, an antidote to poison, venomous bites, and certain 
diseases ; it was made of adders and such like poisons, with the idea 
of driving out one poison by another, the vehicle being honey tinged 
with saffron, whence came the modern application of the term 
‘‘treacle”” to molasses: P. P. 500m., Skeat, Notes to P. Plowman, 
p- 27. ‘* Who of thise wormes (serpents, etc.) shall be byten He 
must have triacle ; yf not that, he shall deye”’: Caxton, 11, 30. The 
word is used in its earlier sense as late as 1759, in ‘‘ The Compleat 
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Farmer,” by Mr. Robert Brown, where we are told that honey is ‘an 
eminent ingredient in the great antidotes of treacle and mithridate,” 
p- 106. Again, in 1771, in Mrs. Haywood’s ‘‘ New Present,” p. 236. 
Among the treasures kept with the relics at Durham in 1383 was 
“‘unum Godet cum treacle”; and we find in Caxton (31, 37) that 
“*a triacle boxe” was sometimes carried at the girdle. 

TRECHARGEOURS, chargers, g.v., made of ‘‘ tree” or wood. 

TRELEZ, TRELIS, TRELES, trellis. Zvelys, of a wyndow, or other lyke (or 
grate), Cancellus: P. P., C. A. 

TRET, TREIT, ‘‘ Bread of Treet, or Trite (Panis Triticz) Is Bread mentioned 
in the Statute 51 Hen. 3 of Assise of Bread and Ale; wherein are 
particularized Wastel Bread, Cocket Bread, and Bread of Treet’’: Jacob. 
See also Ducange s.v. Panis. The second quality of bran is called 
Treet in the North, the finest being Bye-bootings or Sharps, and the 
worst Chizzel (Brockett), and bread of Treet was what we now call 
brown bread, of which there were three kinds, sourte, trete, and bis. 
See Skeat, Notes to P. Plowman, p. 117. 

TRETROGH, a wooden trough or tub. 

TRIBUCI or TUBRUCI, TRIBUEZ, TRIBES, woollen socks to slip over the 
Shoes: gaiters; ‘‘ 7rzbucus, lanea ocrea, ocreis aut calceis coriaceis 
Superimponi solita, quam vulgo Gamache appellamus”’: Martene 

; de Ant. Mon. Rit. Index Onomasticus. 

TRIBULA, TRIBULUM, ashovel. A Schovylle; ¢rébula: C. A.; alsoa pestle : 
W. W. A flail also was called tribulus, tribulum, or tribula: C. A. 
133, 374. Tribulus usually denotes some thorny plant, as bramble, 
gorse, thistle. 

TRIBULI, TRIBULLEZ, ¢ribuci, g.v. 

TRILLESDEN, now ‘‘ Tursdale House,” a farm on the north side of the dene, 
about 1% mile east of Croxdale, formerly a small estate with a house 
and mill. See Feodarium, Ixxxiii, 94, 1737., 1757. 

TRINDLES, pair of, 543, wheels of some kind, for a mill. 

TRIPPYNGKNASE, 317 ; see 317”. The MS. has a long s without any sign 
of its being meant for f. 

TRISTEZ, trestles. 

TRITURACIO, threshing. TRITURATOR, a thresher. 

TROMPET, 599, a trumpeter ; TROMPOUR, 559, the same. 

TRONAGIUM, a customary due for the weighing of wool. 

TROUE, perhaps a trough to cool soldering irons in, 397. Possibly the 
reading may be Zvone, and the meaning a balance or weighing 
apparatus of some sort. 

TROUGHSTANE, a trough stone or stone trough, 643. The stone mortars 
still seen about old houses in the county of Durham, formerly used 
for bruising wheat for frumenty, are called ‘‘ Trow-stones” or 
** Creeing-troughs.”’ 

TROUT, the common river trout, Salmo fario (Salar Ausoniz). 

TROVES, 78. Qu. traves or thraves of straw ? (v. in MS.). 

TROWEZ, troughs ; stone mortars ; see 7roughs/ane. 

TROWEZ IN PISTRINA, kneading troughs. 

TROWyYs (molendini), probably in this connexion either the troughs that 
deliver the water, or those which surround an overshot water-wheel ; 
trow et clowrez,252. But P. P. has 7rowghe, of a mille (trow, trough), 
Farricapsa (the hopper), also Mylle trow, the same. 

TROYWE3TES, Troy weights, named from Troyes in France, where they 
were first adopted in Europe. 

- TRYETGING , 597, apparently tried or picked ginger. 

TRYNDYLLES, 252, trindles; wheels, or the felloes of wheels ; pulleys 
Trendyl, Troclea; P. P. Cf. Tryndelle and note in C. A,

TRYNTERS, beasts three winters old. 

TRYSYNG RAPIS, trussing ropes, for tying up large packages. 

TALIA, ‘‘ towels,” z.e., linen cloths for altars or other tables. 

TUELLA, see Tualza. , 

TUELLUS, see Jewell. 

TuING of hides, 649, tawing, softening, making supple. To ¢ew is to work 
anything about to make it soft and homogeneous, as clay, mortar, 
etc. See Zewyng. 

TUNNYNGMELL, 565. We find Je tunmele in Hatf. Survey, App. 205, 
explained in the Glossary as ‘‘A large tub.” It seems to have been 
used in putting ale, etc., into the casks. 

TuRBoT, the common turbot, Rhombus maximus ; perhaps also the brill, 2. 
vulgaris. 

TURBOTSPREUTE or -SPROUTE, 14, 61; SPREUTES DE TURBOTES, 14*35 cf. 
Bursar’s Book, 1 butspreynte, p. 122, 3 butsprents, 221; in Rolls 36, 
37 we have spruitt and sprut, which forms seem to indicate wu rather 
than 2 in all the above words, no explanation of which has hitherto 
been found. 

TURBYT, turbeth or turpeth, of which there are two kinds :—(1) Vegetable 
turpeth, the root of Jpomaa turpethum, a cathartic drug; (2) 
Turpeth mineral, a yellow sulphate of mercury, used as an emetic, 
and also as a pigment; the former is what is meant at p. 709. 
Turbyte, spyce: P. P. 

TURETTES, 230, 387, small rings that will turn round in eyes, or swivels, on 
dogs’ or other collars: Sk. Ch. Gl., Torets and Turet, and note on 
A. 2152, p. 85; also N. and Q., 9th S., vi; 235; 

TURNATORES, see Zornator. 

TURNBROCHE, the turnspit, a servant employed in the kitchen. 

TURNESOLL, 666, turnsole, a purple dye used in ornamental confectionery, 
and frequently mentioned in the Bursar’s Book. It is the product of 
Croton tinctoria, a native of the South of Europe : Smith, Domestic 
Botany, 1871, p. 263: Loudon, Encycl. of Plants, 1872, p. 813. The 
usual price was about 1s. 4d. per pound (Durh. Hd. Bk., Rogers). 
But the 4d., p. 666, is ‘‘iiijd.” in the MS., for ‘‘j lib.” 

TURNUS, a fourn, turn, or circuit of a Halmote or other court. 

TUYNE, twine. 


TuyRNE, evidently connected with Zewell and Towell, g.v. In the York 
Fab. Rolls we find ‘‘j toveirne pro follibus fabri,” and ‘‘ij tewerns 
pro domo fabricz pro follibus,” pp. 81, 98. According to Kennet 
a smith’s bellows-pipe is called a tewel, or a tewel iron: C. A. 
380, note 4. The smith at Jarrow had ‘‘j tewyrne,” Jarrow, 92. 
The term ‘pipe” or ‘*twyer” is used in Archeologia, LVII, 119 
(1900). The ¢ew-ivon is now understood to be an iron protection for 
the ¢uyere or blast-pipe of a smith’s bellows, into which the pipe is 
inserted where it enters the hearth. 

TWEL, twill, a ribbed textile. 

TWEYLD, twilled ; see 7wel. 


TWHERTSAWES, thwart-saws, a term now in use for cross-cutting saws used 
in sawing trees into lengths. In a Finchale inventory we have ‘‘j 
twortsaw,”’ ccxix. 

TWYBILL, bisacuta, bipennis: W. W. A mattock, an axe, an implement 
like a pickaxe but with two flat ends, one horizontal, the other 
perpendicular. Also, a mortising tool: Halliwell. Twydyl, wrytetys 
instrument, Bisacuta, biceps. Twybyl, or mattoke, marra: P. P., 
cf. C. A., note 3. See quot. 1555-58 under Grub, v. 3, in N. E. D. 

TWYLL, see 7 wel. 


TWYNTERYS, beasts and ewes two winters old, 
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TYBIA, 451, see 7zbia. 

TYKES, 38, here small bullocks. For other meanings, see Halliwell, under 
Tike. 

TYLD carn. bov. Some portion of a carcase less than a quarter. Two 
tyld cost 14d. in 1442-43, p. 81. 

TYLDESTONE, see Z7y/dez, and 7hill, The entry under Reparaciones, p. 
657, seems to suggest paving-stones, which might be made of ‘* hard 
clayey sandstone.” 

TYLDEZ, 657 ; as 160 were sold for 3s. 1d., it cannot be the plural of Tyld 
(carn. bov.). It is probably the same as Tyldestone, and the price is 
about the same. 

TYLES, 40; tyll, 56; til, 57; tyld, 60, 80*; ‘‘ij tildes poudred beiff” : 
Jarrow, 126; ‘‘ij tyles powdet beyffe”: 7b. 129. See zl, T7ll. 
TyNA, saa (A Saa or tvbbe), fzxa- C. A. and note. A tub with two longer 
staves having holes through which a stang was put, that it might be 

carried by two men. See Cotgrave, s.v. Zine. 


TYNFULE, tin foil. 
TYNGKYLLNAILE, TYNGYLNAILE ; see Zingilnazis. 
TyR’, 34, probably the same as Jere, q.v. 


UBLIHIRNES, sed Obley-irons. Ody, or vbly (brede to sey wythe masse), 
Nebula: P. P. 

ULNAGIUM, ULNACIO, 527, ulnage or alnage, the measuring of cloth by the 
ell, testing its quality and collecting alnage duty for the Crown. In 
connexion with wine, it seems to mean testing the depth of the wine 
in a cask. (Fademyng, ulnacio: P. P.). In 1344 the Bishop (de 
Bury) appointed a chief butler (capitalis pincerna) for the town of 
Hartlepool to take ‘‘ prisz,” 7z.e., certain proportions of wine 
imported, granting him also ‘‘ officium gaugetti doliorum vini”’ and 
likewise ‘‘ officium ulnariz pannorum de partibus transmarinis” : 
Kellaw’s Reg., Rolls ed. IV, 295. And it is possible that there may 
be some confusion between gauging and ulnage in the one passage 
in these extracts where the latter business is referred to. The term 
‘“‘Ullage”’ is, however, now applied to the decrease which takes 
place in the quantity of wine in a bottle. 

UNBEKOUE, 739, unbeknown. 

Uranoscopus. I have not found this curious word in the Rolls, but it was 
one of the terms for the ray or skate, so called because, as in the 
case of other flat fish, the eyes are twisted rcund so as to look 
upward instead of right and left. See Raye, and W. W., p. 620, 11. 

USSHERDOR, the door leading from the cloisters to the passage into the 

Prior's camera, now the Deanery. The Prior’s Usher waited on him 
there, as the Dean’s verger does on his successor now. See Rites, 
ch. Xxxvil. ; 


VACCARIA, a place for cows ; Vaccarti, cowherds. 

Var, a kind of fur (varzus, variegated). See Grouayr, and Menevieyr. 
It is one of the ‘‘ furs” recognized in heraldry. The heraldic vazr 
is supposed to be a conventional representation of the skins of small 
animals sewn together with each narrow or head end of one colour 
fitted between two of the wide ends of another colour formed by the 
loins and thighs of the animals. 

VALECTUS, a servant ranking between Generosi and Gromz. 

VALLIE HOMINES, see 5282. 

VAMBRAS, vambrace, avantbras, armour for the fore-arm. 

VANGA, a spade. 

VASCONIA, Gascony, the country between the Loire and the Pyrenees. 
The wine of Gascony was more used than any other, and was what 
we now call claret. 
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VASTA TENEMENTA, ruined dwellings. 

VAULT, see Volta. 

VEBST’, webster, weaver. 

VELuM eccl. de Dalton, the Lenten veil, 167 ; magni altaris, the same, 399, 
728; pendens ante crucem, to veil the cross in Lent, 405; vela pro 
eccl. de Dalton, 172. 

VENELLA, Fr. venelle, derived from vezme, a vein, a narrow street or 
passage. Northern Eng. vennel, probably the same word as the 
Yks. ginnil (see E. D. D.); ch William and Guillaume, Vascon and 
Gascon, etc. There is still a vennel leading to Smithy-haugh. 

VENTALE, 134, the ventaile or visor, z.e., the movable front part of a 
helmet, made to be put up or down, and pierced or barred for 
breathing and for seeing through. In the Paston Letters, I, 487, we 
find ‘‘ v ventailettes of bassenets.”’ 

VENTILABRUM, a winnowing implement ; Rydy/, of corn clensynge (ridil for 
wynwyn of corne), cribrum, capisterium, ventilabrum: P. P. 

VEREDA, 408, usually a carter: W. W. 811, 13. In this case apparently the 
man who rode the horse that brought the bishop’s body to the Abbey 
for burial. The horse would be claimed by the Sacrist, and was 
sold, it appears, for 15s. 

VERGEOUS, verjuice, viridis succus, said to have been originally the juice 
of sorrel, but afterwards a liquid made of green grapes in France 
and crabs in England. See C. A. 400, note 3. 

VERGEZ, 653, 656, probably ‘‘processional lights,” tapers fixed on long 
sticks. Apparently synonymous with ‘‘serges”’ on p. 656, where the 
readings have been carefully verified. The term usually denotes the 
rods or maces carried by “‘ vergers.”’ 

VERGRESSE, verdigris. Verte Grece, Viride Grecum, flos eris: P. P. 
Verdigris is probably from Verte grez, a substitution for O.F. 
verderis, Low L. viride eris : Skeat, Dict. 

VERIO, spring sowing ? see Garbatorum. But it has been suggested that 
for vertione we may perhaps read verious, and understand ‘‘ crabs for 
verjuice. 

VERIUS, VERIUTUM, verjuice. See Vergeous. 

VERMILIOUN, kermes, a red dye or pigment obtained from the Coccus iliczs, 
an insect found upon the Z/ex coccifera, a shrub growing in the south 
of Europe and the Levant. The insect is allied to the Coccus cactz, 
a native of Mexico, which produces the modern cochineal. The term 
vermilion is now applied to a mineral substance, the red sulphuret of 
mercury. Fr. vermillon, ‘‘a little worm, vermilion” : Cotgrave. 

VERNAGIUM, vernage, a choice Italian wine, described both as white and 
asred. See pp. 509, note 1. Mentioned with malvesye in Chaucer, 
B. 1261. See Skeat's Notes, pp. 168, 361. 

VERNYS, varnish, made, as now, of linseed oil, etc.: P. P. 509, note 2. 
It was used for a new table, for the door of the Parlour in the 
cloisters, and, apparently, for harness. 

VERR2&, 404, brooms, brushes. 

VERSORIUM, a sort of plough (D’Arnis), but here perhaps something else, p. 
253- 

VERTIBULUM, Instrumentum cum quo carbones vertuntur in fornace: 
D' Arnis. 

VERUTA, spits. 

VESICZ AREA, urinals to be used in bed? 264. , 

VESTIBULUM, 715, probably the vestry, also called revestiarium. 

VESTIMENTUM INTEGRUM, 518, 592, a complete set (tota secta) of Eucharistic 
vestments. See Test. Ebor. I, 399. 

VESTURA SECUNDA, the aftermath or second crop after mowing a meadow.

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VETus BurGus, the present constablery of Crossgate, z.e., that part of 
Durham on the left bank of the Wear which is separated from 
Framwellgate by the Mill Burn: Feod. 1917. 


VIA AQUATICA apud Beaurepaire, 176, probably a ‘‘ water-way ” or drain. 

VIBRAC’ ? 144; see Bibrac’. 

VICARIUS, a substitute. The chief officers of Durham Abbey had vicariz in 
ecclesia. See Index under Vicar. 

VICECOMES, a sheriff. 

VICEDECANUS, the subdean, an officer on the New Foundation of Durham, 
namely one of the prebendaries who fills the office for a year ata 
time, not permanently. 

VIGILATOR versus Scociam, 486, a scout employed during the Scotch wars. 

VINUM ACRE, vinegar. 

VIOLET Ray, violet cloth with stripes. 

VIREDARIUS, 602, either a forester, or for veredarius, a horseman. 

VIRGA, 607, the measure of a yard. 

VIRGINES, xj milia, the legendary eleven thousand virgins, companions of 
St. Ursula, about whom there are the most conflicting accounts. 
They are not mentioned in the earliest martyrologies, though 
supposed to have suffered ages earlier. 

VIRIDARIUS, a forester. 

VIRIDIS CERA, see Green Wax. 

VISNETUM, vicinetum, vicinity. 

VITAND., 503. Probably zavztand. is what is meant. 

VIVARIUM, a fish-pond. Vzver, le, the same; so the best-known piece of 
water at the Hague is called de Vzjver. 

VODERS, voiders, baskets or trays for carrying out bones or other relics of 
meals. 

VODHIRE, see Wodhire. 


VoLaTILIA. Volatile, wyld fowle: P. P. In English ‘‘ Volatyl,” as in 
Chaucer B. 1262. 


VOLEMI, pearmains or warden pears; large stewing pears, sometimes 
made into wardon pies, or into Chardewardon. Properly volemum is 
the fruit and volemus the tree: C. A. 270, note 2, 276, note 6, 408, 
note 4. 

VOLTA, VOUT, a vaulted roof, a vault ; volta australis, 406, the south aisle ? 
volta, 230, a cellar, see Souterpath. 


VORAGINES, 513, down-shafts, sinks, or drains. 
VORAGO, a sink. 


WADLEDE, a woad-tank: cf. Littyng-lede. Wad, or wode, for lystaris, 
Gaudo: P. P., C. A., 405, note 4.. Woad is the produce of Jsatzs 
tinctorta, and is still used as a blue dye, though largely superseded 
by indigo. 

WADMALE, a coarse woollen cloth. Icel. Vadmaal, the principal manu- 
facture of the country: (Forby). 

WaAFIRS, wafers or thin biscuits or perhaps ‘‘ gofers,’”’ either sold by the 
minstrels or else given to them in addition to money, 604. Wafers 
or gofers ‘‘are usually sold at fairs,’’ made in ‘‘ gofer-irons” and 
eaten hot from the fire, as now in Holland. Note in Bell’s Chaucer, 
quoted in Skeat, Notes, p. 104. ‘‘ Of the mylke of sheep make men 
wafres ": Caxton, 12, 40. A curious recipe for them is given in the 
Austin Cookery Book, E.E.T.S., p. 39; Kitchin, 3857. 

WAINCLOUTS, similar to Carclouts, q.v. 

WAINLEAVE, see Waynlefe. 

WAINPAIN, see Waynpayn. 
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WaInscoT, the word is a corruption of the Old Dutch waeghe-schot, wall- 
boarding, from O. Du. waeg, a wall, and schot, boarding. Hence it 
comes to denote oak board or even any oak wood, as having been 
commonly used for panelling. There is’no real connexion with 
wagen, a wain: Skeat. 

WAKERFELD, now Wackerfield, two miles north-east of Staindrop. 

WAKYNGSILVYR, perhaps money allowed to those who waked or watched 
with the dead. 

WALESHENDHEUED, 517; see Wallesheued. 

WALEWORTH, Walworth, about two miles south of Heighington. 

WALKER, a fuller ; see Walkstoke. 

WALKINGTON, a parish about two miles south of Beverley. The church 
belonged to the Convent of Durham from the time of the early 
charters. See the Feodarium. 

WALKSTOKE, a fulling stock, probably a sort of rammer or pole, with which 
the fuller or walker punched and poked among the cloth as he walked 
on it in the vat, but perhaps something worked by machinery. See 
p. 258. The machines now used are still called stocks. To Walke (to 
Walke clothe); /fullare: C. A., and note. Fullers’ earth is. still 
called Walker-earth in Yorkshire, and at Ripon a Walk-miln gave its 
name to a street called Walkmiln gate. 

WALLER, a builder of walls. 


WALLESHEUED, 306, perhaps another name of Wallsend on the Tyne, at 
the end of the great Roman Wall. 

WALLPLATE, the horizontal timber laid on the top of a wall to receive the 
roof. 

WALNOTTES, walnuts, the produce of Juglans regia, the common walnut 
tree, a native of Persia, cultivated in Europe. Name from A. S. 
weath, foreign, hnut, a nut. It was thought that walnuts, if peeled, 
would ‘‘ comfort the brain,’ and be nutritious. See Skeat, Notes to 
P. Plowman, p. 171. 

WALTELE, wall-tiles, z.e., bricks. 

WALYAR, a fishery in Wallsend. 

WAMBETOWES, bellybands, girths or girthwebs, woven in the form of broad 
straps. 

WAMETOWSHAFTEZ, see Heltershaftes. These seem to have been some 
adjuncts of a similar kind. 

Wampas, pl. of Wampe, glossed in W. W. by pfedana, antepedale, and 
pedium ; it seems to be uncertain what these terms precisely mean, 
whether bottoms of hose, inner soles, upper leathers, or something 
else connected with protections for the feet. See P. P. under Vampe. 

WANDES, wattles, hence the ‘‘ wand kirke” or “‘litil chapell of wandes,”’ 
terms used in the Metrical Life of St. Cuthbert for Symeon’s ‘‘ de 
virgis ecclesiola,"’ called in Rites ‘‘a little church of wands and 
branches,” ‘‘the wanded church,” and, by contusion of terms, 
‘* Bough Church.”” See Stowres. 

WANDPENYS, probably a rent paid in money in lieu of wands for mud walls. 
See Wyndyng. 

_Wawnps, see Wandes, Wandys, Wyndyng. 

WANDYS, wands or sticks fastened to the s/owres, g.v., in mud walls ; the 
laths used by the modern plasterer serve for the same purpose. 

WARDELES, 486*, perhaps Wardley, q.v. 

WARDERAPES, probably guard-ropes for steadying “things while being” 
hauled up, commonly called ‘‘ guys” (=guide-ropes). 

WARDLEY, one of the Prior’s manors, in the township of Heworth and 
parish of Jarrow: Feod. 1187. 
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Warpons, Volemi, q.v. 
WakRE, in Herts, 21 miles north of London. 


WAREHEK (molendini), 641, probably the warwick or screw for lifting the 
upper millstone in order to recut the grooves in the nether stone. 
‘* Warrick, to cramp or fasten with ropes”: Nhb. Gloss., 770. 


WARKENOLL, 673, 688, part of the ancient estate of Pittington : Feod. 1307. 
WARKLEDES, tanks for ale to “‘ work” in? 

WARKMAN SCHEPE, 728, workmanship. 

WARKMANNUS, a workman, helper in kitchen, 625. 

WARNAMENTUM, garniamentum, garment. 


WARNESTURA, equipment, provision, warnstore. See C. A. 409, note 1: 
of. Mod. Engl. garniture. 


WARNYSHING, varnishing. 


WarraunTte. Millers in Durham and in North Yorkshire say that the 
Warrant” is the mill-dam, and that it is pronounced War’n’. 
The Warn’ head is the dam head, the head of water behind the dam. 
So Halliwell, ‘‘ Warren-head, A dam across a river in the more 
northern parts of Northumberland.” Also Gloss. to Durh. Hd. Bk. 
and to Finchale. 


WarTON, ST. JOHN, a local worthy venerated at St. Oswald's church, 
concerning whom nothing has been found but what is contained in 
Vol. II. See Index. 


WASCROPHEUED, Wascrophead, an estate in Muggleswick : Feod. 1842. 

Wast, a waste place, probably the site of a ruined house, 292. 

WATELLEZ, wattles. 

WATERGATE, a waterway ina mill or mine ; a watercourse. 

WATERSAY, 651 ; see Sa. 

WATERTROWE, a water-trough connected with a water-mill. 

WATERWALL, 633, some wall belonging to a water-mill. 

WATREWAWES, 540, waterways. 

WaweEs, 11. Glass was bought by the wawe: Rogers, IV, 451. Also 
iron, Yk. F. R. Gloss. Willelmo . . . pro uno wavve vitri continente 
Ix wyspe: York F. R., Browne, Gloss. 

WaAxX-HOUSE, a place in the Abbey where wax was worked up into candles, 
torches, etc. 

WaYFF, waif, goods stolen and left (waived) by a felon on his being 
pursued. 

WAYLEFE, wayleave, leave to cross land over which one has no right of 
way ; the same as Waynlefe, q.v. 

WAYNBOGHES, 375, probably ox-bows for oxen yoked to wains. See 
Arquilla. : 

WAYNLEFE, leave for carts or waggons to go where their owners have no 
right of way. See Waylefe. Wayne, carte, Plaustrum, reda, birola : 

WAYNPAYN ; see p. 71, 98%. Probably ‘A painefull Labourer ; a thriftie, 
and prouident workeman.” See Cotgrave, under Gaigne-denier, and 
Gaigne-pain. See also tGainpain 2, in N.E.D. 

WEBBEZ (plumbi), webs or sheets. 

WECHING or WETHINGBALKE, probably the former, and meant for 
Weighing-balk, answering to Weigh-balk in Halliwell, a scale-beam : 
cof. Balke, 635, 636. 

WEDERMARSHE, a pasture in Billingham so called, 676. 

WEDHUKEZ, weed-hooks ; see Sarculacio. 

WEEZ, par lign., a pair of wooden scales. 

WeGH, a weigh or wey, a certain weight differing according to the 
commodity ; in the case of salt, five quarters. 
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WELBANKES, 162. 

WELHEDIS, in Nether Heworth ; see p. 64. 

WELLES, possibly Wells in Norfolk. 

WELLEZ, 693. 

WELLHOUSE, a small building over a well in the Abbey, with a door and 
lock. 

WELLING, or WELLINGES, in Spennymoor, 682 ; Feod. 323. 

WELLYNGLEDF, a leaden vessel in which milk was curdled by means of 
earning or rennet. Wellyd, as mylke, Coagulatus, concoctus. 
Wellynge, of mylke and oper lycure, Coagulacio, decoccio: P. P. 

WELTON, a parish about eight miles west of Hull. The Bishop of Durham 
was lord of the manor. 

WENSELAW, Wensley, about 10% miles west of Bedale in Yorkshire. 

WENTBRIDGE, on the river Went, 4% miles south of Ferrybridge in York- 
shire. 

WEREHALFSHIRE, WEREHALSHYR, WIRRALSHIRE, probably the same as 
Werehale, which included several vills between Wear and Tyne, viz., 
Jarrow, the Heworths, Hebburn, Hedworth, Preston, Westoe, and 
Harton: Scriptores Tres, xxvi. 

WERESELAT, 683; see Wharflatt. 

WEREYATE, 738. 

WERIUSHOUSE, the Verjuice house. 

WERKEHOUSE, the workshop. 

WERKMANNI, see Warkmannus. 

WESTCHESTRE, the city of Chester on the Dee. 

WESTFAL, WESTWALE, some textile used for tablecloths, etc., probably 
from Westphalia. 

WESTFLODGATES, 310. 

WEsT GARDEN, gardinum occidentale, probably the whole or a part of 
Westorchard, q.v. 

WESTHOUS, le, 10, 161, the masons’ house so called. 

WESTHYELEY, in Heighington, 689. 

WESTOE, see Wyuestoue. 

WESTORCHARD, otherwise called Aumenerorchard, g.v. Ad manerium de 
le Westorchard pertinent infrascripta. In primis in uno clauso 
vocato le Holecroft, 30 acr. terr. et prati. Item in uno clauso 
vocato Coddesley, 26 acr. terr. et prati. Item in una pecia terre 
arabilis ex orientali parte de Coddesley, cum una dimidia roda de 
prato materno jacente ad finem borialem ejusdem terre, 2 acr. terrz 
et di. et di. rod. prati.

Auckland, but probably there was a place of’ the same name nearer 
to Durham.

WHELKE, the common whelk, Buccinum undatum. 


WHERRY, a small open boat for fast sailing or rowing, formerly much used 
on the Thames and other tidal rivers. The ‘‘ wherries”’ now used 
on the Norfolk rivers and Broads are much larger, and made to 
carry several persons under cover.

WHITLETHER, hide dressed without tan, but with lime, etc., exceedingly 
tough. 

WHITWELL, an extra parochial place adjoining the parishes of St. Oswald’s 
and Kelloe, about 2% miles south-east of the former. 

WHITWORTH, a parish about 2% miles south of Brancepeth. 

WHYNNYCLOSE, 648. 

WHYSSHYNES, cushions. 

WHYTHALL (Alba Aula) juxta Hely, 315, 602, 603. 

Wipows oF St. Mary, viduze S. Mariz, certain widows who had 
allowances of shoes and of canvas.

WILLINGTON, the Willington of the monks is north of the Tyne, but is a 
part of the parish of Jarrow: Feod. 1057.

WINDBANDES, 512. In iij wyndbandes empt., 3d.: Hatf. Survey App., 228. 

WINDGATES, Wingate, in the parish of Kelloe, about three miles east of the 
church. 

WINDOWBANDS, hinges similar to Doorbands, g.v., by which a casement 
window was hung on crooks. 

WINDOWCLATHE, a winnowing cloth. 

WINSTON, a parish two miles west of Gainford. The form “ Wynstow,”’ 
see 6787., seems to have arisen from a wrong reading ‘‘ Wynstou.” 

WIRRALSHIRE, see Werehalfshire. 

WITTON, Witton Gilbert, four miles north-west of Durham. Its distinctive 
name is either from Gilebertus de Leia, one of its early lords, or, 
more probably, from a later lord, Gilbert de Laton. See Feod. 1887. 

WLVETTUM, velvet. 


WODCOKKES (gallin. silvestr., gall. de bosco, castrimargi), woodcocks ;

WODEGARTHE, WODYARD, LE, the wood yard, a paved yard belonging to 
the Abbey ; pigs were kept in a part of it.

Burton and Raine’s Hemingbrough, 198—211 ; Feod., 2057.

WoDLADPEN’ (wood load penny), perhaps the same as wood-geld, money 
paid for the privilege of cutting wood, and at so much a load:

WoDLAND PENNEZ, WODLAND SILVER, a customary payment, probably in 
lieu of labour in the woods. 


WOLHOUSE, a wool house; there was one at Pittington, another ‘‘ infra 
monasterium,” and a third ‘‘sub camera Prioris’’; the last must 
have been in one of the crypts yet remaining under the Deanery.

WoopHAM, WODHOME, in the parish of Aycliffe : Feod., 162. 

WORKHOUSE, workshop and storehouse. 

WORSESTED, see Worset. 

WorsET, a textile, not what is now known as worsted thread. See Sagum. 


WorRSTED, the same as Worset, g.v. In these Rolls the form Worse¢ is 
much more used in the 14th century and Worsted in the 15th. It is 
said to be named from the town of Worsted in Norfolk (Skeat), and 
that the worsted trade was transferred to Norwich. 


WORTLEDE, a leaden vessel for wort, the infusion of malt previous to 
fermentation. 


WRAK, wreck, rubbish. 

WRETHYN CANDELL, twisted candle. 

WRIGHTGARTH, LE, WRIGTHOUS, both somewhere about the Abbey. 

WYKKES, Whikwod, q.v. 

WYLKES, see Wilkes. 

WYLUBEUYS, WYLIBEWIS, WILIBEUS, some person who received alms and 
clothes, 5, g, 10. 

WyYMBYLL, a wimble, now called an auger: C. A. 418, note 5. See

WYNDAGIUM, connected with Oleagium, q.v. 

WYyNDHUSE, WyNDYS, WYNDESSE, a windlass; M.E. windas, from Icel. 
vinddss, from vind-a, to wind, and ass, a pole, so=wind-pole. It has 
been corrupted to w7zzdlass through confusion with windlass, a 
circuit: Skeat. 

WYNDYNG, wanding, wattles, or rods to plaster over with mud, 222; 
putting up wands, 289. 

WYN SEAKE, vinuwm siccum, dry wine, sack, a Spanish wine probably like 
dry sherry. 

WYUESTOUE, Westoe, about a mile south-east of South Shields. 


YAR, YARE, ‘‘a dam thrown across a river to impede the free run of the 
salmon, and to force them through the lock or trap, in which they 


were taken”: Boldon Bk., Glossary, g.v. Sometimes defined as ‘fa 
fish-lock.”” The whole arrangement appears to have been called a 
Yare.

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THE period covered by these volumes begins with the 
year 1091, in which the Benedictine monks were first 
established in Durham, and ends with 1540, the year of the 
dissolution of the monastery. The only officers of whom 
we find mention in connexion with the coming of the 
monks are the Bishop, the Prior, and the Sacrist,2 though 
there may have been others. The Bishop, as in other 
monastic cathedral churches, took the place of the Abbot, 
and he still occupies not only the episcopal throne in the 
choir and seat in the chapter-house, but the right-hand 
stall on entering the choir, which the Abbot would have in 
an ordinary abbey. The Benedictine Rule names the 
Abbot, Prior, Cellarer, Porter, and also certain officers 
called Decani, each of whom originally may have had the 
charge of ten other monks. Their office, however, seems 
to have fallen into abeyance at a comparatively early period, 
and it is not recognized in the Cistercian system.3 Nor do we 
find any reference to it inthe Durham Rolls, although there 
were two “‘decani ordinis” in 1437 and in 1501.4 Their 
position was probably maintained more in theoretical 
compliance with the Rule than for any practical purpose. 


In Durham, however, there was special need for a 
Sacrist, an officer not mentioned in the Benedictine Rule. 
For the church of Durham possessed the sacred body of 

St. Cuthbert, with all that belonged to it, and required 
some one person specially responsible for the charge of 
such priceless treasures. In later times this part of the 
Sacrist’s duty, originally the main part, devolved on a 
separate officer called the Feretrar or Shrine-Keeper, who 
had a colleague, as well as a subordinate or two.

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It is not known when the system of Obedientiaries or 
monastic officers, each having his own special duties, 
received its full development.t The earliest account roll we 
have is dated 1278: its contents are similar to those of a 
Bursar’s roll, but it is not so called in the heading.2 The 
first mention of a Bursar is in 1293.3 In the former half of 
the fourteenth century, we find at Durham a Hostillar, 
Cellarer, Almoner, Sacrist, Chamberlain, and Master of the 
Infirmary,4 who were all monks, appointed to their 
several offices by the Prior, after more or less of consulta- 
tion with the members of his monastic chapter. In 1375 
we find a Feretrar, in 1401 a Terrar or land-agent, and in 
1416 a Commoner or keeper of the common-house. The 
dates to which I have referred are only those of the earliest 
of the rolls that happen to have survived. But we may 
say that the system of Obedientiaries or special officers had 
long been fully developed in Durham, as elsewhere, in the 
fourteenth century, and was always subject to still further 
divisions of labour as time went on and duties became more 
complicated and onerous. 


The number of monks in Durham, was, as elsewhere, 
variable. In 1409 there were 27, including the Prior, at one 
time, and 31 at another.5 About the same time there were 
32.6 In 1437, 61.7 In 1446 there were 49 in Durham and 
30 in the cells; in 1456, 71 in Durham and cells; in 1501, 
43 in Durham. With these numbers we may compare 64 
at Winchester in 1325,9 35 at Selby about 1436,' and 25 in 
1465.7° In point of numbers, the English Benedictine 
houses rarely attained to the ideal number, which was 70,

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perhaps from the 70 disciples, just as the usual number 
for secular chapters was 12 besides the head, with 
reference to Christ and the Twelve Apostles. 


Pt eee ROR, 


We have seen that in Durham, as in Winchester, Ely, 
and other monastic Cathedrals, the Bishop was the honorary 
and titular head, while the true head of the house was the 
Prior, But the Bishop concerned himself little with 
monastic affairs. A part of Bishop William’s scheme 
for the establishing of the Benedictine monks had been 
to effect a separation of the estates into those of the 
monastery and those of the Bishop. The Lord Prior 
was the working head of the Abbey, and he came 
to rank with Abbots. Prior Robert Berrington, of 
Walworth, who succeeded in 1374, obtained the use of the 
mitre and crosier, and so became, as a mitred Abbot, a 
personage of much more distinction than one who was not 
mitred. In 1431 the Abbot of St. Alban’s, the Prior 
of Durham and the Abbot of Pershore were the three 
Presidents of the Benedictine Order in England. In 1465 
the Prior of Durham held a visitation of all the Benedictine 
Abbeys in the Province of York.« But the: Lord Prior, 
besides being so eminent an ecclesiastic, was a great 
county magnate, ranking with the Nevilles of Raby and 
Brancepeth, the Percys of Alnwick, and the rest of the 
northern nobles, while in Durham itself he kept a state 
Only a little inferior to that of the great Prince Bishop 
himself. He had his residence apart from the monks, as 
- was usual, but the mansion of the Priors of Durham, now 
the Deanery, was, as indeed it still is, quite fit to be a 
Bishop’s Palace. Only on great and rare occasions did the 
Prior appear in the Refectory. He lived in such state as 
was then thought befitting, with his own chaplain, clerks, 
esquires, seneschal, and servants. All wore his splendid 
liveries, according to their rank, just as in other great 
houses. We find numberless entries in the Rolls relating 
to the various coloured cloths for these liveries, and to the 
costly furs and other materials required for the robes of the

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Prior himself. He travelled about the county and 
sojourned at his manors of Bearpark, Pittington, Wardley, 
Bewley, Dalton, and so on, with a great retinue, 
distributing alms as he passed along the roads on his 
handsomely appointed palfrey. Thus he was held in great 
reverence not only for his ecclesiastical dignity but for his 
position as a temporal magnate. He kept a great number 
of palfreys and other horses, as well as hounds and falcons. 
And we find frequent mention of the /onga carecta or long 
cart, the horses of which were harnessed in red leather. 
This was used to carry the ‘‘chapel’’! and other belongings 
of the Prior and his household from place to place, and, 
when all the articles were safely packed, they were 
protected from rain and dust by hides sewn together and 
secured by cords, thus serving the same purpose as 
tarpaulins do at the present time. I regret to say that on 
one occasion the Bursar had to be warned to ‘‘ elongate’? 
the wood cart, lest it should be taken away by the king’s 
servants.3 There is only one roll remaining of the account 
of the Lord Prior’s Master of the Horse, of the date 1420.4 
It appears that there was a great stud farm at Beaurepaire, 
now Bearpark, where horses were bred and trained. Such 
of these as were not required for use were sold at fairs, as 
at Ripon, Darlington, and Durham. At Durham Fair the 
folds for the horses were set up in Gilesgate. Some horses 
were bought from time to time, at various prices. There 
was enough pasture at Beaurepaire to enable the Abbey to 
gain a little profit by taking in horses to grass, at the rate 
of 3s. 4d. a head from the Invention of the Holy Cross 
(May 3) to Michaelmas Day (Sept. 29). The Bishop 
Suffragan once owed 3s. 4d. for his horse, but was excused 
payment. This great stud farm at Beaurepaire, in charge of 
an officer who appears to have been one of the Prior’s 
household, helps us to realize how important a personage 
the Prior was. 

In those days there was a fair amount of humorous 
literature, but nothing corresponding, to the comic

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paper of the present day. Every royal and _ noble 
household, however, had its professional fool or jester, and 
accordingly we find such a functionary attached to the 
household of the Lord Prior, and that either Bishop 
Beaumont or Bishop de Bury, the literary author of 
the Philobiblon, had one in his service at the Castle.t The 
King of England and probably the King of Scotland also 
had their jesters with them when they came to Durham, 
and we may well imagine that when the four laughter- 
makers got together there would be merry times. The 
Lord Prior’s fool is usually called ‘‘Thomas Fatuus” in 
the Rolls, once, however, in plain English, ‘‘ Thomas 
Fole,” and the other merry gentlemen are styled respectively 
‘‘stultus d’ni epi” and ‘‘stultus d’ni regis.” The 
references to the Prior’s Fool occur mostly in entries of the 
purchases of his garments. These were of russet for 
ordinary wear, or, in one instance, of a woollen material 
called Candelwykstret.2 But he had garments of ‘‘checked 
burell’’ as well, in which he probably appeared in his 
professional capacity. He frequently required new shoes ; 
perhaps he wore out the old ones in running to and fro 
with his jests. At last come his funeral expenses.3 Alas! 
poor Tom! Like the immortal Yorick, he may have poured 
a flask of Rhenish on some one’s head once, by way of a 
practical joke. He may have carried some of the Lord 
Prior's godchildren on his back a thousand times, the little 
Nevilles and Percys, whose parents were proud to have the 
Prior of Durham as sponsor for their children. Poor old 
_ Tom was a fellow of excellent jest, no doubt, and of most 
excellent fancy, and it may well have been that his 
pleasantries derived an extra zest from the broad Durham 
dialect in which they were uttered. Poor Tom died in 
1350-57, in the time of Prior Berrington of Walworth, the 
same that obtained the use of the mitre and pastoral staff, 
and it is somewhat curious to note that in 1360-61 an ape 
was bought at York for the same Lord Prior at the price of 
318.4

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The enjoyment of social pleasures, however, and the 
delights of country life, formed by no means the only 
occupation of the Prior. His was a place of great 
responsibility as chief administrator of the convent. He 
presided, when at home, at the daily and weekly Chapter. 
He-was, next after the Bishop, the chief figure and host in 
hospitality shown to kings, queens, nobles, prelates, and 
other distinguished ecclesiastics and layfolk. There were 
great banquets on the feasts of St. Cuthbert in March and 
September, as well as at Christmas, Easter, and other high 
festivals. Sometimes the Prior gave banquets on a grand 
scale to the Bishop of Durham and to the great people 
invited to meet the princely prelate. Indeed, as we read in 
the Rites of Durham, he ‘‘did keppe a moste honorable 
house and very noble intertaynement, being attended upon 
both with gentlemen and yeomen, of the best in the 
countrie, as the honorable service of his house deserved no 
lesse.” Then, of course, in all the great functions that 
took place in the Cathedral Church, the Prior took the 
place next after the Bishop. His importance as a feudal 
lord is illustrated by some very curious rolls headed 
Marescalcia Prioris, which show how his officers went to 
the various towns and villages within his jurisdiction, and 
held courts of assize for the purpose of testing weights and 
measures, and the quality of bread and ale offered for sale, 
and for punishing by fine or by burning of measures those 
whose measures were found to be wrong either way, or 
whose bread and ale or other things sold were below the 
mark in quality or in quantity. We should hardly expect 
people to be fined for having their weights and measures 
above the standard, but fines are inflicted for the same kind 
of inaccuracy at the present time, e.g., a person was fined 
for having a 4 lb. weight-11% drachms in excess of the 
standard in January, i1go1.t And to put a check 
upon such slovenly trading was only in accordance 
with that beneficent rule which the Priors exercised 
wheresoever their jurisdiction prevailed... If the Priors 
were great county magnates and dignified ecclesiastics, 
it by no means follows that they were in the habit

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of either neglecting their responsibilities or of abusing 
their great powers. And perhaps I cannot better conclude 
this notice of them than in the words of one of their 
successors, the present Dean of Durham, who, in the 
Introduction to his valuable work on the Winchester 
Account Rolls, writes words no less applicable in the 
northern than in the southern city. ‘‘We prefer to see,” 
he says, ‘‘in the Prior, a great noble, ruling over what was 
far better than a noble’s fortress—a well-ordered, peaceful 
community, which on the one side kept up a perpetual 
protest against the rude vices of the age, and on the other 
side showed to the kings, nobles, and prelates who 
thronged our city, the pattern of an organization for the 
conduct of life and business which could hardly have been 
found elsewhere in medizval times.” 


THE SUB-PRIOR. 


Next after the Lord Prior came the Sub-Prior, usually, 
we may suppose, an elderly monk who had deserved well 
of the convent, and had, perhaps, come in second at the 
last election of a Prior. In Durham he was Master of the 
Frater or Refectory, and he slept in the dormitory of the 
monks in a chamber over the door, so constructed that he 
might hear if any one went out. We learn from the A7¢es 
of Durham that he exercised the office of Circa or 
watchman, going round to every monk’s chamber to see 
that he was in his place. He presided at the monks’ table 
in the misericorde or Loft, said grace at their dinner and 
supper, saw that the doors about the monastery were locked 
and unlocked at the appointed times, kept the keys at 
night, and delivered them in the morning to those who had 
charge of them during the day. Like the Prior, he 
sometimes went out to sojourn at the manors, taking with 
him some other monks, that they might enjoy a little 
holiday together. During the absences of the Prior from 
Durham, the Sub-Prior took his place. At all times his 
duty was to exercise a general supervision of the monastic 
household, as distinct from that of the Prior, which was 
managed by the Prior’s Chaplain.2 As the Prior. of

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Durham was practically an Abbot, so the Sub-Prior’s 
duties were to some extent those of the Prior in most 
abbeys. 


THE THIRD PRIOR. 


There was also in Durham, as elsewhere, a ‘‘ third 
Prior,” as he was sometimes called, who acted in place of 
the Sub-Prior if necessary. In Durham he was called the 
Deece Prior, but why so called I cannot say. - We could 
have understood the Sub-Prior’s being called the Deece (or 
Dais) Prior, for he presided at the meals of the monks in 
the Loft, and said grace, as we have just now seen. But 
the Deece Prior is described in Aztes as a different man. 
At the time of the Dissolution this office was held by the 
Master of the Feretory.: At Winchester there was 
sometimes a ‘‘ fourth Prior.’’? 


THE PRIOR’S CHAPLAIN. 


The Priors Chaplain was a very important person, 
having the whole charge of the Prior’s great household, as 
well as of the services conducted in the Prior’s private 
chapel. His office, or place of business, called ‘*The 
Chaplain’s Checker,” was over the stairs leading to the 
Prior’s hall, now the Dean’s ante-room and dining-room. 
He received from the Bursar the sums required for the 
Prior’s housekeeping and apparel, had charge of the plate 
and other treasure, and paid the gentlemen, yeomen, and 
other officers and servants of the household. His sleeping 
chamber was next to that of the Prior.3 He constantly 
appears in the Bursar’s Rolls as ordering the Garderoba 
or household requisites for the Prior, and is often called 
simply ‘‘ Capellanus.”’ 


Besides the Chaplain, the Prior’s household included 
a Chamberlain,4 Esquires, Valecti both lay and clerical, 
other clerks, a Supervisor Equicii ?,5 Palfrey man, grooms, 
pages, cook, messengers, errand-boys, and the like, much 
as in any other great establishment.

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Thus supported and attended on, the Lord Prior 
presided over all the various departments of the convent, 
each of which had its own chief officer. These departments 
may be divided into three classes, namely :— 

1. Those connected with the conduct of Divine 
Service, the sustentation of the fabric, and the care of the 
shrines, the furniture, and the ornaments of the church and 
of the ministers thereof. The two chief officers in this class 
were the Sacrist and the Feretrar, with whom may be 
reckoned their colleagues, assistants, or deputies, among 
whom the Sub-Sacrist frequently occurs, and the Vicars, a 
class of officers not to be found in the accounts of other 
monastic churches, so far as I know. Then there were 
minor officers, such as thuriblers, bell-ringers, banner- 
bearers, the five clericuli or pueri ecclesie, one puer or 
-gromus ecclesic,' and, in short, all who were employed in 
the church in any way. The ‘‘congregation” at the 
ordinary services consisted of the monks and_ novices, 
though others may have been admitted occasionally. 

2. The second class included the monastic household 
as distinct from the Prior’s establishment, which was, as 
we have seen, superintended by his Chaplain. The 
Obedientiaries or monastic officers of the Abbey were 
_the Bursar, the Terrar, the Hostillar, the Cellarer, the 
Chamberlain, the Master of the Common-house, the Master 
of the Garners, the Master of the Infirmary, the Almoner, 
the Master fe the Novices, the Master of the Song 
School, or Cantor, and the Schoolmaster of the 
Ghiltiren of the Almery.2 The daily occupations of most 
of these officers are illustrated by the Rolls, as will be 
briefly indicated in the present Introduction, and 
abundantly shown by a perusal of the original matter that 
forms the main part of these volumes. 

3. The third class was concerned with the estates 
of the Abbey, the care of which threw upon the Prior no 
light burden of practical business, for he was the true

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responsible head of affairs, with all the anxieties as well as 
the recreations of a country gentleman. Here in Durham 
he was aided by his Seneschal, and by the Terrar, the 
Bursar, and the Master of the Garners, as well as by other 
officers, who had their own separate estates to manage, 
namely, the Sacrist, the Almoner, and the Hostillar, and 
again, at his various manors, by the procurators, or 
‘‘agents”’ as we should call them, and by the farm bailiffs 
and all sorts of farm servants under them. 

Thus these three departments may be briefly 
designated as the Church, the Monastery, and the outer 
world. 

And now, to take them in order, the officers of the 
Church itself were :— | | 
THE SACRTSA: 

In Artes he is called ‘‘ Maister Segerstan,” which 
was doubtless his usual designation. His checker or 
office was in the angle formed by the north transept 
and the north aisle of the choir, on the walls of which 
distinct traces of it may still be seen. It had a door 
from the north aisle, the opening for which is now blocked 
up. The Sacrist provided altar-bread and wine, wax, 
lights, and incense. He kept always a tun of wine in his 
checker for use in the Church. He saw that the glass 
windows were kept in repair, and plumber’s work attended 
to when required ; he was also responsible for the keeping 
in order of the bells, and the cleaning of the Church. He 
kept the keys of the various aumbries, and laid them out 
every morning between six and seven o’clock, that the 
monks might take them when they went to say mass. He 
was responsible for the plate and other valuables kept in 
the aumbries. He managed the estate of Sacristonheugh. 
His bedchamber was in the dormitory, and his meat was 
served from the great kitchen to his checker,! so that he 
appears, as do some of the other officers, not to have taken 
his meals, as a rule, with the other monks. We have a 
good number of the account rolls and inventories of the 
Sacrists. The earliest that is left is of the year 1318.

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Copious extracts from them are printed in our second 
volume.' These are full of references to the kind of things 
mentioned in Az¢es, but, of course, they go into much 
more detail. For instance, as at Norwich, and doubtless 
in all great churches, there was a place mtecidéd over by 
the magister cere and called the Wax-house, where the 
wax and candle-wick were kept, and the candles and 
torches made. The wax was melted over a charcoal fire 
and worked on a large metal plate. The Sacrist had a 
brass mould for making some candles. A great quantity 
of wax was burnt in every church in the course of a year, 
and to supply the demand it seems likely that more bees 
were kept than at present; these would also supply the 
honey, of which so much more was consumed before the 
universal use of sugar came in. The great torches that 
“were carried in processions were made of wax and resin 
mixed, as was the case at Ripon,3 and no doubt generally. 
For purposes of light there were the cressets, earthen 
basins, or else great facle of stone with cup-like cavities 
in which was burnt fat from the kitchen, with a floating 
wick in each cavity. Such cresset-stones have been found 
and are to be seen in various places,+ but none of the 
Durham ones are known to be in existence. For sym- 
bolical purposes, as in the case of altar-lights or lights 
near the altar, or before sacred pictures or images, or 
around the bodies of the faithful departed, nothing was 
used but pure wax, which was felt to be more appropriate 
than anything else, not only by reason of its pure bright 
light, but as being made by the innocent industrious bees 
from God’s own flowers, and as having no such unlovely 
associations about it as tallow and things of that sort have. 
Indeed there is no artificial light to compare in beauty with 
that of wax candles, and therefore none so fit for the sacred 
purposes to which it is applied. Nevertheless, in Durham, 
as in all great churches, there were, hanging before the

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altar, basins in which lamps fed by olive oil were placed. 
These were partly symbolical no doubt, but, in any case, 
for the more glory and beauty. There were also lights 
about St. Cuthbert’s shrine, upon the beam over the high 
altar, in the Galilee, and in the Infirmary, and we have 
seen that it was the duty of ‘‘ Maister Segerstan” to find 
the materials, and to maintain all the lights in proper 
order. 


He also provided the altar-bread and wine for the 
celebration of the masses that were sung in the church 
day by day at some thirty altars. The bread was always 
in the form of wafers made of the finest flour that could 
be obtained from picked grains of the best wheat. These 
wafers were commonly called ‘‘ obleys,’” which word is 
a short form of the word ‘‘oblation,” and they were 
made by pinching the paste between a pair of nippers 
called ‘‘obley-irons,” or ‘‘baking-irons,”’ previously heated. 
at a fire of charcoal. There was a fireplace in which 
this was done, in the thickness of the wall in the south 
transept, but it has been blocked up and the outside 
chimney destroyed in some of the earlier ‘‘ restorations ” 
to which the church has been subjected. The opening 
through which the chimney went up still exists, with 
a moulding carried round it, in the wooden ceiling of 
the cloisters. This same fireplace may have served to 
supply the glowing embers for the thuribles. The obleys 
were sometimes bought at York, by the hundred. There 
is no mention of any special kind of wine. The Sacrist 
would see that the holy-water basins were properly 
supplied, and for making the holy water a small quantity of 
salt was required: accordingly there was a silver scallop 
for blessing salt. Another thing that had to be provided 
was incense, and this is frequently mentioned in the 
Rolls. One great part of the Sacrist’s duty was to look 
after the vestments, and to see that they were repaired 
or renewed as they became partly worn, or worn out. 
There is not much evidence as to sequence of colours 
in Durham, what there is points to English usage

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rather than to what is known as Roman. A favourite 
material was Burdalisaundre, a rich eastern silk, striped 
with colours and gold, which, like a ‘‘ pannus de Motley 
velveto cum frixatura de serico pro eodem pro altare 
S’ce Crucis,” mentioned in a Norwich Sacrist’s roll of 
1504-05, would have a singular effect at the present day. 
The vestments were lined with blue linen and sometimes, 
apparently, stiffened with cerecloth (pannus cyratus), often 
also fringed, and provided with orphreys of cloth of gold. 
We have frequent mention of linen for albes and surplices, 
and of the washing of the same by the /otrix ecclesia. 
When new vestments were required, the materials were 
bought, if not already in stock, and the vestments made 
on the spot, probably in the Saretree, or tailor’s shop, 
which was attached to the Chamberlain’s checker. We 
‘ have seen that one of the Sacrist’s duties was to attend 
to the leads and gutters and to the windows about the 
church, and there were plumbers and glaziers on the 
spot who would be pretty constantly employed. Lead 
was obtained from the mines in the west of the County, 
e.g., from Landa Det or Landieu, and much was recovered 
from what were called ‘‘lead ashes.”2 The Lead-house 
or plumber’s shop is mentioned, and there’ would no 
doubt be a glazier’s shop as well. Coloured glass was 
bought, white, glaucous, red and blue are mentioned, 
and windows were designed and executed at the Abbey, 
though in one case at least a glazier was brought from 
York,3 probably as being an exceptionally skilful hand. 
In 1410 occurs a charge of 12s..‘‘ pro vitriacione fenestre 
rotundz super orilogium”4; this must have been a cir- 
cular window, probably Norman, where the Perpendicular 
window over the clock now is. There are many references 
to the bells, and when the clappers were attached by straps 
or bawdricks of whitleather,5 as they commonly were until 
‘comparatively modern times, they required frequent

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attention in consequence of the wearing out of that 
material, tough as it is. Sometimes a bell would 
become cracked and require to be recast. This was 
usually done on the spot, as was bell-casting generally 
at that time, it being formerly more convenient for the 
bell-founder to carry his materials and other requisites 
from place to place, than to convey the bells either to 
or from the foundry. Nevertheless we have a curious 
story about Prior Turgot having a heavy bell cast in 
London at the end of the eleventh century and brought — 
to Durham on a truck drawn by twenty-two oxen,' but 
this was exceptional. The Sacrist’s Roll of 1413-14 
contains an interesting account of the casting and hang- 
ing of six new bells, with the making of everything 
belonging to them, followed by a subscription list.2 
The old metal was used, with new added, and no doubt 
the metal of Prior Turgot’s bell and of others in Eald- 
hune’s church is included in the present bells, all of 
which have been recast in modern times. When the 
Neville screen was sent down from London, ‘as is men- 
tioned more particularly at the end of the section on the 
Bursars’ Rolls, the Sacrist went to Newcastle to fetch 
it, and provided a waggon for it.3 


The floor of the choir appears to have been strewn 
with rushes, and the rushes for this and other floors 
were brought on the backs of horses, in great part at 
least, from the marshes near Stockton, where the Abbey 
held the manor of Bewley and a large estate. 

The remote ancestors of the present jackdaws seem 
to have given trouble to the Sacrist, who had some 
difficulty in excluding them from the interior of the 
church.4 


We occasionally find mention of goldleaf and colours 
for pictures and images, and of linseed oil for paint. 


Lenten preachers were brought over then as now; 
at that time they were usually preaching friars from 
Newcastle, and they were feasted on a Lenten repast

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of eels, stockfish, dates, and walnuts, with a suitable 
allowance of wine and of bread. 

Each of the principal officers had his pittance or 
annual feast on some particular day, and on this occasion 
he invited his brother officers and friends. The Sacrist’s 
feast was on St. Aidan’s day, August 31st, when pears 
were in season, and there were always pears at Maister 
Segerstan’s feast, together with figs, raisins, almonds, 
and, we may assume, cakes and ale, as at the correspond- 
ing banquet of the Commoner when he kept his O 
Saprentia.* 

Once we find the Sacrist ‘‘in the doctor’s hands.” 
He went into the Infirmary, and was supplied with 
medicines, 

The funds for carrying on all the business in the hands 
of the Sacrist came principally from the estate now called 
Sacristonheugh,3 often named in the Rolls ‘le Hough,” or 
Chvus Sacriste. It was and is still a large farm, about 
four miles N.W. of Durham, and there are some small 
portions of the medieval house yet remaining. ‘‘ The 
house is built on the crest of an almost precipitous hill,” 
and ‘‘is now divided into tenements. The oldest portions 
are of thirteenth-century date, and comprise a pointed 
doorway with characteristic moulding on arch and 
_ jambs, a round-headed doorway of plainer character, 
a shouldered doorway now walled up, and a low 
barrel-vaulted apartment. There is a curious little two- 
light window of fifteenth-century date, both lights trefoil- 
headed, and cut in a single stone. Part of an ancient 
stone staircase still exists. The whole building, though 
much altered, is very picturesque. A huge stack of 
chimneys rises from the middle of the roofs, and what 
appears to be a massive buttress on the south front is 
really the projecting shaft of a gardrobe, but the entrance 
is now closed."4 The Sacrist managed the estate with the

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help of an officer on the spot whose duty it was to look 
after the labourers, for whom a small chapel was provided, 
no traces of which can now be recognized. Sacriston- 
heugh may be taken as a fair specimen of the other estates 
of the same kind, and the Sacrist’s Rolls contain many 
interesting entries relating to’ the cattle, sheep, horses, 
provender, farming implements, harness, horse-shoes, ete. 
A composition of tar and grease was used for sheepsalve, 
the galled necks of the oxen were anointed with lard, and 
there was evidently a fear lest the lambs or the poultry 
should become a portion for foxes, for in 1381-82 we find 
this entry, ‘‘In pulvere empt. pro vulpibus, 13a.” It 
is clear that the vulpicide Sacrist employed some sort 
of poison in what would then be regarded as the legitimate 
destruction of pernicious beasts. A mole-catcher, men- 
tioned as ‘‘ Thomas Talpator,” was employed from time to 
time, and men were paid for watching the live-stock at 
night, but whether to protect them from wild beasts or 
from thieves does not appear. 

The Szatus or inventories of church and farm goods 
which will be found among the Sacrist’s Rolls are full of 
interesting particulars, and, besides the things that have 
been already referred to, there may be mentioned, as 
occurring in connexion with the Sacrist’s office, many 
miscellaneous matters, as, for instance, baudekins that 
came with bishop Antony Bek' and in other ways, housings 
for horses, basins for the maundy, mats for the church, 
anvils and hammers, nailtool, saffron, pepper, gloves and 
knives for presents, linen for albes, laths and slates, bell- 
ropes, soap for washing albes, bleaching of linen, wreathen 
candles, ink, charcoal, needles, sand for casting lead, 
ribbon, the cleaning of the great candlestick, sickle for 
mowing ferns, parliamentum in claustro,? armour against 
the Scots, a chamber called ‘‘ Roma,” glass in the Galilee, 
bars for the north window in the Nine Altars, provision 
for the Jesus Mass, etc.3 b

In 1347-48 we find a mysterious entry, i “Sltem fin 
pecunia amissa in ecclesia, toos.”2 It is impossible for 
us to know how so large a sum was lost, for the Sacrist, 
though mentioning it as above, gives no further par- 
ticulars. 


Next in order to the Sacrist comes :— 


THE FERETRAR., 


A good many of the Feretrars’ rolls have been 
preserved.3 We have seen above that at the time 
of the Dissolution the offices of Master of the Feretory 
and Deece Prior were held by the same person, and in 
Rites we have an account of his duties in both capacities. 
He kept the keys of the shrine, and delivered them to 
the clerk of the Feretory when any man of honour or 
worship requested to have it opened, and also in Matins 
time when Ze Deum was sung, or in the High Mass time, 
or at Evensong during the Magnificat. The master stood 
by to see the cover of the shrine drawn up, and to receive 
back the keys from the clerk when it was closed. No 
doubt he also superintended the opening and closing of 
the almeries in which the relics were kept.4 And when 
any valuable offerings were made, he saw that they were 
hung on the shrine by means of the silver hooks that are 
mentioned in the Rolls. He also had charge of the 
famous banner of St. Cuthbert, which was ordinarily 
‘kept with the shrine. When it was borne in processions, 
or taken away to a battle-field, it was. the office of the 
clerk of the Feretory to attend to it, ‘‘ with his surplice 
on.”5 The clerk is frequently mentioned$; in 1386-87 he 
was sent to Oxford, and we find in the Feretrar’s inventory 
_of 1441-42 a surplice for the clerk. In 1480-81 nine ells of 
linen were bought for the clerk’s surplice, which, with the 
making, cost 4s. 104d. We find mention of vestments

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for the shrine, that is, for use at the altar at the west end 
of itt; one of these was of white linen, and seems to have 
had a fringe of black and green silk.2 In 1387 William 
Palfreyman presented a mare, valued at 1os., towards the 
decoration of the shrine,3 and in 1415-16 a dogdrave, 
probably the offering of some fisherman, appears among 
the Feretrar’s receipts as sold at Hartlepool for 14d.4 
Sometimes presents of relics were made to persons of 
distinction, as in 1400-01 to the king, the Earl of Rutland, 
and the Countess Neville.s Presents to the shrine are 
constantly acknowledged in the Feretrar’s Sta¢ws or in- 
ventories ; a good example of these will be found at the 
year 1401. One of the most curious of the offerings was 
©} jocale simile blodeyrn,” valued at ros.,° probably a 
leaf-shaped arrow-head of flint or agate, the gift of William 
Prentis, a smith, whose present to the carpenter’s shop of 
‘‘j cudis bona” is recorded in one of the Sacrist’s in- 
ventories.7. This same William Prentis is frequently 
mentioned in connexion with his craft. The most costly 
jewel of all was the Great Emerald, probably the precious 
stone described in Aztfes.9 When the shrine was defaced, 
this jewel was, by the estimate of the king’s three visitors 
and their skilful lapidaries, regarded as of value sufficient 
to redeem a prince. In 14or, the great emerald, with 
its five rings and silver chains, was valued at the fabulous 
sum of £3,336 13s. 4d., the estimate for the other 
treasures being £689 12s. 5d.!° The Status offic of

I am 
informed, with regard to the Durham emerald, by Mr. W. Delisle Powles, 
who is entitled to speak with authority on the subject, that if it really was 
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1401 gives us a complete picture of the shrine, with all 
the royal and other gifts that were hung on its two 
gables and on its two sides; the names of their donors 
are frequently entered. 

The great emerald was hung in the western gable, 
having previously been kept amongst the relics; it is not 
stated how it first came into the hands of the Feretrar.1 
The professions of the monks were preserved in an 
aumbry on the north side of the feretory,2 together with 
certain corporals and other treasures. There also was kept 
the surplice of the Clerk of the Feretory.3 

With the Feretrars’ Rolls has been printed, in its 
chronological place (1383), the Lzber de Religuiis, a list of 
all the relics except those contained in the shrine itself, 


an emerald of extraordinary size and not beryl or glass, either of which it may 
have been, it was such a rare stone that any value might have been set upon 
_it, but that it can hardly have been a genuine emerald, because in that case 
it could still be identified somewhere, since all great jewels are known, and 
their history can be traced.

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and, together with the list, its index, which at once gives a 
general idea of its contents.t Some obscurities in the list 
are cleared up in the Glossary, others remain unexplained. 
With the relics were shown, as was usual, certain 
curiosities, as, for instance, ‘‘duz ungues griffonis,” and 
several griffins’ eggs.2 One of the former seems to have 
found its way to the British Museum, where is now to be 
seen a horn of an ibex, 3 ft. 11 ins. long and 8¥% ins. 
round at the wide end, on which is a silver band with the 
inscription * GRYPHI VNGVIS DIVO CVTHBERTO DVNEL- 
MENSI SACER. This band, which seems to. have been 
made in the sixteenth century, perhaps replaces an earlier 
one.3 The eggs were probably those of ostriches, such as 
are still now and then to be seen in churches on the 
Continent. 

Among things that may be noted in the Feretrars’ 
Rolls are, a ladder for the shrine, a chain for the ZLzder S. 
Cuthbertt, a goldsmith employed from time to time, the 
wheel in the vault for the drawing up of the cover of the 
shrine, the writing of ¢abu/e with prayers de S. Cuthberto, 
a basin (for a light) at the head of St. Cuthbert, silver 
hooks for the suspension of offerings, the belt with its 
socket and other apparatus for carrying St. Cuthbert’s 
banner, the leathern case for the banner, the banner taken 
On various occasions to Newcastle and to Scotland, its bells 
and cross, repairs of it after it had been broken fer com- 
munes Dunelm. in 1536-37, gentlemen carrying it, 
absentees from processions, presents of knives, purses, and 
points, and of apples, to the novices, and wine for them in 
the Common-house at their profession, students at 
Oxford, Christmas presents, present of 12d. to a poor man 
imprisoned, who had been a servant at Muggleswick ; 
wine given to the Supprior, then (1401) probably acting as 
feretrar, being sick at times; wine to other sick brethren ;

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journeys. There was a Psalter fixed .to a desk at the 
shrine, and in a camera or study hard by were a few 
devotional and other books, chiefly historical, but with 
them Solinus de mirabilibus mundi. These works would 
serve for the brother on duty ‘* to read upon” while he 
waited for persons coming to see the shrine and relics, 
‘““and to make their praiers to God and Holy Saint 
Cuthbert.” : 

The Feretrars’ Rolls make known to us that there was 
a local saint named John Warton, to whom offerings 
were made at St. Oswald’s church. These were assigned 
to the Feretrar by the Prior and Convent in 1456, and 
from that time appear among his receipts, having previous- 
ly gone to the Hostillar. Soon after this change, the 
popularity of the saint appears to have waned, for the 
offerings fell from 114s. 9%d. in 1456 to 80s. 3d. in 1459, 
to 16s. 6Jed. in 1461 and 13s. 4d. in 1488; then from 1513 
to 1537 they range from 8d. to 15d. In 1513 he first 
appears as ‘Sanctus.’ In the Lzber de Reliqutis? occur 
relics of another local saint, the venerable Robert of 
Stanhope, of whom nothing else is known to me. 


THE VICARS. 


The Bursar, the Cellarer, the Chamberlain, the 
Hostillar, the Master of the Garners, and the Sacrist, 
all had their vicarit tn ecclesia,s3 who appear to have 
taken their places in the church when they were 
‘‘reasonably let or hindered” from attending in consequence 
of their official engagements or otherwise. The remunera- 
tion in all cases was 6s. 8d. a year, which payments 
appear among the Exfense Necessarie or the Dona et 
Exennia, not among the regular Stipendia. 


MINOR OFFICERS. 


| These for the most part find no place in the 
Rolls, probably because very often they were unpaid. 
The monks and novices who were on the spot would 
always be ready to act as bell-ringers, organists,

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thuriblers, banner-bearers, cross-bearers, andsoon. There 
is, however, frequent mention of a Cantor,? who instructed 
in music and on the organs. A stranger appears to have 
occasionally acted as organist; thus we find among the 
presents made in 1334, ‘‘cuidam pulsanti organa in festo 
Pasche, 12d.” 

From 1490 to 1507 we find among the Lzberaciones of 
the Cellarer, payments of 3d. a week or 125. gd. to 135. 9a. 
a year puero ecclesia. In 1485-86 the Sacrist pays 6s. 8d. 
“‘puero ecclesie”’ and 13s. 4d. duobus servientibus ecclesia.” 
In 1525-26 the Feretrar pays pro custodta eccleste sibt, socio 
suo, magistro cere, et subsacrista, 8s. The keeper of the 
cloister is frequently mentioned.3 A bearer of the banner 
of St. Cuthbert was paid 6d. in 1389-90,4 but it does not 
appear that there was a permanent banner-bearer. A 
chaplain was paid for this duty 2s. for two years, and in 
the Feretrars’ Rolls is a regular entry of 12d. (annually) 
‘“sacerdoti portanti vexillum S. Cuthberti.”” We find 
mention of a magister cere,3 who was under the Sacrist, 
and whose place of business was the Waxhouse, one of the 
many places about the abbey that are mentioned in the 
Rolls, but not in Aztes. The magister puerorum and 
magister schole also occur, these however belonged 
rather to the separate department of the Almoner than to 
the church itself. Masters of the novices are mentioned in 
the Feretrars’ Rolls as receiving presents together with 
their pupils.7_ In 1416-17 we find a magzster organistarum.® 
In the Sacrist’s roll of 1414-15 there occurs ‘‘ Item pro 
quinque superpelliceis factis pro pueris ministrantibus 
ad missas privatas, 16s. 6d.,” and the qguimque puert 
are frequently mentioned. The one fuer ecclesie named 
above probably had some special duty concerning which 
we have no information. Such are some of the incidental 
notices of those who served the church in humbler 
capacities.

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We now come to the second class of officers, namely 
those of the monastery as distinct from those of the Prior’s 
household and those concerned in Divine Service. The 
chief among these was the Bursar. 


THE BURSAR. 


According to Az¢es, the Bursar received all the rents 
pertaining to the house, and all other officers of the 
house made out their accounts to him. He paid the 
servants’ wages, and all the expenses that the house was 
charged with. His checker was a little stone house joining 
the coal garth belonging to the great kitchen, near the 
Prior’s, now the Dean’s, hall stairs. His chamber was in 
the Infirmary, and his meat was served from the great 
kitchen to his checker.* 

The Bursars’ Rolls are far greater in bulk and number 
than any of the others, and the extracts from these alone 
form nearly one-third of those contained in the present 
volumes.? The Rolls become gradually longer as time goes 
on, and that of 1536-37, which is printed zz extenso, is 
16% feet long, and as printed occupies 41 pages.3 Of 
these more than half contain the receipts arranged under 
the various places from which rents and tithes came, and 
then follow the expenses under their various heads. We 
should expect from what is stated in Az¢es that the Bursars’ 
Rolls would simply be extracts from those of the other 
officers, but such is not the case. They may have rendered 
their accounts to him, and their receipts and spendings 
may have passed through his hands, but he kept an 
account of his own independent of the rest, and concerned 
with many different matters. The amount and variety of 
their contents is such that I find it impossible to deal with 
them in the same way as I am doing with the other Rolls. 
I can only refer to some of the most remarkable matters, 
and to the Index, which, under some heads, gives a good 
many particulars, all of which from page 484 to page 707 are 
in the Bursars’ Rolls. See, for instance, Abbey, Bishop, 
Bursar, Coal mines, Cuthbert, Durham, Friars, Gloves, 
Horses, King, etc., Mazers, Oxford, Pannus, Pixes, 
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Presents, Prior, Queen, Servants, Wine, Wool, etc., and 
many important place-names. The fully developed Roll 
of 1536-37 should be studied as a sort of guide to the 
extracts from the others, and to show the kind of things 
that may be found in them besides those which have been 
extracted. After stating that there is no remainder, because 
it is included in the ‘‘superplus”’ of the last account, the 
roll gives us the rents from ninety-seven different places, 
not including those which were paid separately to other 
officers, then other receipts from eight different sources, 
then the tithes from eleven places, the sum total of the 
receipts being 41,462 11s. 11%d.; the surplus expen- 
diture from the last account is stated at £843 18s. gl¥d., 
and then follow the expenses, under 24 heads, amounting 
together with the balance against the last account, to 
2,357 75. 7a., and leaving the adverse balance at £894 
11s. 7¥4a.; the sums, however, do not add up exactly as 
stated. The heads of expenses are, Special Wardrobe (of 
the officers, the Prior, and his household), Wine, Horses, 
Wheat, Barley, Oats, Peas and Beans, Iron, Gratuities, 
Priors dudi, Bursar’s expenses, Prior’s expenses (spices, 
cowls, etc., laundress), accustomed alms, necessary 
expenses, Repairs, Fuel, Soulsilver, stipends and wages 
(from the sub-prior to the plumber, a very interesting list), 
supplementary stipends (prescribed by Prior Castell), Rents 
paid for some holdings, ‘‘ Redditus resolutus,” contribu- 
tions, allowances, kitchen expenses paid to the Cellarer by 
tally and indenture. The balancing has been accidentally 
omitted on page 707, and is as follows:—‘‘Summa omnium 
expens. solucionum, et allocacionum, cum superplus, 
2,3574. 78. 7a. Et sic in superplus, 894. 11s)7a@eoon 
There are several references in the Bursars’ Rolls (and 
a few in those of the Cellarers) to the visits to Durham of 
royal personages, chiefly if not entirely in connexion with 
the Scotch wars. At different times we meet with Edward 
II, Edward III, and Henry IV, sometimes with the Queen 
Consort, and always witha retinue of courtiers and servants, 
requiring not only to be boarded and lodged in royal style, 
but to receive instead of making ceremonial presents.

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Many of these will be found under the head Dona et 
Exennia. Sometimes the king’s officers received presents 
on the express understanding that they should keep their 
men and horses off the standing corn and hay crops of 
the monastery, and it has been already mentioned how 
the wood cart had to be kept out of their way. On 
one occasion a servant of the queen was paid 25. to 
save the cheese at Beaurepaire.!. The king of Scotland 
appears to have been in Durham c7rca 1335, for there is 
mention of provender and of drugs for his horses, and of 
his messengers, his garciones, and his histriones. The 
same followers are frequently named in connexion with the 
king of England, who was also, as we have seen, usually 
attended by his ‘‘ fool.” Edward III had a cook with him 
in 1333-34, and, in 1335-36, pants dominicus and simnel 
_ were provided for the king and queen “et aliis super- 
venientibus ”’ on the way northward, when the banner of 
St. Cuthbert was taken with the king to Scotland. In that 
word ‘‘supervenientibus ” we have, perhaps, a hint as to 
one light in which these royal visits were regarded. 
Among the Expense Necessarie of 1300-01 are, for a 
present made to the king on his arrival, 69s. 6d. ; to the 
lord de Vescy, tos. 6d. ; and to the queen, 21s.; and at 
other times we find valuable presents of horses, a chariot, 
hounds, etc., made by the Prior and Convent to the king. 
In 1335-36 we find a charge of 8d. for one gallon of wine 
bought for a certain horse of our lady the queen, but 
whether the wine was employed to comfort the heart of the 
animal or that of the royal palfrey-man may perhaps admit 
of some doubt: The banner of St. Cuthbert was carried 
into Scotland, or in that direction, about a dozen times at 
least, and together with it a tent for its protection and that 
of its bearer. In 1400 it was with Henry IV at Holy 
Island, where the king appears to have been lodged. The 
last recorded occasion is that of the battle of Flodden, of 
which there is an interesting notice, in which the English 
victory is said to have been ‘‘ Dei adjutorio,” ‘‘ assistente 
ibidem vexillo Sci. Cuthberti.” Seventeen years earlier, 
when the tower of Shoreswood, near Norham, required 
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repairs after an attack made on it by the king of Scotland, 
we find that Bishop Fox had the banner with him at 
Newcastle, ready, no doubt, to proceed towards Scotland in 
case of need. 

In 1333-34 we find some interesting notices of the 
unhappy episode of the election and consecration of Bishop 
de Graystanes, and the forcing upon the Convent by the 
king of his former tutor, Richard de Bury, at the earnest 
entreaty of the queen. There are the expenses of the Prior 
meeting Bishop Robert de Graystanes at Ketton about 
his consecration, and at Beaurepaire for three weeks when 
the same bishop came thither. Then the expenses of the 
Prior when he went to York to confer with the rival 
bishop, Richard de Bury, and when he had to entertain 
Bishop Richard at Ketton. In a separate paragraph we 
have expenses of Bishop de Graystanes paid by the 
convent, viz., wine at his installation ; two friends going 
to York for the consecration; his going to and from the 
king and Bishop de Bury at Ketton four times, no doubt 
to plead his righteous cause ; his expenses at Beaurepaire 
when he last returned from the south ; housings of his 
horses : shoeing of his palfrey ; and money advanced for 
his expenses. Graystanes was Sub-Prior of Durham, one 
of the historians of the church, and a man whose character 
won for him the kindly respect of the supporters of his 
rival. In his own account of the matter he affords an 
example of high-minded resignation to the inevitable, not 
without something of natural and reasonable disappoint- 
ment. When he died he was laid to rest with the other 
bishops in the Chapter-house, and fortunately his inscribed 
grave-slab is one of those which have escaped destruction. 
It bears the inscription 


(« De Graystane) NAMVS : IAGEM : HIG: ROBERTYS : 
HYMATYS : LEGIBYS : ARMANYS : ROGO : 

SIT : SANGTIS : SOGIANYS : AMEN. 
There was also in the fourteenth century another famous 
Durham scholar, who was commonly styled ‘‘d’ns 


Uthredus,” and sometimes, more fully, ‘‘ Uthredus de 
Boldon ” or ‘‘ Bolton.” He comes before us frequently in 
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the Bursars’ Rolls, and occasionally in others. His name 
occurs in an imperfect Bursar’s Roll marked ‘c. 1320,” 
but, as that date may be many years wrong, we can attach 
no importance to it. In 1348 we find him studying at 
Oxford ‘‘cum uno socio,” ‘but from 1352 to 1366 there 
occur grants of £13 6s. 8d. and similar sums, year by 
year, to himself ‘‘et sociis suis studentibus Oxon.,” and 
smaller sums ‘‘ ex curialitate,” or ‘‘ precepto d’ni Prioris.” 
There are similar entries of small sums in the Jarrow and 
Wearmouth rolls about the same time. It seems not 
unlikely that he was warden of Durham College from about 
1352 to 1367, when he occurs as Prior of Finchale, which 
office he probably held until 1372, when his successor 
appears ; then Uthred was Prior again in 1375, in 1388-89,! 
_ and in 1390.2 In 1358-59 the Bursar made a grant of 
#13 Os. 8d., the Hostillar one of 1oos., and the Master of 
Jarrow one of 20s.,3 ‘d’no Uthredo incipienti in 
Theologia.”” It further appears that letters were sent to 
the abbots of York, Selby, and Whitby, on business 
connected with his Inception as S.T.P. In 1362 he went, 
with a companion, to Alnwick to the funeral of the lady de 
Percy, Mary, first wife of the twelfth Baron de Percy and 
third Lord Perey of Alnwick. In 1364 he attended the 
Chapter General of the Benedictine Order. In 1370-71 he 
went to the York Convocation as Sub-Prior of Durham, 
and in the same year he was at Auckland and Stockton, 
probably in order to confer with the bishop, for which 
purpose he made journeys on other occasions. In 1374 
he went as an ambassador from Edward III to the Pope, 
but I have not found any reference to this in the Rolls. 
It appears, however, that in 1373-74 the Prior gave 3s. 4d. 
to a messenger of the king carrying a letter to him ‘“ pro 
d’no Uthredo.” In 1379 and 1383 he held visitations in 
Howdenshire, and in the latter year William Palfreypage 
was paid 6s. 8d. for going to Oxford with his horse. Such 
are the principal facts with regard to this remarkable man 
that we can gather from the Rolls. From other sources

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we learn that he took a scholar’s interest in the transcrip- 
tion of MSS.: There is a full account of him and of his 
works in Tanner, Azdliotheca Britannico-Hibernica, 
1748, p. 743, in which ten different treatises are attributed to 
him, all on theological or ecclesiastical subjects. It appears 
that while he was at Oxford he had his enemies, and was 
one of three persons against whom a Satirical poem was 
directed. Tanner quotes from it these lines :— 
‘© Jam loco tertio procedit acrius 

Armata bestia duobus cornibus : 

Hanc Owtrede reputo, qui totis viribus, 

Verbis, et opere insultat fratribus. 

Hic Scotus genere perturbat Anglicos, 

Auferre nititur viros intraneos,”’ 
etc., which reads almost like a complaint of a rival head of 
a house against one accused of unfairly luring men from 
other colleges into his own. 

But in any case his having been the subject of such an 
invective shows that he was a man of mark, and, if he 
sometimes lost his temper in intercourse with his equals, 
we may well believe that he could comport himself with all 
due decorum in the presence of king or pope. 

Among names of Newcastle merchants that occur is 
that of the famous Roger Thornton ; his name appears no 
less than seventeen times.2 Wine, wax, planks, lead, 
and Spanish iron were bought of him again and again ; 
in 1401-02 the Sacrist borrowed from him £10 13s. 6d., 
and in 1407-09 a pipe of Rumney was bought of him 
for 100s., of which he condoned to the lord Prior 8os., 
so that he showed himself a true friend to the church in 
more ways than one. Another devoted servant of St. 
Cuthbert was John lord Neville, who provided a new 
marble and alabaster substructure for the shrine at a cost 
of over 200 Ib. of silver, and also to the cost of the magni- 
ficent screen that bears his name he contributed 500 pounds 
or marks, the Prior and Convent finding another 200. 
Both the former and the latter work he sent down by sea 
from London to Newcastle, packed in boxes, the Prior

undertaking the land carriage by waggon to Durham.: 
It is pleasant to find that pands dominicus was provided for 
this munificent benefactor, when he and the Abbot of St. 
Mary’s at York dined with the lord Prior in the same year.2 

The Bursar paid 20d. to a man watching the house in 
Newcastle where the stones of the reredos were placed, 3 
and 12d. to a Newcastle painter to paint one (ofes St 
Cuthbert’s birds” as a pattern for ‘le Rerdos.”4 There 
is nothing of the kind in the sculpture, and all traces of 
painting have long been scraped away. 

Some interesting points connected with coal-mining 
come out in the Bursars’ Rolls, and in the Roful: de 
mineris carbonum. Shafts were sunk as at present, and 
the pits were drained by the help of aqueducts or water- 
ways, which were constructed of masonry. In 1376-77 
"a pit was sunk at Heworth to a depth of 6% fathom 
at 6s. a fathom and 6d. extra, and in the following year 
men were paid for drawing water there. Sinking (or 
‘“thirlyng”) of a pit at Spennymoor cost only 4s. 6d., 
and the ‘‘ concavatio’”’ of another cost 6s. 8d, ; these were 
probably ‘‘ beehive pits.” We find charges for ropes, 
hurdles, buckets, picks, ‘“ pulypyk”’ besoms, gliders, 
hausynges, sholez, and, in 1544, a ‘‘horse pompe.” 
Previous to the use of pumps the water was probably 
' drawn up by buckets and poured into the waterway. The 
charge ‘‘pro acuacione,” or ‘‘ pro exasperacione le pyckes,”’ 
occurs from time to time. In connexion with Rainton pit 
we find payments to the Almoner for Waynleave or Way- 
leave, also compensation for damage to Moorhouse field 
by mining of seacoal. 

in 1357, 46 was paid to Peter of Fery for the coal 
under his land, and for certain commonright. But perhaps 
the most curious entry of all is the earliest, namely that in 
1330 the expenses of William Massam and those who 
were with him various times at Fery to examine what was 
under the land of the Lord Prior, against T. de Towres, 
were 135. 4d@., and in subterranean walling against T. de 
Toures was spent 18s. 3d.

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If the reader will look up the matters to which I have 
referred, he will often find in connexion with them many 
other things worthy of notice. Perhaps now and then 
some student of monastic antiquities will go through the 
whole of the extracts, which is really the only way to 
arrive at the stores of curious information that they contain. 


THE TERRAR. 


This officer must originally have had to look after 
the landed estates and their produce, but afterwards 
that duty seems to have devolved mainly on the Bursar, 
the Keeper of the Garners,! and the various officers resident 
at the manors, etc. He appears at the time of the Disso- 
lution simply as guest-master,? nevertheless there were 
hostillars up to that time, many of whose rolls are 
preserved, though the hostillars are not mentioned among 
the officers of the abbey in the fiftieth chapter of Aztes. The 
Terrars’ Rolls are very short, and deal with an income and 
expenditure rarely exceeding £30. The former was derived 
from the dvasinagiwm and other customary payments from 
certain places, as Cornage, Elsilver, Averpennies, Metred, 
and Cartsilver. The expenses are of a very miscellaneous 
character, and include some curious particulars, as con- 
tributions towards the maintenance of the sheep-farm at 
the Holme; 20d. to the cooks on Easter Day ; a saddle 
for the Terrar, and 2s. to his laundress; 5s. to the 
Coroner for a son of John Shepherd who was drowned, 
and half a quarter of barley given to the said John; 
togas for clericult, and liberatura (probably the same) for 
five puert ecclesie against Christmas, 20s. for the paving 
in the choir at Northallerton, 6s. 8d. and 13s. 6d. for the 
making of a caroll in the cloister, 6s. 6d. for the making 
of a bridge at the Holme, mending and making of road 
and ways, much mustard seed bought, irons for marking 
animals, 6s. 8d. to the bishop’s chaplain celebrating his 
first mass, two gold rings given to the wives of two 
gentlemen, one of whom sent venison to the Prior the 
same year, three pair of calige given’to the servants of 
the other, repair of gate of new bridge in Durham, expenses

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of the Terrar and three others for seven days going to 
York and being there for the installation of the archbishop, 
40s. ; two ferrets for catching rabbits, 3s. 4d. ; 40 stone of 
lead for the brewery, 13s. 4d@.; to the Master of the Garners 
at Christmas, as usual, 3s. AG eclC. 

The Terrar had three copies of each roll written out, 
one for the Prior, one for the Master of the Garners, and 
one for his own office. A constant entry is for the expenses 
of the Terrar riding to Auckland, Raby, Stockton, Billing- 
ham, Muggleswick, and other places, and he sometimes 
held the court of Mariscalcia Prioris, referred to above in 
connexion with the Prior’s jurisdiction. 

It appears from A7tes, that in the sixteenth century 
the Terrar’s checker was in the entry as you go into the 
Guest-hall, on the left-hand side, and his chamber in the 
Infirmary. 


THE HOSTILLAR. 


The Hostillar, as we have seén; is not specifically 
mentioned in fz~tes, and it is possible that he and the 
Terrar both looked after the guests for some time, but 
that at the very last the Terrar alone did so, and that the 
Hostillar’s office ceased. Be that as it may, there are 
Hostillars’ Rolls from 1303 to 1529.1 That of 1355-56 shows 
the nature of the income and expenses. The total receipts 
in that year were £185 tops. 2d., and the expenses 
#156 58. 4% d., leaving a balance of 201 3520570 
The receipts were mainly those accruing from the manor 
of Elvet Hall, together with tithes from places in the 
immediate neighbourhood, that is to say, those which 
originally belonged to St. Oswald’s church, including 
tithe of a coal mine at Broom, also multure from Shincliffe 
mill, etc. The expenses are mostly connected with the 
maintenance and working of the estate of Elvet Hall, and 
with charges connected with the Guest-hall. 

The Cellarer provided the food required for the guests, 
but the Hostillar procured for them spices and other 
luxuries. The stipends or pensions chargeable on the 
Hostillar increased as time went on. In 1528-29 he paid 
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to the Vicar of St. Oswald’s £16, to the chaplain of St. 
Margaret’s 106s. 8d., and to-the Master of the Infirmary 
62s. 1od.t In the fourteenth century he paid also to the 
chaplain serving in the chapel at Croxdale, 4os., besides 
the altarage of the same.? 

As monastic impropriator of the great tithes, the 
Hostillar repaired the chancel of St. Oswald’s, and provided 
vestments and other church goods.3 He also paid for a 
pitancia or convivium for the Vicar and Chaplains of St. 
Oswald’s hearing the confessions of the parishioners in 
Lent.4 In 1446-47 the great barn of the hostillar was 
rebuilt, and the workmen received 16d. at the laying of the 
foundation stone, besides bread and ale at other times.5 
The ‘‘Ilynges” in the Guest-hall were constructed, 
apparently of timber, in 1456-57. Four houses in Elvet 
were rebuilt and the church repaired after a fire before 
1355.7. Among curious entries relating to smaller matters 
we find beds hired for guests, 200 white cups for the feast 
of St. Cuthbert, ‘‘ ciphus de murro pro aula,” Obley-irons, 
iron for marking sheep, a hanging laver, sheep-salve, 
guns and armour (1385 and following years), a dorsor 
ornamented with St. Cuthbert’s birds, a cup called Gray, 
a new mat before the steps in the chapter-house, preser- 
vative grease for armour, etc. There is a very interesting 
Inventory of the office of the Hostillar dated 8 June, 1454.° 
This contains a list of articles of bedding and furniture in 
the new chamber called the king’s chamber,9 the knights’ 
chamber, ‘‘ Barry,” the waterchamber, the new chamber, 
and the clerks’ chamber, the furniture in the summer-hall 
and in the winter-hall, goods and articles in the coal-house, 
the checker, the stable, the granary of Thomas Boturwyk, 
more bedding in some of the above-named chambers, and 
goods in the cellar (building materials and barrows). 
Then alist of oxen and implements, of articles and goods 
in the granary and barn, and of poultry, at the manor of

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Elvet Hall. Among the Hostillar’s presents we find 
contributions to the charges of ‘‘dominus Uthredus” and 
other students at Oxford ; the former is frequently men- 
tioned in the Bursars’ Rolls, and, as we have seen, he 
fully justified the help that he received. 

It has been mentioned that the Hostillar provided 
delicacies for the guests; there were sometimes oysters 
bought for them, and, in the way of confectionery, anise 
comfit, madryan, dragy, gobett reall, pinyonade, blaunch- 
powder, sugar-in-plate, chardecoyne, and geloffers. They 
had also good choice of fruits, as almonds, figs, raisins, 
walnuts, apples, pears, wardons, and cherries. Dried 
fruits were in special request in Lent, when flesh-meat was 
not usually taken, and the cravings of the natural appetite 
had to be appeased in some other way. So at Winchester 
‘the charge for mustard, 1%4d., runs through all the fast 
days ; it would appear that during the time of a meagre 
indigestible fish diet, the brethren needed something to 
warm and stay their poor stomachs.” And if some 
solamina of this kind were felt to be necessary for the 
monks, they would not be denied to their guests, who would, 
as a rule, be habitual observers of Lent in the matter of 
diet. 

THE CELLARER. 


This important officer is one of the few that are 
named in the Benedictine Rule. At Durham, his office 
appears to have always been as it is partly described 
in A7zfes,2 namely, to see what flesh-meat was required 
in the kitchen in each week, and what spices ‘and 
other necessaries” were used, both for the Prior’s 
table and for the whole Convent, and for all strangers that 
came. The term ‘‘other necessaries” admits of a wide 
application, including, as it does, fish and fowl, and many 
other things; as may be expected, it receives large 
illustration from the Rolls, and, as to the ‘‘strangers,” we 
have already seen that they were not provided for by the 
Hostillar, except in the matter of certain luxuries which

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were not to be had from the kitchen. It is expressly 
mentioned that it was the Cellarer’s office to see all things 
orderly served and in due time. In this duty he was 
assisted by a subordinate officer called the Refectorarius. 
His checker was at the top of some steps, now destroyed, on 
the west side of the Great Kitchen, and his chamber was 
in the dormitory. 

There are Cellarers’ Rolls from 1307 to 1535, and in 
dealing with them we are met by the same difficulty as that 
which is connected with the Bursars’ Rolls, namely the 
great amount and variety of material contained in them. 
The accounts seem to have been kept in different ways at 
different times, and so there is some variety in the form of 
the rolls. In the earlier rolls we have the expenses entered 
by the week and month, as in 1333-34, but in the earliest 
extant roll, that for 1307-08, the weekly sums only are 
entered, without the particulars. In that year the total 
receipts of the Cellarer are stated at £442 3s. 10d., of 
which sum £401 was received from the Bursar, by tally. 
The roll of 1438-39 is the first extant of another series 
described on page 62. There are interesting inventories of 
goods in charge of the Cellarer in 1459 and 1480. Of fish 
and other sea creatures used for food, there are named no 
less than 65 kinds; of flesh, including portions of animals, 
21; of fowl, 27; of fruit, 9; of spices, 15; of what we 
should call ‘‘ groceries,” 17; besides sundries, such as 
candle-wick, bolt-cloths, canvas for strainers and aprons, 
charcoal for the kitchen, packthread, marking-irons for 
vessels and for beasts, scales and troy weights, keslops, 
butter and cheese for flawns, pork for froys, butter-cups, a 
spade for cutting hay, etc. Among buildings named are 
the salthouse, the slaughter-house, the pastehouse, the 
goosehouse, the seething-house, the roasting-range, the 
brewhouse, the apple-house, the dovecote, and the capon- 
house. Among persons employed: women fetching 
water, gathering moss, and carrying paving-stones, the 
ratoner and the ferreter, the cellarer’s servants generally.? 
Among occupations, lighting the cressets in the chapter- 
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house, stocking ponds with pike, planting quicksets, 
ornamenting the subtleties, decorating the boar’s head 
with tinfoil, cleaning the kitchen on Good Friday,! mole- 
catching, and organ-blowing. We learn that there was 
an aqueduct or water-pipe under the water of the Wear, 
we find mention of the swine-house garth and the wright- 
garth, and we learn that, besides the great Cellarer-garth 
beyond the Wear, the Cellarer had a garden under the 
Castle wall.2 Besides the usual kitchen vessels, im- 
plements, etc., named in the Inventories, we find ‘ ij 
Betynghamyrs pro le stockfyssh.”3 Now, seeing that the 
stockfish was sometimes so hard as to be called ‘‘ Buck’s 
horn,” we may well believe that the two beating-hammers 
would be of great use in bringing it into a condition in 
which it could more easily be masticated. Such are 
specimens of the curious things to be found in the 
Cellarers’ Rolls. From the subject of feeding we now pass 
on to that of clothing. 


THE CHAMBERLAIN. 


His office was to provide for stamine, otherwise called 
linsey woolsey, for the sheets and shirts of the novices 
and monks, for they never wore any linen,4 and he 
had a tailor (who was one of the servants of the house) 
at work daily, making whole socks and half socks of 
white woollen cloth, and shirts and sheets of linsey 
woolsey, ina shop (called the Sartry) under his checker,

His chamber was in the dormitory. He had a vicar 
in the church. 

There are Chamberlains’ Rolls from 1324 to 1533.2 
That of 1450-51 is given in full.3 The receipts are from 
rents in Hemingburgh and a few other places, payments 
from certain churches, and sale of certain tithes, the total 
being £80 5s. 2%d., which was about the usual amount 
at that time, though a hundred years earlier it was half as 
much again, and in 1504-05 it was 4103 17s. 7%d. The 
expenses are for the purchase of materials for clothes, etc., 
among which we find much linen cloth in 1450, as in other 
years, notwithstanding what is said in Azfes. But as it 
does not appear that the Sacrist bought much linen, it may 
be that the Chamberlain supplied the greater part of what 
was required for albes, surplices, altar-cloths, etc. There 
is a charge for bleaching 110 ells in 1360-70. The clothes 
for the novices come next, and then other expenses, as 
may be seen in their places. One very interesting section 
in these rolls is that which is devoted to the outfits that 
were provided at each /Vova Rastura or tonsuring and 
admitting of novices. Thus six were admitted, at one 
time apparently, in 1452-53, and they had each two shirts, 
two pair of drawers, and two pair of socks, so that one 
might be worn while the other was being washed. They 
had also two pair of boots, but of other garments, namely, 
black hoods, cowls, frocks, tunics, and white tunics, 
also pilches with furred hoods, one each; they had, 
however, not only ordinary cowls, but ‘‘cuculli pro ludis,” 
a description which seems to point to some sort of garment 
at once monastic and athletic, or at any rate to a holiday 
garb that might be assumed if the novices were invited to 
Beaurepaire, or elsewhere, for any of the Prior’s or other 
ludt. Each boy had given to him a knife and a comb, and 
he was further provided with bootlaces, points, and other 
necessaries. Each had one pair of blankets, but no other 
articles of bedding are mentioned, because the novices 
would sleep, as did the monks, in some of their day

clothes. Students in Oxford, in like manner, had clothes 
from Durham.t The Chamberlain had to provide leather 
for boots, fur for hoods, etc., and accordingly we find 
mention of Bazan, Corvays, and Semell, and in 1476-77 
he bought of the Cellarer 15 ox-hides selected from the 
best of three ‘‘ slaughters,”’ and so at other times. These 
hides must have been sent to be tanned, as two ox- 
hides were in 1324-25 ; in like manner the Bursar and the 
Cellarer sent hides to be tanned.2 It is somewhat 
remarkable that we have no notice of any tanyard belonging 
to the Abbey, which, one would have thought, might well 
have maintained one at least. We find mention of fat and 
oil being used for greasing boots, both lined and not lined, 
and of 11% ells of cloth being bought for lining boots on 
All Saints’ Day,3 when extra protection for the feet would 
begin to be more necessary. The Chamberlain was at 
times, like his colleagues, obliged to propitiate the king’s 
men ; thus, in 1324, he paid them not to take away straw 
from Morton grange, or otherwise bring loss upon him in 
his office. He, like other officers, had to make contribu- 
tions to king and cardinals, and, in 1342-43, also to Scots 
in the bishopric ; in the same year he sent 17 quarters 
of wheat for Scots in Durham. These Scots were, per- 
haps, prisoners of war, who had to be maintained. He 
also contributed to the charges of students in Oxford. 
The Chamberlain, of course, had to pay for landlord’s 
repairs in places the rents of which he received. In this 
connexion a windmill at Hemingburgh is frequently 
mentioned. Here, also, the Chamberlain, as lord of a 
manor, had erected a pillory and gallows, and maintained a 
toll-house that had a shop under it. His interests were 
looked after on the spot by a seneschal and sub-seneschal. 
Nevertheless a tenant in Hundsley managed to flee beyond 
Humber with his chattels and his rent.4 The Chamberlain 
had the rent of Barnby Ferry, with the profits of anchorage 
in the Ouse, and of wreck, waif and stray, and infangthief, 
when there were any,5 also of fisheries leased in the Ouse 
and in the Derwent. There are two or three short lists

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of goods in the hands of the Chamberlain, including 
horses and saddles, household goods of the Sartry and of 
the house that he kept at Dalton, besides cloth, etc. It 
should be mentioned that belonging to the Sartry was a 
walled garden called the Paradise, doubtless the garden 
now at the back of the house, formerly prebendal, that 
stands where the Sartry was situated in monastic times.? 


THE ALMONER. 


This officer is not one of those who are named in 
Rites, where, however, the children of the Almery, 
the care of whom was one of his duties, are frequently 
referred to. His principal duties were in connexion 
with the Manor and Hospital at Witton Gilbert and 
the Hospital of St. Mary Magdalene at Durham, 
with the estates connected with them, which he appears 
to have kept in his own hands, also of the Infirmary with- 
out the Gates between the North and the South Bailey in 
Durham. Such were the methods by which the monastic 
almoners in the middle ages discharged their duties to the 
poor, rather than by such personal attendance on them at 
their own homes as is enjoined in Lanfranc’s constitutions. 3 
But no doubt the sick and infirm were much better tended 
in the hospitals than they could have been at home. 

The Hospital at Witton Gilbert was founded during 
the reign of Bishop Pudsey by Gilbert de la Ley, the lord 
of Witton, asa hospital for five lepers. Surtees prints the 
original charters,s which are in the Treasury. The 
number of inmates was afterwards extended to eight and 
included sisters, who probably waited on the infirm 
brethren. Surtees prints also the following undated list, 
without stating his authority for it.5 

‘““ Nomina sororum hospitalis de Wytton. Soror 
Johanna Partrike. Soror Johanna Wharram, Soror Alicia 
Waynfleete, Soror Margareta Lesshmaker.

The hospital stood at a short distance from the church, 
and parts of it may have been worked into the present farm 
house. A pointed window built in is said to have been 
brought from Bearpark. 

No distinct account of the origin of the Hospital of 
St. Mary Magdalene or of the rectory attached to it has 
been found. What is known may be seen in the Intro- 
duction to Memorials of St. Giles’s, xxix—xxxiii. The 
second, if not the third, church or chapel is still standing in 
a ruined state in a garden to the north of Gilesgate in 
Durham. There is a short notice of it, with a ground- 
plan, in Vol. ii of the Durham Archeological Transactions, 
where are translations of the passages in the almoners’ 
rolls concerning the pulling down of the former church 
and the building of the present ruined church on a better 
site in the immediate neighbourhood. For this removal 
the Prior and Convent obtained a licence from Bishop 
Neville, in which the chapel is described as a parish church 
annexed to the office of almoner in the Cathedral Church.? 
There is a small view of the present ruin in the foreground 
of the general view of Durham from the N.E. in the 
supplementary plates in Billings’s County of Durham, 
Pl. I. The ‘‘reticulated” tracery of the east window 
there shown has fallen out, and the Frosterley marble 
step of the font (p. 240) recovered by Mr. Thompson3 has 
_ again disappeared. 

Surtees gives the following, with the Witton list just 
mentioned.

Concerning the Infirmary a the Abbey gates we 
have some information in ARztes. It was founded by the 
Prior and Convent at some time unknown, and was main- 
tained at their cost. ‘There was a school in this Infirmary, 
where the children of the Almery were daily fed and taught 
by the schoolmaster, who was a priest, and said mass in 
the chapel of this Infirmary on every holy day and Friday, 
at Magdalen’s chapel twice, and at Kimblesworth chapel 
once a week. Besides the children of the Almery, who 
seem to have gone to their own homes to sleep, there were 
four aged women who lived altogether in the Infirmary, 
having each a separate chamber to sleep in, and being fed 
with what came from the Prior’s own table. Whenever 
‘‘the Infirmary” is mentioned in the Almoners’ rolls, it 
is this one that is usually meant, and not the monastic 
Infirmary within the gates. 

The Roll of 1428-29 seems to show that there were 28 
out-brethren and sisters at that time, and eight living in 
the Infirmary, so that by the time of the Dissolution it 
must have fallen into considerable decay, if it maintained 
only the ‘‘1iij°’ ould womenne” and the children of the 
Almery remembered by the author of Rites. In 1439-40 
and in some years next preceding we find 28 brethren 
‘cum famula eorundem,” but these 28 cannot all have 
been living in the house together. Perhaps they ‘‘ came 
into residence” in turn. There is a building-account of 
this Infirmary and its chapel in 1372-73, and as it is 
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sometimes called ‘‘the Infirmary between the two Baileys” 
its site can be identified exactly ; it must have stood where 
some coach-houses or the adjoining houses opposite to the 
Abbey gates now are. 

We find in the Rolls that the bell of the Infirmary 
without the gates was repaired, and that for the chapel of 
either this Infirmary or the other a surplice and fringe for 
a vestment were procured.! In 1401-02 we find mention of 
a corporal, and in 1465 of a chalice in a leathern case. 
Bupein the Status of 1472 under the head Casella 
Infirmarie we have a list of 24 articles belonging thereto, 
and under other heads a very complete list of all the 
articles in charge of the Almoner. 

The Almoner would be considerably occupied by the 
charge of the three establishments assigned to his office, 
and accordingly we find that he, like some other of his 
brethren, had a Vicar in the Church. 

There are Almoners’ Rolls extant from 1312 to 1527, 
and among them will be found, in whole or in part, no less 
than fifteen inventories of stock at Durham, Witton, 
Rookhopschele in Weardale, where the Almoner had a 
farm and iron-mines, and St. Mary Magdalene’s. These 
inventories include not only farm stock and implements, 
but some household and church goods. We also have 
accounts of the building of the church or chapel of St. 
Mary Magdalene in 1370, of the building of the Infirmary 
without the gates, and of its chapel3 in 1372, and very full 
particulars of the rebuilding on another site of St. Mary 
-Magdalene’s chapel in 1449-50. In the accounts next 
following we have the fitting with stalls, the stocking of 
the bell, the step for the font, and the dedication of the 
church, altar, and churchyard by the bishop suffragan, 
May 16, 1451. 

The Almoners’ Rolls do not furnish us with so many 
curious details as do some of the others. The receipts are 
mainly from rents of houses and lands in the city and

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county of Durham, a detailed account of which is contained 
in the Almoner’s rental preserved in the Treasury. Then 
there are miscellaneous receipts, as from the sale of thraves 
called ‘‘blada Sancti Egidii vel S’cae Mariz Magd.,” or 
St. Giles’s sheaves, certain tithes (including some tithes of 
coal), oblations, and rents, sale of farm produce, etc., as 
may be seen in some of the specimen accounts printed in 
Vol. I. Among these receipts occur proceeds of sale of 
goods of persons dying in the hospitals. The expenses 
are for the allowances to the inmates of the hospitals in 
money and in certain provisions, clothing, and fuel, and 
the stipends of chaplains. The ‘‘ various” expenses are 
for such things as pittances, the Prior’s visits to Witton, 
the almoner’s travelling, boots, and cowl, etc., and for 
sundry household goods. Under ‘‘ wardrobe” we have 
furred tunics for the almoner and his colleague (socius) 
and for the master of the Almery and the chaplain of the 
Infirmary, and garments for servants and labourers em- 
ployed by the Almoner. Then come rents, stipends, 
presents, repairs, field labours, and stock bought. These 
notes are taken mainly from the roll of 1403-04, which 
may be regarded as a fair specimen. The children of the 
Almery, of whom there is an account in /2z¢es,! are fre- 
quently referred to.2 We learn from Azfes that they were 
not only ‘‘ brought up in learning” but taught to make 
themselves useful in manual work. Thus they cleaned the 
great Paschal candlestick daily in Lent to be ready for 
Easter,3 and in the Almoners’ Rolls we find them supplied 
with bread and ale when they assisted in the hay-making. 
They probably helped the labourers also in connexion 
with building, and with getting stone in the Almoner’s 
quarry in Elvet.4 

We ascertain from fz¢ess that their meat and drink 
was what the Master of the Novices and the monks left and 
reserved, and that it was served to them through a little 
window in a vault called the Covey, and then carried by

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them to the almery or loft by the Abbey Gates.:| The 
Covey, and probably the little window, may still be iden- 
tified ; the former is frequently mentioned in the Almoners’ 
Rolls as ‘‘cove” or ‘‘cova,” as are many things belonging 
to it.2 In the inventory of 1408 we have lists of articles 
both in the loft or camera where the boys ate, and in the 
covey, which latter seems to have been an important place, 
with its own clerk, custos, valectus, etc. 

The Boy Bishop, who is variously described as 
Episcopus puerilis, Ep. Elemosinaria, Ep. puerilis Ele- 
mosinariz, Dominus Ep. Elemosinariw, Ep. puerilis de 
Elemosinaria, and Ep. puerorum de Elemosinaria, was 
probably chosen from among the children of the Almery. 
He comes before us in the Rolls of almost all the officers 
as receiving gratuities from them varying in amount, as 
Peel Set 2509. 258.1006, 35. 4d.,\ 453, 58.565. But we do 
not find that the Boy Bishop had any gratuities from the 
Feretrars. On the other hand, those officers received at 
different times 135. 4a., 1582, 15s. 6d., and 15s. 8d., ‘‘de 
pensione solvi consueta Ep’o puerili,” which looks as if 
the boy had been paid, besides the gratuities from the 
officers, some regular pension, a portion of which was at 
some time assigned to the shrine-fund. No account, 
however, of any such pension has been found. 

Besides the Boy Bishop of the Almery, there was 
another styled ‘‘ Episcopus de Elvett”’; he is mentioned 
only in the Hostillars’ Rolls, and he probably exercised 
his functions in connexion with St. Oswald’s church. He 
shared with his brother of the Almery the emoluments 
received from the Hostillar, namely 3s. 42. or 4s.3 It is 
stated in the Hostillar’s roll of 1405-06 that there was no boy 
bishop in that year because of the wars, nevertheless there 
is in the Bursar’s roll the entry ‘‘ Ep. Elemos. 2s.” 

The Szatus or Inventories of the Almoners are very 
‘good ones, particularly those of 1338, 1465, and 1472. 
The last of these mentions, as being in the checker, two 
rentals, a cartulary, and an aumbry with six stages lined, 
for keeping charters and muniments ; also a mazer, a gilt

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cup, etc. Among the buildings named in these Rolls, 
besides those already mentioned, is the old water-mill in 
Millburn-gate, which the Almoner probably kept in his 
own hands.! In 1374 and 1375 we find contributions of 
14s. for the Neville screen (pro retrodorsorio magni altaris) 
to which John lord Neville had contributed largely in 1373. 
The Sacrist and other officers made contributions from 
their funds for the same work.2 The Solarium caritatis 
vel caritattvum so frequently mentioned in the Almoners’ 
Rolls seems to have been the misericorde or ‘‘ Loft”’ at the 
west end of the Frater or Refectory. The chaplain of the 
Infirmary without the gates ministered there in some way,3 
but what connexion he or the Almoner had with the Loft 
is not apparent. Possibly some other solar is meant, 
perhaps one in the outer infirmary, but it is named together 
with the Refectory in the Sacrist’s Roll of 1443-44 as 
requiring the attention of the plumber about the roof. 
The Almoner, like other officers, contributed to the expense 
of the carols for the novices, and of the Neville screen. 
And among incidental expenses we find a present of 4d. 
to a servant of the Prior of Holy Island bringing two 
swans to the Lord Prior of Durham, a contribution of 
6s. 8d. to John Wessington for the writing of muniments, 
422 to the building of the chapel at Oxford, 3s. 4d. toa 
monk of Dunfermline by order of the Prior, 4d. to a 
prisoner, etc. Among articles named are, a wooden 
mortar for garlic, and a stone mortar with a wooden 
pestle. Twelve silver spoons had long been lost in 1515. 
There is mention of ‘‘quicking”’ of hedges, of hemming 
of linen, of the painting of a ¢aduda and of an image of 
St. John the Evangelist in the chapel of the (outer) 
Infirmary, the painting of the ‘‘almery of St. Andrew,” 
and of an image of St. Cuthbert, etc. From 1500 onward 
are several references to a pestilence in which some persons 
in the (outer) Infirmary died. Masses and alms were 
provided for their souls. In 1500 the Almoner paid 20d. 
for the administration of the sacraments to a man and his

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wife, when the master of the school, who usually said mass 
twice a week at the Magdalen’s chapel and once a week at 
Kimblesworth chapel,t was absent for fear of the pestilence. 
Thus the Almoner was careful for the souls as well as for 
the bodies of those committed to his charge. 


THE COMMONER. 


The duties of this officer were not very arduous. 
According to /eztes,? his office was to provide figs and 
walnuts and also such spices against Lent as should 
be comfortable for the monks in a time of great austerity 
both of fasting and of praying, to keep up a good 
fire in the Common-house hall, and to have by him a 
hogshead of wine for the monks and for the keeping of his 
‘‘O” or annual pittance on the day called ‘‘O Sapientia,”’3 
which, as we are told, ‘‘the Prior and Covent dyd use at 
that tyme of the yere onely,” so that there seems to have 
been something exceptional about it. It may perhaps be 
referred to in 1511-12 as ‘‘una cena noviter facta confra- 
tribus.”4 This ‘‘sollemne banquett” is delightfully de- 
scribed in Aztes, ch. xlv. There we learn that the Common- 
house was in a part of the undercroft of the dormitory, 
namely on the right as they passed through from the 
cloisters to the Infirmary beyond. Also that the Common- 
house had a garden and a bowling-alley at the back, for 
the recreation of the monks and novices; the space 
formerly occupied by these is now a lawn, sometimes used 
as a bowling-green. At the door of the Common-house 
was a lantern, which was repaired in 1312-13, at the 
expense of the Cellarer.s The floor was strewn with 
rushes. 

There are Commoners’ Rolls from 1416 to 1535.7 
The first of these is the account of William Graystanes 
and John Tynemouth, who appear to have held office 
conjointly, unless there was a change during the year. 
The receipts besides ‘‘arrears” (balance to the good) 
viz., those of 31 years’ accounts, and other arrears, 
were £69 158. 44d. ; with arrears, £903 3s. 84d. The

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expenses were 471 11s. 9%d. In 1524-25 the receipts 
were £114 18s. 93¢d., and the expenses £04 12s. 11d. 
The income was derived from rents of tenements 
and lands in the city and county, and from the endow- 
ments of the Neville, Fossor, Skirlaugh, and Rudd 
chantries, from part of the tithes of Bywell St. 
Peter, of Hett, and of certain coal mines, pensions 
from a few churches and religious houses, profits of the 
court and toll-hall of Hett, sale of oak bark and tops, ete. 
The expenses were for quarterly payments to the brethren, 
purchase of spices, pensions and stipends to the Precentor, 
Succentor, Master of the Infirmary, the Commoner himself, 
and the chantry-priests, with some smaller payments, 
presents (including gloves), redditus resoluti, necessary 
expenses for coal and firewood, white candles, and other 
charges of the usual kind. The Common-house must 
have been very dark during a great part of the year, hence 
the need for the large quantity of candles that were used, 
as well as great torches on some occasions. 

There are, of course, the usual charges for building 
materials for the maintenance of the tenements that were 
assigned to the Commoner. The most characteristic of the 
expenses are those for spices, fuel, and candles for the 
Common-house. There is a very good inventory of 1517,? 
which enables us to re-furnish the Common-house in 
imagination with its tables, seats, towels, napkins, plate, 
spice platters and boxes, wooden dishes for figs, candle- 
boxes, almery, etc. The czmba monachorum, kept at the 
‘‘ boatstead,”? with two oars, and a lock, key, and chain, 
was in charge of the Commoner, and it often wanted 
repairing. It appears that he had a storehouse in Cross- 
gate for building materials3 and a coalpit at Hett.4 At 
the end of this inventory is a list of brewleads and other 
brewing apparatus at a number of houses in Durham, the 
tenants of which evidently brewed at their own homes. 

Minor ailments seem to have been attended to by the 
Commoner, for we find frequent mention of electuary for 
the monks and novices, commonly called ‘‘lettorye.”

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The same officer provided a supper for those who were to 
be tonsured on the morrow, and he contributed to the 
remuneration of the Cantor for teaching youths to play on 
the organs.2, Strangely enough, under the head of Dona 
et exennia there appear, together with the usual kinds of 
presents and gratuities, several payments for the making 
of ‘‘chests”’ or wooden coffins at 4d. each, but not before 
1508. Sometimes we meet with a payment ‘‘ pro pane et 
cerevisia,’ doubtless the ‘‘aile and caikes” of A7‘fes. 
Under the head of Empczo Specierum we find not only 
anise, cloves, confections, drage, ginger, liquorice, mace, 
nutmegs, pepper, saffron, and sugarplate, but almonds, 
currants, figs, hazel-nuts, raisins, and even onions. The 
fact is that the term ‘‘spice’”’ has become much more 
limited in its connotation than it formerly was, though in 
dialect use it still means any kind of sweetmeats, spice- 
cake is “plum” or currant cake, and a spice-shop is a 
shop where children’s sweets are sold. 


THE MASTER OF THE INFIRMARY. 


There is very little about the Infirmary in the chapter 
concerning it in Azées,3 and the Master is only incidentally 
mentioned. What is there said is limited to the Lying- 
house, a strong prison that was under the Master’s 
chamber. There is more about the Infirmary itself 
in the chapters on the burying of monks and of 
Priors.4 There we learn that a sick man might have 
both fire and more convenient keeping in the Infirmary 
than in the dormitory, where no fire was allowed. And 
when he died and had been wound in his cowl and 
habit he was carried into a room in the Infirmary called 
the ‘‘ Dead man’s chamber.” The door of the chamber 
where he died was locked, and the key taken to the 
Prior. At night he was removed from the Dead man’s 
chamber to St. Andrew’s chapel, adjoining the said 
chamber and the Infirmary. During the night two monks 
remained on their knees at his feet, and the children of 
the Almery knelt in the stalls on either side reciting the

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Psalter. In the morning the corpse was carried first to 
the Chapter house for the Dirige and then to the Centry 
garth for burial. We should have welcomed some account 
of the management of the sick in the Infirmary, but /z/es 
is. silent on that subject. 

The Rolls of the Masters of the Infirmary are very 
short, and the receipts and expenses are mostly under 
410. Nevertheless they contain a good many interesting 
particulars. They range in date from 1352 to 1535.1 The 
receipts are some small rents, and contributions from some 
other officers. The expenses are for a pittance on St. 
Andrew’s day, repairs of the Infirmary buildings, coal 
and wood for fuel, candles, servants’ wages, linen, rushes 
for the floors, etc.2 The annual pittance seems to have 
been one of the ‘‘moderate and_ scholastical”’ order,3 
similar to the Commoner’s ‘‘O.” The Infirmary chapel 
was dedicated in honour of St. Andrew, it had a great east 
window, and an east door with a pavement before it,4 a 
west window, a picture over the altar, figures of St. Andrew 
and others, stalls, etc. In the Bursar’s roll of 1353-54 is 
the entry, ‘‘In fenestris vitreis cancelli Infirmariz 
reparandis, 4s.” The ‘‘ great window” of the chapel 
had 38 feet of new glass put into it in 1467-68 and 20 feet 
in 1469-70, at 10d. a foot. A Lenten veil with red crosses 
on it, and a frontal for the altar, ‘‘ejusdem secte,” were 
made of seven ells of Holland cloth in 1448-49. The site 
of St. Andrew’s chapel is no longer to be identified. 
Search for its foundations was made some years ago with- 
out any positive result. 

We know very little about the Infirmary Hall, except 
that it was whitewashed, but it had a painted selour, a

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dorsor, and a representation of the Holy Trinity at one 
end. 

We find mention of alta mensa, of a table varnished, 
and of a long seat with a foot-board, as being provided for 
the hall, also table-cloths and napkins.

There was a chamber called Chapel-end or ‘‘ Camera in fine 
capelle,’’ perhaps the same as the Dead man’s chamber 
mentioned in Azfes. The chapel, hall, and chambers, 
were strewn with rushes on St. John the Baptist’s day. 
A campanile? and a striking clock3 are mentioned, and 
the repairing of a bell of the Infirmary in the dormitory,4 
so that there seems to have been a dormitory either over 
or otherwise separate from the hall, an unusual arrange- 
ment. The Infirmary bell, either the one in the dormitory 
or some other, is frequently mentioned. The references to 
an Infirmary cook perhaps imply an Infirmary kitchen, 
but the cooking for the sick may have been done in the 
Great Kitchen. Besides the above buildings, there were, 
connected with the Infirmary, the coal-house,5 the shaving- 
house,® the blood-house,7 and the dungeon, lying-house, 
or prison. The coal-house was secured by a padlock. 
In the shaving-house, which had a ‘‘ reredos”’ in it, were 
a brass o//a and lavers, and shaving-basins, and it was 
provided with a lock and keys. The blood-house, for the 
periodical bleeding (minucio), was paved, and provided 
with earthen bleeding-basins.2 The lying-house is 
described in Az¢es as a strong prison under the Master’s 
chamber, in which great offenders, such as monks or 
persons in holy orders who broke their vows, were kept in 
chains for a whole year without any company except the 
Master, and their meat was let down through a trapdoor. 
But any offenders who were temporal men were punished 
by the temporal law.9 The Infirmarers’ Rolls and some 
recent excavations confirm this description in many 
particulars. In 1385 occurs a payment of 13d. for the 
walling up of a door in the dungeon, and in 1423 we find

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payments for an iron band for the door called ‘‘ trapdure ” 
over the ‘‘lynghouse,” and for locks and keys for the 
‘‘lynghouse.” This place has now been identified to a 
positive certainty. Many years ago the vaulting over it 
fell in during the night, and with it some horses that were 
stabled above. The hole was filled up and the floor 
relaid, and so it continued until the years 1890-93, when 
the whole place was cleared out. There is a full description 
of it in Canon Greenwell’s Durham Cathedral.* 

The room is 23 feet below the present level of the 
ground, and is 24 feet 3 inches long from E. to W. by 
14 feet 5 inches wide, and 19 feet 2 inches high. Entrance 
was obtained through a round-headed doorway with a 
door opening outwards, secured by a wooden bar running 
back into a hole in the jamb. There was also a communi- 
cation with the chamber above by means of a newel stair- 
case. Among the rubbish on the floor was found the 
stone frame of the trapdoor. There are also remains of 
a latrine, as in the prison connected with the Chapter- 
house. 

There was a walled herb-garden belonging to the 
Infirmary,? for which seeds were frequently bought, and 
turf,3 probably for a lawn or grass walks. 

We find frequent mention of cushions, flocks for 
pillows, feather beds, and other comforts for sick and 
aged brethren. The vessels and other articles belonging 
to the Infirmary were stamped with the St. Andrew’s cross.4 
Light was obtained both from cressets and from Paris 
candles. On the back of the roll of 1384-85 is a most 
interesting inventory of all the Infirmary goods in the 
chapel and in the hall, and of bedding, ete. 

It should be pointed out that the Infirmary was not 
for the sick alone ; a few of the older monks, bowed down 
by age and sometimes by chronic ailments as well, and no 
longer able to bear their part in the daily life and the long 
and frequent religious offices of a monastery, took up their 
abode permanently in the Infirmary, which at Westminster 
was converted for them into a little quadrangle of separate

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rooms, now re-adapted for modern uses and known as 
‘‘The Little Cloister.” No doubt there were low masses 
and other services suitable for the sick and aged in St. 
Andrew’s chapel, to which those would resort who were 
able to do so.t' These services, something new for the 
chapel, the visits of the Infirmarer or of other friends near 
to them ‘‘either in kindred or kyndness,”? their regular 
meals, or the arrival from time to time of another brother, 
together with, perhaps, a few books, and old men’s talk 
about their recollections of past years, would be a constant 
source of interest to them, sometimes even of mild excite- 
ment. ‘‘ Thus, in slow tranquil decay, they spent the last 
days of their lives, without cares and without fears, till 
their hour came, and they were carried out to burial in the 
Cemetery among the brethren gone before.’’3 


THE INSTAURARIUS OR INSTAURATOR. 


This officer exercised a general supervision of the 
live-stock of the monastery, and of the Bercarii, Vaccarii, 
Stirkettarii, Bovettarii, Stodardi, and Custodes, at the 
various manors and farms. There are rolls of /nstaurari 
and of their subordinates from 1338 to 1482.4 — 

Some of these are accounts of receipts and expenses, 
others inventories of stock. The receipts are from sales 
of cattle, etc., as shown on page 309, the expenses for 
purchases of stock, implements, etc., construction and 
repairs of buildings, furnishing of dairies, payment of 


wages, etc. One curious thing that the Rolls show is, the 
frequent sale of hides and carcases of animals that had died 


in murrain; even the Cellarer bought carcases of that 
description. The flesh of a cow that had so died was “ of 
no value,” not on that account, but because it was putrid ; 
nevertheless the hide was sold for 8a.5 Some sheep are 


accounted for as having been devoured by dogs or by

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foxes. The classification of sheep according to sex and 
agé is exceedingly curious. Apnz at a certain age were 
promoted to be Hoggastri and /erce, and these again to 
be Hurtardt and Oves matrices. Hoggastri were also 
promoted to be JMultones, by which term we are probably 
to understand wethers. 

Among labours mentioned are, sheepwashing and 
salving, hedging and ditching, mowing, reaping, and hay- 
making, getting meadow-thatch, thatching stacks with 
rushes, spreading molecasts, etc., on the ‘‘ kerr,”? felling 
stours and rungs, etc. Sundries are bought, as ‘‘ earth” 
(terra), and white fat, both for sheepsalve, tar and butter 
for the same, milk for lambs, wages of a woman collecting 
the said milk, earning for the dairies. There is a good 
list of dairy requisites at the end of page 310, paragraph 3. 

The stock-keepers suffered with the rest of the officers 
in the Scotch wars, and that from both of the contending 
parties. Stock had to be driven south of Tees,3 and 
some were lost, through fear of the Scots,4 while lambs 
disappeared ‘‘in comestione per famulos d’ni n’ri Regis.’’s 
Diseases mentioned, besides ‘‘ morina,” passzm, are ‘‘ lez 
pokkes ante tonsionem,’’® and a disease of lambs called 
‘“le redeyll”’7 (the red ill), both included under the general 
term ‘‘morina.” The ‘‘spanyng” of lambs is twice 
referred to.8 Certain lambs and fleeces seem to have been 
sacred to St. Anthony.9 


THE SUPERVISOR EQUICII. 


This officer has been referred to above in connexion 
with the Prior’s household," but his being called Supervisor 
Equici Priorts*t probably means no more than that he 
served the Prior as head of the monastery and not as the 
master of a separate household. He is not mentioned in 
fites, and there is only one remaining roll pertaining to 
his office, namely that of 1420-21. This roll hardly 
requires any separate notice here, it speaks for itself.

THE GRANATORIUS. 


This officer is described in Aztest as Keeper or Master 
of the Garners. He had a checker in the Garners, where 
the wheat and other corn lay. He kept an account of 
the wheat and malt corn as they came in and were 
expended. The malt kiln was in connexion with the 
garners, which after the Dissolution were converted into 
the prebendal houses in the middle of the south side of 
the College. These buildings, besides their outside walls, 
retain some ancient features. The chamber of the Master 
of the Garners was in the Dormitory. 

When the extracts that form the bulk of these volumes 
were made in the first instance, the Granators’ Rolls were 
passed by as of less interest. A recent examination of 
some of them has shown that their contents are of consider- 
ably more importance than was then supposed, and it may 
be worth while to give some account of them, with extracts, 
in this place. 

There are 111 of them in all, ranging from 1296 ? to 
1533. The one dated 1296 on the wrapper is much decayed 
and mouse-eaten, and the date is now gone, all but 
‘<> sexto.” Its contents are of the same kind as those 
of the later ones, but it is too much decayed to afford any 
connected information. In the Roll of 1341-42 we find 
that among the corn dispensed extra curiam, the Almoner 
received by tally g quarters and 5 bushels. Several 
servants at different places received allowances of wheat, 
and presents were made ex precepio Priorts, or wheat was 
given in exchange for or else as food for poultry, thus, 
‘‘Coco Prioris pro pull. gallin. j pe. Gardinario Prioris 


Gh, 
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pro caponibus, iij pe.”! The Roll of 1455-56 is in a good 
state, and may be taken as a fair specimen. First the 
Granator, dn’s Will. Coken, answers for 150 qr. of wheat 
remaining from the last account, then for 60 qr. from the 
Manor of Pittington. Then for wheat from tithes in the 
Prior's hands, viz., of Billingham, Wolviston, Newton, 
Cowpon, Bewley, Aycliffe, Heighington, and Heselden 
Hall, 138 qr. 7 bu. 2 pe., but the sum adds up to 158 qr. 
7 bu. 2 pe., and we have similar discrepancies all through. 
Then 5 qr. from the manor of Eden, which is let, and 312 
qr. 2 bu. 2 pe. of wheat bought by the Bursar. ‘Et de 
incremento mensuree” (a constant entry), 16 gr. The total 
receipts of wheat, including the remainder in hand at the 
beginning, are stated to be 643 qr. 1 bu. 

Of which were expended within the House 337 qr. 
2 pe., the amount in each month being given. Then there 
were delivered to several servants allowances of wheat, 
viz., palicero de Beurepayr, custodi de le Rylley, custodi- 
bus diversorum animalium apud Muglyswyk, palicero de 
Muglyswyk, custodi manerii de Beurepayr, famulo suo, 
operanti apud Petyngton. Et pistillario coquine pro pistis, 
xj qr. Et in frumento liberato coquine per tempus 
compoti, ij bu. Et in pastis liberatis pro ludis d’ni Prioris 
p. t.c., ij qr. Et in frumento liberato pro ludis d’ni Prioris 
ut supra, j bu. Summa, lvj qr. j bu. ij pe. 

He begs to have allowance made for 2 qr. delivered to 
the Rector of Muggleswick, and 2 bu. to Allan Selater. 

Sum of all expended infra et extra, 395 Gr.24eiy 
Remaining in wheat ground and not ground, and in bread, 
277 qt. 5 bu. And, besides, in wheat not ground ‘ex 
provisione d’ni Prioris,” 114 qr. Total remaining, 361_ 
qr. 5 bu. 


* On the back of this roll is written, in quite another hand, a list of 
fines inflicted on persons belonging to places where the Convent had 
property “‘coram Justiciariis ad assisas” in the 15th to the 17th year of 
Bishop Hatfield. The offences are mostly such as not coming to the 
assizes (probably when called as witnesses). Some are “ coram Justic. 
novi statuti de servientibus,” others ‘‘coram Justic.-pacis.”” The last are 
for assaults, and for keeping greyhounds (leporarii) against the statute. 
At the foot is written a clause from ‘‘le Convenit” that all amerciaments 
and profits from the men of the land or fee of the Prior are to be equally 
divided between the Bishop and the Prior. The fines vary in amount from 
1d. to 20d. The last was “ pro insidiis et verberacione.”’ 
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Then follows, on the same roll, a similar account of 
the same Granator relating to the barley from the manors, 
the havermalt, the tithes, and the purchases by the Bursar. 

First he answers for 82 qr. of barley ‘‘non effusi in 
bras.” remaining from the last account. The total receipts 
including this are stated at 601 qr. 6 bu. Of these 535 qr. 
6 bu. are malted. He then accounts for 618 qr. of malted 
barley ground and not ground, and made into ale, of the 
last remainder, and for the above 535 qr. malted during 
the year. ‘‘Et de incremento mensure, 27 qr.” Total 
receipt including remainder, 1160 qr. 6 bu. Of this he 
gives a monthly account showing a consumption of from 
54 to 68 qr. per month, which seems to show that brewing 
was constantly going on. The sum of the monthly 
consumption of malt is stated at 642 qr. 2 bu. for the year, 
and the remainder at 518% qr. 

Then follows his account of oats, viz., of the remainder, 
of receipts from manors, tithes, and Bursar’s purchases. 
Total, 206 qr. 4 bu. Of which was malted, 100 qr. 4 bu. 
And delivered to the kitchen for oatmeal to be made of it, 
11 gr. And to remain 115 qr. (95 qr.). There is a 
remainder of 2 qr. of oat malt ground and not ground, and 
of 100% qr. malted this year ; total receipt cum rem., 102 
gr. 4 bu. Of this he gives a monthly account as before, 
showing from 6 bu. to 3 qr. used per month; total for the 
year, 18 qr. 4 bu. Remainder, 84 qr. 

Then the provender account, viz., of oats, peas, and 
beans, from manors, tithes, and purchase. Total receipt 
of oats cum rem., 354 qr.; used, 252 qr.; remaining in 
garner, 102 qr. 

Total receipt of peas and beans, cum rem., 1605 qf. ; 
used, 12814 qr.; remaining in garner, 36% qr. 

Total expenditure in provender, viz., oats, peas, and 
beans, 380% qr.; remainder of provender, 138% qr.

Waynpayn ad coquinam pro le polan, ij qrt.”" 

Besides the Granators’ Rolls of receipts and expendi- 
ture of corn, there are from 1439 to 1445 ten rolls, of which 
Pi wan 1460-61, ‘‘ Et de j qrt. liberat. Nicholao Waynpayn pro le polan.”’ 
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four are duplicates, made out after the manner of Bursars’ 
Rolls, containing the Granators’ receipts and expenditure 
in money, the receipts of corn being entered under the 
various manors, according to their money value, and the 
purchases in like manner, not only the quantity (in the 
case of corn) being mentioned, but also the cost. There 
seems to be nothing very remarkable in the way of details. 
Under Garderoba we have the liveries of cloth for the 
Granator, his colleague, valecti, garciones, the brewer, 
and the abbey miller. Under servants’ wages we find a 
long list of those who were paid by the Granator ; thus in 
1439-40, Baxter, Pandoxator, Custos frumenti, Custus 
Aqueductus, Bagman et serviens in Pandoxatorio, Garcio 
Infirmarii, Equitans cum Granatorio, and ten others 
mentioned by their names only. In other years we find 
also Provisor, ballivus de Spenyngmor, Carpentarius, 
Fagotter, Supervisor decim. de Billyngham, Serviens 
Granatorii. In 1442-43 we find under repairs, “Sees 
super factur. j nove rote exterioris pro molend. de Pitting- 
ton, una cum pice et bitumine pro eadem rota, 3p. 4a.” 
The pitch and tar would be wanted for the troughs of the 
overshot wheel, a predecessor of the one now running. 
Also, ‘pro car. luti ad emend. de le forbay ejusdem 
molendini, 12d.” In 1443-44, “Et in tractis, kepestrengys, 
et aliis carthernes empt., 7s. 8d. Et in j pannell cum j 
cropour . . Cor. tannat. . . . pro ly horscolers et crupell 
et sadylbandys . . . pro factura de ly crowpels.”

We find 
also from these rolls that the Granator had a Vicar in 
the church. 


THE MASTER OF THE NOVICES. 


Besides a full account in Rites,* there are several 
incidental notices of this officer in that record. There were 


‘Che xix: 
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always six novices,t who went daily to their books within 
the cloister? for seven years. Their master was one of the 
oldest monks, whose duty was not only to instruct them in 
learning, but to exercise a general care over them, and to 
apply to the Chamberlain for any clothes that they required. 
He took his meals with them in the Frater house.3 If any 
of them showed themselves specially apt to learn, they were 
sent to Durham College in Oxford, and the residue were 
kept at their books till they could understand their service 
and the Scriptures. Then they were ordained priests and 
sang their first mass and received black tunics.4 After 
this the House no longer found them apparel, but gave 
them 20s. a year to find themselves, unless they held some 
office that could afford it, and then they had extra garments, 
as we often find in the Rolls. The master’s chamber was 

in the Dormitory. As he had no accounts to keep, there 
are no rolls belonging to his office; both he and his pupils, 
however, frequently come before us in the rolls of the 
Chamberlain and other officers. 


CHAPLAINS OR CHANTRY PRIESTS. 


These are frequently mentioned in the Rolls, in which 
occur references to the chantries of the lords Neville, of 
the Bishops and Richard of Barnard Castle, of Bishop 
Skirlaugh, of Prior Fossor, of Prior Castell, of John 
Rude and of Robert and Agnes Rodd’, both names 
probably being the same, and of Isabel Lawson. None 
of these were chantries of separate foundation, so far 
as I can ascertain, but were arrangements made by the 
Prior and Convent to provide for masses for certain persons 
in return for benefactions to the church. These masses 
were probably at first said by the monks, but we find that 
in 1536 four chantry-priests received from the Bursar gos. 
‘each for the year. These may or may not have been

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monks undertaking the duty. They were probably secular 
priests. 

The Neville chantry was in the eastern portion of the 
south aisle of the nave, and the Neville tombs now placed 
under the arches were probably within the chapel origin- 
ally.t Within living memory there was a_five-light 
window in this chapel, with coats of arms in painted glass,? 
but that and many other windows have been destroyed in 
order to make the imitation ‘‘ Norman” ones that have 
taken their place. We know something about the origin 
of the Neville chantry from Chambre, who informs us that 
in 1355 Ralph lord Neville assigned to the Common House 
an annual rent of 1o/.3 that a monk, celebrating daily for 
whom he would, might remember the souls of himself and 
his wife and all the faithful departed. This annual pay- 
ment was afterwards compounded for by John lord Neville, 
son of the above-named Ralph, who released the Prior and 
Convent from a debt of 4oo/. which they owed him.s5 The 
altar in the Neville chantry was called ‘‘altare magne 
CEUCIsa, > 

Of the foundation of the chantry ‘‘ of the bishop and 
Richard of Barnardcastle” I know nothing. Chambre 
says that Bishop Neville was buried with his ancestors in 
the southern part of the Cathedral Church.® This may be 
a mistake, for in his will the bishop directed that he should 
be buried before the altar of the Venerable Bede,7 z.e., in 
the Galilee, and Leland says that he lay in a high marble 
tomb in the Galilee, and that Richard of Barnard Castle 
lay at the head of this Neville.8 This Richard was buried 
eighty-seven years before the Bishop, having procured the 
translation of Bede’s bones from the feretory to the Galilee.9 
It seems not unlikely, then, that his soul and that of - 
Bishop Neville were specially remembered at St. Bede’s

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altar, and that it came to be regarded as their chantry 
altar.t It seems extremely probable, to say the least, 
that Bishop Neville was buried in the Galilee, and not 
impossible that the despoiled slab now lying in the 
Neville chapel originally covered the tomb mentioned by 
Leland. 

The Chantry of Bishop Walter Skirlaw, for which he 
made provision in his lifetime, was in the north choir aisle, 
where mass was daily said for his soul at the Skirlaw 
altar,? and where there is still remaining the stone bench 
with his arms on a row of panels, as made in 1402-03.3 
The bishop was a great benefactor to the church.4 A 
payment of 6d. appears in the Hostillar’s Roll of 1415-16 
as made for writing out the ordination of Bishop Walter’s 
chantry. A payment of 4os. to the celebrant is mentioned 
in the Commoner’s Roll of 1524, page 295. A single 
account roll of this chantry has been preserved, and is here 
given 7m extenso.s

Prior Fossor, a great benefactor, ordained, with the 
consent of the chapter, that a monk should say a mass for 
_his soul each day at the altar of St. Nicholas and St. Giles 
in the north transept, and for this purpose, and for a 
pittance on his anniversary, he assigned to the common- 
house lands and rents. Two rentals of the chantries of 
Walter Skyrley (Bishop Skirlaw) and John Fossor are 
mentioned in a Commoner’s Inventory of 1517, page 293. 

In 1524 the Commoner paid the Succentor 6s. 8d. for 
the ¢abulacio of Fossor’s chantry. And in the same year 
he received rents for the chantries of Fossor, Skyrley, and 
John Rude. Prior Fossor was buried before the altar at 
which mass was said for him.?

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Prior Castell bought two mills, commonly called 
Jesus mills, covered them with lead, and granted them to 
the Church of Durham, in order that after his death there 
might be a memorial of him in the mass of Jesus, and he 
was buried in front of the Jesus altar at the east end of the 
nave.t’ The Sacrist’s Roll of 1535-36 mentions fines and 
rents from the Jesus mill as assigned to the office of Sacrist 
by Thomas Castell, ‘‘ pro cantaria Nominis Jha.” 

The chantry of John Rude, mentioned above in 
connexion with that of Prior Fossor, was probably the 
same as that of Robert Rodd’ and Agnes Rodd’. For a 
payment to their chantry priests, see page 704. That is 
all that I have noted about them or their chantry, though 
no doubt the payment occurs year by year. The celebrant 
for John Rudde received from the Commoner 48s. in 1524.3 

Robert and Agnes may have augmented an earlier 
endowment. The former of these may have been the 
famous Robert Rodes of Newcastle, who was the originator 
of St. Nicholas’ Steeple in that town, and is described in 
the Rolls as a constant and faithful friend of St. Cuthbert, 
and who presented to the shrine a magnificent cross of gold 
and jewels, and was a great benefactor to the church in 
many ways.4 

Concerning the chantry of Isabel Lawson I have met 
with nothing in the Rolls or elsewhere except the notice 
of itin the Sacrist’s Roll of 1536, page 418. One Isabel 
Lawson who is mentioned, with many others of the same 
name, in Durham Wills, Vol. Il, was twice married, and 
seems to have lived too late to have founded a chantry,5 but 
something of the kind was probably done by an earlier 
lady in the same family. 

The above-named are all the chantries concerning 
which I have noted anything in the Rolls. Any one 
going through them with that special object might 
no doubt find more about them, or might find references 
to some which I have missed. The most important

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chantry in the church, that founded by Bishop Langley 
in the Galilee, would not fall within the scope of the 
Rolls, As it was an independent foundation it would 
not come into the monastic accounts. In the chantry 
certificate (Henry VIII’s return) it is described as ‘‘ The 
chauntry of our ladye and Saynt Cuthbert in the cathedrall 
church of Durham,” founded by Bishop Langley and 
two chaplains to the said bishop to find two priests to 
pray for their souls and to keep two free schools, the one of 
grammar and the other of song. The deed of foundation, 
dated June 18, 1414, isin the Treasury.2, Bishop Langley’s 
tomb is still in the Galilee, but the marble chapel that 
enclosed it has long been destroyed. The raised floor of it 
is shown in old drawings. 

Besides the chantries, there was the Guild of St. 
Cuthbert in the Galilee,3 apparently a brotherhood mention- 
ed in the Sacrists’ Rolls as ‘‘ Fraeria S. Cuthberti.” In 
the 11th year of Bishop Neville, 1448-49, John Lound, 
clerk, William Raket, Robert Rhodes, Richard Raket, 
Robert Sotheron, chaplain, and John Bynchestre, chaplain, 
had a ‘‘licence to establish a Gild to the honour of St. 
Cuthbert, in the chapel of the blessed Mary, within the 
Galilee of the monastery of Durham.’4 The Fraeria, 
however, existed much earlier. It may, perhaps, have 
been established on some new footing in 1448-49. It 
appears to have had on its roll persons in Northumberland 
and Hexhamshire as well as in the Bishopric.5 But I 
know nothing further concerning it. 


This Introduction has now run to a length which may, 
perhaps, be considered excessive. But my object has been 
to give a pretty full general account of the contents of the 
Rolls and of some matters connected therewith. This

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will, I hope, be acceptable to some of our members who 
have neither the time nor the inclination to go through the 
original matter. I may perhaps here say a few words 
about the Index and Glossary. I have tried to omit 
nothing in the Index. But as the compilation of it 
extended over some years, I am afraid that, after all the 
revision I have bestowed on it, some references which 
ought to have been brought together are distributed under 
two or more synonymous words, and that more cross- 
references might have been given with advantage. I have 
tried to make it to some extent a subject-index. That it is 
not more complete in this respect is of less consequence, 
because of the lists of things mentioned in the Rolls that 
will be found at the end of this Introduction, the idea of 
which I took from the lists at the end of the great Lexicon 
of Du Cange. The Index may be referred to for any of 
the things mentioned in the lists, and I hope it will not 
often be referred to in vain. The Glossary has grown 
considerably in my hands. At first I thought of giving 
only a list of obscure words, with short explanations - 
when known. But I hope that the fuller treatment ulti- 
mately adopted will meet with approval. The number of 
curious words in the Rolls is very great indeed, and I 
cannot say how many hundred quotations I have sent to 
Dr. Murray for the New English Dictionary. With 
reference to these, Dr. Murray has very kindly sent me © 
the following interesting remarks for publication here. 
‘¢The Account Rolls,” he says, ‘‘are of immense value in 
enlarging our knowledge of the English Vocabulary of the 
Fourteenth, Fifteenth, and early Sixteenth centuries ; and, 
in issuing them, the Surtees Society has done an impor- 
tant service to English lexicography. Every one who 
tries to gather the vocabulary of any past age from its 
surviving monuments knows how difficult it is to recover 
the words that lie out of the track of ordinary literature, 
which do not naturally occur in the chronicles, histories, 
religious treatises, ballad or lyric poetry of the time. 
From these sources we gather without difficulty the names 
of persons and things of general interest, the ordinary 
adjectives and verbs, the pronouns, the particles, which 
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enter into the substance or frame-work of all written 
language. But the names of articles of domestic use, of 
the materials and tools of the artificer and artisan, of the 
specific parts of buildings, offices, and furniture, rarely— 
in many cases never—appear in literature, and would be 
entirely lost to us, but for their preservation in two sources, 
viz., in vocabularies, nominalia, or glossaries, Latin- 
English or English-Latin, in which they are arranged 
usually under subject-headings, which the compiler has 
evidently tried to make reasonably complete, and in such 
private records as the Account Rolls here edited and made 
accessible, in which English words, in their vernacular 
form, or with mere latinized endings, occur in a Latin 
context. Each of these sources has its points of advantage. 
The words in the Vocabulary are furnished with a Latin 
explanation, which usually (but by no means always) 
makes the meaning intelligible. In the Accounts the 
words are not explained, but they occur in a natural 
context, which sometimes indeed leaves their sense 
undetermined, but often determines it more satisfactorily 
than the Latin equivalent in the vocabulary. But in one 
respect these Durham Accounts have the advantage of all 
our English-Latin vocabularies : the latter rarely go back 
into the Fourteenth century. The Fifteenth century (as I 
have pointed out in my Romanes Lecture) was the age of 
the renascence of English lexicography, in which the 
making of native English glossaries and vocabularies 
(which had come to an end with the Norman Conquest) 
burst anew into activity. With the Fifteenth century, 
therefore, the history of an immense number of words of 
the non-literary or less literary side of the language begins. 
Now, the publication of these Accounts, which go back 
more than a century earlier, carries back into that century 
the evidence for the existence and form of a large number 
of words, of which they now supply the earliest-known 
Middle English instances. Hence their publication has 
proved of high importance to the new English Dictionary, 
few pages of which are now without a quotation from them, 
which in many cases is moreover our earliest evidence for 
the word, or fills up a lacuna in its history between the 


ee 
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Old English or Anglo-Saxon period and the Fifteenth 
century.” 

In turn, I must here acknowledge the great help 
I have received from the ‘‘N.E.D.” in the preparation 
of the Glossary, so far as the Dictionary has advanced. 
I have usually found it more helpful than any other source 
of information to which I have turned. | 

As will be seen, there are still a good many words 
awaiting explanation after I have done all in my power, 
but without success, to elucidate them. 

As I hear of many enquiries as to when the new 
edition of Aztes of Durham may be expected to appear, 
I may say that as soon as this volume is off my hands 
I hope to add to the notes collected some years ago a great 
number of references to the Account Rolls, and to give a 
general revision to the whole of the old notes. And I do 
not see why this should not be done in the course of the 
present year. 


I have now only to add the expression of my best 
thanks to all the kind friends who have helped me in 
various ways in connexion with these volumes. And 
first, the Dean and Chapter of Durham, who have so long 
allowed me free access to the Rolls and other manuscripts 
contained in their Treasury, and for the generous help to 
the Surtees Society that is referred to in the Preface to 
Vol. II. Next, to the Dean, for his never-failing sympathy 
and his most valuable help with the proof-sheets from 
first to last. His experience with the Winchester Rolls 
has been of the greatest service in this matter, and the 
result of it in his work on ‘‘ The Obedientiary Rolls of 
St. Swithun’s ” will often be found in the use made of that 
volume in my Introduction and Glossary. 

My old friend William Greenwell, the veteran 
archeologist of the North, has always been, like another 
William famed in Border minstrelsy, “‘ good at need.” 
All who have occasion to consult the Chapter MSS. are 
immensely indebted to him for the admirable order in 
which they have been arranged under his direction, and 
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for his readiness to be of use in connexion with them when 
help is required. And, as is mentioned in the Preface to 
Vol. I, it was he who made the suggestion that.led to my 
undertaking this present work. 

Mr. St. John Hope has kindly allowed me to make 
use of the proofs of the book of Canterbury Inventories 
which he is editing in conjunction with Dr. Wickham 
Legg, and also of his MS. extracts from the Norwich 
Sacrists’ Rolls, both which sources of evidence have 
afforded some excellent illustrations. 

Mr. Edward Peacock, F.S.A., of Bottesford Manor, 
has given me access to his collections, and has greatly 
helped me with the Glossary, the whole of which has 
passed under his eye, and has had the benefit of his 
learned judgment. 

The Glossary has also greatly profited by the botanical 
knowledge of my brother, the Rev. William Fowler, M.A., 
Vicar of Liversedge, who has usually been able to send me 
whatever information and references I have wanted in 
connexion with the plants and vegetable products 
mentioned in the Rolls. 

And lastly I wish gratefully to acknowledge the kind- 
ness and the industry of my niece, Miss E. E. Fowler, 
and of other relations and friends who have helped her in 
the long and tedious business of sorting the slips used in 
the formation of the Index. Any one who has made an 
Index extending over 122 octavo pages of two columns 
each will have some idea of what this means. 
| It will readily be believed that this work has cost 
much more labour in the preparation than any of those 
which I have edited hitherto, but I do not consider that 
the labour has been ill bestowed. For it has rendered 
accessible to students a vast amount of material concerning 
the daily life of a great monastic establishment, material, 
moreover, of exceptional interest and variety.

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SINCE the issue of the last Report, the Society has to 
deplore the loss of its President, Dr. Stubbs, Bishop of 
Oxford. The world at large is acquainted with his 
eminent merits as an historian, the width and sanity of 
his views being very conspicuous, but to Yorkshire men 
his memory will ever be especially dear from the deep 
interest he took in all antiquarian matters relating to his 
native county, an interest which included even its Parish 
Registers. It must ever be a matter of deep regret that, 
owing to pressure of unavoidable professional engagements, 
he was never able to undertake any work relating 
exclusively to the North of England. At the Annual 
Meeting of the Society, held at Durham on Tuesday, 
June 4th, 1901, the Duke of Northumberland, Ke Gywas 
elected Patron and President, in succession to the Bishop 
of Oxford. His Grace’s high rank and deep and 
intelligent interest in archeological matters point him out 
as pre-eminently suited for this post. The Society has lost 
five of its Vice-Presidents since 1899, the Bishop of 
London, Canon Atkinson, Chancellor R. S. Ferguson 
and Mr. John Sykes, by death, and the Rev. Thomas 
Randell by withdrawal. To Canon Atkinson the Society 
is indebted for editions of the Chartularies of Whitby 
and Rievaulx. The vacant places have been filled 
up by the election of Lord Barnard, Mr. oe We Clay 
Mr. R. O. Heslop, Mr. W. W. Morrell, and Mr. S. J. 
Chadwick. Since the date of the last Report, the 
following volumes have been issued to the members 
of the Society :—Newcastle Adventurers, II]; and York 
Freemen, II. The Council regrets that, from causes 
incidental to the nature of a Society such as this, there are 
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considerable arrears in the publication of the volumes. 
As no fewer than six volumes are in the press, it is hoped 
that by the close of the year the publications will be up to 
date. Amongst volumes which may be expected shortly 
are:—The Beverley Chapter Act Book, II, edited by 
Mr. A. F. Leach ; Durham Account Rolls, III, containing 
Index and Glossary, edited by.Canon Fowler ; Testamenta 
Eboracensia, VI, edited by Mr. J. W. Clay, continuing the 
magnificent series of wills from York printed under 
the supervision of the late Canon Raine; a volume of 
Knaresborough Wills, in which the late Bishop of Oxford 
was much interested, edited by Dr. Collins ; a volume 
from the records of the Company of Hoastmen of 
Newcastle, illustrating the history of the coal-trade, edited ~ 
by Mr. F. W. Dendy; and the Register of Walter 
Giffard, Archbishop of York, 1266-1279, edited by the 
Secretary.

NEW RULES AGREED UPON IN 1849; REVISED 1863. 


I.—The Society shall consist of not more than three hundred 
and fifty members. 


II1.—There shall be a Patron of the Society, who shall be 
President. 


Il1].—There shall be twenty-four Vice-Presidents, a Secretary, 
and two Treasurers. 


I1V.—The Patron, the Vice-Presidents, the Secretary, and the 
Treasurers, shall form the Council, any five of whom, including 
the Secretary and a Treasurer, shall be a quorum competent to 
transact the business of the Society. 


V.—The twenty-four Vice-Presidents, the Secretary, and the 
Treasurers, shall be elected at a general meeting, to continue in 
office for three years, and be capable of re-election. 


VI.—Any vacancies in the office of Secretary or Treasurers 
shall be provisionally filled up by the Council, subject to the 
approbation of the next general meeting. 


VII.—Three meetings of the Council shall be held in every 
year, on the first Tuesday in the months of. March, June, and 
December ; and the place and hour of meeting shall be fixed by 
the Council, and communicated by the Secretary to the members 
of the Council. 


VIII.—The meeting in June shall be the Anniversary, to 
which all the members of the Society shall be convened by the 
Secretary. 


IX.—The Secretary shall convene extraordinary meetings 
of the Council, on a requisition to that effect, signed by not less 
than five members of the Council, being presented to him. 
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X.—-Members may be elected by ballot at any of the ordinary 
meetings, according to priority of application, upon being 
proposed in writing by three existing members. One black ball 
in ten shall exclude. 


XI.—Each member shall pay in advance to the Treasurer the 
annual sum of one guinea. If any member’s subscription shall 
be in arrear for two years, and he shall neglect to pay his 
subscription after having been reminded by the Treasurer, he 
shall be regarded as having ceased to be a member of the 
Society. 

XII,—The money raised by the Society shall be expended in 
publishing such compositions, in their original language, or ina 
translated form, as come within the scope of this Society, 
without limitation of time with reference to the period of their 
respective authors. All editorial and other expenses to be 
defrayed by the Society. 


XIII.—One volume, at least, in a closely printed octavo form, 
shall be supplied to each member of the Society every year, free 
of expense. 


XIV.—If the funds of the Society in any year will permit, the 
Council shall be at liberty to print and furnish to the members, 
free of expense, any other volume or volumes of the same 
character, in the same or a different form. 


XV.—The number of copies of each publication, and the 
selection of a printer and publisher, shall be left to the Council, 
who shall also fix the price at which the copies, not furnished to 
members, shall be sold to the public. 


XVI.—The armorial bearings of Mr. Surtees, and some 
other characteristic decoration connecting the Society with his 
name, shall be used in each publication. 


XVII.—A list of the officers and members, together with an 
account of the receipts and expenses of the Society, shall be 
made up every year to the time of the annual meeting, and shall 
be submitted to the Society to be printed and published with 
the next succeeding volume. 


XVIII.—No alteration shall be made in these rules, except at 
an annual meeting. Notice of any such alteration shall be 
given, at least as early as the ordinary meeting of the Council 
immediately preceding, to be communicated to each member of 
the Society.
